tries, where Lordor Lady being toiched therewith, 
manifeſt ſignes of incvitable death followed thereon , 
by blecding at the nofe, But here 1t began with yong 
children, male and female, cicher under the argge- 
pits, or inthe groine by certaine ſwellings, in ſome 
tothe bigneſlc of an Apple, in others like an Egge, 
and ſo in diyers greater or lefer, which (in cheir val« 
gar Langvage) they termed to be a Botch or Byle. In

oodeon every dung-bill, roſted and tumbled the 
cloathes with their (nouts, rubbing their heads like- 
wiſe upon them ; and immediately, each turning 
twicc or thrice about, they both fell downe dead on 
the (aid cloaches 5 as being, iully infeRed with che 
contagion of them : which accident and other the 
like, if not farre greater , begat divers feares and i- 
maginations in them that beheld them, all cending 
to a moſt inhumane and uncharitable end 3 namely, 
to iy thence! from tSficke, and touching any thing 
©: rhetr4z by which meanes they choughttheir health 
ſtould bg ſafely warranted. 

Some there were, vwho coatidered with themſc]ves, 
that living ſoberly,vvith abſtinence from all ſuperflu- 
ity3 it would bee a ſufficient rebſtance agaynſt all 
hurtfull accidents. So combining themſelves in a (0- 
ciable manner, they lived as ſeparatiſts from all other 
company , being ſhut up in (uch houſes , where no 
ſicke body ſhould be neere them.

ferons herbs, and others divers kinds of Spiceries: 
holding them to their Noſes, and thinking them 
moſt comfortable for the Braine , becaule the Ayre 
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dead carkaſes, and other hurtfnll ſayours. Sorc o- 
ther cherewere alſo of more inhumane minde (hoyw- 
beit peradventure it might bec the fureft) laying, 
that there was no better phyſicke againſt the pcſtt- 
lence, nor yet (v good, as to fly away from it : which 
argument mainely moying them , and cating for no 
body but themſelves, very many, both men and wo- 
men, torſooke the City, their owne Houſes, their 
Parents, Kindred, Friends, and Goods,flying to 0- 
ther mens dwellings elic-vwvhere. As if the wrath of 
God in punniſhing the fianes of men with this pla- 
gue, would fall heavily upon none, but luch as were 
encloſed within the City wals 3 orelſe per[wading 
themſelyes, that not any ſhould there bee Jefc alive , 
but that the final ending of all things was come, 
Now albeit theſe perſons in their diverfity of opi- 
nions died not all, ſo undoubtedly they did not all 
eſcape 3 but many among them becomming ficke; 
and making a general men of their flight and 
folly, among them that could not ſtirre out of their 
beds, they Janguiſhed more perplexedly than the os 
ther 1d, Let us omit, that one Citizen fled after an- 
other, and one neighbour had not any care of ano- 
ther, Parents nor Kindied never viſiting them, but 
utterly they were forſaken on all fides : this rribula- 
tion pierced into the hearts of men, and with ſuch a 
dreadfull rerrour,that one Brother forſooke another, 
the Vnckle the Nephew, the Siſter the Brother, and 
tne Wife her Husband: nay, a matter much greater , 
and almoſt incredible ; Fathers and Mothers fled a- 
way from their owne Children, even asif they had 
no way appertained to them. In regard whereof , it 
could be no otherwiſe , but that a countleſſe multi - 
tude of men and women fell ficke ; finding no Cha+ 
ity among their fricnds, except a very fey, and ſub 
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jeRtothe ayarice of ſervants , who attended them 
conſtrainedly, (for great and unreaſonables wages) 
yet feyy of thoſe attendants to bee found any where 
too. And they were men or women but of baſe con- 
dition, as alſo of groffer underſtanding, who never 
before had ſerved in any (uch neceſſities, nor indeed 
were any way elſe tobec imployed , but to give the 
ficke perſon ſuch things as hee called for , or to a- 
waite the houre of his death; in the performance 
of which ſervice, oftentimes for gaine;they loſt cheir 
owne lives, 

In this extreame calamity,the ficke being thus for- 
ſiken of Neighbours, Kindred and Friends,ftanding 
alſo in ſuch need of (eryants 3 a cuſtome came up a- 
mong them, never heard before, thar there was not 
any womanghovw Noble, Young, or Faire ſoever the 
was,burfalling ficke ſhe mult of neceflity lave a man 
to artend her, were he youny or otherwiſe ; reſpe& 
of ſhame or modeſty no way prevailing, bur all parts 
of her body muſt be diſcovercd to him,yhich (in the 
like urgency)was not to be ſeenc by any but women: 
waerconenſucd aftervard, that upon the parties hea- 
ling and recovery, it yas the occaſion of further diſ- 
honeſty;which many being more modeſt|ycurious of, 
refuſed ſuch diſyracetull attending, chufing rather tg 
dyc, than by ſuch helpe to be healed, In regard wher- 
of, as well through the want of convenient rcme- 
dies, (which the ficke by no meanes could attaine 
unto) as alſo the violence of the contagion, the mule 
titude of them that di-d night and day, was lo great, 
that it was adreadfull light ro behold , and as much 
to hcare ſpoken of. Sothat mcere neceſſity (amon? 
them that remained living) begat new behaviours, 
quite c6trary to all which had been in former times, 
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it is) was, that Women, Kindred, Neizhbours and 
Friends, would meete together at the decealcd par- 
ties houſe, and there, with them that were of neereſt 
alliance,expreſle their hearts ſorrow for their friends 
loſe, If not thus, they would aflcmble betore the 
doore, with many of the Citizens and Kindred, and 
(according to the quality of the diſeaſed) the Cleargy 
me: there likeyiſe , and the dead body was carried 
(in comely manner) on mens ſhoulders with fune- 
rall Pompe of Torch light, and Singing, to the 
Church appointed by the diſeaſed. But thele ſeemely 
orders, after that the fury of the peſtilence began te 
encreale, they in like manner al;ogerher mo and 
other nevy cuſtomes came in their place 3 becauſe not 
onely people died, without having any women about 
them, butinfinites alſopait our of this life,not having 
any witneſle , hovy, , or in what manner they 
departed, $o that fey or none there were, to deli- 
ver outward ſhevy of ſorrow and grieving : but in- 
ſtecd thereof, divers declared idle joy and rcjoycing, 
= ulc ſoane learned of immodeſt women, having put 
oft all feminjne compaſſion, yea, or regard of their 
oyne wcltare. 

Very fcw aiſo would accompany the bedy to the 
rave, andthey not any of ch: Neighbours,a!though 
it hab beence an honourable Citizen, but onely the 
meaneſt kind of people, ſuch as we. ce Grave-makers, 
Coftin-bearers, or the like, that cid thele ſervices 
onely for money , and the Biere being, movnred on 
their ſhoulders , in all haſte they would runne away 
vith it, not perhaps tothe Church appointed by the 
dead, but to the neerc{t at hard, having toure or fixe 
poore Priefts following, with lights 41 no lights. and 
thole of the fillieſt 3 ſhort ſervice being (aid ar the Bu- 
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riall , andthe body unreyerently throwne in the 
firſt open grave they found, Such was the pitiful 
rzercy of poore people, and divers, who were of bet- 
ter condition, as it was moſt lamentable to behold 3 
becauſe the greater number of them , under hope of 
healing , or compelled by poverty, kept ſtill within 
their henſe weake and faint, thouſands falling ficke 
daily, and having no helpe, or being ſuccoured any 
vay with foode or phyſicke, all of them died, few or 
none e{caping. 

Great 1tore there were, that died in the ſtreetes, 
by day or night, and many more belides, although 
they died in their houſes 3 yer firſt they made it 
knowa® totheir newghbours ,thattheir lives periſhed, 
rather by the noyſome (ſmell of dead , and putrified 
bodies, than by any violence of the diſeaſe in them- 
{ctves. Sotharot theſe and the reſt , dying 1nthis 
manner every where, the neighbeurs obſerved one 
courſe of behayiour,{moved thereto no leſle by feare, 
thar the (mell and corrnption of dead bodies (houtd 
harme them,than charitable reſpe of the dead)rhat 
themlclves when they could,or berag afliſted by ſome 
bearers of coarles , when they wer* able toprocure 
them, would hate rhe bodies (already dead) out of 
their houſes, laying them before their doores, where 
{ich as paſſed by, eſpecially in the mornings, mighr 
(ce them lying in no meane numbers. Afterward, 
Bieres were brought thither, and ſuch as might nor 
have the helpe of Biercs, were glad to lay them on 
Tables 2 and Bieres have beene obſerved, not one) y 
to be charged with two or three dead bodies at once, 
bu: many times it was [ſcene allo, that the Wife with 
the Husband, wo or three Prethren rogerher 3 yea, 
the Fathcr and Mother, haye thus becge carried a» 
long to the grave upon one bicic, 
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Moreover, oftentimes it hath beene ſcene, that 
when two Prieſts went with one Croſſe to ferch the 
body 3 there would follow (bchind) chree or foure 
bearers with their Bieres, and when the Priefts in- 
tended the buriall but of one budy,fixe or eight more 
have made up the adyantage , and yet none of them 
being attendedby any ſeemly company\lights,teares, 
or the veryleaſt decency; but it plainly appeared, thax 
the very like account was then made of Men or Wo - 
men, as ifthey had beenc Dogges or Swine. Wherin 
might maniteſfly be noted, that that which the natu. 
rall courſe of things could not ſhewto the wile, with 
rare and little lofſe,to wit, the patient ſupport of mi- 
ſeries and misfortunes, even in their greateſt height: 
not onely the wiſe might now lIcarac , bur alſo the 
very ſimpleſt people 3 and in ſach ſort, that they 
ſhould atwayes bee preparcd againit all infclicities 
whatſoever, 

Hallowed ground could not ncw ſuffice, for the 
uu mukitude of dead bodics , which were daily 

rought to every Church in the City,and every houre 
inthe day ; neither could the budies have = 
places ot buriall, according to our ancicntcultome : 
whereforc, after that the Churches and Church» 
yards were filled , they were conſtrained to make 
ule of great deepe ditches, wherein they were buried 
by hundreds at once 5 ranking dead bodies along in 
gravcs, as Merchandizcs arc laid along in ſhips, co» 
ve1 ing each after other , with a ſmall quantity of 
Farth,and ſo they filled at 1aft up the whole ditch to 
the beim, 

Nov, becanſe I would wander no further in eve- 
ry particularity , concerning the mileries happening 
m our City : 1 tell yon, that extremities running on 
in ſuch manner as you have heard ; little kſſe (parc 
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was madc in the Villages round about 3 wherein 
(ſenting aſide encloſed Caſtles, which were now 

Iled like to ſmall Cities) poore Laboenrers and 
Husband-men, with their whole Familics , dicd 
moſt miſerably in our-houſes, yea, and in the open 
fields alſo 3 without any afliſtance of phyſicke , or 
helpe of ſeryants 3 andJikewiſe in the high-wayes, or 
their ploughed landes, by day or night indiffercntly, 
yct not as men,but like brute beaſts. 

By meanes whereof, they became lazy and floth- 
full intheirdayly endevours , cven like to our Cirt- 
Zens 3 nor mincing or medling with their wonted 
affaires: but, as awaiting, for death every houre, im- 
ploycd all ther paines , not incaring any way for 
themſclyes, their Cattle, or gathering the Fruits of 
the Earth, or any of their accuſtomed labours 3 but 
rather waſted and conſumed, even ſuch as were for 
their initant ſuſtenance, Whereupon, it fell fo out, 
that their Oxen, Aſſes, Sheepe and Goates, their 
Syine, Pullen, yea their very Dogges, the trueſt and 
faichfulleſt ſervants to men, being beaten 8 baniſhed 
from thcir houſes, went wildly wandring abroad in 
the fields, where the Corne grew ſtill an the ground 
without gathering, or bcing ſo much as reapt or 
cut. Many of the foreſaid beaſts (as endued with 
reaſon) after they had paſtured themſelves in the day 
time, would returne full fed arnight home to thcir 
houſcs ,without any government of Heardſmen,or 3- 
ny other, 

How many faire Palaces! How many goodly 
Houſes ! How many Noble habitations, tilted before 
with Familes of Lords and Ladies, vere then tobe 
ſeenc empty, without any one there dwelling except 
ſome filly ſervant ? Hoy many Kindreds, worthy 
of memory | Hoyy many great znhexitances ! -_ 
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what plenty of riches, were lefr without amyeroſe ,, 
ſucceflours * Hor many. good men! How, many 
woorthy Women 2 How many Valiant and —_— 
young men, whom none bur Gale, Hippocraress 


A ſeulapius (if they were living) could have heene re. 
puted any way nnhealthfull ; were ſeene codineat 
morning with their Parents, Friends, and familiat 
confederates, and went to ſup in anorher world vith 
their Predeceſſors ? ; 
It is no meane breach to my braine, to make repe- 
tition of ſo many miſcries ; wherefore, being willing 


to pat withthem as eaſily as I may : 1 ſaythatoug 


City being in this caſe, voide cf inhabitants; it 

to paſſe (as afterward T underſtood by ſomdof go 
credit) that in the venerable Church of S, fare ta 
Neufue, on a Tueſday morning, there being they. no 
other perſon, after the hearing of Divine Service, in 


mourninz habits (as the ſeaſon required) return...

Their names I could report, if juſt fl 


honeſty of Ladies, by their idle derraRiing ſpecehes.. * 
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And therefore , tothe end that what each of them 
ſanh,may be comprehended without confulhi6; I pur- 
poſe to ſtile them by names, wholly agrecing , or 
(in part) conformable ts their qualities, Lhe firſt, 
and molt aged, we will name Pampinea ; the ſecond, 
Fiametta 3 the third, Philemens 3 the fourth, A m;- 
lia 3 the bft, Lawetta; the ſixt, Neiphila, and the 
laſt we terme (not without occaſion) El3//gor Eliza. 
All of the being aſ!embled at a corner of cheChurch , 
not by any deliberation tormerly appvinted, but 
meere]y by accident,and fitting 25 it were in a round 
ring : after divers fighs ſeverally delivered, they con- 
ferred on ſundry matters an{werable te the {ad quali- 
ty of the time,and within a while after, Madam P 41s- 
pines began in this manner : 

Faire Ladies, you may (no doubt as well as T )have 
heard, that no injury is offered to any one, by ſuch 
as make uſe but of their owne right. It is a thing na- 
turall for every one which is bornc in this World, 
to aide , conſerve, and defend her life ſo long as ſhe 
can 3 and this right hath beene ſo powerfully permit- 
red, that although it hath ſometimes happened, that 
(to defend themſelves ) men have beene {laine with- 
out any offence : yet Laws have allowed ir to be (o,in 
whoſe ſol:citade licth the beſt living of all mortals, 
How much more honeſt and juſt 15 it then for us,an 
for every other wel-diſpoſed perſon , to ſeeke for 
(without vwronging any) and to praCtiſe all remedies 
that we can,for the conſervation of our lives ? When 
I well cenfidcr, what we have heere done this mor- 
ning, and many other already paſt (remembring, 
withall, what likewile is proper and convenient for 
us : I conceive (as all you may do the like) tl; ateye- 
ry one of us hath a due reſpe& of her ſelfe, and then 
1 meryaile not, but rather am much amazed (know- 
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inig none of us to be deprived of a Womans beſt jud- 
gement) that we feeke nor after ſome remedies for 
our ſelves, aginſt chat, which every one ameng us, 
ou2ht (in reaſon) to feare, 

Here we mcete and remaine (as it ſeemeth to me) 
in no other manner; than as if we wonld or ſhould be 
witneſſes, to all the dead bedies at reit in their grave; 
orelſe toliſten, when the Religious Siſters here 
dwelling (whoſe number now are well-neare come to 
be nonat al)ſing Service at ſuch houres as they ought 
todo 3 or elſe to acquaint all commers huther(by our 
mourning habits) with the cuality and quantity of 
our hearts miſcries. And when we part hence, wc 
meet with none hut dead bodies, or ficke perſons, 
tranſported from one place to another ; or elſe we 
ſee running thorow the City (in moſt offenſive fury) 
ſuch as (by authoriry of publike Lawes) were bani- 
ſhed hence, onely for their bad and brutiſh behaviaur 
:n contempt of thole Laws, becauſe now they know, 
that the executours of chem are dead and fick. And 
þf not theſe, more lamentable ſpe&acles preſent the - 
ſclves to us , by the baſe raſcality of the City 3 who 
being fatred with our blood, tearme themſelves 
Grave-makers,and in meere contemptiblemockeries 
of us, are mounted on Herſe-backe , galloping every 
where, reproaching us with our loſſes and misfor- 
tunes ,with lcyvd and diſhoneſt ſongs: ſo that we can 
heare nothing elſe but ſuch and ſuch aredead, and 
ſach and ſuch lie dying ; here hands wringing, and 
every where moſt pitiful complaining, 

If we rcturne home to our honſes (_ I know not 
whether your caſe be an{werable to mine) when I 
can hade none of all my Family, but onely my poore 
waiting Chamber-maid 3 ſo great are my feares,thay 
the very haire of my head declareth my amazement, 
any 
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» and whereſoeyer T go or fit downe, me thinkes TI fee 
the Ghoſts and Shadowes of deceaſed friends , not 
With ſach lovely lookes , as I was wont to- behold 
them), but with moſt horrid and dreadfull regards, 
newly ſtolne upon them | know not how. In theſe 
reſpeQs, both here, el{c-where, and at home in my 
kouſe, me thiakes I am: alyvaics ill, and much more 
(in'mine oyyncopinion) than any other body , not 
having meanes or place of retirement, as all we have, 
and none to remaine heere but onely we. 

Moreover, I have often keard it ſaid, that in tarry= 
ing or departing,no diſtin&tion is made in things ho- 
neſtor diſhoneſt ; onely appetite will be berved, and 
be they alone or in company by day or night,they do 
whatſsever their appetite defireth: not ſecular per- 
ſons onely,bur ſuch as are recluſes,and ſhut up with- 
in Monaſtcries » breaking the Lawes of obedience, 
and being addiRed to pleaſures of rhe fleſh, are be= 
come laſcivious and d * > may making the World be- 
leeve , that whatſoever is convenient for other wo= 
men; is no way unbeſceming them , as thinking in 
that manner to efcape, 

If it beſo, as manifeſtly it maketh ſhew of it ſelfe3 
Whatdoe we here ? What ſtay we for ? And wheron 
do we dreame ? Why are we more reſpc&lefle of 
our health, than all the reſt of the Citizens ? Repure 
we our (elves lefle precious than all the other > Or 
do we beleeve , that life is linked to our bodics with 

;/Nronger chaines, than toothers, and that therefore 
we ſhould not feare any thing that hath pewerto 
offend vs? We erre thercin, ml are deceived. What 
brutiſhnefle were it in us, if we fhould urge any ſuch 

beleefe ? So often as yve call to mind, what and how 
many gallant young men and women, have beene 
deyoured by this cruell peſtilence ; ye may evidently 
obſcrye a contrary argunicnts Wher- 
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Wherefore, tothe end, that by being over-ſcrapwe 
lous and careleſſe, we fall not into ſuch dangery 
whence when ye would (perhaps) we cannot revH= 
ver our (elves by any meanes : I thinke it meete (if 
your judgement therenn ſhall jumpe with mzaethat 
all of us as we are (at leaſt,if we will do as divers be« 
fore us have done, and yet daily endeavour to'doc) 
ſhunning death by the honeſt exumpleof other,make 
our retreate to ourcountry houſes, wherwith a] of.us 
are ſufficiently furnithed, and therto delight ourſelves 
as beſt we may, yet without tranſgrefling (1n any a&} 
the limits of reaſon. There ſhall we hearet 
birds ſweetly ſinging, ſee the hilles and plaines ver- 
dantly flouring, the Corne waving in the fieldy,fike 
the billowes of the Sea , infigite ſtore of gaodly 
trecs, and the Heavy-ns more fairely open to us, than 
herc we cm behold them. And although they ago 
juſtly diſpleaſed, yet will they not there deny ug bet= 
ter beauties to paze on, than the walles in our 
City (emptied of inhabitants ) can affoord us. 

Moreover, the Ayre is much freſh and cleere, and 
generally, there is fargreater abundance of allthings 
whatſoever, needfull at this time for preſervation of 
our health, and lefſe offence or molcſtatienthan'wee: 
findhere. 

And although Country people die, as well as here 
our Citizens do, the gricfe notwithſtanding is» 
much the leſle, as the houſes and dwellers there aro 
rarc,in compariſon of them in our city. 
if ve well obſ(crye it , here we forſake no particular 
perſon,but rather vve may tearmcour ſelves fotfakenz 
1n regard that our Husbands, Kindred, and Friends, 
eythcr dying, or flying from the dead, have left us as 
lone in this great Mica. even as if we were no 


way belonging unto them, And therefore,by folloyes 
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ing this countcll,ve cannot fall into any reprehenſr- 
©n 3 whereas if we negle( and refuſc it,danger, di- 
ſtreſle,and death (perhaps) may enſue thercon. 

Wherctore, if you thinke good, 1 would allow it 
for weil done, to take our waiting, women, with al 
ſuch things as are necdfull for us, and (as this day) 
berake our ſclyes to one place,to morrovy to another, 
taking there ſuch pleaſureand recreation, as lo ſweet 
a alon liberally beſtoweth on us. In ywhich manner 
we may xemaine till we fee (if death otherwiſe pre- 
vent ns not) vvhat end the gracious Heavens have rc- 
ſcrved forus. I would have youaltt to conſider, 
that it is no lefle ſcemely for us to part hence hone - 
{tly,than a great number of other women to remaine 
here immodeſtl y, 

The other Ladies and Genthc-women, having 
heard Madam Pampizea, not onely commended her 
coundell, but defiring alſo to put it in execution 3 had 
already particularly conſulted with themſelves, by 
what meanes they might inſtantly depart from 
thence, Nevertheleile, Madam Piilomena, who was 
very wie,{pake thus : 

Albeir faire Ladies , the cale propounded by Ma- 
dam Pampinea, hath beene very well delivered 3 yer 
(for allthat) itis againſt reaſon for us to rull: on, as 
We are oyer-ready to do, Remember that we are all 
Women, and no one among us {ochildiſh, but may 
conſider,that when we ſhall be ſo aflembled together, 
without providence or condudt of ſome man, we can 
hardly governe our ſelves, We are fraile, offenſive, 
ſuſpitious,weake ſpirited, and fcarcfull : in regard of 
which imperfeRions, I greatly doubt (it we have no 
better direRion then our owne) this ſociety will ſoo- 
ner &:ifolye it ſelfe ,and (perchance) with lefſe honor 
to us, than if ye never had begunne it. And _

forc it ſhall bee expedient for vs, toprovide before 
wee proceede any turther. Madam Elzza hereon 
thus replyed. 

Moſt true it is, that men are the chiefe or head of 
women, and without their order, 11dome times doe 
any matters of ours ſort z@ recommendable end. But 
what meanes ſhall we make for men ? We all knovy 
wcll enough, that the moit part of our friends arc 
dead, and ſuch as are living, ſome be diſperſed herc, 
others there , unto divers places and companics, 
where wee have no knowledge of their being ; and 
to accept of ftrangers, would tceme very inconveni- 


ent: wherefore as we haye ſuch care of our health, 


ſo ſhould we be as relpeRive withall, in ordering our 
in:ention, that whereſocver ve 2ime at our pleaſure 
and contentment, reproofe and ſcandall may by ng 
meanes purſue us. 

While this Diſcourſe thus held among the Ladics, 
three young Gentlemen came foorth of the Church 
(yctnot ſo young, but the youngeſt had attained to 


hve and twenty yeares : ) in whom neither malice of 


the time, lofle of friends, or kindred, nor any fearc- 
full concert in thermſelyes, had the power to quench 
afteion, but (perhaps) might a little coole it,in re- 
gard of the queazy ſeaſon. One of them called him. 
tclife Pampbilus, the ſecond PhiloſFratus, and the laſt 
Dioneus. Each of them was very affable and well 
conditioned , and walked abroad (for their greater 
comfort in ſuch atime of tribulation) to try if they 
could meete with their faire friends, who { ppily) 
might all chree be among theſe ſeaven , and the reſt 
kin untothem in one degree or other. No ſooner were 
theſe Ladies eſpied by them, but they met with them 
alſo in the ſame advantage; wherupon Madam Pamm- 
pineg (amiably ſmiling) ſad 

vce 
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See how graciouſly Fortune isfayorable to our bee 
pinning » by preſenting our eyes with three ſo wiſe 
and worthy yoag Gentleman,who will gladly be our 
vides and feryants, if we doe not diſdaine them the 
office, Madam Neiphila began immediatly to bluſhy 

becauſe one of them had a Love in the company ,and 
ſaid, Good Madam Pampinea, take heed what you 
ſay becauſe {of mine owne knowledge) nothing can 
be ſpoken bur 200d ef them all; and 1 thinke them all 
ts bee abſolutely ſufficient to a tarre greater employs 
ment than is here intended ; as being well nb vo to 
keepe company not onely with us, but them of more 
faire and preczous eſteeme than we are, Bur becauſe 
it appeareth plainely enough, that they beare afteRti- 
on te ſome here amungſt us, I teare ,if we ſhould make 
the metion, that ſome diſhonor or reproote may en= 
_—Y and yet withoutblame , either in us or 
mw, That is nothing at all,anſwered Madam Philo 
mcnaglhr me live honefily, and my Conſcience nor 
checke me with any crime; ſpeake then who can to 
the contrary; God and ruth (hall enter armes for me.

The otherLadies hearing them ſpeake in ſuch man- 
ner,not onely were filent ro themielyes, bur all wich 
one accord and conſent ſaid, that it were well done 
ro.call the, and to acquaint them with their intention 
ettreating their company in fo pleaſant a voyage. 
Whercupon, without any more words, Madam Pam- 
pinea mounting on her feete {becauſe one cf the 
three was her Kinſman) went towards them, as they 
Kood reſpetively cblerving them, and {with a plea»

20 ſcek my lorrowes azain, and fo to remaine diſcon- 
tented in our deſolate City. Madam P.mpinea ha- 
vin2 in like manner ſhaken off her ſorrowes, dchve- 
ring a modeſt and baſhfull ſmile , replyed in this 
manncr 2 

Dionens, well have you ſpoken, it is fit to Jive mer- 
rily, and no other occaſion made us forlake the ficke 
and fad City. Bur, becauſeſuch things as are withour 
meane or meaſurc,are lubj<& rono Jongcontinuance: 
],who began the motion,whercby this ſociety is thus 
allembled, and aime at thc long Iafting thercof, doc 
hold it very convenicat, that we ſhould all agree, to 
have one chiete Commander among vs, in whom 
the care and providence ſhould confiſt, for dirction 
of our merriment, performing honour and obcdience 
the party, as to Our Patrone andfole Goy« rnour, 
And becaule cycry one may feelc the burthen of foli-

T his jocund company having receiycd licence 
from their Queene ro diſport themtelves,the Gentle- 
amen.wajked with the Ladics into a goodly Garden, 
making Chaplcts and Noſcgaycs ot divers flowers, 
and ſinging filently to them{clves, When they had 
ſpent the time limirted by the Queene they returned 
intothe houſe, where they found that Parmenolad

pleaſing. And turning her lelte ro Pamphi/us ( who 
was fcated onherright hand ) gave him tavour, with 
one of his Novells, to begin the recreation, which he

care or conſcience to be perjured : greatly: adyantaged 
tim(clfe by Lavy ſuites, in regard that many matters 
relyed upon his oath, anddchvering the truth accor- 
ding to his knowledge, 

He delighted (beyond meaſure )- and addiacd his 
beſt ſtudies, to cauſe enmities and (candals betwrxt 
kindred and friends, or any other perſons, agreeimg 
well together : and the more milcheete hc could pro.

Jizht rooke he therein. Ifhe were called to kill any 
ene, or to doe any other villanons deede, he never 
would make deniall, but 70< to it very willin?ly ; and 
divers times it was well knowne, that many were cru- 
elly beaten, yea flaine by h:s hands.

Whereunto {after Chappcler (breathing forth a great 
ſigh) anlwered: | 

Holy Father, I am halfe aſhamed to rell you the 
truch in this caſe, as feating lea® 1 ſhould GEnne in 
vainc-glory. Whcrceto the Confelicr replied 3 Speake 
boldly tonne, aud fearc not, for in clbap the trath, 
be it in Conſeflion or other wite, a man can never fn, 
Then (iid Maſter Chappelcr, Father, lecing' you give 
me ſo good an aflurance, I will re{o!uc you tairhfully 
herein, Iam fo rhe a Virgia-man in this mattct, = 
ven as When 1 iflucd ferth of ry Mothers wombe, O 
lonnce (quothithe Frier) how happie and blefſed of 
God art thou ? Well hait thou lived, and therein haſt

Afterward, he demanded of him how much diſ- 
plcaling to Gad he had been in the fine of Glutrony?

And who would nor 
have done the like, hearing a man to ſpeake in this 
manner, and bcing npon the yerie point of death ? 
Afxcrward , hee faid unto him , Maiter Chappelct, 
by Gods Grace you may be ſoonc reſtored to health, 
but if it ſo comete paſſezthat God dotake your bleſſed 
and well diſpoſed ſouleto his mercy, will it pleaſe you 
to have your body buried in our Convent Þ Whereto 
Maſter Chappeler anſwered ; 1thanke you Father for 
four good motion, and ſorry ſhuuld I be, if my friends 
did burie me any where elfe, becauſe you have promi- 
ſedto pray to God for me3 and beſide, I have al« 
wayes carried a religious devotion to your Order, 
Wherefore, I beſeech you, ſo ſoone as you are come 
hometo your Convent, prevaile {o much by your 
good mcancs ,that the holy Euchariſt, conſecrated this 
morning on your aigh Alcar,may be brought untome: 
for although I coufeſle my ſclfe utterly unworthy, yet 
I purpolc (by your reverend permiſſion) to receive it, 
as alſo your holy and lateſt union, tothis cad, :thar 
having lived a grievous a finner, 1 may yet (at the laft) 
dic aChriſtian, Theſe words pleaſed thegood old man, 
and 
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and he cauicd every thing to be performed, accordinr 
as Maſter Ci:zppetet had requeſted, 

Thetwo brethren, who much doubted the dificm- 
blin2 of Chappcier, being borh in a ſmall partition, 
which ſundercd the ficke mans Chamber from theirs, 
heard and underſtood the paſſage of all, betwcenc 
him and the ghoſtly Father,being many times ſcarſc- 
ly able to retraine tro laughter, ar the fraudulen: 
courle of h1s conteſlion, And often they ſaid within 
themſelves, what manner of man is this, whom nci- 
ther ave, ficknelle, nor terrour of death ſo nearc ap- 
proaching, and l{enſible to his owne ſoule, nor that 
which 1s much more, God, bc{ore whole judgement 
he krovwes not how ſoon heſhal appeare or be ſent to 
a more fearctull place ; none ot thele can altcr his 
Wicked dilpofituon , but that he will needs dic accor- 
ding as he hath lived + Notwithſtandiny (ccrng hee 
had {oordcred the matter, that he had buriallfreely a!- 
lowed lym), they cared for no more. 

Aftrcr that Chappelcrhad reccived the Communion, 
and the ethcr Cernmonics appointcd for him; weake- 
nefſe encicating upon him more and wore, the very 
lime day ot his roodly confeflion, he died ( not lon? 
atter) trowar dethe evenin?o. Whereupon the two bre- 
thren tooke order. that allneedefull rhinos ſhould be 
in a readinclic, ro have hum buricd honovrably 3 ien- 
ding to acquaint the Fathcrs of the Convent there + 
w:ith,that they mivht come tctay their I/igilles,accor 
din: to precedent cultome, and then on the morrovy 
to-ſetch the body, TI he honeſt Frier that had con- 
tclled him, hearing he was dead, went to the Priorot 
tiiz Convent, and by found of the houſe Bell, cau 
lcd all the brethren to alfemble roverher , viving 
them credibly to underſtand, that Matter C/:appelct 
was 2 yery honeſt man, as appearedd by all vic parts © 
115 conteflion , and made no donbt, but that many 
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miracles would be wrought by his tanGiified body, 
perlwading them to fetch i rhirher with all devour ſo- 
lemnitic and reverence : whcrerothe Prior, aud all 
the ercdvlous Brethren preſently condeſcended very 
vl :dly. 

When night was come, they went to viſite the 
dead body of Mafter Chappelet, where the y uſed an cf- 
peciall and and folemne' Yigil!; and on the morrow, 
apparelled in their richeſt Coapes and Veſtments , 
with Bookes in their hands, and the Crolle borne be- 
tore them, fincing in the forme of a very devourte pro- 
cethon, they brought the body pompeoully into their 
Church , accompanied with all the people of the 
Townc, both men and women. The Father Confel- 
for, aſcending up into the Pulpit, gp wonder- 
full chinos of him, and rhe rare holineſſe of his lifes 
hrs ſaſts ,his virginitic,fhmplicitie,innocency, recoun= 
ting allo { among other eſpeciall obſervations ) what 
Chappeler had contefſed, as rhis moſt great and grie- 
vous (innc, and how hardly kce could be perſwaded, 
thit God would grant him pardon for it. Whereby 
he tooke occaſion to reprove the people then preſent, 
laying 3 And you (accuried of ©0d) tor the leaſt and 
trifting matrer hapning, willnot (pare to blaſpheme 
God, his blefſed Morher , and the whs!le Court of hea- 
venly Paradife: Oh, rike examyle by this finzular 
man, this Saint-like man, nay a- very Saint in- 
cecde. 

Many additions more hee mad», concerning his 


tuthfulnefle, truth and interritic 3 fo that by the vehe- 


ment afleveration of his words, ( whereto all the peo» 
picthere prefent-gave credible beliefe )- he provoked 
them unto ſuch zeake and earneſt devotion; that the 
Sermon was no ſooner ended, bur (in mighrie crowds 
and throngs ) they preſſed abour the Biere, kifling 

his lands and feete, and all the garments about him 
wcre 
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were torne in peeces, as precious Reliques of ſo holy a 
perſon, and happy ehcy thought themſelves, rhar 
could pert the {imalieſt piece or ſhred of any thing thar 
camenecreto his body: and thus they continued all 
the day, the body lying till open2to be viſited in this 
manner. 

When night was come, they buried him ina good- 


ly Marbell comb, ereed in a faixe Chappell purpo- 


ſcdly ; and for many dayes after follovving, 1t was 
molt ſtrange to ſee, how the people of the Conntrey 
came thither on heapes, with holy Candles and other 
ofterings, with Images of wax faſtened tothe I ombe, 
ir. figne of Sacred and ſokmne Vowes, to this nevy 
created Saint And fo farre was ſpread the fame and 
renowne of his ſanRitie, devotion, and integritic of 
life, maintained conſtantly Ly the Farhers of the 
Convent 3 that if any one fell ſicke, in neede,dittrefle, 
or adycrſitic, they yould make their Vowes to no 0- 
ther Saint but him; naming him ( as yet tothis gay 
they doc ) S. Chappelet, affirming upon their Oatherx, 
that infinite miracles were there daily performed by 
him, and eſpecially on ſuch, as came in devotion to 
vilite his ſhrine, 

In this manncrlived and died Maſter Chappelet du 
Prat, who before he became a Saint, was as you haye 
heard: and I will not deny it ro be rmpoſſible, but rhat 
he may be at 1eſt among other bleſſed bodies. For al- 
though hc lived lewsly and wickedly, yer luch might 
be his contrition in the lateſt excremicic, that (quetti- 


onlcile) he mizhe find mercy, But beeaule {uch chines 


remaine unknowne ro us, and {peaking by outyvard ap- 
prey vulcar judgeinent will cenſure otherwiſe ok 

imy and thinke him io be rather in perdition, than 
info bleiled a place as Paradiſe, But referiiag that to 
the Oimnypotents appointnient,vehole clemencic ah 


alwayes beenc ſo great to us, that hee regards not our, 
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exrors,bur the integritie of our faith,makinz(by means 
of our continuall Mediator) ot an open enemy, a con- 
verted ſonne and ſcrvant. And 1s I began in his name, 
ſo wil I conclude,defiring that it may cvermore be i1ad 
in due reverence, and refer we our ſelves thereto in all 
our neceſſities, with this fetkd aſſurance, that he is 
alwaycs ready to heare us, And fo ſke ceaſed,

7thanner will noting the honeſtic 
and loyall dcaling of elus lev, began to have a rcigte 
ous kinde of compaſſion in his {oule, much p:ttyins 
that a man ſo good in behavionr, ſo wiſe ang diſccecre 
in all his ations , ſhould be in danver of perditon 
thorow want of faith, In which rezard, lovingly hce 
beoan to inticate hm, that he would Icave the crrors 
of his Iciſh behiefe, and folloyy the wruth of Chriſtia- 
nitic, which hc evidemily ſavy { as being 200d and ho- 
ly) daily toprofper and enlarge it f<lfe, whereas on 
the contrary hus profeſſion gecreated, and grew to No- 
C112, 
The I:yy made anſwer, that he bcleeved nothing to 
:0 be ſo goud and holy, as the Tewiſh Religion, and 
havin? beene borne therein, therein allo he purpoled 
to liyc and 1c, no matter whatſocyer being able ro re- 
move him {om that relolution, For all this ſtiffe de- 
niall, 7c42-u0t would not give him over 3 bur purſued 
him ft1]] day by day, renterating continually his for- 
mer {pzeches to him ; delivering infinite excellent aud 
pre2nang reaons,thar Merchants themſeJues were not 
12avrant, how firre the Chriſtian fanh excelled thc 
Icwith fallnoods. And albcit the lew was 4 very lear- 
ned man in his owne Law, yet notwithſtanding the 
intire amitie he bare ro 7channer, or (perhaps) his 
words fornhicd by the blelied Spirit were Topreyaijant 
with him ghar the Icw telt a pleaſing approhenſion 1» 
ther, though as yet his obſtinacie ſtood tarre off from 
converſion, But ag he chuscontinucd ſtrong in opity- 
on, ſo lehanzot left” nor hourely tolabour him: inſo- 


much, that rhe Iew being conquered by ſuch carnelt 
and 
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ind continuall importunitie, one day ſpake to 2ehan- 
20t, laying. 

My worthy friend /ehannot, thou artextremely dc- 
firous that I ſhould convert to Chriſttanitic, and I am 
well contented todoe it; onely upon this condition 2 
That firſt I will journey to Rome, to lee him whom 
thou ſayeſt, is Gods generail Vicar here on carth, 
and to conhder on the courlc ot his life and manners, 
and likewiſe of his Colledge of Cardinals, It hee and 
they doe appearc ſuch men to mee, as thy [pcechies at» 
fire them to be, and vherebyI may compretiend thar 
thy Faith and Religion is better thanmine +5 with no 
meane panes thou endeyourelt ro pertiwad« ric, 1 will 
become a Chriſtian as tizou art : bot if L nnd Kt other- 
wiſe, 1 will continue as I am, a Icew, 

lchameothearing thele wores, became cxcceding ſor. 
rowtull, and ſaid within himlcife ; I have loſt all the 
paines which I didchinke ts be well employed, as ho- 
pm2to have this man converted here. For, if he go to 
the Court of Rome, and behold there the wickednefic 
of the Prieſts lives, farewell all hope in mee, of ever 
lecing him to become a Chriſtian. But rather , were 
he already a Chriſtian, withour all queſtion he would 
turne a Tew. And fo going nearer to Abraham, he ſaid, 
Alas, my loving friend, why ſhouldeſt thou undertake 
ſuch a zxedious rravell, and (o great a charge, as thy 
Journey from hence to Rome will coſt thee + Conlider, 
that toa rich man ( asthou art ) travell by Land or 
Sea 35 full of dangers. Doeſt thou not thunke, that here 

are Religious men enow, who will gladly beſtow 
Baptiſmc upon thee? To mee thereforeit plainely ap- 
pcareth, that {uch a voyage 15to no purpole. It rheu 
ſtandcit upon any doubt or (cruple, conceerning the 
fzuch ywhercto 1 with theez where canſt thoudehire 
contcrence with greater Dottours, or men more lear- 
ned in all relpeRs, than this famous Citric derh aftord 
thee, 
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thee, roreſolye thee in any queſtionable caſe ! Thou 
muſt chinke that the Prelates are ſuch there, as heere 
thou ſecſt them to bez and yer they miſt ncedes be in 
much better condition at Rome,becauſe they are neere 
to thc principal Paftor. And therefore, if thou w:lt 
credit my counlcll, reſerye this journey to ſome time 
more conyenient, when the Tubilce of generall Pardon 
happeneth, and then ( perchance ) 1 will beare thee 
company, and zoe along with thee as in vowed Pil- 
orimage- 

Wherctothe Tew replied; 1 beleeve zehannot that all 
which thou haſt ſaid maybe ſo, But, to make ſhort 
with thee, I am fully determined { if thou wouldeſt 
have me a Chriſtianzas thou inſtantly urgeſt me to be) 
to goe thither, tor otherwiſe, [ will continuc as am. 
tehannot perceiving his ſerled puopole,faid: Goe then 
in Gods name. Bur perlwaded fimnſelfe , that he would 
nevcr become a Chriſtian, after hee had ſecnc the 
Courc of Rome : neverthelcle, he counted his labovi 
not altogether loſt, 1n regard hee beſtowed it to a good 
end, and honeſt intentions are to be commended. 

The Iew mounted on horle-backe, and made nc 
I1ngering in his journey ro Rome ; where being arci- 
ved, hee was very honourably entertained by othcr 
Iewes dwelling in Rome, And during the time ot his 
abidiagthere (without revcaling to any one the reaſon 
of lus comming thither ) very hcedtully he obſerved 
the manner ot the Popcs lite, of the Cardinals, Pre- 
lr's, andallthe Courtiers, And being a man very dif- 
crcet and judicious, hee apparantly perceived, both by 
his owne cy, and further information of friends; that 
from the h1gheRt to the loweſt ( without any reſtrain:, 
rernorle of coulcience, thame, or tcare of puniſhment) 

all finncd ia abhominable Jaxuric, and not natural!) 
onely, but in toule Sodomy , (othat the credne ot 
=1rumpets and Boyes was not (mall, and yer might be 
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too ealily obtained. Moxcover,drunkards, belly-gods, 
and ſervants of the paunch , more than of any thing 
elſe ( even like brutifh beaſts aftcr their luxury ) were 
every vvhcre to be met withall. And npen further ob» 
ſervation, he ſaw all men ſo covetous and greedy of 
Coine, that every thing rvas bought and fold for rea» 
die money, not onely the bloud of men,but ( in plaine 
term<s) the faith of Chriſtians, yea, and matters of 
divincſt qualities, how, or to whomſoever appertai=- 
ning, were it ior Sacrifices, or Benefices, whereof 
was made no meanc merchandtze, and more Brokers 
were there to be found ( thin in Paris attending upon 
all Trades ) of manifeit Symonie , under the nice 
name of Negotiation, and for gluttony, nor ſuftenta- 
tion: cycn as if God had not knowne the ſignification 
of yocables, nor the intentions of wicked hearts, but 
would ſuffer himſclfe ro be deceived by the outward 
names of things,as wretched men ufe to doe, 

T heſe things, and many more(fitter tor filence,than 
far publication)were lo deepely diſpleaſing to rhe Ievyy 
being a moſt ſober and madeſt manzthat he had ſcone 
ſeene enough, reſolving von his returne to Paris,yvluci 
very ſpeedily he performed, And when 7channer heard 
of his arrivall,crediting much rather other neyes from 
him, than cyertoſec lym a converted Chriſtian, hee 
veent to welcome him, and kindely they feaſted one 
another. Afcer (ome fevy dayes of reſting, 1ehannor dee 
manded of him 3 what he thought of our holy Father 
the Pope, and his Careinals, and generally of all the 
other Courtiers ? Whereto the Iew aniwered 3 It is 
firange /ehannotthat God ſhould give them ſomuch as 
he doth. For I will truly tell thee, that if I had beene 
able to conſider thoſe things, which there I have both 
heard and feene :1 could then have reſolved my feife, 
never t9 have found in any Prieſt,either fanRity,devo= 
Lon,good yorke, or example of honeſt life; But if a 
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man defire tolee luxury, avarice, vluttony, and (i... 
vvicked things , yea, worle, if woric may be, and il 
1 generallcflimation ct all men 3 let hum but goc ty 
Rom:, winch I thinke rather to be the forve of dam- 
navlc attrons, tan any way Ic : 
nefl:. And, for ongne I could perecive, mee thinkes 
your Chicte Vattour, and {conl{eguently) all the reſt of 
his dependants, 0oe ftryce 10 much as they may with 
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244 ther engine art and cndevour)to brains to nothingy 
©1 tO baniſh quite out of th; world, Chriſtian Re It 
eo, Wiciof they fl.ould b& the irpport and foundation. 
But becaulec | perceive, tat threw witkicd 14tent wall 
atvcr come tovalic, but contrarwiles that your taith 
erar2eth iticltc, ſluning cyery day mucl: more cleare 
and ſpleudant 71 gather thereby co dently, that the 
blciſud Spirit 35 the ue ground and detcnce thereof, as 
being more wrue and holy than any other. In which 
rclpect, whereas I ſtoud Diitt arid obſtinate a2ainſt 
the rood admonitions, and never mtudcs tobocome a 
Chrifttan;z now TI frecly open my lic: rt uo thee, that 
notlun7 in the world can &r ſhalllunder wee, bur 1 
will be a Cliriftian as thou art. Ler us tlicrctore pre- 
ſemily 0c to the Church, and there {accurding to the 
true cuſlome of your ho y | auth ) helpe we tobe bap- 
tized, 
tehanzot, who expettcd a farre contrary con luſon 
than this,hearing him ſpraking with fuch conſtauci; 
was the very gladdeſt man in the world, and went 
with hin to the Church of Noe Dame 1a Paris, 
where he 1cqueſted the Prieſts there abidin?, to be- 
flow Bapriſme on Ab/4ham, whuch they joytully did, 
hearing him earneſtly to defire it, /chGan0t was his 
Godfarher, and named him 70{/m, and aficrward, by

Gracious Ladies, if 1 fxile not in underfttanding 
your general] mtention, we are purpulely afiembied 
here ro tel] Tales 3 and eſpecially fuch as may pleale 
our ſelves. In which reſpeR, becauſe nothing ſhould 
be done diforderly, 1 hold it lawfull for every one (38 
our Queene decreed before her Uiznitie) to relate 
ſuch a Noveltic, as in their ewne judgement may 
cauſe moſt contentment.

There was inthe Country of Lunigiana { which is 
firr: dſtane from our. owne) a Monaſtery, which 
ſumctime way better furniſhed with holinefſſe and Re 
lizion, than nov adaycs they are : wherein lived 
(among divers grhers,) a young Novice Monke,whote 
D 4 her 
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hot and luftie diſpoſition (being in the vigour of his 
yearts ) was ſuch, as neither Faſts nor Prayers had 
any great powor over him.It chanced on a Faſting day 
about high noone, when all the other Monkes were a 
fcepe in their Dormiraries or Dorters3 this frolike 
Fricr was walking alone in their Church, which 
Noode in a very ſolitary place, where a on 
many matters by himſclfe, he eſpied a pretty handiome 
Wench ( ſome Husbaudmans daughter in the Coun- 
rey, that had beene gathering rootes and heaybes in 
the field) upon her knees before an Altar 3 whom hee 
had no ſooner ſaene, but immcdiatcly he felt cffemi- 
nate tempcations, and ſuch as ill ficted with his pro- 
fc ffion, 

Lafcivious defirc; and no religious deyotion,made 
him draw neare her, and whether under fkrifr ( the 
oncly cloake rocompaſle carnall afte&1ons) or ſome 
other as cloſe conference to as pernicious and vile a 
purpoſe, I knovy not:butſo farre he prevailed upon hier 
frailie, and ſuch a bargaine paſled berweene them, 
that from the Church, he wonne her to his Chamber, 
before any perſon could perceive it. Now, While this 
youngJuſtic Monke ( tranſported with over-fond af- 
tection) vas morc ; fre” of his dalliance, than hee 
ſhould have beene 8 the Lord Abbot being newly 2ri- 
ſen from ſleepe ,and walking ſoftly about the Cleyſter; 
Came tothe Monkes Dortcr doore, where hearing 
what noyſe was made betweene them, and a feminine 


voyce more ſtrange than hee was wont to heare 3 hce , 


laide his yeare cloſe to the Chamber doorc,and plaine- 
ly perceived, that a woman was within. Wherewith 
being much moved, he intendee ſodainely to make 
him open the doore; but { upon better conſideration) 
he conceived it farre mote fitting for him, to returne 
backe to his owne Chamber , and tazry till the 
Mouke ſhould come forths 

The 
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The Monke, though his dclight with the Damolell 
waz extraordinary, yet fearc and ſuſpition followed 
upon it ; for, inthe very height of all his wantonneſſe, 
he heard a ſoft treading about the doore, And prying 
thorew a {mall crevice in the ſame doore, perceived 
apparantly, that the Abbot himſelie ſtood liſtening 
there, and could not be ignorant but that the maide 


was with him in the Chamber. As aftcr pleaſure en- 


ſueth paine, for the venial} Monke knew well enough 
(though wanten keate would not let.him heede ir be= 
fore) that moſt grievens puniſhmentmuſt be inflited 
on him, which made him fad beyond all meaſure: Ne- 
verthelefie, withour diſcloſing his diſmay to the young 
Maiden, he began to conſider with himſelie on many 
meanes, whereby co finde out one that might beſt fie 
his turae, And [:ddenly conceited an aps ſtratagem, 
which ferted to ſuch ctieR thathce would- have it :

Jocund of fo happic an accident, gladly tooke the 
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key , and gave him leave to fetch the wood. 

Noſooner was he gone, bur the Abbot beganne to 
confider with himlelfe,vyhat he were belt to doe in this 
caſe, cither ( in the preſence of all the other Monkes) 
to open the Chamber doore, thar {9 rhe offgftce being 
knowne to them all, they might have no occaſion of 
murmurin? againſt him, when hee proceedcd in the 
Monkes puniſhment; or rather ſhould firſt underſtand 
of the Damoſell her iclfe, how, and in what manner 
ſhe was brought thither, Furthermore, he conſidered 
that {hce might be a woman of reſpeR, or ſome (uch 
mans daughter, as would not take it well, to have her 
diſpraced before all the Monkeys, Wherefore he con- 
cluded, firſt ro ſee (himſelfc) what ſhee was, and then 
(afterward ) to reſolve upon the reſt. So going very 
iof:ly ro the Chamber, and cntrin9 in, locked the 
doore folt with the key, when the poore Damoſel! 
thinkingit had beene the oallant young Monke 3 bir 
finding tobe the Lord Abbot, ſlice fell on her knees 
weeping, as fearing noi to receive publike ſhame, by 
beinyz betraied in this unkinde manner, 

My Lord Abbot Jooking demurely on the Maide, 
and perccving her to be fare, feate, and lovely , felt 
immetiutly ( although hee wis old ) no lefle ſpurting 
on to ilcſhly defires, than the young Monke betore had 
done ; wacreupon hee bevanne eo conferre thus pri- 
vatcly with himlelfe. Why ſhould I not take ealia

Vpon this immodeſt meditation, and his purpoſe 
naite altered which hce came for 3 hee went neerer to 
her. and%ery kindely began to comfort her, defiring 
her to forbezre weeping: and ( by further infinuating 
{yceches)acquainted her with his amorons intention. 
1] he Maide, who was made neither of tron nor dia» 
mend, and iceking to prevent one ſhame by another, 
was tally wonne to the Abbots will, which cauſcd

Our luſtie young novice Monke, whom the Abbot 
imavined to be gone for wocd; and had hid himſelfe

The Monke very readily ar-fvred, ſayino; My good 
Lord, | have not ver becae fo leny in the Order of 
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Saint Benedif, 3s to learne all the particularitics 
hereco belonging. And beſide Sir, you never ſhewed 
me or any of my Brethren, in what manner we young 
Monkes ought to ule women, as you have done tor our 
cuſtome of Prayer and Faſting. Bur ſeeing you have 
ſo lately therein inſtru@ed me, and by your oyne ex - 
ample how to doe it : I here ſolemne!y promilc you, if 
you pleaſc to pardon me but this one error, I will ne- 
ver faile therein againe, bur daily follow what havc 
ſeenc you doe. 

The Adbot, being a man of quicke apprehenfien, 
precerved inſtantly by this anſwer 3 that rhe Monke 
not onely knew as much as hee did, but allo had ſeenc 
(what was intended ) that he ſhould not. Whete- 
fore, 8nding himſelfe as faulty as the Monke,and that 
ke coyld not ſhame him, but worthily had deſerved as 
much himſelfe, pardoning him, and impoſing filence 
on eithcrs offence : they conveicd the poore abuſed 
Damoſell forth of their doores,, ſhe purpoling ( never 
after) totranſgreſle inthe like manner.

hc went on betimes in the morning, hce ſhould calily 
each thither before the houre for diner, 

Being inſtruRed in the way, and not finding any 
to walke along with hum 3 fearing, it he vent withour 
lome furniſiment, and thould ſtiy long there for lus 
dinner, he m.;ght (perhaps) complainc ot hunger: he 
ticrctore coated three loaves of bread with hims 
knowing that he could meete with witcr every where, 
albcic he uſcd to drinke bur little. Having aptly con -* 
veyed] his breid about him, he vent on his journcy, 
and arived at the Lord Abbors Court, an indiiterent 
winle betore dinner time : wheretore entring into the 
arcat Halt, and f9 from place to plice, bcholding 
the great mul: itude of Tables, boun: ifull preparation 
inthe Kitchin, and what admirable proviſion thore 
was for dinger, hee {aidto lumiclfe 3 Truly this man 
s more mIgniticent than tame hath made him, be- 
caule the l; cakes to9 ſparingly of him, 

White thus hc went zbout, coniidering on all theſe 
things very zeſpeRively, fe law the Maſter of the Ab- 
bots Houlnold (becauſe then it was the hour? of din- 
ner) command water to be brought for wathing of 
lands; (0 every one fitting downe at the Table, it fell 
to the lot of Primaſo,to lit directly avainſt the doorc, 
whereat the Abbur muſt enter into the Hall. The cu- 
tome in this Court was ſuch,that no manner of faode 
Gould be ſerved to any of the Fable, unvull ſuch time 
as the Lord Abbot wag himfelfe (et : whereupon, eve- 
rie thing being tit and ready, the Maſter of the houſe» 
hold wemt totell his Lord, that nothing now wanted 
but his onely preſence.

ferent while, ſent forth one of his men, to ſer if the 
oorc fellow was gene, or no. The (cryant told him, 
that he Rtaied there, and fed upon dry bread, which it 
ſeemed hee had brought thitner with him. Let [1m 
feede on his ovne ( replied rhe Abbot ) tor bee (hall 
taſte of none of mine this day, Gladly would the Ab- 
bot, that Prima ſhould have gone thence of himſelf, 
and yer held ir ſcarſcly honeſt in his Lordſtup, to diſ- 
miſſe him by his one command. Primaſſo having 
catcn one of his loaves, and yer the Abbot was not 
come; began to feede upon the ſecond : the Abbor {till 
ſendingrto expe his abſence, and anſ{wered as he was 
beiore, Atlength, the Abbot not comming) and Pri- 
{ſo having eaten up his ſecond loate, hunger com- 
pelc him to bevin with thethird. 
When theſe news were carried tothe Abbor,ſodainly

ning one poore man Belceye me, covctoulnelle of one 

mans meate, doth il] agree with mine eſtate and cal- 
ling. What though he appeareth a wretched fellow co 
me? He raay bc of greater mcrit than I can imagine, 
and deferve more honour than I ans able to give him, 

Having thus diſcourſed with himſelf,he would needs 

tnderſtand of whence, and what he was, and finding 
him to be Primeſſo.come only to ſee rhe magnificence 

which he heard reported of him,knowing allo( by the 
cenerallfame noyſed eyery where of him)that he was 

reputed to be a learned, honeſt,and ingenious man: ke 
»rew greatly aſhamed of his ovne folly, and being de- 
lirous to make him an amends, ftrove many wayes 

how to doe him honour, When dinner was ended, the

he kept his purſe lockt up from pleaſuring any, but ”»

lies and falſhoods. Nay, which js worſe, they will doe 
this inthe preſcace of any man, upbraiding him with 
:nju ies, ſhames, and icandals, (true, or not txuc) up- 
on the very leaſt occaſion. And by falſe and decen- 
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full flartexies and villames of cheir own inventing,they 
make Gentlemen to become as vile as themſelves. Fo 
woich deteltabie qualities, they are better beloved and 
reſpetted of their mi{demeancred Lords, and recom- 
penced in more buuntitull manner, than men of ver- 
wwons carriege aud deleve, Which is an argument fuf- 
ficient, that goodnelle is gonc up to heaven, and hath 
quite for{iken theſe loathed lower Regions , where 
m1 are droyened in tic mud of all abhominable vices.

When Maſter Hey- 
1:40 heard theſe wordes,he became poſſeled with fuck 
a ludden ſhame, that his complexion changed tron 
the former paleneſſe, and anſwered thus: Maſter Gui/- 
laume, I will have your advice ſo truly figured over ray 
gate, and ſhee ſhall give ſo good welcome to all my 
eueſts , that both you, and 21] theſe Gentlemen ſhall 
ſay, I have both ſcene her, and am become reaſonably 
acquainted with her. From that time forward , the 
words of Maſter Guillaume were {o efcRuall with 
Signior Herwinio, that he became the moſt bountifv!] 
and beſt houſe-keeper, verhichlived in his time in Ge- 
neway : no man more hoanourng and friendly wel- 
coming both ſtrangers and Citizens, than he continu» 
ally uſd ro doe.

Not long fince, there lived in the Citic of Trevers, 
an Almaine or Germaine, named Arrigue, who being 
a poore man, ſerved as a Porter, or Burden-bcarer for 
money, when any man pleaſed to employ him. And 


yet, notwithſtanding his poore and meane condition, F 
he was generally reputed, to be of good and ſanRified F 
life. In which regard (whether it were true or no, I þ 
know not ) & happened, that when he died (at leaſt as Þ 


the men of Trevers themlelyes aftkrmed ) in the very 
inftant houre of his departure, all the Belles in the 
—_ Church of Trewvers, ( nor being pulled by the 

elpc ofany man)began toring:which being accoun+ 
tcd for a miracle, every one ſaid; that this Afrrigue 
had bcene, and was a Saint. And preſently all the peo- 
ple of the Citie ranne to the houſe ywhere the dead bo- 
die lay, and carricd it (as a ſanRified body) into rhe 
great Church, where people, halt, Iame, and blinde, 
or troubled with any ather diſcaſes, were brought a- 
bout it, even as if every one ſhould forth- with be ho!- 
pen, onely by their pong the body. 

It came to palle,that in {o great a concourſe of peo- 
ple, as reſorted thither from all parts ; thiee of our 
Citizens went to 77evers, one of them being name 
Stechio, the ſecond Afartelline,and the third Marquiſ0, 
all bein? mcn of ſuch condiuon,as frequented Princes 
Courts, to give them delight by 7 wg and cout 
terferted qualitics. None of thele men having cyct 
beene at T'revers before, ſecing how the people crow- 
dedchoroyy the ſtreets, wondered greatly thereat: bur

Afavtellino being alſo as forward in defire to ice it,pre- 
ſently replied, All this difficulty cannor diſmay mce, 
but 1 will goe to the very body of the Saint it ſelfe. Bur 
how? quoth afarqui/o I will rell rhee, anſwered Mar- 
tel/ino. 1 purpoſe to go inthe diſguiſe of an impotent 
lame per{on,{upported on the ane fide by thy ſelfe,and 
a:d on the other by Stechzo, as if 1 were notable co 
walke of my (clfe : And you twe thus ſuſtaining mee, 
defiring :v.come necre the Saint ro cure mee 3 every 
one will make way, and freely give you leave togoe 
on 


This.deviſe was very pleaſing to Marquiſe and Ste- 
<hio, ſo that ( without any further delaying) they all 
three Jeft their lodging,and reſorting into a fecrer cor= 
ner afide. Martetlino fo writhed and miſhaped his 
hands, fingers, and armes , his legges, mouth, eyes, 
and whole countenance, that it was a dreadfull fight 
tolooke upon him, and wheſocver beheld him, would 
verily have imagined, tht he was atterly lame of his 
limbes, and greatly detormed in his body. Marqui/h 
and Stechio, ſeeing all ſorted ſo well as they could 
wiſh, rooke andled him torvards the Church, making 
very pittious moane, and humbly defiring ( for Gods 
ſake) of every one rhat they met, to grant them free 
pallage, whereto they charitably condeſcended. h 
thus 
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Thus leadin2 him on, crying; Beware there before, 
and yive way fer Gods ſake, they arrived arthe bodyot 
Saint Arvieuo, that (by his helpeJhe might be healed. 
And while all eyes were dibypently ob(erving, wha: 
miracle would be wrought on Martelline; he having 
Gtten a ſmall ſpace upon the Saints body, and being 
ſufficiently $kilfull in counterfeiting, began firſt to 
extend forth the one of his fingers, next his hand, 
then his arme, and fo ( by degrees) the reſt of his 
body.

Poore Afarteſlizo was in a pittifull caſe, crying 
out for mercy , but no man wovld heare him 3 
for , the more hee crycd , the more ſti]l they did 
beate him , as meaning to Icave no lite in him: 
which Sreohio and Afarqui/o ſccinz, , conlidered 
with themſelycs, thu they were likewiſe in a 
deſperate caſe; and therefore , fearing ro bee 2s 
much miſuſed , they cried out among the reſt, 
Kill the counterfeiting Knave, lay on Joade, and 
lpace him not; ncevertheleſſe , thiy ruoke carc 
how to get him out of the peoples hands, as doub- 
ung, leaſt they would Kill him indecd, by their ex- 
treame violence, 

Suddenly Afarqni/o bethought him how to doe 
it, and proceeded thus. All the Sergeants for Ju- 
itice ſtandin? at the Church doore, hee ranne 
with all poſſible ſpeede hce could tothe Poteſtates 
Licutenant, and ſaid unto him: Good my Lord 
luſtice, hclpc mee in aa hard caſe 3 yonder is a

Falling from one diſcourſe ro another, they beganne

Whereto Rix/do repiicd in this manner, To tell you 
truc Sir, 1 am a man groffc enough in ſuch Divine 
matters, as medling more with Merchandize, than 1 
doe with Boskes. Nevertheleſle, at all times when I 
um thus in journey, in the morning before I depare 
ty Chamber, I ſay a Patey noffer, aud au1 Ave Afaria 
tor theſoules of the father and mocher of Saint ulianz 
and after chat, I pray God and Saint 1uliaz to ſend 
me a good lodging at night. And let mee tell yon Sir, 
that very oftentimes heretotorc, I haye met with ma- 
ny great dangers upen the way, from all which I {till 
eſcaped, and eyermore { when night drew on) | came 


to an exceeding good lodging. Which makes mce 
firmely beleeve, char Saint Julian (in honour of whom 


ſpeake it) hath begaed of God ſuch great grace 


Witilfkor mce; and mee thinkes, that if any. day I 


Vie! otould faile of rhis prayer in the morning; I cannot

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cravell ſecurely, nor come to a good lodging. N. 
doubr then Sir (quoth the other )but you have ſaid thar 
prayer this morning? I would be ſorry elſe, ſaid Ri- 
xa/do, (uch an eſpecial] matter is not to be negleRed, 
He 2ndthe reſt, who had already determined how 


to handle him before they parted, ſaid within theme |; 


ſelves : Looke thou haſt ſaid thy prayer, for when we 
have thy money, Saint /z2liay and thou ſhift forthy 
lod2in2, Afterward, the ſame man thus againe con- 
terd with him. As you Sir, fo I have ridden many

1ournetes, and yet I never uicd any ſuch prayer, al- | 


though 1 have heard it very much commended, and | 


my lod7ing hath proved never the worſer. Perhaps 
this very mophe will therein reſolve us both, whether 
of us tywo thall be the beſt lodyed, you that have ſaid 
the Prayer, or L that never uſed ir at all. But 4 mult 
nat deny,that in ſtead thereof, l] have made uſe of ſome 
verles; 18 Dirapiſtt, cr the Intemerata, or De projun- 
Air, which arc ( as wy Grandmother hath often rold 
me)of very great vertue and cfficacic, 

Continning thus intalke of divers things, winning 
way, 1nd beruthing the time, fill waiting when their 
purpoſe ſhould fort to effe&: it fortuned, that rh. 
Theeves ſ[-cing they were come necre to a Towne, 
called Ca/t:14 Gatiiaume , by the foord of a Ri 
ver, the hours ſomewhar Jate, rhe place ſolitary, and 
thickely ſkided wich Trees, they made their aflault ; 
and having rcbd him, left him there on foete, ſtript 
into lus ſhirt, ſayin? to him. Gae now and (ec, ywhe- 
ther thy Saint Inljan will allow thee this night a good 
lodging, or no, for our ovwne wee are fuſticiently pro- 
vided ; [6 pling the River, away they rode. Rinz' 
does ſervant, fecing his Mater (o ſharply 1flayled, Its 
a wicked vilhinc, would not afli{t him 1n any fort «bu 
piving hiskorfe rhe ſpurres, never left gallopping2un 
til! ke came to Ca/lcau Guillaume, where heg en 
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vpon the paint of night, providing himlelfe of 2 
lodging , | but not caring what became of his Ma- 
iter, | 

Rizaldo remaining there in his ſhirt, bare-fnare 
ind bare-legged, the weather extreamely cold, and 
ſn-wing inceſſantly, and not knowing whar to doe, 
darke night drawing on, and looking round about 
lim for lome place' where to abide that night, to the 
end he might not die with cold ; he found no hejpe ar 
all there for him, in'regar« that (no long while be- 
fore) the late warre had burnt and waſted all ,2nd not 
ſo mnch as the leaſt Cottage lett. Compelled by rhe 
colds violence, his teeth quaking, aad all his body 
trembling, he trotted on towards C@ffear Guiltaume, 
not knowing Whether his man vas gone thither or go, 
or to what place elſe : but perſwaded himfelfe, that if 
he could get entrance, there was no frare of finding 
ſnccour.

In this towne of Cnaſfean Gu/lauwe » lived a young 

L. ady, who was 2 wid.lovw, ſo beanrifull aud comely ot 
ber perſon,as fildomſcene a more lovely creature, The 
Marqucltlſe 4430 maſt dearely afteRed her,and(as his 
choi Na lewell of delight) gave her that houle ro live 
in, under the terrace whereof poore Rinaldo made his 
Nicker. Ir chanced the day before , that the Mar- 
queſle was come thither ,/ accorging to his frequent 
cuitome, to weare away that night in her company, 
ſhee having ſecretly prepared a Bath for hum, and a 
coltly ſupper belide., All things being ready, and no- 
ching wanting but the Marqueſle his preſence : ſud- | 
dcnly a Poſt brouyht him ſuch Letters , which com - | 
manded h1m inſtantly to toke horlebacke, and word 
he ſent to the Lady, to ſparc hun for that nicht, be- 
cauſe urgent occaſions called him thence, and he rode:

The Chamber-maide , bezns much moved to com- 
paſſion, returned to her Lady, and told her all 3 Que 
likewiſe pittying his diſtrefle, 4nd remembrins le 
hadthe key of that doore, whereby the Margueſſe bot h 
entred and returned, when he intended not to be ſcene 
of any, ſaid to her Maide. Goe, and open the doore 
ſoftly for him ; wee have a good ſupper, and none to 
helpe to cate it, and if he be a man likely, wee can al- 
low lum one nights lodging too.

Make haſte 200d 
man, get thee into this Bath, which yer is good and 
warme, for my Lady her (ec!fe came bur newly out of 
it. Whereto very gladly he condeſcended, avnor tar- 
rying to be bidden riſe; bading himſclfe ſo: finou- 
larly comforted with rhe heate thereof, even as if hee 
h1d becne reſtored from death to life, Then the La« 
dy (ent him garments, which lately were her deceaſed 
husbands, and firted him fo aptly in all r:(pedts, as is 
p1rpoſely they had beene made for him; 

Attending in further expeCtation, to know what 
elſe the Lady would command him ; hc began to re 
member God and Saint /ulan, heartily thanking her, 
for delivering him from fo bad a night a5 was threat- 
ncd cowards him, and bringing him to ſo 2oad enter- 
rainement. After all this, the Lady cauſing a. faire 
fire to be made in the neercit Chamber buneathe wer t 
and fate by it her ſelfe , demanding how. the honeſt 
man fared Miadam, anſwered the Chambermaide , 
now that he is in your deceaſed I,ords garments, hee 
appeareth to bee a very, g20dly.

hearers, nor unplealing in obſervation, 

Sometime beretofore , thee dyelt -in our -Ci- 
':1c, a Knight named Signier Theobaldo > who: 
/according, as ſoome doe. report ) iſſued from the! 
Family of Lawherti, but others derive him of the- 4; 
golanti; guiding (perhaps) their opinion hereza,more 
trom the traine of Chiicicn, belonging to the (aid. 
Theebaldo (evermo:e equall to that of the Agelants). 
taan any. other raatecr elſe, Bue ſcrting afide 
fiom which of theſe two, houſes kee came, 1 
ſay, that in his tame hee, was a yay. wealby 
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Knight, and had three ſonnes 3 the firſt being named 
Tambcrto, the lecond Theobalde, and the thard Ag:- 
lanto, all goodly and gracefull yourhs : howbeit the ci- 
dcſt had not compleated ceightcene yeares, when Sig- 
nior Theobaldo the Father deceaſed, who left rhem all 
his roods and inheritances. Aud they, (ceing them - 
ſclves rich in ready moneyes and revenewes, without 
any other government than their ovyne voluntary d1l- 
poſnion, kept no reſtraine upon their expences, but 
maintained many ſervants, and ſtore of unvalewable 
Horles,behdagHawkes and Hounds, with open houſe 
for all commers 3 and aot onely all delights clſe fit for 
Gentlemen, bur. what vanities beſide beſt agreed with 
their wanton and youthful] appetites, 

Not long had they runne on this race, but the 
Treafures left them by their Father , began tw 
diminiſh; and rheir Revencvves fuffticed not, to 
ſupport fuch -laviſh expences as they had begun : but 
they tell roengaving and pawning the inheritances , 
ſeling one to day, and another tomorrow, ſo thar 
they lavwy-themſcives quickely come to nothing, and 
then poyerty opened rheir eyes, which prodigality 
bad bctore clozed up, Herenpon, Lamberto (on a day) 
calling his Brethren to Nimy ſheyved chem what the 
honours of their Father hid beta, to what height h11s 
wealth amounted, and now to what ebbe of poverty 
it was falne , onely cthorow their inordinare ex- 
pences. Wherefore hee counſelled them, { as beſt 
he conld) before further miſcry infuked over them , 
to make iale of the ſmall remainder that was left, 
and then ro berake themſelves unto ſome other 'abi- 
ding, where fairer Fortune might chance to thine up- 
on then, 

This advice prevailed with them 3 and ſo, without 
taking ſeave cf any body, or other ſokmnitic than 
cloſe Iſeerecic, they Ceparted from Flereace, not tar» 
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Lying in any place until] they were arrived in Englagd- 
Comming to th2 City ot Londen, and taking there a 
ſmall houſe upon yearely rent , living on fo little 
charge as poſſibly might be, they began to Jend our 
money at uſe : wherein Fortune was fo favourable to 
them, that (in fevy yearcs) they had gather<d agrear 
lumme of money: by meanes whereof it came to 
paſſe, that one while one of them, and afterward an- 


other, returned backe againe to Florence: where, with -

as unreaſonable expences as ever > never reſpe ing 
their houthold charges, becauſe they had good credite 
«among the Merchants , and the monies fill fent 
from Aleſſandro , ſnpporting their expences diycry 
yearcs, : 
The dealings of Alexandroin England grew very 
great, for .hce lent out much money to many Gentle- 
men, Lords, and Barons of the Land, upon engage« 
ment of their Manors, Caſilcs, and other revenewes : 
fromwhence he derived immeaſurable benefit. While 
the three Brethren hefd on in their hviſh expences, 
borrowing moaneyes when rhey wantcd' untill their” 
ſupplics came from England, whereon (indeede) was 
theirgnely dependance: it fortuned, that (contrary to 
tac opinion of all men} warre happened berweene the 
King of England, and one cf his lonnes, vehuch occ3- 
fioued much trouble in the Conmirey, by taking part

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places, pawned to Aleſſandro, were ſuddenly icized 
trom him, nothing then 1emaining, that turacd him 
any profite, But living in hope day by day,thaypeace

would be concluded berweene the Father and the 
Sone, he never CEcubtcd, but all things then ſhould 
bec reſtorcd to him , both che principall and in- 
ecreſt , and therefore hee would not depart out of 
the Countrey. 

The three Brethren at Florence, bounding within 
no limits their diſordered ſpendiny, borrowed daily 
more and more. And after ſome few yeazes , the Cre- 
ditois fecing no effeR of their hopes to come from 
them, all credit being loſt with them, and no rcpay- 
ment of promiſed ducs, they were impriſoned , their 
Lands and all thcy had, not ſuffifing to pay the moitie 
of Debts, buttheir bodtes remained in priſon for the 
reft,their wives and young children being ſent thence, 
ſome to one Villaze, ſonue to another, fo that nothing 
now was t& be expected, but povertie and malcry ot 
life for ever.

ict away for /taly. It came to paſle, that as lice 
aued forth of Brugcs, lice ſavy 3 young Abbot alſo 
Journcying thence, being clothed in whiteg a:compa= 
nice with divers Monkcs, and 2 great traine before, 
coadufting the needefull crriage. Two ancicnt 
8 1.19, kinimen to the King, followed after 3 with 
whom Alef/andro acquainced himiclfe, as having for « 
merly known them and was kindly accepted 1nto their 
company. Alcſ/aidro rideng along with them courte- 
Fly iequeſted roknow,what thole Monkes were that 
"ode betare,& ſuch a tain arcuding on the ? Wherto 
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one of the Knights thus anſwered. 

He that riicth before is a young gentleman, and our 
Kinſman, whe is newly clefted Abbot of one of the 
beit Abbyes in England, and becauſe he 1s more young 
in yerres,:han the degrees of (uch a dignity doe alloy, 
we travaile with him to Rome, to intrcat our Holy 
Father, that his youth may be diſpenſed withall,and he 
confirmed inthe ſayd dignitic3 but he is not to _ 
awordto any perſon. On rode this new Abbot, 
ſometimes before his Traine, and othcr whiles af- 
ter, 25 we ſcecreat Lords ule to doe, when tiiey ride 
upon the high-wayes. 

it chanced on a day, that Aleſſandro rode ſomewhat 
neere to the Abbot, who ſtedfaftly beholding him, 
perceived that he was a very comely young man, ſo af- 
tablc,lovely,and gracious,that even in his firſt cacoun- 
ter, he had never ſcene any man before that better 
pleaſed him. Calling him a little cloſer, he began te 
conferre famijiarly with him, demanding what hee 
was, whence he came,and whither he travelled. Aleſ+ 
ſandro imparted freely to him all his 2ftaires, in every 
ching ſatisfying his demands, and offering (although 
his power was (mall) todoe him all the ſervice hee 
could. 

Wien the Abbot had heard his gentle anſweres, 
ſo wiſely and dilcreetely delivered, conſideriug alſo 
(more particulzrly) his commendable carriage. hee 
tooke ham to be (at the leaſt) a well-borne Geatle- / 
man, and tare diftering from his owne logser- 
headed traine, Wheretore, takinz compailion 
on his greac misfortunes, hee comforted hia very 
kindly, withing him to bee of pood cheere, and to 
live alwaycs in good hope, For if he were vertuvus 
and honeſt, hee thould ſurely attainc- to the ſcare 
fromwhence Fortune had throwne him, or ra» 
ther be exalted much higher. Iatreating him allo, 

that 
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- that ſeeing he journied rowards Tuſcany, as he him - 
(elfe did the like, to continue fill (if he pleaſed) in 
his company. Aleſſandro molt humbly thanked him 
for ſuch gracious comfort; proteſting, rhat he would 
be alwaycs ready to doe wharloever he command:d, 
The Abbot riding on, wath newer crotchets in tus 

braine than he had before the ſight of Aleſſaadrogi t for- 
tuned, that after diyers daves of travaile, they came 
to a {mall Country Village ,which afforded little tore 
of Lodving, and yet the Abbot would needes lye 
there. Aleſſandrs, being well acquainted with rhe 
Hoſte of the houſe, willing h1 ro provide for the Ab- 
bot and his people, and then to lodge him where hee 
though it meercit.Now before the Abbors comming 
thirker, the Harbenger that marſhalled all ſach mat- 
ters, had provided for his Traine in the Village, ſome 
1m one place, and others elſewhere, inthe beſt man; 
ner that the Yowne could yeeld. But when the Abbor 
had ſupr,a great part ofthe night being ſpent, and eve- 
ty oneelle at his reſt; Aleſſandro demanded of the Hofte 
what proviſion he haq made for mm, and how hee 
fhould be Iodred that night ? | 

In $0ed ſadneſſe Sir (quoth the Hoſte) you fer 
that my houſe is full of Guefts,fo that I and my people 
muſt gladly feepe on the rablcs, and benches : Never. 


thelctiv, next adjoyning to my Lord Abbors Chamber, . 


there ate certarne Corn-lofts, whither 1 caa cloſcly 
bring you, and makin? ſhift there with a ſlender Palicr. 
bed, it may ferve for one ni{;hr, in tend of a better, 
But mine Hoſte (quoth A!rfſardro)how can I pafſe rho- 
row my Lords Chamber, whith is lo littie that ir 
woult not allow Iedving for any of his Monkes? If1 
had remembred ſo much (fayd the Haſte) before the 
Curtaines were dravwne, I could have lodzed his 
Monkts inthe Corve-loſts, and then both you! and I 
might tie lept where nowehey doc. Bur fraic you 
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not, my Lords Curtaines arecloſe drayvne,he fleeperh 
{no doubr) ſoundly, and I can conveigh you thither 
quietly enough, without the leaſt diſturbance ro him, 
and a Þ aller-ded ſhall befired there for you. Aleſſandro 
perceiving that all chis might cafily be done, and no 
diſeaſe ocred to the Abbot, accepted it willingly and 
went thither without any noyſe ar alf, 

My Lord Abbor,whoſe r1oughts were ſo buficd about 
amorous defires, that nofleepe at all could enter his 
eves, licard allthis talke berweene the Hoſt and _ 
ſandro, as allo where he was appointed to Lodye, he 
layd thus within himlelfe. Secing Fortune hath hired 
me with a propitions time, to —_— the happineſſe 
of my hearts defii cy I know no reafon why I ſhould re- 
juſe ir, Perhaps [| (hall never have the like ofter againe, 
or cver be enabled with ſuch an oportunitie. So,beino 
fully intended to proſecute his intention, and per- 
iwiding himſelfe alſo, that the filence of the night had 
beſtowed ſkepe on all thereſt; with a Jow 2nd flender 
voyce he called Aleſſandro, adviſing him to come and 
lye doyvne by him, which (after ſome few faint excu- 
ſes) he did, and putring off his cloathes, lay downe by 
the Abbot, being not a little proud of fo gracions a fa- 
your, 

The Abbor, laying hisarme over the others body, 
vegan to imbrace and hnugge him; even as amorous 
friends (provoked by earneſt affe&ion) uſe rodoe. 
Wherear AHleſſandrovery much mervailing, and bein? 
aniltalian hunſelfe, fearing leaft this folly in the Ab- 
bot , "would convert to foul and diſhoneſt aRion, 
(hrunke modeſtly from him. Which che Abbor ' per- 
ceiving3and doubring leaſt 4'eſſundrowould depart arid 
leave him, pleaſantly fmihng, and with baffifull beha- 
viour baringhis ſtomacke, he tooke Aleſſardroerhand, 
and lying it thereon, fayd; Aleſſandro, ler allbad 
thowhrs of bettllabiſe Befirre off from thee, and 
fer]: 
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feele here, to reſolve rhee from all ſuch fearc. 4/e/ſan- 
dro feeling the Abbors breſb, found there two pretty 
little mountaines, round, plumpe, and ſmooth ,appea» 
ring as if chcyhad beene of poliſhed lvoryz whereby 
he perceived, that the Abbot was a woman : which , 
ſerting an «dye on his yourhfull defires, made him tall 
to embra-mns,& immediately he oftered to kille her;bur 
ſhe ſomwhat rudely repulſing him,as off:nd:d,ſ(ayd. 
A'ciſanlro,torbeare ſuch boldnelic,upon thy lives pc- 
ri11,13d before thou farther pretume to touch me, un- 
der{t ind what | ſhall tel] thee! am (as thou perceiveſt) 
n2mangbut a womanzand departing a Virgia from my 
Fathers houſe, am travailing towards the Popes holi- 
neſle;to the end that he ſhould beſtow me 1n marriage, 
But tc other day, whea firſt I beheld thee whether 1t 
praceeded from thy happineile in forrune,or the fatal! 
how of my owne infeliciey for ever,l know not3] con» 
ceived fuch an «f:Ruaill kinde of liking towards thee ,3s 
never did a womanloye a man more truely than 1 doe 
thiceyhaving ſworne within my foule to make thre my 
Husband before any other; and if chou wilt not accept 
meas thy wite,'et a lock upon thy lips concerning what 
thou haſt heard, 2nd depart to thinc owne bed againe. 
Nu doubt, but that theſe were ſtrang newes to Alef= 
{andro, and icemed mcerely as a miragieio him Whac 
ſhe was, he knew aot but in regard. of her traine and 
company , he reputed her to be both noble and rich,as 
al the was wonderfull faire and beaunfull, His owne 
fortunes ſtovd out of future expeRation by his kinl- 
mens overthrow ond hus great lolſesin England;ywher- 
force, upon an opporrunity lo fairdly offered, hee held ic 
no wiledome to rgturnc refuſall ,but accepied hc graci» 
ous motion and referrcd allto her Ciſpoting, She-arte 
ſing out of her bed, callcd himto a little bed ſtanding 
by, vheret hung a faire Crucifixe upon. the wall3before 
which,and calhng him to witneſle, that . ſuffered fuch 
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bitter and c11ell rormems on his Crofſe, putting 2rins 
on his finger, there ſhe faithfully eſpouſed him,refufins 
all the worſd to be onely his:which being on either hd* 
confirmed , by an holy Vow,and chaſte kiſſes, ſhe com* 
manded him back to his Chamber,and ſhe returned to 
her b:d againe ſufficiently ſatisfied mithher lovesaccep- 
tation,and (othey a on till che eame to Rome. 

When they had reſted themſelves there ſome few 
dayes, the ſuppoſed Abbot ,with the ewo Knights,and 
none elſe to accompany but Aleſſandro,went before rhe 
Pope,1nd having done him ſach reverence as beſecmed, 
the Abbot beganco ſpeake in this manner, 

Holy Father (as you knovy much better than any 0- 
ther) every one that defirech to live well and vertu- 
ouſly, o2ght to ſkunne {fo farre as in him lyeth) all 
occalions that may induce to the contrary, Forthe end 
therefore that [ (whodeFre nothing more) than to 
live within the compaſſe of a vertuous converſarion, 
roxy perfe& my hopes in this behalte: I have fled from 


as you ſee ,to crave therein your holy and fatherly fur» 
therance. I am daughter to che King of England, aud 
have ſufficiently furniſhed my ſelfe with ſome of his 
Trealurcs,that your Holineſſe may beſtow me in mar- 
riage 3 becauſe my unkinde Father, never regarding 
my youth and beauty (inferiour to fevy in my native 
Country)would marry me tothe King of Norti»-ales, 


your ſanity, that his weaknefle hath not ſo muck oc- 
cafioned my flight, as feare of mine owne yourh and 
fcailtyz when being married to him, in ſtead of loyall 
and unſtained life, lewd and diſhoneſt defires might 
make me to wander, by breaking the divine Lawes of 
wedlocke,and abuling the royall blood of my Fatier, 
As I trayailed hither with this vertuous intention, 
our Loxd, veho onely knoweth perfeRly, _ is 


my Fachers Court, and am come hither in this habire 


an agcd, impotent, and fickely man. Yet let me tell 
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beſt Ertin? for all his creatures; preſented mine eyes, 
(no govbr in his mcere mercy and goodneffe) wath a 
'a2n mecte to be my husband, which (pointing to 
A'efjandrs) is this young Gentleman Randing by mc 
whoſe honeſt, vertuous, and civill demeanour, defer - 
veth a Lady of farregreater worth,altho:;vn(periaps) 
Nobibry inblocd be denied um, and may niake hin; 
cme not ſo excellent, as one dcrivedfrom Royali 
Zelrent, Holy and religious vows haye paſted be- 
twweene 13 but, and the Ring on his tinver, is the 
Erme pledge of my faith and conſt ancie, never r© ac- 
<2pr 2ny other man in marriage, bur him oncly, al- 
tzuugh my Father, or any elſe doe waflike it. Where - 
tore (holy Father) the principollcaule of my comming 
hither, being already ctfeRually concluded on, 1 de» 
fire to compleat the reſt of my Pilgrimage, by viſniz.3 
tac ſarictificd places in this City, wiercot thete 2c 
vieat plenty : And allo, that ſacred mairiage, bein? 
contratted in the preſence of God onely, betweenc 
Aleſſandro and my lelfe, may by you be publikely con- 
firmcd, and in an open congregation. Fer ſreing God 
hath ſo appointed it, and our ſoules have lo lolemnely 
vowed it, that no diſaſter whatſoever can alter :t ; you 
being Gods Vicar here on carth, I hope will no: 
Paineſay, but confirme it with your fatherly benediRi- 
on, that we may live in Gods feare and dyc in his fa- 
your, 

Per{vade your (clyes (faite Ladies )that A'eſandrs 
was 10 no meanc admiration, when he heard, thar kis 
wife was daughter to the King of England, unſpeake- 
able joy ( queſtionlefle) wholly overcame him ; but 
the two Knights were not a little troubled and offen- 
dd, at lucha ſtrance and unexpected accident; ye2, 
ſo violeat were their poſlions ,thar had they beene any 
where cc, than in the Popes preſence, J4/el/andre hind 
felt thigic fury, and (perhaps) the Prin fl. ber (elte 

Tot 
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r00, On the other ſide, the Pope was much amazed 
ar the habitſhe went diſguiſcd in, and likewiſe ar the 
ele&ion of her husband; bur perceiving there was no 
refiſtance to be made ag2inſt it, he yeelded the more 
willingly to ſatisfic her defire. And therefore having 
firſt comforted rheewo K nights, and made peace be» 
tweenethem, the Princefſe, and Aleſandro, he gav® 
order for the reſt rhart was to be doac. 

Whenthe appointed day for the folemniry vyir 
come, he cauſed the Prineeile (cloathed in moſt rich 
and royal] 52rments) to appeare before all rhe Carc:- 
nalls and many other great perſons then in preſence, 
who were come to this worthy feaſt, which hee had 
cauled purpoſely to be prepared, where ſhe ſeemed (© 
faire and goodly a Lady,that every cyc was highly dc- 
lizhced to behold her,commendinz her vwith no mc2ne 
admiration. In like manner was Aleſſandro greatly 10- 
noured by the two Knights, being moſt ſumpruovs 1n 
appearance, andnot like a man that had lent money 
to uſury, but rather of very royall quality 3 the Pope 
himſelfe celebrating rhe marriage berweene them, 
which being finiſhed,with the moſt magnificent pomp 
that could be deviſed, he gave them his benediRion, 
and licenced their departure thence. 

Aleſſandro, his Princefit and her rraine thus leaving 
Rome» they would ncedes vilite Florence, where the 
newes of this accident vas (long before) noyled, and 
they received by the Citizens iu 1oyall manner, There 
did ſhe deliver the three brethren our ofpriſon,hawing 
firſt payed all their debts, and reſeated them againe 
(wirh their wives) in their former inheritances and 
poſſeſſions. Afterward departin? from Florence, and 
Agolanto, -one of the Vncles travailing with them co 
Par; they were there alſo moſt honourably enter- 
tained by the King of France. From whence the two 
Knights went before for England, and prevailed fo 
lucceſſey 
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ſucceſſefully vvich the King that he received his dauph- 
ter into 2rac? and favour, asalſo his Sonne in law hec 
husband, to whom ke gave the order of Knighthood, 
and (for his greacer dignitic) created hum Eatle of 
Corzewall, | 
Andſuch was the noble ſpuir of Aleſſandro, that hee 
pacibed the troubles betweene the King and hus ſonne, 
whcreon enſued great comfort to the Kingdome, win- 
ning the love and fayour of all the people; and Agolau- 
t2(by the meanesot Aleſſandro) recovered all thar 
was du* to him and his brethren in England,returning 
richly home to Florence, Connt Aleſſandro ( his kini- 
man) having firſt dub'd him Knight, Long time be 
lived in peace and tranquility, with the faire Princelle 
iis wife, proving to be {o abſolute in wiſedome, and ſo 
famous a Sould:*r; that (as ſome report) by aſiiſtance 
ofhis Farhcr in law, he ccnquered the Realme of 1rc- 
land, and was crovened King thereof.

Landolpno Ruftulo, falling into poverty, became a P1- 
rate on the Sear, and being taken by the Gene- 
waycs, hardly eſcaped drowning * Which yet (vever- 
theleſſe) hedi4, upon 3 little Cheſt or Coffer, ſul 0; 
very 1t:h lewets, veing carried thereon to Cortu, 
where he was will ertertaived by 8 good woman; 
And afterward, returned richly home to his owne 


houſc. 
The fourth Novell. 
hereby may be diſcerned, into how many dangers a nan 
may fall, txrough a covetous deſire to enric\) hmnſclfe, 


MA m Laurctts, ſitting nexc to Madam Pampinca, 
and ſeeing how triumphantly ſhe had finiſhed ker 
diſcourſe; without attending any thing elſe, ſpake 
thus. Gracious Ladycs, wee ſhall never behold (in 
mine opinion) a greater act of Fortune, than to fee 1 
man 
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man (o ſuddenly exaked, even from the loweit depth 
of poverty, toa Royal] cftate of dignity; as the dif 
courſe of Madam Pampinea hath made good, by the 
happy advancement of Ale/anaro. And becauſe ut ap- 
peareth neceſſary, thit whoſocyer diſcourſeth on the 
tubjceR propoſed, ſhould no way vary from the very 
ſame termes; I ſhallnort (i1me 10 cel a tale, which, 
though it containe farregreater miſhaps than the 
former,may fort to as happy an iſſuegalbcit nor {ono- 
ble and magnificent, In which reſpe, it may {per- 
haps)merit the lefſe artention;but howloeverthat tault 
_ be found in me, I meanetodiſcharge my ovene 
ury. 

Opinion hath made it famons for long, time, thar 
the Sea. coaſt of Rbegium to Gaieta, is the onely dee 
leRable parr of all 1raly , wherein, ſomewhat neere to 
Salerno, is a ſhore looking upon the Sea, which the in- 
habirants there dwelling, doe callthe coaſt of Malfie, 
tull of lmall Townes, Gardens, Springs, and wealthy 
men, trading in as many kindes of Merchandizes, as 
any other people that I know. Among which Townes, 
there is one, named Ravello,whercein (ag yet to this 
day thercarerich pcople) there was (not long ſince) 
a very wealthy man, named Landolpho Rrnffolo, who 
being not contented with his riches, but coveting to 
multiply them dooble and trebble, fell in danger, to 
looſe both himſelfe and wealth together. 

This man (as other Merchants are wont to doe) af- 
ter he had conſidered on his 2tf1ires, bought hima very 
voodly Ship, lading it with divers ſorrs of Merchan- 
dizes, all belonging to himſclfe onely, and making 
his voyage to the lile of Cyprus, Where he found, over 
and befide the Merchandizes hee had brought 
thicher, many Shippes more there arrived, and all 
of them laden with rhe (ame commodities, in regard 
whereof, it was needtull tor him, nor encly to make a 
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good Mart of his goods; but alſo was further con” 
ſtrained (1t he meant to vent his commodities) to (ell 
them away (almoſt) for nothing, endangering his 
utter deſtrution aud overthrow. Whereupon prie- 
ving exceedin2ly at fo great a loile, net knowing what 
to Ke, and ſceing, that fron very abundant wealth, 
he was likely to tall into as low poverty: he reſolve d 
to dye, or to recompence his lofſes upon orhers,becauic 
he would not returne home poore, having departed 
thence {o rich, 
Mceiung with a Merehant, triat bought his great 
Ship of tim ; with the mowoy made thereof, and allo 
Rig ocher Merchandizes, he yu: chaſed another, being 
alighter veſſe!}, apt and proper for the ule of a Piratc, 
arming and furniſhing it in ample manner, forrovinz 
and robbing upon the Seas, "Thus he began to make 
other mens goods his ovnegefpecially from the Turks 
he tooke much wealth, Fortune being alwayes ſo 
favourable to him, that he could never compaile the 
like by erading, So that, within the ſpace of one yeare; 
he had robd and iakenſa many Gall;cs from the Tur, 
chat he found himlſclte well recovered, not onely of all 
his lofts by Merchandizc, but Iikewite his wealth was 
wholly redoubled, Finding his loites to be very libe- 
rally requited, and having nove raificie nt, it vere fol- 
ly to hazard a lccond fail; wircretore conferring with 
his owne thoughts, and tinding that he had cnough; 
and needed not to covet aftcr mare; he fully conclu- 
ded, now to returne home to his owne Houic againc, 
and live upor; Ius goods thus gorten. 

Continuing ſtill in feare of the loffe he had fuſtai- 
ned by traffique, and minding never more to umploy 
his money that way, but to keepe this light vellcl!, 
which had holpen him to all his wealth: he comman- 
dec his men to put forth their Oares, ane ſhave their 
courle tor has owne dwelling. Being alott 1wthe higher 
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Seas, darke nizht over-taking them, and a mighty 
winde ſuddenly comming upon them: it not onely was 
contrary to their courſe, but hcJd on with ſuch im- 
petuous violence; that the ſmall vcllell, being unable 
to endure it, made to Jand-ward ſpeccily, and inex- | 
p*Kation of a more friendly wind, ecatred a little 
port of the Sea, direQing, up into a ſmall Ifland, and 
there (3fely ſhelrred it iclic, Into the ſame: port which 
Landolph0had thus taken tor h1s refuge, entred (ſoonc 
after) two great Ctrackes of Gentwayes, lately com. 
trom Con/Fantinple, When the men in them had e! 
pied the ſmall Bake, and locktup her paſſage from 
getting forth; underſtanding che Owners name, and 
thar report had famed himto be yery rich, they cercer- 
mined {as men cvermore addited naturally, to covet 
atter money and ſpoyle) to make it their owne as a 
prize at Sea. 

Landins ſome ſtore of their men, well arm:d with 
Croſſe-bowes and other weapons, they tooke potleſl: - 
on of ſuch a place, where none durſt iflue forth of ti: c 
{mall Barke, bin cndingered his life with their Darts 
and Arrowes Entring aboord the Barke, and mak1t:p 
it theix owne by full poſſeſlion, all the men they thu wy 
over-boord, without ſparing any but Landolpho him- 
ſelfc, whom they mounted inco one of the Cartackes, 
lcaving him nothing but a poore thirt of Maile on his 
backe, and having rifled tbe Barke of all her riches, 
fanke it into the bottome of the Sea, Tic day foilows- 
ins, therouz} windes being calmed, the Carrackes 
ſet Fayle againe, having a profperons paiTace all the day 
long; but upon the entrance of darke night, rhe winds 
blew more tempcſtuouſly than before, and (weldthe 
Sea in {uch rude ſtormes, that the two Carrackes 
were ſundred each from other, and by violence of ihe 
rempeſ} it came topalle, that the Carracke ywhercin 
lay poore miſerable Lando'pho (benearh the Ile of Ce- 
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phalonia) ran ag3inſt a rocke, and even as 2 glaſſe a- 
gainſt a wall, ſo ſplit the Carracke in pegces, the goods 
and merchandizec floating on the Sea, Chelits,Cofters, 
Beds, and ſuch like other things, as often happenci| 
in ſuch lamentablc accidents. 

Now notwithſtanding the nizhrs obſcurity, and im- 
pcruous violence of the billows3 ſuch as could (wimme, 
made {tuft to ſave their lives by (wimming. Others 
caught hold on ſuch things , as by Fortuncs favour, 
floated ncareſt to them, among whom, diſtreiled Lax- 
dolpho, deſirous toſavg his life, if poſſible it might be. 
eſpicd a Cheſt or Cofter before him , ordained (10 
6oubt) to be the meanes of his ſafety from drowning, 
Now although the day before, hee had wiſhed to: 
death inficite rimes, rather than to returne home in 
luch wretched poverty 3 yet, ſceing how other men 
ſtrove for ſafety of their lives by any helpe, were it nc- 
ver (olittle, hee rooke adavntage of this favour offer cd 
him, and the rather in a neceſſitic ſo'urgen;- Keeping 
faſt upon the Coffer ſo well as he could, and being dr 1- 
ven by the winds and waves, onc while this way, and 
anon q'tite contrary, hee made ſhift for himſelfe till 
day appeared; when looking every way about him, 
ſecir;3 nething but clouds, the ſeas, and the Coffcr, 
which one while ſhrunke from under him, and an"- 
ther while ſupporicd him, accortdin? as the windcs 
and billowes carriedit : all tha: day and night thus he 

floated up and dowue, drinking more than willingly 
he would, but almoſt hunger-ſtarved thorow want of 
foods. Þ lic next morning, either by the appointment 
of heaven or power of the windes, Landolpno vweho wis 
{ well-necere} become a Spunge, holding his arires 
ftronyly about the Cheſt, as we have ſcene ſome doc, 
who (dreading drowning) take hold on any the ver) 
(n-l)cſt helpe ; drew necre unto the ſhore of the 11ans 
C87 ©, where (by good fortuuc ) a poore woman was 
" {coyvt its 
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ſcomrino diſhes with the ſalt water and ſand, to make 


chem (honie-wifc lize) neate and cleane, 
When ſhe ſaw the Cheſt drawing neere her, and 
not diſcerning the ſhape of any man, ſhe grey feare- 
full,and retyring from it, cryed out aloud, Hee had 
no power ot ſpeaking toher; neither did his fight doe 
him the (malleR ſervice; but even as the waves-and 
windes pleaſed, the Cheſt was driven fill neerer to 
the Land, and then the woman perceived that it had 
the forme of a Cofer, and looking more adviſedly, be- 
held two armes extended over it,and afterward, ſhee 
efpicd the face of a man, not being ableto judge ,whe- 
ther he were alive, or no. Movycd by charitable and 
womanly compaſhlion, ſhee kept im among the bil= 
lewes, and getting faſt hold on the hayre of his 
head,dreyy both the Cheſt and him tothe Land, and 
calling forth her daughter to helpe her, with much a. 
doe ſhe unfolded his armes from the Cheſt, ſetting i. 
upon her daughters head, and then betyvecne them, 
Lando'pho was lcd into the Towne, and there cone 
veyed intoa warme Stove, where quickely hee recoe 
vered (by her paines)his ſtrength,benummed with) ex= 
treane cold. 
Good wines and comfortable broathes ſhe cheriſhed 
tum wathal,that his ſences being uuificrently reſtored, 
he knew the place where he was3but not in what man- 
ner he was brought thither, till the good woman 
had ſhewed him the Cofer that had kepr hum floatin 
upon the waves, and (next under God) having Gove 
Is life. The Cheſt ſeemed of ſuch ſlender weight,chat 
nothing of any value could be expected in ir, citherta 
recompence the womans great paines and kindnefſe 
beſtowed on him, or any matter of his owne benefit. 
Nevertheleſſe,the woman being abſent, he opened the 
Cheſt, and found innumerable precious ſtones there= 
in, ſome coſtly and eurious ſet in gold,and others nor

fixed in any mettall. Having knowledye of their great 
worth and valuc (veing a Merchant, and skil'd in ſuch 
matters) he became much comforted, prayfing God 
for his g,09d 1ucceſfle, and ſuch an admirable meanes of 
deliverance from danger, 

Then conſidering with himſelfe,that(in a ſhort time) 
he had'bcene twice well buffered and beaten by For- 
tune; laſt a third miſhap might follow in like man- 
ner, hee conſulted with his thoughts > how hee 
nught lately orderthe buſinclle, and bring le rich a 
booty (without peril) to his owne home.

ordinary and reatoneble rates, he was three times 
richer, than when hee departed firft from his hole.

He precious Stones and Jewels feund by Lando!- 

pho, makerth me to remember (ſayd Madam Fiam- 
metta, who was next to deliver her diſcourſe) a Tale, 
containing no leflc perils, than thar reported by Ma- 
daw Lanyerta: but lomewhat differcnt from it,becaule 
the one happencd in ſundry yeeres, and this other had 
no longer time, than the compaſle of one pooce ni ght, 
as inftantly I will relate unte you, 

As I haye heard reported by many, there ſometime 
lived in Perouſe or Perugia, a young man named An- 
aca de Piero,yhoſe profeſſion was to trade about Hor. 
ſes,,in the nature of a Horſe-courſer, or Horſe-maſter, 
who hearing of a good Faire or Market (for his pur- 
poſe) at Naples,did put five hundred Crownes of gold 
1n his parſe, and journeyed thither in the company ot 
other Horſe-courlers,ariving there on a Sunday in the 
evenino, According to inſtruRions given him by his 
Hoſt, he went the next day intothe Horſe-markes, 
where he ſavy very many Horſes that he hiked,cheape- 
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ning their prices as he wentup and downe, bur could 
fall ro no agreement3yet ro manifeſt that he came pur 
ſely to buy, and not as a cheapner onely, oftentimes 
(like 1ſhallow-brainde trader in the world) he ſhews 
ed his purſe of gold before all paſſengers, never re- 
Fpe&ing who,or what they were that obſerved his folly. 
It came to paſſe, that a young Sicilian wench (very 
beautifull, but at commaund of whoſoever would, and 
for ſma!llure) paſſing then by, and (withour bis per- 
ceiving} ſeeing ſuch ſtore of gold in hispurſe3 preſent - 
ly ſhe fayd eo her ſelfe: why ſhould nor all whoſe 
crownes be mine; when the toole that owes them ,can 
keepe tkem no cloler?

Which when the younver Laſle perceived, with- 
out proceeding any further, ſhee ſtayed to (ee what 
woud cnſuc thereon. Andrea conterring with the 
old Bayde, and knowing her (but not for any ſuch 
creature) declared himicite very affable ro her; ſhee 
making him premiſe, that ſhe would come and drink: 
with hum at his jodging, So breaking off turther ſpce- 


ches {or that time, the returned to her young Catmk| 


m:rado; and Andrea went about buying his Horles, 
fl cheapning good tore, bur did not buy any allthat 
Morning. 

The Punke that had tgken notice of Andreacs purſc,up- 
on the old womans coming back co her(havingtormer]y 
ſtudied, now the might ger all che gold, or the greater 
part thereof) cunningly queſtioned with her , wh: 
the man was, whence hee came, and the vc- 
caſion of his bulinefſe ? wherein ſhee fully infor! 
her particularly, and in as ample manner as hum!-!t 
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could have done ; That the had long time dweltin 
Sicily with his Father, and afterward ar Peyonſe; re- 
counting allo, at what rime ſhe came thence, and the 
cauſe which now had drawne him to Naples. The 
Witty young houleyvife, being thorowly inſtructed, 
concerning the Parents and kindred of Azdrea, their 
names, quality, and all other circumſtances thereto 
leading began to frame the foundation of her purpoſe 
thereupon, (etting her reſolution downe conſtantly, 
that the purſe and gold was (already) more than halfe 
he r one.

Inſtantly Andrea (withour leaving any direRion of 


his departure 1n his Jodpinpg, or when hee intended to 
returne againc}) layd to the Girles Goe before, and 1 
will follow. This lircle Chamber-commodity, conde- 
Red him to her Miftreſſes dwelling, which was in a 
ſtreete named Marpeltuis,atitle manifeſting ſufficient- 
ly the ſreetes honeſty : but he, having no ſuch know- 
ledze thercof,neither ſuſpe&ing any harme at all, bur 
that he went £0 a moſt honeſt houſe, and a gentlewo- 
wan of good reipeR; entred bojdly, rhe Mayde going 
inbefore,and ruwing himup a faire pairc of ſtayres, 
which he having more than halfe aſcended, the cun- 
ning Queane gave acall to hcr Miſtreſle, ſaying; Sig- 
nor Andhea is come already, whereupon, ſhe appea- 
red, at the ſtayres-head ,as if ſhe l1ad ftayd there pur- 
polſely to entertaine him, She was young,very beaui- 
full, comely of perſon, and rich in adornements,which 
Andrea well ob{crvings and ſeeing her deſcend two or 
three ſteps, with open armes ro embrace him,catching 
faft hold about his necke; he ſtood as a man confeun- 
ded with admiration, and ſhe contained a cunning 
kinde of filence, even as it ſhe were unable to utrer 
one word, ſeeming hindred by extremity of joy at his 
preſence, and to make him effeQually admire her ex- 
eraordinary kindneſſe, having teares plenrcouſly at 
command, intermixed with hghes and broken ſpce- 
ches, atJaſt thus ſhe ſpake. 

Signior Andrea, you arc the moſt welcome friend to

deft, curtained round about, yery artificiall Pitures 
beautifying walls, with many other embelliſhmears, 
fuch as thoſe Countries are liberally ſtored withall, 
He being meecrely a novice in theſe kindes of wanton 
carriages of the World, and free from any baſe or de- 
generate eonceit;firmely pcrſwaded himſelfe,that {que- 
ſtionleſle) ſhe was a Lady of no meane efteeme,and he 
more than happy to be thus reſpeed and honored ty 
her.

ſhall inſtantly receive from me matter to augment 

your greater merveile, meeting here with your orvne 

Siſter, beyond all hope or expeQation in cither of us 

both, Bue ſeeing heaven hath beene lo gracious to me, 

tolerme ſee one of my Brethren before I dye (though 

gladly I would have feene them all) which 1s ſome ad- 

dition of comfort to me; and thar which (haply) thou 
haft never hears before ,in plainc and trueft manner ,l 

will reveale unto thee. 

Piero, my Father and thine, dwelt longtime {as 
thou canſt not chooſe but to have underſtood) in Pa- 
term; where,through the bounty, and other gracious 
good parts remaining in him,he was much renowned, 
and to thus day,is no doubt remembred, by many of his 
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loving Friends and Well-willers. Among them that 
moſt intimately aftefted Piero, my mother (who was 
a GentIewoman, and at that time a widdoyy) did dce- 
reſt of all other love him; ſo that forgetting the fcare 
of her Father, or Brethrcn,yea, and her owne honour, 
ehcy became ſo privately acquainted, that I was begot- 
een, and am here now ſuch as thou ſeeft me. Atter- 
ward occafions ſo befalling our Father, to abandon 
Palermo. and rcturne to Perowſe, he left my mother 
and me his little daughter, never afccr (for ought that 
I could le arneYonce remembring either her or me; ſo 
that (if hee had not beene my Father} I could have 
much condemnedhim, in regard of his ingratitude to 
my mother,and love which he ought to have ſhowne 
gue 25 his child, being burn ofno Chamber-maide,nei- 
zficr of a Ci:ty finner; albcir I muſt needes ſay,thar ſhe 
2s blamewarthy, withow: any further knowledge of 
him (mooved onely thereto by moſt loyall affc&ion) 
to coummit both her ſclte and all the wealth ſhee had, 
into his hands: but things i1] done, and ſo long time 

ſince, are morecalily conmtraulled, than amendcd. 
Being left ſo young at Palermo, and growing (well 
neere) tothe ſtarure as now you ſce me; my Mother 
(beinp wealthy) gave me in marrtage to one ef the 
Gergentes Family, a Gentleman, and of great reven- 
mues, who in his love ro me and my mother, wene 
and dwelt at Palemo : where falling inte the Guelphes 
FaQtion,and making one in the enterprize with Charles 
vur Kingzit came to paſlce, that they were diſcovered to 
Frederiche King of Arragor, before their intent could 
be put in Execution : Whercupon, we were enforced 
to fiyc from Sicily, even when my hope ſtood fairely , 
x be the greateſt Lady in all the 1}ſland, Packing 
up then {ſuch fevy things as we could take with us (few 
I may well call chem, in regard of our wealthy poſſe(- 
fions, both 1a Pallaces, Houſes and Landszall which 
we: 
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we were conſtraincd to forgoe: ) we made our recouſe 
to this Citty, where we found King Charles ſo benigne 
and gracious to us,that recompencing the greater part 
of our lofſes,he beſtowed Lands and houſes on us here, 
befide a continuall Jarge pentonto my husband your 
brother in Lav, as hereafter himſelte ſhall better ac- 
quaint you withall. Thus came I hither, and thus re- 
mainc here , where] am able ro welcome my brother 
Andrea, thankes more to Furtunc, than any friendli- 
nefſe in him, With which word (Le embraccd and kifſed 
him many tumes,fighing and weeping as ſhe did before, 
Andrea hearing this Fable {o —y delivercd, 
compoſed from point topoint with ſuch likely prote- 
flauons,without faltering or failing in any one words 
u:terance; and remembring perfe&ly for truch,that his 
Fathcr had formerly dwelt at Palermo knowing alſo 
(by ſome ſcnbble feeling in himſclic) rhe cuſtome of 
youn2 ptople, who are erfily conquered by affeion 
in th: yo arhtull heare; ſeeing befide the teares, trem= 
bling lpee- acs,audearneſt embxacings of this cunung 
com.acdity; he rooke ill to be true by her thus ſpoken, 
and upun her ſilence thus replyed.Lady,let it not ſeeme 
ſtran”eto you,that your words have raiſed meryale in 
me, becauſe I had no knowledge of you, eyen no mare 
than If I had never ſcene you: never alſo having heard 
my Father ſpeak either of you or your morher(for ſome 
coubiderations beſt knovvne unto hunſelte:)or if agany 
time ke uſed ſuch Janguage,cuher my youth then or de- 
icAive memory Cnce, hath urcerly luit ir, Bur cruely,ig 
15 nol:ttle jo; ar. cor fort to meto finde a hiter heere 
Wactelyad ao luch exp<Ration,& where allo my iclfe 
am ameere {trin2cr, For ro (101ke ny minde of you, & 
the pe: f; ions appearimy iny2us I knovy not any man 
ot | ow g1catrenute 41 qt ality lo cycr,out you may well 
befeeme lus accept act wuchracher thin minegrhat am 
but 2 mcage Merchant.

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reſolved in one thing, to witz by what meanes you had 
underſtanding of my being 1n the City? wheicto (he 
returned him this anſwere. 

Brother,a poore woman ofthis City, whom lem- 
ploy ſometimes in houſhold occ2fions, came to mec 
this morning, and (having ſcene you) told me, that 
ſhe dwelt a long while veith onr Father, both at Paler- 
moand Perouſe. And becauſe I held jr mach better be- 
ſeeming my condition, to have you viſite me 1n mine 
owne dwelling, thanlIto come ſee you at a common 
inne, 1 made te bolder to ſend for you hither, Afrer 
which words, in very orderly manner, ſhe enquired of 
his chiefcſt kindred and friends, calling them readily 
by their = names, according to her former inftru- 
ions, Whereto Andrea ſtill made her an{were, con» 
ficming thereby his beleefe of her the more ſtiongly, 
and crediting whatſoever ſheſayd, farre better than 
before, 

Their conference having long time continued, and 
the heatcoftheday beiug mTacwhat extraordinary, 
the called for Greege wine,aad banquetting tuffe,drin» 

king to Andrea; and he pledred her very contented)!y. 
After which, he would have returned to his lod2ing, 
decauſe ir drew neere ſupper timezwhich by no meancy 
ſhe would permit, bur ſveming more than halfe dif 
pleaſed, ſhe fayd. Now I plamely perceive brother, 
how little account you make of me, confhideting, you 
are with your owne Siſter,whom (you ſay) you never 
zaw beforc,and in her owne Houſe, whither you ſhould 
alwayes reſort when you corae to this City; and would 
you now refuſe her, togoc and fipat acommon Innc? 
B:lecve meBrother you itiall ſup with me,for although 
my Husband is now from home, to my no litle dil- 
contenement : yet you ſhall find Brother,that his wife, 
can bid you welcome, and make yougood cheere 
beſide, 
Now 
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Now was Andrea ſo confounded with this extremity 
of -ourtefie, that he knew not vhar to ſay, but onely 
thus replyed. 1 love you as a Siſter ought to be loved, 
and accept of your exceeding kindnetſe; bur jt I re. 
turne not to my lodzing, I fha!] wrong mine Het and 
his gueſts too much, becauſe they will nor ſup untill 1 
come. For that {quoth (he) we have 2 preſent reme- 
dy, one of my ſervants ſhall goe and give warning, 
whereby they ſhall not tarry your comming. Albeit, 
you might doe me a great kindnefſe toſead for your 
friends,to ſup with us here, where I aſſure yee, they 
(hall finde that your Siſter(for your ſake)w:11bid them 
welcome, and after ſupper, you may all walke together 
to your Inne. Andreaanſwered, that he had no ſuch 
friends theie;as ſhould be ſo burthenousro her: but ſee» 
ing ſhe urged him ſo farre, he would ſtay ro ſup with 
her, and referrcd himſelfe ſolely ro her diſpoſition, 

Ceremonious ſheyy was made, of ſending a ſervant 
to the Inne, for not expeRing Andreas preſence at Sup» 
per, thouvh no ſuch matter was performed; but, atter 
Civers other diſcourſings, the table being covered, and 
yariety of coſtly viandsplaced thereon, downe they

Atrer ſ:;pper, their conference laſted very long ,pur- 
poſcly dilated out in length, that a -rcat part of the 
night might therein be waited ; when leaving Andrea 
to his Chimber, and a Lad to a:tcag, that hee ſhculd 
lacke nothing;ſhc with her women went to their lodg- 
ings, and rhus our Brother and ſuppoſed Siſter were 
parted. The ſcaſonthen being ſomewhar hot and ſoul- 
ty, Andreaput off his hoſe and doublet, and being in 
his (hurt aloae,layed themunderneath rhe beds boulſter, 
as ſeeming carefill of his money.

But having 
found the gold which Andres indiſcreetely carried al- 
wayes about him, asthinking it could no where elſe 
be ſoſafe : This was all ſhe aymed at, and for which 
ſhe had enſnared him, faighning her ſcltc to be of Pa- 
lerme, and Daughter to Piero of Perouſe,ſo that not rea 
garding him anylonger, bur making faſt the houſe of 
Office doore, there ſhe left him in that mucczable ra-

Poore Andrea perceiving, that his callscould getno 
anſ{yvere from the Lad; cryed gut l--uder, bur all ro no 
purpoſe; when ſceing into his owne fimplicity, and un- 
dcritanding his errour, though ſomewhat too late, he 
made ſuch meanes conftrainedly, that he got over a 
wall, which ſevered that foule linke from the Worlds 
cye; and being in the open ftreete, went to the doore 
vf the Houſe, which then he knew too well to his coſt, 
making loud cxclaimes with rapping and kiocking,bus 
all as tcuitclefſe as before, Sorrowing exceedingly,and 
manifcſtly beholding his misfortune; Alas (quoth he) 
hovww ſoone ' have 1loſt a Siſter, and five hundred 
Crownes beſides? With many other words, loud calles 
and beatings upon the doore withour intcrmiſſion;, 
the nci2hbours finding themſelves diſturbed, and an+ 
able rocndure any luchc.aſcleſſe vexation, role from 
their beddes,and called ro himydefiing him to be gone 
and 
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and let them reſt, A maide a!ſ+ of the ſame houſe, loo- 
king forth at the window, and ſeeming as newly raiſed 
from ſleepe, called to him, ſaying. What noyſ(e is that 
beneath?Why Vireia/anſwered Andrea )knov you not 
me?I am Andrea,brother to your Miſtrefle Fiordelizas. 
Thou art a drunken knavegreplied the maide,mere ful 
of drinke than wit « yoe Neepe,poe Aecpe ,2nd come a+ 
gaine to morrow : for I know no Andrea de Piero, 
neither hach my Miſtreſſe any ſach Brother, Ger 
thee gone good man, and {uffer us to Nleepe I prythee. 
How now ( quoth Andrea ) doit thou not underſtand 
what 11ſty ? Thou knoweſt that I ſuprt with thy Mi- 
Rreſſe this night ; but 1f our Sicilian kindred be fo 
ſoone forgot, I prythee give me my cloathes which 1 
left in my Chamber, and then verygladly will I ger 
me pene. H:reat the maide laughing out 2Ioude. fad, 
Surely the man is mad , or walkcth the ſtreets in a 
dreame: and claſping faſt the Window, away ſhee 
went and Jett him. 

Now could Audrea »flure himfelfc, that his gold 
and cloatkes were paſt recovery , which Grice bin 
to the more rmpatience, his former interceſſhons be- 
came converted unto furic,and whit he could not com - 
paſſe by faire intreates, he intended to winne by out+ 
rage and violences : ſo that taking up 2 great ſtone in 
hishand, hce layed upon the doore very powerfull 
Nroakes. The ncghbourrs hearing this molleſtation 
RI, 2dmirting them not che leaſt reſpite of reſt, repu- 
ted him for a troub|ſume fellow, and that he uſed 
thoſe counter tcit words, only to eiſturbe the Mifttefle 
of the houſe , and all that dwelled ncere atom her ; 
looking 2g4une out at their windowes, they altogether 
bezanne t9 rate and reprove hum, evenlike ſo many 
bawling Curres , barking at a ſtrange dovge paſſin? 
through the firecte, This is ſhametull villany (quoth 
one) and not to be ſuffered, that honeſt women ſhould 
thus 
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thus bee moleſted in their houſes, with fooliſh idle 
words, and at ſuch an unſcaſonable time of the night; 
For Gods ſake ( good man) be gonezand let us fleepe ; 
ifthou haſt any thing to ſay to the Gentlewoman of 
the houſe, come to morrow in the daytime; and 
no doubt but ſhre will make thee ſufficient an- 
lwer. 

Andrea , being ſomewhat pacificd with theſe ſpee- 
ches, a ſhagge-hair'd ſwaſh-buckler,a grimme viſadge 
Ruffian ( as fildome bawdy houſes arc without ſuch 
{waggering Champions ) not ſeene nor heard by Ao 
drea, allthe while of his being in the houſe 3 rapping 
out two or three terrible Oathes, opening a Caſement, 
and with aſterae dreadfull voyce , demanded, who 
durft kcepe that noiſe beneath ? Andrea fearefully loo- 
king np, and (dy a little glimmcring of the Moone} 
ſeeing luch a rough fellow, with a blacke beard, ſtrow- 
ting like the quills of a Porcupine, and parches on his 
face, for hurts received in no honeſt quarrels,yawning 
alſo and ſtretching, as angry to have his ſleepe diſtur- 
bed : trembling and quaking , anſwered 3 1 am the 
Gentlewomans Brother of the houſe. The Ruffian in- 
terrupting hm, and ſpeaking more fiercely than be- 
tore 3 ſealins his words with horrible Oathes, (aid 
Sirra, Raſcall, 1 know not of whence, or what thou 
art; but if I come done to thee, I will fo bumbaſt thy 
praxing Cexcombe, as thou waſt never ſo beaten in all 
thy life, like a drunken flave and beaſt as thou art, 
that allthis night wilt not let us ſlecps, And fo hee 
clapt to the window againe. 

The Neighboures well acquunted with the Ruf- 
fans rude conditions. [peaking in gentle manner to 


\ Aadrea, (aid. Shift for thy ſelfe (good man) in time, 


and tarrie not for his comming dovne to thee, except 
thou art weary of thy litc ; Be gone therefore, and (ſay 
thou haſt a friendly warning. Theſe words 6:ſmaying 
Awudrea 
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Andrea, but much more the ſterne oathes and ougly 
fight of the Rufkan, incitcd alſo by the neighbours 
counſe]l, whom hce imagined ro adviſe him in charitae 
ble manner : ircanſed him to depart thence. raking 
the way home-ward to his Tnne, 1a no meanc afflictt« 
on and'rorment of minde, for the monſtrous abule of- 
fered him, andloſle of his moncy. Well he rem:mbred 
the patſages, whereby the day before the Girle had 
uided him, but the loathſome ſmell about him , was 
ſo extreamely offenſi-c to himſelfc, that defiring to 
Waſh him at the Seaes fide, he ſtraycd to? farre vide 
cathe contrary hand, wandriny up the ſtrcer called 
Ruga Gatcliana. 
Proceeding on ſtill, even to the higheſt part of the 
Citie, hee elpied* a Lanthorne and light, as allo a 
mancarrying it, and another man with him 18 com+ 
pany, both of them comming towards ::im. Now, be- 
cauſe hee ſuſpe&ed them two of the Watch, or ſome 
perſons that would apprehend himy hee ſtepr aſide to 
ſhunne them, and entred into an old hoal: hard by 
at hand.

T hey 
greatly pitrying his misfortune, one of them (aid to 
che other : Queſtionleſſe, this villanie was done inthe 
houſe of Scarabone Buttafucco. And then turning ta 
Andrea, proceeded thus. In good faith peore man, al- 
beit thou haſt loſt thy money, yet art thou much be- 
holden to Fortunesfor falling (though. in a foule place) 
yer in a ſuccesfull manner, and entring no more backe 
into the houſe. For beleeye mee friend, if thou haddeft 
not tajne, but quietly gone to ſleepe in the houſe, that 
ſleepe had beenethy laſt in this world, and with thy 
money, thou hadſt loſt thy life likewiſe But teareg and 
Jamentations are now helpelefle, becauſe as eaſily rhou

Andreabeing haled npto the pits brim,keft holding the 
rope any longer, catching faſt hold with his hands fer 
his berter ſafety: and the Watchart the fight hereof be- 
ing greatly affrighted, as thinking that they had dragd 
up a Spirit 3 not daring to ſpeake one word , ran away 
with all the haſte they could make, 

Andrea hereat vas not a liaQle amazed, ſo that if he 
had not taken very good hold on the brim : he might 
have falne to the botrome, and donbtleſſe there his 
life hap periſhed. Being come forth of the Well, and 
treading upon Billes and Halberts , which hee well 
knevy his companions had not brooght thuther wit!

Andrea ficting upright in the Tombe, and deſiring 
to make uic of this happic opportunitie, caught the 
Prielt f.* \y one of his legges , making thew as if he 
meant t9 Jd; ac wm downe, Which when the om 
eltz 
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felt, he cryed out alond, getting out with all the haſte 
he could make, and all kts companions , beirig well - 
neerc frighted out of their wits, ranne away amaine,as 
if they had beene followed by a thouſand divels, An- 
drea little dreaming on ſuch fortunate ſucceſſe , made 
meanes to pet out of the graye, and attcrward forth 
of the Church ,at the very _ place where he entred, 
Now bugan day-light to appeare, when he (having 
therich Ring on lus finger ) wandred on he knew not 
whither : ull comming to the Sea (ide, hee found the 
way direQing to his Inne,where all his company were 
with his Hoſt, who had bcene very carefull for him. 
Having, related his manifold miſchances, his Hoſt 
fricndly adviſed him with ſpecde to get him out of 
Naples. As inſtantly hee did, returning hom« to Pe- 
r0uſe having advyentured his five hundred Crownes on 
a Ring,vwherewith hc purpoſed to have bought Horſes, 
according tothe intent of his journey thither. 


Madame Beritola Cararalla,was found ina 11an ! with 
two Goates, having loſt her two Soancs, and thence 
travelied into Lunigiaga * where oneef her Sonnes 
becam: ſervant to the Lord thereof, and was found 
oucr- fami'iar with his Maſters daughter, who there- 
fore canſed him to hee :mpriſoned.

devotion, and little truſt to be repoſed in the Sicili- 
ans, ot hee willing to ſubje& himſclf co his Lords ene- 
mie 3 provid: tor his ſecret thght from rchence. But 
this being diſcoyercd to the Stcillians, he and ma- 
11C more yo had beene Joyall letvants ro King Man- 
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fred, where ſudden!y taken and impriſoned by King 
Charles, and rhe ſole poſſeſlion of the land confirmed 
to him. 

Madam Beritola not knowing ( in ſo ſudden and 
flrange an alteration of State atfaires) what was be- 
come of her Husband, fearing alſo greatly before,

itisnow 140ng time fince-there lived a Soldane in 
Babylon,named Beminidab, to whom (while he lived ) 
many things happened,anſwerable to his owne defires., 
Among divers other Children both male and femalc, 
he had a daughter called Alathiefa,and ſhe (according 
to the common vayce of every one that ſaw her) was 
the faireſt Lady then hiving in allthe world.

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accouſtrements;commending her to the mercy of hea» 
ven, in-this manner was ſhe (ent away, 

The time being propitious for their parting-thence, 
the Mariners hoyled their fayles, leaving the port of 
Alexandria, and ſayling ptoſperouſly many daye-roge- 
ther. When they had paſt the Countrey of Sardinia» 
and (as they imagined) were wel] necre to their jour- 
neyevend; ſodainely aroſe boyſterous and contrary

and ſo tormented theShip wherein the Lady wagthart 
the Mariners ſeeing no figne of comfort, gave over all 
hopeof eſcapingwirh life. Nevertheles,as men moſt ex- 
pert in wplacable dangers, they laboured to their ut- 
cermoſt power, and contended with infinite bluftring 
tempelts, forthe ſpace of wwo dayes and nights rope- 
ther, hoping che third day would prove mere favoura- 
ble. But therein they faw theraſclves deceived, for 
the yiolence continued ſtill, encreafing in the nifhe 
time more and more, being not any way able to come 
prehend either where they were; 'or what courſe they 
tooke, neither by Marinal] judgerent,: or zany :appre- 
henfian elſe whatſeever, the heavens vycre ſort a 
and the nights darkencile fo extreame, 
Being (unknowne to them) neere the Iſle of 2Majn- 
rica, they telt the Shippe to ſplit 11 the bottome 2 by 
mcanes whereof, perceiving novy no of-clcapng 
(every enecaring = him{clice,and not any other they 
threw forth a Squiffe on the troubled waves, repoſing 
more confidence of ſafety that way , than abiding any 
Jonger in the broken ſhip. Howbcic ſuch 2s were firſt 
deſcended downe made Rout reſiſtance againſt all 0+ 
thcy followers, with their drawne yyeapong; but ſafe- 
ty of life ſy farre prevailed, tha what with, the T em- 
peſts violence, aud over lading of the Squufte, it ſunke 
co the butrome; and all periſhed that were - thereiy, 
Ec dhup being thus ſplit, and more than halfe tull of 
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vyater; rolled and tormenged by the bluſtring windes, 
firſt one way aad then anorher; was at laſt driven into 
a ftrond of rhe Ile Majorica,no other: perſon therein 
remaining bur onely the Lady and her women, all of 
thew{through the rude tempeſt and their owne conc i= 
vedfcaxe)lying ſtil,as ifthey were more tuanhalt dead, 
And there within a ſtones caſt of the neighboring 
ſhorezthe ſhip (by the rough ſurgisg billowes) vyas fix- 
ed faſt onthe lands,andſocontinucd all the reſt ofthe 
night, wi:hout any further moleſtation of the windes. 
Whenday appeared, and the violent ſtormes vere 
more mildly appeaſed, the Lady who ſeemed well 
ncere dead, hircd upher head,and began (weake as ſhe 
waz) to call fiſt one, and then another : bur ſhe cal- 
led in vaine, for ſuch as ſhe named were farre enough 
from hcr, Wherefore hearing no anſwers, nor ſeeing 
any one, the wondred greatly, her feares encreagng 
then more and more- Rayſing her felfe fo well as 
Che could, ſhe beheld the Ladies that were of her com- 
1-2nyz and ſome other of her women>lying ſtill withouc 
any {tircing : whereupen, firſt jo2ging one and then 
another ,and callingthem ſeyerally by their names;(he 
tound them bereft of underſtanding; and even asif 
tacy were dead;their hearts were (oquayled, and their 
tee ſo over-raling, which was n6 meang diſmay to 
the poore Lady her fſelfe, Nevettheletle, neceflity 
now being her beſt counſciior, ſecing her ſelfe thus

Iz7 ih*'y came to better Knowledge of themſelves, And 
Þe1ng unable ro gueſſe, what was becotne of the men 
and Marri:icrs, ſeeing the Ship alſo driven on the 
fans: ad filled with water, ſhe began with them to 
'..'i2c.at moſt greeyouſly 2 and now: it was abour the 
n/a of n:ad day,beforethey could difcry any perſon 
C4 te ſzore ul any to pitty, them inf urgent a neede, 
| * At 
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Atlength, one being paſt, a Gentleman nam*d 
Baiazeth,anended by divers of hus followers on hotfc- 
backe,and rerurning frovmi a Country hnuſe belonging 
to him, chancedto ride by on the fands. Vppon fighr 
ofthe Ship lying in that caſe, he imagined truely whar 
had hapned, and commanded one of his'men to enter 
aboord it, which (with ſome difficulty) he did, ro re- 
ſalve his Lord what remained therein. There he found 
the fayre young Lady,with ſuch ſmall ſort of company 
as was left her, fearefully hidden under the prow of 
the Ship. So ſoone as they ſaw him, they held up their 
hands, wofully deſiring mercy of him : bur hee per- 
cciving their Lamentable condition, and that he un» 
decſtood not what they ſayd to him, their affliftion 
grew the greater, labouring by Ggnes and geſtures, to 
give him knowledge of their mistortane. 

The ſervant gathering what be could by their cut- 
ward bchaviour, declared ro his Lord what hee tad 
ſeenc in the Shippez who cauſed the women tc xc 
bruyght on ſhore, and all the precious things renrate 
ning with them; conduRting them with him to p! «< 
not farre off, where with food and warmrh hee 74ve 
them comfort. By the rich garments which the L 1d 
wascloathed withall, he reputed her tobe a Gentle- 
woman well derived, as the preat reverence don» to 
her by the reſt, gave him good reaſon to conceive, 
And although her luokes were pale and wan, :s alto 
her perſon mightily altered, by the tempeſtuous 440 - 
lence ofthe Sea; yet notwithſtanding , ſhee appeared 

faire and lovely in the cyc of Batager's,, whereupon 
torthwithle determincd, that if ſte were nor marned, 
he wouldenjoy her as his owne in marriage: or if he 
could not winne her tc be bis wife, yer (ar leaſt) (hee 
ſhould bee his fricad, becauſe ice remained nov in

; Baiaxeihwas a manof Rearne lockes, rough and 
harſh 
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harſh borh in ſpcech and behaviour; yer cauſing the 
Lady to be honourably uſed divers dayes togerhier, the 
became thereby well comforted and recovered. And 
ſecing her beaurie to excecde all compariſon, he was 
afflicted beyond meaſure, that he could not underſtand 
ker, nor ſhee him, whereby he could not know of. 
whence or what ſhe was, His amorous flames ericrea- 
fing more and more; by kinde courteous, and affable 
ations he jaboured to compalic what he aymed at. 
Bu all his endeavour proved to no purpoſe, for (hz 
refuled all familiar privacic with him, which ſo much 
che more kindled the furic of his fire.

Moreover,ſhe admoniſhed the 
ftoutly to defend their honour and chaſtity;affirming, 
tii-: ihe had abſolurely refolyed with hertelfe thar nc 
ver ay otherſhouldenjoy her, but her imended huſ- 
band: wherein her vroren did much commend her, 
proamfing to preſerverheir reputation, according as 
{ke had commanded. 
ay by day, were the torments of Baigzeth won- 
dertully augmented, yer till his kinde offers ſcornetully 
refufee, and he as farre of from compaſhing his deſires 
as when he tuſt bepan io mocve the marter : where- 
tore, perceiving that all faire courſes ſerved to no 
eftect 
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ec; he reſolved to compaſle his purpoſe by craft and 
ſubtiltic, reſerving rigorous extremity for kis. finall 
concluſion. And having once obſerved, char wine was 
very pleaſing tq the Lady, ſhce never being uſed ro 
drinke any at allybecauſe (by her Countries Law) it 
was forbidden her: and no meane ſtore having beenc 
lately brought to Bazazeth in a Barke of Geae way: he 
reſolved ro ſurprize her by meanes thereof, as a chicte 
miniſter of Venus, to hcate the cooleſt bloud.

A.otvicllz m.ſtruſting no ſuch trechery inte::-icd a- 
gainlt her, and liking the Wines pleaſing taſte cxtra- 
ordinarily; dranke more than ſtood with hcr prece- 
dent modeR reloJutionzand forzetting al her pailcd ade 
yerſi ties, became vere trolicke and macrry : fo thi lee- 
inz ſorre women dance after. the manner ofcrved 
there 1n Afayorica, ſhee alſo fell to dancing according 
to the Alexandrian cuſtome.

:0n embracmes, ftrange ro her that had never raſted 
them before, yer pleaſing beyond meaſure, by reaſon 
of his rrecherons advantages afterward drew on many 
more of the like earowſing meetings ,vwithout ſo much 
asrhou2ht of her paſſed miſeries, or thoſe honourable 
and chaſt reſpeRs,thar ever ought to attend on Ladies, 
Now, Fortune envying thus their ſtollen pleaſuces, 
and that ſhe, being the purpoſed wife of a potene King, 
ould thus become the wanton friend ofa much mea-- 
2cr man,ywhoſle onely glory was their ſhame 3 altered 
the courle of their roo common paſtimes, by prepa- 
ring a farre preater ififelicity for theme This Baigxeth 
12d a Brother, aged about five and twenty yeeres, of 
moſt compleate perſon, in the very beauty of his time, 
2nd freſh asthe (yeereſt fmelling Roſe ,he being named 
amurath. Aﬀer hee had once ſeene this Lady (whole 
Fre feature pleaſed him beyond all womens elle) ſhe 
cncd in his fodainc apprehenſion, both by her our 
vard behaviour and civill apparancie,highly ro deſerve 
:1is very beſt opinion, for ſhe was not meanely catered 
into his favour. Now he found nothing to 'his hin- 
drance, in obtaining the heighth of his hearts deſite, 
bur onely the Alri&t cuſtodic and guard, wherein his 
brother Baiazeth kept her: which rayſed a crue!l con- 
ceire in his minde, whexein followed (not long after) 

as cruel]aneffeR. | 
It came to paſſe, that ar the ſame time; in the Vort of 
the Citty, called Caffaxthere lay then a Ship laden with 
Merchandize, being bound thence for Smyrna, of 
which ſhiptwo Geneway Merchants (bethtg brethren) 
were the Pons and Owners, who had given dire- 
(tion for hoyfing the ſayles to depart thenee when the 
winde ſhould ſerye. With theſe rwo Gene wayes Amie 
rth had covenanted,for himſelf ropoe aboord the ſhip 
the night enſuing.and the Lady in his company.When 
I night 
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nzght was came, taying reſolyedwith himſelfe what 
vyas co be gone; in a diſguiſed habite he weat to the 
houſe of Barazeth,who {toud not any way deubrfull of 
him, and with certainc of his mct faithfull C cnte- 
deratcs (whom he had {worne to the intended ation) 
they hid themlelves cloſely in the houſe. After ſome 
part of the _ was oyer-paſt,he _— the ſeyc- 
rallladgin2s both of Baiazeth and Alatiuella, New his 
brother ſoundly Ncepiny; and ſeizing on the Lady, 
whom he fon Kee and weeping, threatned to kill 
her alſy, if ſhe made any noyle. So being well furni- 
ſhed with the vyreater part of worldly lewels belonging 
to Baiazeth, cond or undceicried by any body,ihcy 
went preſently to the Port, and there(wickout any fru- 
ther delay) Amurath and rhe Lady were received into 
the Ship, but his companions returned backe againe; 
vykey the Mariners, having thuar ſayles ready ſer, and 
the winde aptly ficting for | ay lanchec forth merri- 
Ly into the maine.

intentionyet willing enough to ſhake hands,in ridding 
Amurath out of the way,who onely was the hindercr of 
their hopes. Whereupon they concluded rovether that 
on a day when the ſtup ſayled on very ſwiftly,and Amu- 
rath was ſitting upon the Decke , ſtudiouſly obſerving 
hovy the Billowes combated each with other, and not 
luſp:Ring any ſuch treafon in them towards him:ſtea- 
| ling fottly behinde him, ſodainely they threw him into 
the Sea,rhe (ſhip floating on above halfe a Leagues di- 
{tance,before any perceived his fall into the Sca. 

When the Lady heard thereof, and ſaw no likely 
meancs of recoycring him againezſhe fell roher wonted 
reares and Jamcntations ; but the two Lovers came 
quickely to comſort her, uling kinde words and putby 
perſwations(albcit ſhe underſtood them not, or at the 
moft verylitte):o appeaſe the violence of her paſſions; 
and to ſpeake epcipha Y, ſhe did not ſo much bemoane 
the lofle of 4murath, as the multiplying of her owne 
misfortunes,f111] one ſucceeding in the neck of another.

enz©y her, Noty that Amurath was gone, each pleaded 
his priviledye co ve 35 pood as the others, bork in the 
ſhip, Govuds, agd all adyantages clſc whatſoeyer hap- 
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pening : which the elder brother abtolutely denyed. 
allcaging frſt his propriety of birch,a reaſon ſufficient, 
whereby his younger ought to gire him place : Like= 
wilch,s right and incereſt both in the ſhip & 'poods,to 
be more than the others,as being heire to his father,and 
cherefore in juſtice to be higheſt preferred, Laſt of all, 
vhar his ſtrength onely threw Amurath into the ſea,and 
therefore gave him the full poſlelion of his prize, n@ 
right at all cemainiag to his brother. 

From temperate and calme ſpecches they fell to 
frownes and raider Language, which heated their blood

her, the more chey maryelled at herrare perfediions,t/- 
pectally the Duke, who hardly credited that (he wasa 
wmortall creature. 1 hus-not perceiving, what deepe ca- 
rowſcs of amorous poylon his eyes dranke downe by 
the meere fight of her, yet thinking thereby onely to 
be ſatisfied, he loit both himſelfe and his beſt ſenices , 
growing 1n love {beyond all meaſure) with her. When 
the Prince and he were parted from her, and he was at 
his owne private amoruus meduations in his Cham- 
ber, he reputed the Prince farre happier chan any man 
elic,by the enjoying of ſuch a peercleſſe beauty. 

_ After many intricate and diſtraſted cogitatinns, 
which moleſted his braines incefſantly,regarding more 
his loves wanton hearte, that: reaſon, kindred, and he- 
noarablc hoſpitality;he relolutely decermined(wharſoe- 
verenſued thereupon)ro bereave thePrince of his faire 
teliciry, that none bur humſelfe might polſeſle (uch a 


treaſure, 
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treaſure,which he eſteemed ro be rhe heighr of all hap, 
pines. His courage being c6formable tohis bad-intent, 
veith all haſt ir muſt be put an cxecution;fo ehat,cquity, 
juſtice and honefſty,betng quite abandoned,: nothing 

vt ſabtile ftratagems were now his meditations. On a 
day according to'a fore-compaRtedrrechery which he 
had ordered with a Gentleman of the Princes Chim- 
ber,whowas named Churiacy,he prepared his horfes to 
be in readineſſe, and diſpatched tn his affaircs elſe for 
a fodaine departure, The night following, he was (e- 
cretly canveyed by Churiacy & a friend of his with him 
(being heth armed)iato the Princes chamber,where he 
(while the Lady was ſoundly flceping)ſtood at a gazing 
window towards the Sea,naked in his ſhirt, to take the 
coole ayre,becauſe the ſeaſon was exceedinghot.

neither be kexrd or diſcryed by any, The Duke apd 
his Companion,having thus ex2cuted what they came 
for,.. proceeded yerin their cunning a little farther, 
caſting a ſtrangling Cord abourthe necke of Churtacy, 
ſeemed as if they hugged and imbraced him, but deew it 
with lo maine ſtrengtÞ,that he never ſpake word after, 
and ſo threvy him downe afcer the Prince, | 
Thisdone, and plainely perceiving that they wer 
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not heard or ſeene,tither by the Lady, or any other:the 
Puke tooke alight inhiis hand, coing on tothe bed, 
where the Lady lay moſt (weete!y fleeping; wham the 
more he bekeldabe more be admired and commended: 
but if in her garments ſhe appeared fo pleaſing, whar 
did fhe fowin a bed of ſuch ſtate and Majeſty? Being 
no vw:y daunted with his ſo late committed fanne, bu:

on her ,ſhe ſuppoſing him tobe the prince altlus while, 
not opening hcr eyes to bee otherwiſe reſolved. Bur 
this wa; notthe delight he aymed at, neither did hen 
thinke x lafe for him, to delay time with any longer 
rarrying there: Wherefore, having his agents at hand 
$r and convenient for the purpcle, tlicy (urprized her 
in ſuch ſort, that ſhe could not make any noyſe or outs 
cry, and carrying herthrougl the ſame falfe poſterne, 
whereat themſclves hadentred, Iaying her in a Pringe- 

ly litter; away they went with all poflible ſpecde, not 
eatrying in any place, vnull they were arrived neere 
Athens. Burthither ke would not bring her, becauſe 

himſclfe was a married man, bur rather to a goodly 

Caſtle of his owne, not diſtant farre from the City ; 

where he cauſed her to be kept very ſecretly (to her a0 

lictlegrecfe and ſorrow) yet attended on and ſerved in 

moſt honourable manner, 

The Gentlemen uſually attcnding on the Prince ,ha- 
wing waitcd all the next morning till noone, in expe- 
&tation of his rifing, and hearing no ſtircingin the 
Chamber,did thruſt at the dooregwhich was but onely 
cloſed together, and finding no body there, they pre- 
ſently imagined, that he vas privately gone to ſome 0+ 
ther place, where (with the Lady, whom he ſodeercly

And 
there (to the nolittle greefoof the whole City) rhey 
found the Princes body alſo,which chey cavſes to be in- 
rerred with all the Majeſticke pompe that might be, 
Vpon ſurcher inquiſition,who ſhould commur fo hor- 
rid a deed,perceiving likewiſe that the Vuke of Athens 
wWaS$ not tube ſound, but was cloſely gone : they judg- 
0 I his hand in this 
bloody buſinetſe, and had carried away the Lady with 
him, Immediatcly, they ele&ed the Prizaces brother 
be their Lord and Soveraigne\ incicing him. to revenge 
ſo horrid a wrong, and promiſing io 2ffift him wit 
their utmoſt porver. The new choſen Prince being al- 
lured aſterward,by other more apparant andremarkey 
able ptootcs, that his people informed him with no» 
thing bur truch 2 ſo6inely,and according as they had 
concluded,with the helpe of neighbours, kindred. and 
fricnds,colkRed from , he placeszhe muſtred a good 
and a powerfu!l army, marching on rovasds Atkegs,to 
make warre againſt the Duke, d 
No ſonec heard he ofthis warlike preparation made 
avaſt him but hc likewilc levied forces for his owng, 
defencegand to his ſuccuur came many great States 24- 
mong whom, the E.nperor of Coa/tantineple Fn hig 
ſon Conffantine,atteaded un by bis Nephew Einauelly 
with Troopecs of fazre and rowardly force, yho were ho- 
nourably welcommed and entercaified by the Duke, 
but much more by the Dutchs{le,occauſe ſhe was their 
ſiſter 11 Lavv, , Milita» 
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Military proviſion thus proceeding on dayly more 
and mare, the Dutches making choyſe ofa fit and con- 
Venient houre,tooke theſe two Princes with her to a 
withdrawing Chamber; and therc,in flouds of tegres 
Howing frem bet eyes, wringing her hands,and figh - 
ing incefſantly, ſhe recounted the whole Hiſtory, oc- 
ton of the warte, and how dithonoura*ly the Duke 
dealt with her about this frange woman, whom hee 
——_ to keepe 1n deſpight of her,and ehinking that 
ſhe knevy nothing thereof, and complaining very ear. 
neſtly unto them,  entreating that ior the Dukes ho-

The rwo young Lords kney all this matter, before

Conffantine here- 
upon preparcd in a readineſſe a ſubrile Barke, ſending 
Ir:inan evening, neere to the Garden where the Lady 
cclorted, having firſt informed the people which were 
mit, fully vſharwas to be done, Aﬀecryw::ds, accom- 
panicd with ſome &ther of his arend:nrs, he went to 
the Palace, ro the Lady,wherc he was gladly entertai- 
ned, not onely by ſuch as wayted on her, bnt allo by 
the Lady her cle. 

2ding her along by the arme towards the Gar- 
d*n, attended on by two of her ſervants, and two of 
His owne ſeeming as if hee was ſent from the 
Duke, to conferre with her : they walked alone 
$0 a Part anenin* 25; tHe Sea, which ftanding ready 
open, vpon a figne given by him to one of tus com- 
piices, the Barke was brought clofe to the ſhore; ang.

But before occaſions grew to this effeR, the Empe- 
rour made a confederacie with Befſſazo, King of Cap-

Being ſeared 
there in ſome indifferenc abiding,it came ropaſle, that 
Antiochus fell into a deadly fickneſſe, ro whom came a 
Cyprian Merchant, one much eſteemed by him, as be- 
ing an intimate friend and kinde acquaintance ,and in 
whom hee repoſed mo ſmall confidence. Feeling his 
ſickneſſe toencreaſe more and more upon him daily, 
hc 'determined, nor onely, to leave ſuch wealth as hee 
had to this Merchant, but the faire Ladylikewife, And 
calling them both ts his beds fide, hee ſpake in this 
manner. | 
Dcere Love,and wy moſt worthily reſpeRed friend, 
I perceive plainely and — that I 'ara_novy 
drawing neare unto my end, which much diſconten- 
terh me ; becauſe my hope was to have lived longer in 
this world, for the enjoying of your kinde and moſt 
eſteemed company. Yer one thing maketh my death 
very amen, 5 welcome to me 3 namely, that Iyin 
thus ih my bed of lareft comfort in rhis life, I ſha 
expire and finthh my courſe, in the armes of thoſe two 
perſons, whom 1 moſt afetcdin all this world,as you 
my ever-deareſt friend , and you faize Lady, whom 
( fince the very firſt ſight of you ) I loved and tonous 
red in my ſoule. Irkefome and yety gricvous it is to 
me, that ( if | die ) 1 ſhall leave you here a ſtranger, 
without the counlell and helpe of any body: .and yer 
mbtch more cftenſive would i become, if I had not 
ſuch a friend as you here preſent, who (1 am faithfully 
perlwaded) will have the like care and reſpeR of her

As for you {cixoiſe beautic) 1 humbly intreate,that at- 
ter my death you would nyt forget me, to che end, !

was affected heie by the faireſt Lady that ever Naturc 
framed. If of theſe rwo things you will g:ve me allu- 
rance, I{h11l depart from you with no meane com- 
fort. 

The friendly Merchant, and likewile the Lady, 
hearing theſe words, wepi both buterly : and after hee 
had given over ſpeaking, kindely they comforted him, 
with promiſes and folemne Vowes, that if he died,a!l 
ſhould be performed which he had requeſted. Within a 
ſhort wile after, hee departed out ofchis life, and they 
gave him. honourable burial}, according to that Coun- 
trey cuſtome. Which being done, the Merchant dr{- 
patching all his affaves at Ky10dcs, was defirous to re- 
turne home to Cyprus, in a Carracke of the Catelans 
then there being : moving the Ladie ia rhe matter, to 
underſtand how hee ſtood enclined, becauſe urgent 
occaſions called him-thence ro Cyprus. The Lady 
made anſwer, that ſhee was willing to paſſe thithcr 
with them, hoping tor the love hobewe to deceaſed 
Antiochus, that he would {pc her as his Gfter. The 
Merchant was willing to give her any contentment, 
bur yet ceſolycd her, that under the title of being his 
Siſter, it would be no warrant of ſecurite to rhem 
both. Wherefore, he rather advaſcd her, to ſtile him ag 
her hnsband, and he would terme her hus Wife, and fo 
hee ſhould be ſure to defend hes from all ingurics.

the ſervice of the King of Cyprus, Fortune had beene

membred by the Soldan. The King in royall magni- | 
ficence, replied ſuddenly, that hee was highly pleaſed 
With the(e good tidings ; and having ſcent honourably 
for her from Baffa, with great poinpe ſhe was condu- 
&ed to Famagnſta,and there meſt gracioully welcom- 
med both by te King and Queene , with folemanc 
triumphs, banquets, and reye[ling,performed in moſt 
Majeſticke manner.Being queſtioned by rac King and 
Queene,concerning loTirge a time of ſtrange misfor- 
tunes;according as Antigouus had formerly mitrufed 
her, ſodid ſhee thape the forme of her aalrwers , and 
ſatisfied (with honour) all their demands. So, within 
few dayes after, upon her requeſt, with an honourable 
traine of Lords and Ladies, thc was ſent thence, and 
condudctcd all the way by Autigenus, untill ſhe came to 
thc Suldans Court. Attcr fome Jayes of her repoling 
thee, the Sokian was Jelic ous to underſtand, how i]: 
couls 
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couldpoſſibly live (o long in any Kingdome or Prov 
vince whatſoever, and yer no knowledge to be taken 
of her ? The Lady, whoperfc&ly retained by heart, 
and had ali her lefſons at her fingers ends, bythe yas 
ric inſtruRion which Autigonus had given her,anſwe- 
red her father in this manner, Sir,abour the 20.day af. 
ter my departure from you,a very terrible and dreadfuj 
:cmpeſt overtooke us,ſo that in dead tim* the night, 
eur thip being ſplit in ſunder upon the ſands,neare to 
a place called Vernaz what became ot all the men that 
were aboord, I neither knew, nor ever heard of. Only 
I remember, then, when dearh appcared, and I bang 
recoyercd from death to life, certaine Pelants of the 
Country,comming to ſearch the ſhip ſo wracke, | was 
frſt(wich two of my women)brought ſately on ſhore.

jud;ement) to be perſons of pover and nuchormeglets 
ting them goe, came to me z wging lundry queſtions 
to me, which neither L underſtood, or chey mine an- 
lwers. After many deliberations hel! among them= 
ſelves, ſetting mee upon one of th-ir hories , they 
brought me to a Monaſterie of religious women, aC- 
cording to the cuſtome of tlie Law: and there , 
whatſoever they did or (id, 1 knevy not, but I was 
benignely welcomed thither , and honoured of 
them extraordinatily, where ſwath them in Devotion) 
I dedicated my ielte torhe Goddeile of chattirie, who 
1s highly reverenced amopg the women of that 
Countrcy>, 
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Countrey and to her religious (crvice they are whel- 
ly addied. 

After 1 had continued ſome time among them, and 
learned a litle of their Langnage ; they asked me, of 
whence, and yhat I was. Reaſon gave mice fo much 
underſtanding, to be fearefull of relling them the 
truth, for feare of expulſion from among them, asan 
cnemie to their Law and Religion : wherefore! an- 
ſwered ( — as neceſſitic urged ) that I was 
daughter to a Gentleman of Cyprus, who ſent me to be 
married in Candie 3 but our fortunes (meaning {uch as 
had the charge ef mc)fcl out quite contrary to our cx» 
peRarion, by loſſes, thipwracke, and orhe r miſchan- 
ces 3 adding many matters more beſide, onely in re- 
gard of feare, and yeelding obedient]ly ro oblerve their

Ar length, ſhe that was in chiefeſt ' preheminence 
among theſe women (whom they termed by re name 
of their Lady Abbefſc )demanded of me,whether | was 
willing to abide an that condition of life, or to returne 
home againe into Cyprus. 1 anſwercd, that 3 delired 
nothing more. But the, being very carefull of mine 
honour, would never repoſe confidence in any that 
came for Cyprus.till two honeft Gentlemen of France, 
who hapned chither about two moneths fince, accom. 
panicd with their wives, one ot chem being a neere 
kin{woman tothe Lady 4 bbefſe. And ſhe wc ill knows 
ing, that they travelled in Pilgrimage ro 7eruſalem, ts

What 
elle remaiaeth to bc ſaid, Antigouus who hath oft 
heard the whole ſtory of my misfortunes, at better 
kiſure will report. 

Antigonus then turning to the Soldan, ſaid? My 
Lord, as ſhc hath often told me, and by relation. both 
of rhe Gentlemen and their wives, the hath delivered 
noting but truth, Onely ſhe hath forgotten ſome» 
vinas worth the ſpeakinggasthinking it not fit for her

'ThgSoldane was joyfull beyond all meaſure , wel- 
comming both him and the reſt in moſt ately man- 
ner, oftentimes entrealing the Gods very heartily, 
that he might live to requite them with equall recom « 
pencc , who had ſo graciouſly honoured his daughter - 
but above ll the 1ſt , rhe King of Cyprus , who ſcnr 
her home ſo Majeſtically, And having beftoyvne great 
ifts on Antigenus, within a fevy dayes after, he gave 
_ leave to returne to Cyprus : with thankeſul} fa- 
yours to the King, as well by Letters, as alſo by Am- 
b1ſſadoures expreſſcly ſent, both from himſclic and his 
Davghter, . 
When as this buſincſle was fully finiſhed, the Sol- 
an, defiring to accompliſh what formerly was inten» 
ded arid begun, namely, that ſhe might be wife to the 
King of Colch10s 5 hee gave him intellivence of all that 
had happened 3 writing moreoyer to him, that (it hee 
were {o pleaſed) he would yet ſend her in Royall man- 
ner to him, T he King was exceeding joyfull of thele 
__ tidings, and diſpatching a worthy traine $0 ferch 
wer, the was conveicd thither very pompouſly; and (lic 
who had beene imbraced by ſo many, was received by 
tm asan honeſt Virgin, livine long ume after with 
him in much joy and telicitie. And therefore :t hath 
beene ſaid as a common Proverbe : The mouth well 
kiſt comes not ſhort of good Fortune, bur 3s {till re» 
neyycd like tie Moone, p ft ol | 
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T he Count D' Angiers being falſely accuſed, was bani- 
ſhed out of France, and left his two children in Eng- 
land in diversplacee. Returning afterward ( un- 
kwowne) thorow Scotland; hee found them advanced 
unrogreat dignitie. Then, repairing in the habize of 

- 6 Servitomr, into the King of France bis Army, and 


bis innocency wade publikely knowne, bee was reſta- 


ted in hit howourab'e degree. vel\. 
The Eight Nound 
Whereby all men may plaizely erſtand, that loyalty 
faithfully kept ro the Prince (What perils ſoever doe 
enſue) doth yetreverthelefſe renowne a man,axd brivg 
bimrto farre greater honour. 


Tic Ladies fighed very often,hearing the variety of 
wofall miſeries happening to Alarhicfa: but who 
knoweth, what occaſion moved them to thole fighes ? 
Perhaps, there were ſome among them , who rather 
ſighed they could not beſo often maricd as ſhe wasgra- 
ther than fur any other compaſſion they had of her 
diſaſters. Bur leaving that to their owne conſtruQion, 
they ſmiled merrily at the laſt ſpeeches of Pampbils : 
and the (Queene perceiving the Novel to be ended, the 
fixed her eye upon Madam Elizg,as ſignifying therby, 
tharſhe was next ro ſucceedin order;which ſhe joyful- 
ly embracing, ſpake as followeth, The field is large, 
wherein all this day wee have walked,and there isnot 
any one hereſo wearicd with running the former ra- 
ees; but nimbly would adventure on as many more, ſo 
copious ate the alterations of fortane,in (ad repetition 
of her wonderfull changes, and among the infinity of 
her yarious courſes, I muſt make addition of anether, 
which Itcult,will no way diſcontent you. 
When the Romane Empire was tranſlated from the 
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French to the Germaines, mightie diſſention greyy 
deryyeene both the Nations, infomuch, that it dreyv a 
umall aud a lingring warte, L which teſpe& , as 


welt 
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well for the ſafetic of his owne kingdome, 2s to annoy 
and difturbe his enemies 3 the King of France and onc 
of bis ſonnes, having congregated the forces of their 
ovene Dominions, as alſo of their friends and. conte- 
deratcgzthey reſolved manfully ro encounter theirenc- 
mies. But before they. would advenure any.taflpro- 
ceeding,, they heldit as the chiefcſt part of palicie and 
royall providence, not to leave the State without a 
Chiefe or Governor, And having had gocd experience 
of Gualtrie,Count D' Angiersto be a wile and warihy 
Lord, fngularly expert in military diſcipline , and 
faithfull in all affaires of the Kingdome (yet fitter for 
eaſc and pleaſure , than laborious toyle and travell:) | 


he was cle&cd Lieutenant Governour in their ſigad, | 


over the whole kingdome of France, and then they 
went on their enterprize. | 

Now beganne the Count to execute the office 
committed histruſt,by orderly procecding,and with 
great diſcretion, yer not entring into any bufinelſe, 
without conſent of the Queene and her fare daughtci 
in Law : who although they were left under his care 
and cuſtodic, yet ( notwithſtanding), bee. hogouted 
them ag his ſuperiours, and as the dignitic of cheu 
qualitic required. Heere you are to. oblerve, concer- 
ning Count Gau'ticr hunſelte, that he was a moſt 
compleate per{on, aged lutle above fottic yeares, as af- 
fable and ſingularly conditioned, ag, any noble man 
poſſible could be,nor did thoſe times affoord a Genile- 
man, that equalled him in all reſpe&s. Ir fortuned 
that the King and his ſonne being bulic in the afore- 
namcd warre , the wife and Lady of Count Guat 
tier dicd iy the meane while , leaving him onely a 
{onne and a daughter,yery yong and of tender yearcs, 
which made his owne, home the leſſe welcome to 
him , having loſt his deare love, and ſecond ſelfe, 
* Hgceupon, he reſorted tothe Court of the ſaid La 
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Hes the more frequently,often conferring with them, 
about the weightie affaires of the Kin e; 1a which 
time of fo ſerioiis interparlance,the Kings ſonnes wite, 
threw many affeRionate regards upon him, conyey- 
ing ſuch conſpiring paſſions to her heart (inregard of 
his perſon and vertues ) that her love exceeded all ca- 
pacitie of government, Her deſires out-ſtepping all 
compaſſe of mod-ſlie, or the dignitic of her Princely 
condiien, throwes off all regard of civill and ſober 
thoughts, andpuides her into a Labirinth of wanton 
imaginations. Fee, ſhe regards not now the eminen- 
cic of his authoritie, his gravitic of yearcs, and thoſe 
parts that are the true conduAs to honour : but Jookes 
upen her owne looſe and laſciyious appetite, her 
young, gallant, and over-ready _—_ nature,come 
paring them with the'want of a wife, and likely 
hope thereby of her ſooner prevailing 3 ſuppoſing,thar 
nothing could be her hindrance, but onely baſhfull 
\hamefaftneſſe, which ſhe rather choſe utterly ro for- 
ſake and (et afide, than to faile of her hat enflamed 
1f<Rion, and therefore ſhee would needes be the diſ- 
coverer of her owne diſgrace. * 

Vpon aday, being alone by her ſelfe, and the rime 
ſeeming ſutable to her intention; ſhe ſent for the 
Count, under the colour of ſome other importance 
conference with him. The Count D' Angrers , whole 
thoughts were quite contrary to hers : immediatly

covet tlie enjoying of lits owne pleaſing contentment 
(a thing not chanciagto lum once in a moneth,but tn- 
finite times in a dayes ipace.) What can you then con- 
ceve ofa frule woman,lubjeti(by nature to entieatics, 
Battcries,giſts,perſwalions ,and a thouland other inti- 
cing mcanes, whicha man (that!s altected co her)ean 
ufc: Doeſt thou thinke then that the hath any porc! 
to coninane? Allurcdly, rhougl thou t:ouldeſt reſt fv 
xelol ved, yet cannot I be of che ſame opinion, For 1m: 
ſurc thou beleeveſt, and muſt needes conicelle it, that 
thy wite is a Woman made ot jleſ and blood ,as other 


* Wome arc; 2f it be fo, ſhee cannor bee without rh* 


ſame delives,andthe werkenefle o; ftrength as othe: 
women have, 191chſt naturail apperitcs as her owne 
cre, In regud waereot, it is nicerely wwpofhible (al. 
though (hc be moſt honeſt) bur hee mult necdes doc 
that which other Womcn doc: for there is nothin? 
elic pallivle, eitherto bee denyed or affirmed to tl 

contrary, as thou moſt unadviſedly haſt done, 
Bernardo aniwered in $hg manncr,l am a Merchant, 
and no Phuloſophcr, and like a Merchant lmeane to 
anſywere thee. I am not rolcarne, that theſe accidents 
by thee relaced, may happen to fooles, who are voyde 
©; underſtanding or thame : bur ſuch as are wiſe, and 
enducd with yercur, heye aiwayes ſuch 3 precious 
eſt:eme of ther honour, that they will contunc tho! 
principles of conſtancic, which men are mcexely care- 
IciTt of, and I juitific my wite to be one of them. Bce 
leeve me Beraardo, zeplyed Ainbroginoto, it ſoottenas 
thy wives mide i$ addicted to wanton folly,a badpe ot 
leozac ſbouls aratic anthy fotchead to render tcftino- 
ny of het female frailety,l belegye the number of chem 
would be moregtiian willingly you would with chem to 
be 
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be, And among allmarricd men in every degree, the 
"ores are to ſecret of their wives imperteRions,thaz the 
ibarpelt Gehr 1s notable rod:{cerne them : and the wi. 
fer {ort of men are willins not to know them3-becauſe 
thame and loſte of honour is never impoſed, but in ca- 
ies evident and apparant. 

Periwade thy tclfe Beznardo, that what women 
may accomplith in ſecret, they will rarely faile todoe 2 
or if they abſtainc,it 1s throuth fearc and folly, Wherc- 
forc, hold it for a certaine rule, that that woman is 
onely chaſte, that never was ſolicited perſonally, or 
if (he endured any ſuch ſuite,euther ſhe anſweared yea, 
2r no. Andalbeit 1 know this to be true, by many in 
tallible and naturallreaſons, yet could 1 not ſpeake (0 
exa&tlyas 1 doe, it I had not tryed experimentally, the 
humors and affeftions of divers Women, Y=azand Ice 
metell chee more Bernardo, were I in private company 
with thy wife, howſoever thou preſumeſt to thinke lex 
to be, I ſhould accoyntit a marrer of no impctlibility , 
to finde in her the ſelfeſame fraiky , 

Bernardoes blood now began to boylg, and patience 
being alittk put downe by choller, thus be ceplycd, 
Acombate of words requires over-long continuance; 
f1ozI maintaine the matter which thou denyeſt, and 
all this forts to nothing in the end. Bur ſeeing thou pre« 
lumeſt, that all women arc {o apt and traRable, and 
t'ry (elte fo confident of thine owne power: 1 willing. 
ly yceld (tor the better afturance of my wives con= 
{tant loyalty) to have my bead ſmitten off, if thow: 
canſt win her to any ſuch dithoneſt a, by any meancs 
whatſoever thou canſt uſe unto her; which if choucanſt, 
not doe, thou thalt onely looſe a thouſand Duckets of 
Gold, Nov began Amirogino!sto be heated with theſe: 
vWcrds ,an{vwering tins Bernardo,ut I had won the wa- 
61 I know not what I ſhould doe witi: thy head; bur if 
nou be willing to Nand upon the provie,payn down 5 
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thouſand Duckets of gold, (a matter of much lefle va" 
iue than thy head againſt a thouſand Duckets of minc, 
LNranting me alawtull limited time, which I require ts 
be 110 more than the ſpace of three monethes, atrer the 
day of my departing hence. I will ſtand bound to goc 
for Geneway, and there winne ſuch kinde conſent ol 
thy Wife, as ſhall be to mine owne conlent. In witneile 
whereof, I will bring backe with me ſuch private and 
eſpecial} rokens, as thou thy ſelfſe ſhalt confcilc 
that I have nct failed. Provided, that thou goe firit 
premiſe upon thy faith , to ablent thy ſelfe from 
thence during my limited time, and bee no hinderance 
to me by thy Lercers, concerning, the attempt by mee 
undertaken, , 
Ley2ardo (ayd, be ita bargaine, Tam the man that 
wil make good my hive thouſand Ducketsz and albe- 
© the other Merchants then preſent, carneſtly Jaboured 
ro breake rhe wager,knowing great harme muſt needes 
enſue thereon + yet both rhe parties were ſo hot and 
kery, as all the other men ſpake to no efte&, but wri- 
tnys was made, ſealed, and delivered under cither of 
their hands, Bernardo remaining at Paris, and Ambro- 
zinolo departing forGeneway.There he remained ſome 
tew dayes, tolearne the ſtreetes name where Bernardo 
dwelt, as alſo the conditions and qualitics of his Wife, 
which ſcarſely pleaſed him when he heard them be- 
cauſe they were farre beyond her Hugsbands relation, 
and ſhe reputed to beethe onely wonder of women; 
whe by heplainely percaved, that he had pndertaken 
2 very idle enterprite, yet would he not give it over (0, 
but proceeded therein a httle further, 

He wrought ſuch meancs, that he came acquainted 
wuwh a poore woman,who often frequented Bernardocs 
houfe,and was ercatly in favour with his wife; upon 
whole poverty he ſo prevailed, by earneſt perſwaſi- 


9Ns, but much more by large gifts of money, that 
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he won her to furthr him in this mannee following. A 
faire & artifeciall Che!t he cauted ro be purpoſy made, 
wherein himſclte might be aptly contained and ſo con- 
veyed intothe houſe of Beynardoes Wife, undcr colour 
of a formall excuſe 3 that the poore woman ſhould bee 
abſent from the Citty two or three daycs, and ſhec 
muſt keepe it ſafe till ſhee returne. The Gentlewo- 
man ſuſpe&ingno guile,bur that the Cheſt _ the re= 
_ of all the womans wealth; would truſt it in no 
vtncr roome,than her ovwne bed-chamber, which was 
the place where Ambrogino!o moſt deſired to be. 
Being thus conveyed into the Chamber, the night 
20ing on a pace,and the Genrlewornan faſt aſſeepe in 
her bed,1lighted Taper ſtood burning on the Table by 
her, as in her husbands abſence ſhe ever nſed to have : 
Ambroginolo foftly opened the Cheſt, accordino as 
cunningly he had contrived it, and Reppiny forth in 
his ſockes made of cloath,obſcrvedthe (cituation of the 
Chamber, the paintings, piftures, and beautifull hang - 
ings, with all things elſe that were rematrkcablc, 
which perte&ly he committed to his memory. Going 
necre to the bed, he ſaw herlye ther ſweetely ſecping 
and her young Daughter in like manner by her, ſhee 
ſceming then as compleate and pleaſing a creature, as 
when the was attircd in her beſt bravery, No elpeciall 
'10te or matkecould he deſcrie, whereot he might make 
credible report, but onely a ſeall wart upon her left 
pappe, with ſome few haircs growing thereon, appea- 
r:n3 to beas yellow as gold. 

Sufficient had hz ſeene, and duſt preſume no fur- 
ther; bur takin? one of her Rings,which lay upon the 
Table, a purſe of hcts, hanging by on the wall, a light 
wearing Robe of filke, and her girdle, all which he pur 
mto the Cheſt, and bein? in himſelfe, cloſed it faſt as 
it was before,ſo continung there in the Chamber two 
ſeveral nights, the Gentlewoman ncither miſtruſting 
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or miſſing any thing, The thurd dzy being come, rhe 
poore woman, according 4s t ormerly was concluded, 
came to izye home her Cheſt againe, and brought ic 
(afely into her owne houſe; where Ambroginalo com- 
ming forth ot it, ſatisfied the poore woman rv her 
owne likinggreturning (with all the forename4 things, 
as faſt as convenicnly he could to Paris. 
Being arrived there long before his limmited time, 
{ic called the Merchants toocrher, who were preſent at 
the paſſed words and wager; avouching before Berua; - 
do, that he fad won his five thouſand Duckets, and 
pcrformed the taske he uncertooke, To make good his 
protcftation, firſt he Qeſcribed the forme of the Cham- 
ber, the curiqus pikures Þanging about it, in what 
manner the bed ſtud, and every circumſtance elle be- 
tide, Next he (rewed the ſeverall things, which hee 
brought away thence with him, affirming that he had 
reccived them of her i-Ifc, Bsraardo confeſſed, that his 
deſcription of the Chamber vas trueand acknowledg- 
ed moreoycr, that thele other rhings did belong to his 
Wife : But (quoth be) thus may be gotten, by corru 
zing {ome ſcrvant of mine, bot]: for intelligence ofrhi 
Chamber, as a!fo of the Ring, Purſe, and what elſe is 
beſide; all which ſuffice not cowin the wager, with+ 
out ſome more apparant and pregnant token.In troth, 
anſycred Ambroginalo, ms rhinkes theſe ſhould ſerve 
for ſufficient prootes; bur fecing thou art ſo defirous 
2&9 know more: I plainelytcllthce, that faire Ge- 
zeurathy Wife, hath aſmall round wart upon her 
&fr pappc. and ſome few little golden haires growing 
thereon. 

When Bernardo heard :!.cſ: words, they were as 
many ſtabs to his heart, yea, beyond all compaſte of 
patient ſuftcrance,and by the changing his colour, 1: 
Was noted manifeſtly, (being unable to utter one 
word) that Ambrogigelo tad fpoken noting but the 
rrulh, 


truch, Within a while after, he ſayd; Gentlemen,thar 
which Ambrezinolo hath layd is very truc, Wherefore 
ict him come when hee will, and he (hall bee payde 5 
which accordinely he performed on the very next day, 
cycn toths urmoſt peany, departing then from Paris 
towards Genewazs with a moſt malicious intention 
to his Wife : Being come necrc tothe Cirty, hee 
would not enter ir, but rode to a Country houtc of his 
{tanding about tenne mules diſtant chence, Being there 
rived, he called a ſervant, 1n whom he repolcd el- 
peciall crait, ſending him to Geneway with two Hor- 
ics, writing to his ite, that he was returned, and 
{hee ſhould come thither to fee him. Bur ſecretly hes 
charged his {2cyant, that {o ſoone as hee had brought. 
hzr to a convenient place, hee ſhould there kill her, 
without any pitty and compaſſion,and then xrcturne ig 
him azaine, 
hen the fervant was come to Gempway, and had 
delivercd his Letter and mcllage, Genewa gave him 
molt joyfull welcome, and on the morrow morning 
mounting on Horſe-backe with the ſcryant, rude mer 
rily toyward the Country kouſe; diverle things ſhee 
diſcourſcd on by the way, till they deſcended into a 
repe ſolitary yaley, very thickely beſet with high and- 
huge ſpreading Trees, which the ſervant luppoicd ro, 
be a mecte place»for the execution of his Malters com- 
mand,Suddenly drawing forth his Sword,and bola.ng 
vencaura faſt by the arme, helayd; Miſtrelſe, quickly 
commend your ſoule to God, tor you mult dy, betore 
you may. palle any further torward. Gereurs foe 
in2 the naked ſyord,1nd hearing the words to perempe 
torily delivered, fearctull y anſwered, Alas deare triend 
mercy for Gods ſake;and before thou kiil me, tcl] mee 
wherein I have oftended thee, and why thou mult kiil 
we > Alas good Miſtreſſe,you have not offended megbur - 
11 what occaſion you have diiplcated your Husband, 
a Ls 
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it is uttecly unknowne to mee: for he hath firialy 
commanded me, without refpe& of pitty or cempaſſ1- 
on, to kill you by the way as I bring you, and. if [ doe 
it not he hath ſfworne rohang me by the necke. You 
know good Miſtreſſc,hovv much] ſtand obliged tohim, 
and how impoſſible it is for mec, tocontraditt any 
thing that hee commandeth. God is my witnelle, 
thatI am truely comp: ſhonace of you, and yet (by no 
meanes) may Llet you live. 

Geneura kneeling before him weeping,wringing her 
hands, thus replyed, Wilt thon turne Monftcr, and be 
a murtherer ot her that never wronged thee, to pleate 
another man, and on a bare command? God, who 
truely knowcth all things,is my faithfull witneſſe,thar 
I never committed any offence, whereby to deſerve the 
diſlike of my Pusband, much lefle fo harth a recom- 
pence as this is. But flying from mine owne juitifica- 
tion,and appealing to thy manly mcrcy, thou mayeſt 
(wert thou but ſo well pleaſed) in a moment ſarishe 
buth thy Maſtcr and mein ſuch manner as I will make 
plaine and apparant to thee, Take thou my garments, 
ſpare me onely thy doublet, and fuch a Bonnet as is fit- 
ting fora man, ſo rcturne with my habite to thy Ma= 
ſer,afluring hum, that the deede is done, And here 


* {weare to thee, by that hfe which 1 enjoy but by thy 


mercy,l will ſo ſtrangely diſguiſe my ſelte,and wander 
lo farre off from theſe Countryes, as neither hee or 
thou, nur any perſon belonving to thele parts, ſhall c- 
ver heare 21ytydings of me. 

The fervant, who had no treat good will to kill her, 
= eahly grey pittiful,tooke of her upper garments, 
anugave her a poore 1avged duublet, a filly Chappe- 
rone, and luch (mall ſtore of money as he had, deli- 
rig her to forlfake that Country, and fo left her to 
walke on foi tc out of the valley. When he came to his 
Malter,and lad delivercd higa her garments zlic aflured 
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him, that hee had nor onely accompliſhed his com* 
maund,but alſo was moſt-ſecure trom any diſcovery* 
becauſe he had no ſooner done the deede, but foure or 
tive very ravenous Woolves, came preſently running to 
the dead body; and gave it buriall in theit hellyes. 
Bernardo loone after returning to Gezewap,yas much 
blamed for ſuch unkinde cruelty to his witez but his 
conſtant ayouching of het treaſon to him {according 
then ro the Countrics cuſtome) did cleare him from 
all purſuitc of Law. 

Poore Geneura was left thus alone and diſconſolate, 
and nighr ſtealing faſt upon her, ſhe went to a filly vil- 
lave ricere adjoyning , where(by the meancs of a good 
old woman) the got ſuch provilion as the place attor-= 
ded, making the doublet fit to her body, and converted 
her petticoare to a paire of breeches, accordingto the 
Marincrs faſhion: then cutting her haire, and quaintly 
diſguiſed like unto a Saylor, ſhe went to the Sea coaft. 
By 200d fortunc, ſhe met there with a Gentleman of 
Cathalogna, whoſe name was Stgnior Enchararcho,who 
came on land from hisShip, which lay hulling there 
about Atbagia,to refreſh himſclte at a plealant Spring, 
Enchararcho taking her to be a man,as ſhe appeared no. 
otherwiſe by her habitez upon ſome conference pal- 
ling betweene them, ſhe was entertained into his {cr= 
vice, and being brought aboord the Ship,ſhe went 
under rhe name of Sicurano de Finade. There the had. 
betrer apparrel] beſtowne on her by the Gentleman, 
and fic (ervice proved ſo pleafing and acceptable to 
him, that he liked her caxe and diligence beyond all 
compariſon. : 

It came to paile within a ſort while ofter, that this 
Gentleman ot Cathalognatayled (with ſome charge of 
his) into Alexandria, carrying thither certaine Fal- 
:ons,which he preſentedro the Soldan,who oftent;'':c2 
wclcommed this. Gentleman / to hs table, where 
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he obſerved the behaviour of Sicaurgn9,anending on hi; 
Maiſters Trencher,and therewith was fo lughly plca- 
ſd; that he requeſted to have him from the Gentle- 
man, who (tor his more advancement) willingly par- 
ted with his fo lately entercained ſervant. Sxurano was 
ſorcady anddiſcreet in hisdayly ſervices,that he prew 
in asgreat grace with the Soldan, as before hee had 
done with Enchararcho. 

Ara certaine ſeaton in he yeare,as cuſtomary order 
(there obſerved) had tormcrly beene, in the City of 
Acres which was under rhe Soldancs ſubjeRion,there 
yeerely met a vreat aſſembly ot Merchants, as Chriſti- 
ans, Moorcs, Tewes, Sarazens, and many other Nat: - 
ons beiides, as at a common Mart or Fayre, And to the 
end, that the Merchants (tor the better (ale of their 
goods)might be there in the fafer aſſurance, the Sol. 
dane uled ro ſend thither ſome of Is ordinarie Offi« 
cers, and a ſtrong guard of Sunldicrs belideyto defend 
them from all injuries and moleſtation, becauſe hee 
reaped thereby no meanc bencht. And who ſhould be 
now lent about this buſinefſe, but his new cleAcd fas 
vorite Sicurano, becauſe\ſhe was $kiitull and perfeRt in 
the Languaces, 

Siurano being come to Ages, as Lordand Capraine 

of the Guard for the Merchants, and for the ſatery of 
their Merchandizes, the: dilcharged her office moſt 
commendably, walking with het traine thorough every 
part of the Fayre, where ſhe oblcrved a worthy compa- 
ny of Merchants, Sicilian, Piſas, Gienewayes, Yenc- 
#1ans, and other Italians, whom thc more willing!y the 
noted, 11 remembrance of her native Country. Ar one, 
eſpecial rime among other, chancing- into a Shop or 
Booth belanging to the Venctians, ſhe eſpicd. {hang 
1ng 1p with ocher coſtly warcs) a Purte anda Girdlc, 
Which lodainely ſhe remembred tq bec ſomerune her 
ona, Wherca; the was ngt atntle abaſhey inhes Injates 
ut 
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Fur without making any ſuch ontyward thew, courte= 
ouſly ſhe requeſted to know whoſe they were,and whe-+ 
ther they ſhould be ſold,or no. 

Amo inolo of Platentia,was likewiſe come thither, 
ind preat ſtore of Mcerchandizes he had brought with 
him, 11 4 Carracke appertaining to the Venetians,and 
hee hearing the Captaine of the Guard demaund 
whole they were, ſtepped forth before him , and 
inling,antwecd : that they were his, bur nor to bee 
ſolde 3 yet if he liked them, gladly he would beſtow 
them on him. Sicuranoſceing him nulce, ſulpeRed 
leaft hinſclife had (by fome unkiting bchaviour ) 
beene the occaſion thereof: and therctore, with a 
more ſetl:d countenance, hee fayd: Perhaps thou 
{mileſt becauſe Irhat am a man, profefling Armes, 
{hould queſtion after ſuch womaniſh toyes. Ambro- 
71499 replyed, My Lord,pardon me I ſmile not ar you, 
or at your demand, but at the manner hovy 1 came by 
theſe things. 

S$kurano, upon this. anfwere, was renne times more 
defirous than before, and fayd : if Fortune favoured 
thee in friendly manner, by the obtaining of rheſe 
things: it it may bee ſpoken, tell mec how thou 
haidft them. My Lord (an{wercd 4wbroginol) theſe 
things (with many more beſides) were given me by a 
Gentlewoman of Geneway, named Madam Geneura, 
the wite to one Bernardo Lomellino, in recompence of 
one nights lodging with her, and ſhee defired me to 
kcepe them for -herſake, Now, the maine rcalon of 
my ſmiling, was'the remembrance of her husbands 
tolly,in waging hive thouſand Duckets of Gold,againft 
one thoulany' of mine, that ] ſhould not abtaine my 
will of his Wife, which I did,and thereby won the was 
ger. Bur hey who better deſerved to bc pu:uthed tor hug 
tolly than (he,vvio was bit ficke of all womens diſeaſe; 
returning tromParis to Geneway,caulcd her to be Iain 
as was rep2itcd by hualeltc, When 
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When $icurano herd this horrible lie, jamediately 
ſhc conceived, that this was the occaſion of her hi® 
bands hatred to her, and all the hard haps which thc 
had lince ſuftered + whereupon, ſhe reputed it tor mure 
chan a mortdll Gnne if luch a villaine ſhould paſſe with- 
out due puniſhment. $rruravo ſeemed to like well this 
report, and grew into ſuch familiaritic with 4mb/02t- 
zolo, that ( by her periwaſtons ) whenthe Faire was 
caded, the tooke hum higher with her into Alexandria, 
and all his Wares along with him, furniſhing him 
with a fit and convenient ſhop, where he made grear 
benchre of Iys merchandrzes, cruſting all his monies 
in the C:ptaines cuſtody, becauſe it was-the tatcſ? 
courle tor him, and fo hee continued there with no 
meane contentment. 

Much did the pitry her husbands perplexitie, dev: - 
fig, by what good and wirrantable meancs ſhee might 
make knowne her 1nnocencic to him; wherein het 
place and authority dil greatly ſted her,& ſhe wroughe 
with drycrs gallant Merchants of Genewap that then 
remaincd in Alexandria zaid by yertuc of the Soldans 
frienely lerters belide , to bring him thither upon an 
eſpecial! occabon, Come he did, albeit in poore and 
meane order, which ſoone was better altered by her 
appointment , and hee very honourably (though in 
private) enreitained by divers of her worthy friends, 
24}l 11m dig favour what ſhe further intended. 

In tie expetantion of Beraardee arrivall, thee had 
lo prevailed wrh Anibroginolo, that the ſame tale 
wiuch he formerly toldto her, he delivered againe 1n 

preſence of the Soldan, who (cemed tobe well pleaſed 
with 1t, But after the had once ſcene herhugband, (lie 
thought upon her more (crious buſincfle 5 proyiGing 
her ſelf of an apt opportunitie, when (hee cntreated 
ich favour of the Suildin, that both the men might 
be bruu»at before inunzwhicr if Ambroginolowould not 
contel.c 
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conteſle ( withour conſtraint )that which he had made 
his yaunt of concerning Barnardves wife, he might be 
compelled thereto pertorce. 

Sicuranves word was 2 Lav with the Soldane,fo that 
Ambrogizolo and Bernardo being brought tace to face, 
the Soldan with a ſterne and angry countenance, in 
the preſence of a moſt Princely Aﬀſembly, commanz 
ded Ambroginolo to declare the truth, upon perill of his 
life, by what meanes he won the Wager of the five 
thouſind golden Duckets hee received of Bernards. 

Ambroginolo ſeeing Sicurano there preſent . upon 
whoſe favour he wholly rehed,yet perceiving her looke 
likewiſe to be as dreadtull as the Soldans, and hearing 
her threatning him moſt grievons rorments except he . 
reyealed the truth indecde 3 you may eaſily guefſe in 
what condition hee ſtood at that inſtant, 

Frownes and fury he beheld on either fide, and Bar- 
eardo ſtanding before him, with a world of witnefles , 
toheare his lie confounded by his owne confeſhon, 
and his tongue to deny what it had before ſo conſtantly 
avouched. Yet dreaming, ot1 no other paine or penalty, 
but reſtoring backe the five thouſand Dackets of gold. 
and the other things by him purloyned, truely he rc- 
vealed the whole forme of his falſhood. Then S:cura- 
10 according as the Soldane had formerly comman led 
him, turning to Bernardo, ſaid, And thou, upon the 
ſupgeſtion of this foule lie ,what didft chou co thy wife; 
Being (quoth Bernardo) overcome with rage, tour rhe 
lofle of my money, and the diſhonour I ſuppoſed to re 
ceive by my wite ; IL cauſed a ſervant of mine to kill 
her, and as hee credibly avouched, her body was de- 
youred by ravenous Wolves in a moment after. 

Theſe thiggs being ſpoken and heard,in the preſence 
of the Soldan, and no reaſon ( as yet) made knowne , 
why the cale was fo ſerioully urged,and to what end ir 
would (ucceede « Sic#rano ſpake in this manner to the 
20ldanc, 
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Soldane, My gracious Lord, you may plainely per 
ceive, in what degree that poore Gentlewoman migitt 
make tcr vaunt, being fo well provided both of a 1o- 
ving friend , and a husband. Such was the triends 
love, that in an inſtant, and by a wicked lic, nc 
robber her both of renovwae and honour, and berete 
her alſo of her hw$band, And her hiyband, rachcr 
crediting ſalſhood, than the invincible exurh whercot 
hee had faithfull knowleige » by long and vey 
honourable experience, cauicd het to be ſlaine , and 
made foode for devouring Wolves.

T he Soldane, b*ing d:Grous to.give Sicurano all 
manner of ({tisfafton, having followed the courſe lo 
induſtriouſl} : bade h.m to produce che Woman,and ke 
was well contented, Whercat Bernardo ftoode mnuci 
amazed, becauſe he verily, buleeved that ſhe was dead. 
Ard Ambroginolo forxcicemng already i preparation for 
pun:{hmentyfearea, that the repziment of the moncy 
would not nov lerve lus turn : noi knowang aiſo, 
what hee ſhould turther lope 0: luſpi, 1f the woman 
her (clfe d1d perlonally appeare, which hee imagined 
would be a miracle.

Great Soldane, I am the miſerable and unfortunate 
Geneura, that for the ſpace of fixe whole yeares, have 
wandred through the world, in the habite of a man, 
talſcly and moſt maliciouſly Nlandered, by the vilan- 
1100s Traytor Ambroginoto,and by this unkinde eruct 
husband, berraicd to his ſervant to be llaine, and left

lolemne feait was prepared, wherin much honour wa« 
done to Bernardo, being the husband of Geneura: an

I herin old men are wittily reprchended,that will march 
with younger women than is fit for their yeares, ard 
inſufficient, never confidering what afterward may 
happen to them. 


Very onein this honeſt and gracious aſſembly,moſt 
highly commended the Novell recounced by the 
Queene: bur eſpecially Dioneus,who remained to finiſh 
that dayes pleaſure with his owne Diſcourſe, and after 
many prailes of the former tale were paſt, thus he be= 
gan.

But belides all rheſe 1dle allegations, he would needs 
n{trut lus wite ja an Almanacke or Ealender, 
which hee had (tormerly) bought at Raveria, and 
wherein hee plainely thewed her, that there was not 
on: day in the yeare, but it was dedicated to [ome 
Saint or other, In reverence of whom, and for thc:r 
fakes, he approved by divers arguments and reaiens, 
that a man and his wife ought to abſtaine-from bed- 
ding together.

Having thus repoſed themſclves a while. 2 Garden 
pate was (et open to them, coaſting on one fide of the 
Pallace,and ruu;idencloſed with high mounted walls. 
Whereinto when they were centred, they found it to be 
a moſt beautifull Garden,ſtored with all varieties that 
poſſibly could be deviſed; and therefore they obſerved. | 
x the more reipeRiycly. The walkes and allyes were 
Fong and ſpacious, yer dnely Rtraite as anarrow, en=

It would beſide require much time, todeſcribe all 
the-yaricties of this place, deſerving myctzmore-to be 
commended,than my beſt faculties wiltaffoord the. In 
the widdeſt of this Garden,was a ſquare plot ,afcer the 
relemblance of a meadowygflouriſhing wit high graſſe, 
hearbes, and plants, beſide a thouſand diverſitics of 
fAowers,as if by the Art of planting they had bin there 
Jdcpmed.Round was itscirclked withvery verdant orenge 
and Ceder trees,their branches plentiouſly ſtored wit!) 
frui both old and ney, as alſothe floyecrs growing 2- 
mong them ,ycelding not only a rare aſpeR co the eye, 
bu: allo a delicatg favor to the ſmell, Ic. 
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In the middeſt of this Meadovy, ftood a Fountaine 
of white marbell, whereon was engravea moſt adnii- 
rabſe workemanſhipy and withiait (I kgow not whe- 
ther it were by anaturall yeine;, ar artificial) Soing 
from arfigure, ſtanding on aCollumne in the mi 
of the Fountaine » ſuch aboundance of water, and (0 
mounting up towards the- Skies, that it was a won- 
$«r.to behold. For -atrerrhe high aſcent, it fel] downe 
again ancothe wombe of the Fountaine , with ſuch 
a-nozle 2nd-plealing murmure , as the ſtreame that 
glideth froma mill. When the recepracie of the Foune 
taine did over-flovy the bounds, it Arcamed along the 
meadow, by ſecret paſſages, and chanels, very faire 
andariificially made, returning agains into every part 
ot the meadow, by the like yyayes of .cunning con- 
veighance , which. allowed it a full courſe into the 
Garden, -rugning (wiftly thence downe towards the 
plaine; bug þefare it came thether, the very ſwift cur- 
ceatof the reame gid drive two geodlyMilles which 
brought in greaz benefit to the Lurd of the loile, 

The fight of this Garden, the goodly grafts, plangg, 
reg, herbes, frutaves, and flowers, the Springs 
Fountaines, and pretty rivolets ſtreaming from it, (0 
"=? plealed-the Ladies and Gentlemen,that among 
other infinite commendations, they ſpared not to ſay, 
ifany Paradiſe remained on the catth to be feene,, it 
__ ngt poſhibly be.in any orher phace, but vnely yas 
contained within the compaſſe of this Garden. Wizth 
no meane pleaſure and delight they walked round a» 
bout it, making Chaplcts. of Aowers, andother faire 
branches of the trees, continually hearing the Birds 
in melodious notes , ecchoing and warbling one 39 
another zeven. as it chey envied cach others felicitics,. 

Bat yct another. beauty ( vhich before had not pre» 
ſemtcd. it lelfe ro them) on a icdaine they perceived d1- 
Vers CICAtures in many pats of the garden, la one piece 
CC ances 
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Conies trippins apout 3 in another place Hares; in a 
third part Goates browſing on the hearbes, and little 
young Hindes feeding every where: yerwirhou: ſtrife 
or warring together, bne rather living jn ſucha Do- 
meſticke and pleaſing kinde of company, evm as 3t 
they were appointed toenſtrut the moſt noble of al! 
creatures, to imitate their ſociable converſation, 

When their ſenſes had ſufhciently banquerred of 
thoſe ſcverall beanties, therables wete ſodainely pre- 
pared about the Feuntaine ; where fit they ſung ſme 
Canzonets ; and having paced twoor three dances, 
they ſaredowne to dinner, according as the Queer:e 
ordained , being ſerved in very (umptuous manner, 
with all kinde of coſtly and delicate viands,yet not ahy 
babling noiſe among them. The Tables being 'with- 
drawne, they playcd againe upon their inftruments, 
finging and dancing gracefully together, till, in re- 
ard of ths extreame heate, the Queene commanded 
to give over, and permitted ſuch as were ſo pleafed, to 
take cheir eaſe and reſt.

His vweages being ſmail, and hee not wellcontenecd 
therewith, would ſerve there no longer ; but making 
his accounts even with che Fac-totunr or Baylifte be- 
longing to the houſe, returned thence to rhe village 
of Lamporcelo, being a native of the place, Among 
many other that gave him welcome home, was: a 
young Hebrew Pezant of that country,, ſturdy, 
ſtrong, and yer comely of perſon, being named Ma/- 
fet. Buc becaule hee was borne not farre oft from 
Lamporechio, and had there beene brought up all his 
younger dayes, his name of Mafſet (according to 
their vulgar (peech).yyas turned to Maſſettogand theres 
foce he was ulually called -and knowne by the nameiok 
Maſſetto of Lampore <9, y , >21* 

Maſetto, fallng in talke with the honeſt poore man, 
whoſe name was Lureo, demanded of hin what 
lervices he had done in the monaſtery, having con» 
tinued there ſo long a time ? Quorth Lurco, . I labou» 
redin the Garden,, which is. very faire and » 
then 1 went tothe Foreſt-co ferch home woodyaod 
cleic it jor their Charaber. fell, drawing up- all rbeir 
water belde,with many other roilſome ſervices clſe; 
bur the allowance of my: wages- was -fo- little, as it 
would nat-pay for- the ſhaves I wote. And that 
vwhich was worſt of all, they being all young women, 
I thinke tle Divell dwels among them, for a man can- 
nor doe any thing to pleale them. When haye beene 
buſe ar my Workgiathe. garden, one would come 
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and ſay,purt this heere, put that therez and others 
would take the dibble out of my hand, tell:ng mee, 
that 1 did not performe any thing well, making me ſo 
weary of their continuall trifling, as I have left: all 
buſineſle, given over the Garden, and what for one 
molleſtation, as alſo many other ; I intended to tarry 
no longer there, but came away as thou ſceſt, And 
yet the Fac-!otumdetired me at my departing, that if 
i knevv at1y one who would undertake the aforeſayd 

{abours, 1 would ſend him thither ,as (indeed)] pro- 

miſed to doc:but let me fall ficke and dye before 1 helpe 

to ſend them any, 

When Ha/ettohad heard the words of Lurcoy hee 
was ſo defirous to live among the Nunnesthat nothing 
clle now hammered in his head; for hee meant more 
ſubtilly then poore Larco did, and made no doubt to 
pleaſe them ſufficiently, 'T henconfidering with him- 
lelfe, how beſt he might bring his intent to effeQ; 
which appeared not cahlily to be done, He would que- 
Rlion no further therein with Larco,but onely demaun. 
ded other matter of him, ſaying : Introth. thou didſt 


| well Lurco, tocome away from {o wgjous adwelling, 


had he not needeto be more than. a man thatis to hve 
with ſuch women ? Ir were better for him todwell 
among ſo many divels,becauſe they underſtand not the. 
tenth part that womens wily wits candive into. + 
After their confererice was ended, Maſſetto- began 
tobeate his braines how he mighr compaſſe to dwell 
among the'y, and knowing that he could well enough 
performe al che labours whereof Lurco had mademen- 
tion:he carcd not tor any loſle he could ſuſtaine there» 
by,but onely ood in doubt of his eatertainment, be= 
-auſe he was tov young and (prightly. Having . 
red on many.imaginations, he ſayd tohimſelfe. The 
place is farre enough diſtant hence, and none there can 
Kow mezifl have wit ſufficient, cleancly to wats 
em 
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. them belceve thatT am dumbe, then ( queſtionlelſe/ 
I ſhall be received. And reſolvino to proſecute this de” 
termination, he tooke a ſpade on his ſhoulder, and 
without revealing to any body whirher he wenr,in the 
diſ2wiſc of a poore labouringCountryman, he travelled 
tothe Monaſtery, 

When he was there arrived, he found the great gate 
open, and entering in boldly, it was his good hrp to 
elpy the Fac-totum in the court,according as Lurco had 
givendeſcription of him. Making fignes before him, 
as it he were both dumbe and deafe; hee manifeſted, 
that hee cravedan Almes fur Gods ſake, makin? 
ſhevee, beſide, that if need required, hee could cleave 
wood, or doe any reaſonable kinde of ſervice. The 
Fac totumpladiy gave him food, and afterward ſhew- 
ed him divers knotty logs of wo2d, which the vecake 
ſtrength of Lurce had left uncloven; but this fellow 
being more Hive and luſty, quickly rent them allto 
pieces. Now it ſo fell out, that the Fac-rotum mult 
necdsgoe to the Forreſt,2nd roocke 3aſſetto along with 
him thither : where cauſing him ro fell divers trees, 
by ſignes he badgidim to Jade the two &ffes therewith, 
which commonly carried home all the woed, and to 
drive them to the Monaſtery before him , which 
Ma/Jetto knew well] cnouph how to doe, and perfor - 
med it very efteQually. 

Many other ſervile Offices were there to be done, 
which cauſed the Fac-totum to make uſe of his paines 
divers orher dayes beſide; in which time, the Lady 
Abbefle ecliancing to ſee him, demanded.of the Fac- 
rotum what he vyas > Madam (quoth he) a poore [a- 
bouring mar, vvho is þoth deafe and dumbe, came to 
crave an almeythe otherday, the which in charity 1 
could doe noleffe but give him; for which, hee hath 
done many honeſt ſervices aboutthe houſe, It ſeems 


belide, that he harh pretty $kill in Gardening,ſo tha if 
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! can perſwade him to continue here, 1 make no que= 
ition of his able ſervices : for the old filly man is gone, 
and vve have neede of ſuch a ſtout fellow, to doe the 
buſineiſe belonging to the Monaſtery, and one fitter 
tor the turne comes ſeldome hither. Moreover, in re» 
zard of his double imperfeRions, the Siſters can ſu 
taine no impeachment by him, Whereto the &abbeſſe 
anfvered, ſaying; By the faith of my body, you 
{peake bur the truth ; underſtand ten if he have an 
«1owledge in Gardening, and whether he will dowel 
heere, or no: which compaſſe ſo kindiy as you can, 
Lothim haye a new paire of ſhoes, fill his belly dayly 
full of meate, flatter, and make much of him, for wce 
ſhall finde him worke enough to doe, All which; the 
Fac-totum promiſed to fulfill Iaffictently, 

Maſſetto, who was not farre off from them all this 
while , but ſcemecd ſeriouſly buficd about [weeping and 
making cleane the Courr, heard all rhcſe ſpeeches 
and being not alutle joyfull ofthem,; ſayd to himſelfe: 
If once I come to worke in your Gardenylet my proofe 
yeeld prayſe of my kill knowledge. When the 
Fac-totum perceived, that he knoyy perfeRly how to 
undergoc his buſineſſe, and had queſtioned him b 
ſignes, concerning his willingneſſe to ſerve there Qil, 
2nd received the like anſwere alſo, of his dutifull rea- 
dineſſe thereto; he gave him order to' worke in the 
Garden, becaule the ſeaſon did nov require itz- and to 
ezve all other aftayers for the Monaſtery, attending 
20w onely the Gardens preparation, 

As Maſſetto was thus about his Gardena emploiment, 
:t.c Nunnes began to reſort thither, and thinking the 
'r.an to be dumbe and deafe indeede, were the more 
iaviſh of their fanpuage, mocking and flowting him 
{ery immodeſtiy, as being perſwaded, that he heard 
them not, Andthe Lady Abbeſſe, thinking he might 
13 well be an Eunuch, as deprived both of hearing and 


(peaking 
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ſpeaking, ſtood the lefſe in feare ofthe Siſters walkes 


butrcferred them to their owne care and providence, 
On a day, Maſſetto having labouted ſomewhat extra- 
ordinazily, lay doyene to reſt himſelfe a while under 
the crees, and ewo' delicate young Nunnes, walking 
there rotake the ayre, drew ncere tothe place where 
he difſembled ſleeping ; and both of them obſerving 
his comelinefle ot perſon, beganto pitty the poverty ot 
tis condition, but much more the miſery of his great 
defettes. Thenone of them, who bad alittle livelier 
- wan than the other, thinking Maſſerto to be faſt a- 
cepe, began in this manner. 

Siſter (quoth ſhe) if 1 were faithfully aſſured of thy 
ſectecie, I would tell thee a thing whuch I have often 
thought on, and it may perhaps) redound to thy pro- 
fir, Siſter replyed the other Nun, ſpeake your minde 
boldly, and belceye it (on my Mayden-head) that I 
will never reyeale 1t ro any creature living. Encou- 
raged by this folemne anſwere, the firſt Nun thus pro- 
ſecurcd her former purpoſe, laying.” l know nor Silter, 
whether it hath entered into thine underſtanding or 
no, how ftrifily weare here kept and atrended, never 
any man daring to adyenture among us, except our 
good and honeſt Fac-totum, who is very aged; and this 
dumbe fellovy maimed ,and made 1mperfc& by nature, 
and therefore not wortliy of the tithe of a man. Ah Si- 
Ner, it hath oftentimes bin rold me,by Gentlewomen 
comwing hither to viſite us,that al other ſyycetes.in che 
world arc mockeries,to the incomparable pleaſures of 
man and woman,of which we are barred by our un- 
Kinde parents binding us to perpetuall chaſtay ,yyhic 
they were never able ro-oblerverthemſelyes. . 

A Siſter of this houle once tuld mc, that before her 
turne came to be lent to the Soldane, ſhe fell in fraylcy 

with a man that was both. lame and blindc, and dil- 
covering the lametoher GhoſtlyFarher in conteſiigns 


he 
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he abfolyed her ofthar finnezaffirming, rhat ſhee had 
not eranſgreſſed with a man, becauſe hee wanted his 
rationall and underſtanding parts, Behold Siſter,heere 
[ves acreature, almoſt formed in the (elfe-ſame mold, 
dumbe and deate,whick are twothe moſt rationaſland 
underſtanding parts that doe belong to any man, and 
therefore no man, wanting them. Tf folly and frailty 
ſhould be committed with him (as many times fince he 
came hither it hath run in my mind) he is by Nature, 
fworne to ſuch ſecrecie,that he cannot(if he wouſd) be 
2 blabbe thereof. Beſide, the Lawes and conſtitution 
of our Religion doth teach us, that afinne ſs aſſured- 
ly concealed,is more than haltfe abſolyed- 

Ave Maria Siſter (ſayd the other Nun) what kinde 
of words are theſe you utter > Doe you not know, that 
we have promiſed our virginity to God? Oh Siſter(an- 
ſwered the other) how many things are promiled to 
him eyeryday, and not one of a thouſand kept or per- 
formed ? If we have made him ſuch a promiſe, and 


| ſomeof our weaker-witted ſiſters doe performe it for us, 
no doubt but he will accept it in part of payment, Yea 


but Siſter; replyed the ſecond Nun againe, there is an» 
other danger lying in the way : If we proveto bee 
with childe, how thall ve doe then ? Siſter (quoth onr 
couragious wench) thou art affrayd of harme before it 
happen: if ircome (o to paſſe,let us conſider on it then: 
thou art but a Novice in matters of ſuch moment, wee 
are provided of a thauſand meanes, whereby to pre» 
yent conception. Or, if they ſhould faile, weare fo 
ſurely fitted, that the world thall never know it, Lee 
it ſuffice, our lives muſt not be by any ſo much as fuſ- 

Qed,our Monaſtery queſtioned,or our Religion raſh- 
[yſcandalized. Thus ſhe ſchooted her younger Siſter 
in wit, albeit 1s forward as (he in will, and longed 
as defirouſly, ro know what kinde of creature man 
EET) 
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After ſome other queſtions, how this intentuon of 
theirs might be ſafely brought to full effe@:the (prighs- 
ly Nun that had wit at will, thus anſwered. You ſec 
Siſter (quoth (lic) it is now the houre of midday,when 
all the reſt of our Siſterhood are quiet in their Cham- 
bers, becauſe we arc then allowed to fIeepe, for our 
earlier riſing to morning Mattins. Here are none 1n 
the Garden now but our ſelves, and while ] awake him 
be you the watch, and afterward follow me in my for- 
rune, for I will valantly icade yor the way, Maſſetto 
1mmitating a Dogges ſlcepe, heard all this conipiracie 
intended againſt him, and longed as earneſtly tall ſhee 
cane to awake him. Which being done, hee ſeemed 
vety ſimple andſottiſh, and ſhe chearing him with 
factering behaviour; into the cloſe Arbour they went 
Which the Sunnes bright eye could nor pierce into, 
and there Ileave it tothe Nunnes owne approbation, 
whether Mafſetto was a man rationall, or no. Hl deeds 
require longer time to contrive, than aR; and bath the 
Nuanes having beene with Maſſetts at this new forme 
of confeſſion, were enjoyncd (by him) ſuch an calic 
and ſilent penance, as brought them the oftner to 
ſhrifr, and made him to proove a very perſe& Con- 

feflour. 
Þ Deſires obtained, but net fully ſatisfied, doe com- 
* monly urge more frequent accefle, than wiledome 
thinkes expedient, or can continue without diſcovery. 
Our two joviall Nunnes, not a little proud of ehc1i: 
private ſtolne pleaſures, ſo long reſorted to the cloſe 
Arbour, till another Sifter, who had often obſerved 
their haunt thicher, by meanes ofa line hole in her 
window; that ſhe begantoſuſpe& them with Maſſerio, 
and imparted the ſame to two other Siſters, all chree 
concluding, to accuſe him before the Lady Abbeſlc, 
Bnt upon a further conference had with the Offcn- 
ders, theychanged opinion, tooke the ſame oath " 
che 
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of Þ the forewomen had done;and becauſe they would be

| free from any taxation at all : they revealed their ad- 


ventures to the other three i2norants, and fo fell all 
e:glt into one formall confederacie, but by good 1nd 
waric obſervation. leaſt the Abbefle her ſelfe ſhould 
delcry them; finding pzore Maſſeito fuch plc ury of 
Garden-worke, as made him very doubrtull in plca- 
liap them all. 

1: came to paſſe inthe end, that the Lady Abbeſic 
who allthis vwhulc imagined no tuch matter, walkin? 
all alone in the garden on 2 day, found Maſſettoſl-c- 
uy under an Almond tree, having then very little 

uſincfle ro doe, becauſe he had ywrought hard all che 
night before, She obſerved him to be an handſome 
man, young, luſty, well-tmbge and proportioned,ha- 
ving a mercifull commilleration ef his dumbeneſſe and 
deateneſſe, being periwaded alfo in like manner, thatx 
if he were aut Eunuch toe, hee deſerved a thouſind 
times the more to be pittice, The ſeaſon was excee» 
ding hot, and heelay downe fo carcletſcly ro Nleepe, 
that ſomething was noted; wherein ſhe inrended tobe 
better reſolved, almoſt falling ficke of the other Nuns 
diſeaſe. Havin? awaked him, ſhe commanded him by 
tynes that he ſhould follow het to her chamber,where 
1c vas kept cloſe ſo long, that the Nunnes grew of- 


tended, becauſe the Gardiner came notro his dayly 


la bour. 


Well may you imapine that Afaſſetro was no miſſe- 
proud man now,tobe thus adyanced from the Garden 
to the Chamber, and by no worſe woman than the 
[ady Abbctſe hee ſeltc:what fignes,ſhews,or language 
he ſpake there, lam nor able to expreſſe; onely it ap- 
peared, that his behaviour pleaſed her ſo well, ave 
mr his dayly repairing thicher : and acquainted 
wr with ſuch familiar converſation, as the would haye 
condemned in the Nunnes her daughters, bur _ 

they 
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hey were wilc enough to keepe it from her. Now be 
pan Maſetrotoconfider he had undertaken a taske be- 

onging $0 great Herewuler,in giving content to fo many, 
and by continuing dumbe in this manner, it would ce- 
dound ta his no meane detriment, Whereuponz3s he 
was one night ſitting by the Abbciſe, the ſtring that rc- 
rained his tongue from ſpeech, brake on a ſodaine, and 
thus he ſpake. 

Madam I have often heardit ſayd, that one Cocke 

may doe ſervice toten ſeyerail Hennes, but ten men 
can very hardly even with all their beſt endeayour,oive 
full ſarisfaRtion every way to one womanzand yer 1 am 
tycd to content nine which is farre beyond the com- 
paſſc of my power to doe, Already have I performed 
ſo much Gard:n and Chimber-workezthat I confcſic 
my ſclte ſtarke tired, and can travye!l ao further, and 
therefore Jet me intreate you to lycenſe my departure 
hence, or finde ſome meanes for my better eaſe, The 
Abbclic hearing him ſpeake, who had ſo long bccne 
ther® dumbe; being ſtricken into admiration, an! 3c- 
counting it 2lmoſt a miracle, ſayd. How commeth this 
to paſic ?1 veruy beleeved thee to be dumbe, Madam 
(quoth Maſſetto} [oI was indeed, but not by Natuxc ; 
oncly I had along lingering fickenefle which berefr 
mce of ſpeech, and which I have not enely recovered 
avaine this night, but ſhall ever remaine thanketu!! to 
you for tt. 

The Abbelle verily credited his anſwer, demanding 
what he meant in ſaying,that he did ſeryc to nine? Ma- 
dam, "= he, this were a dangerous queſtion, arid 
nor calily anſwered before all the eight Siſters. Vpon 
this reply,the Abbelle plainely perceived that not one- 
ly (be liad fallen into folly, bur all ch: Nunnes cryed 
gu:ity r00 : wherefore being a woman of found &1/- 
cretuon, ſhe would not grant that Maſſeero ſhould 
depart, but to keepe him ſtil] abour the Nunnes 
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bulincſle, becauſe the Monaſtery ſhould not he ſcanda- 
lized by him. And the Fac-zorum being dead little 
before his ſtrange recovery of ſpeech revealed, and 
{ome things elſe more neerely concerning them: by 
2cnerall conſent, and with the good liking of Maſſerto, 
he vas created the Fac-rotum of the Monaſteric. 

All che netghboring people dwelling thereabour,who 
knevy Afdſſetto to be dumbc, by ferching home wood 
d1yly from che Foreſt, and divers employments in 0- 
ther places, were made to beleeye, that by the Nunnes 
devour prayers and diſcipline, az alſo the merite of the 
Saint, in vvhoſe honour che Monaſtery was built and 
erected, Maſſeito had his long reſtrained ſpeech re- 
Rorcd, and was now become their ſole Factotum, ha- 
ving power now to employ others in drudgcries, 3nd 
eaſe himſelfe of all fuch labours. And albeit he made 
the Nunnes to be frwrefull, by encreafing fome ſtore 
ot younger ſiſters, yet all 2p2tters were fo cloſe and 
cleanly carryed, as 1t was never talke of, ul] after the 
death of the Lady Abbeflc, when Afaſette beganne to 
2row 1n good yceres, and cef'rcd toreturne hume to 
kts native abiding, whuch (within a while atccr}) was 
eranted him, 

T hus Maſſetto being rich and old, rewurned home 
like a wealthy father, raking no care for the nurting 
ot tus chiidren, but bequeathed them to the place 
where they vere bred and borne; hiving (by ats wit 
aud 1agenious apprehenſion)made ſuch a benefit of bis 
yourhfull yeeres, that now he tooke calc in bus ave, 


A Querry of the Stable, be:onging to Agilulffo, King of the 
Lombardes , found the meanes of accc//c to the Hycenes 
bed,without any nowledge or conſent in ber.7i;s verue 
ſecretly diſcovered by the King,and the party wnowne, 
he gave bim a marke,by ſhearing the naire of his head. 
Wherenpon be that was [oſhoruc cared likewiſe a 
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his fellowes in the lodging.and fo e/coaped the puri(l 
ment intcnded towards hiv. 
The lecond Novel]. 
thercin ts frniſicd, the providence of 4 wife man, rehex 
ze fhall 1g Je reaſon t9 uſe revenge. And the curning 
means! of anotber»whea he compaſſeth craft to ac fe: 
himſclfe from peril, 


wyHer tie Novell of Phidoſtratus was concluded. 
which made ſome of the Ladyes bluſh, and the reſt 
to ſraile ; jt picaſed the Queen, that Madam Pompe- 
zca ſhould follovy next, ro ſecond the other none be» 
fore; when te, ſmiling on the whole affembly,begar: 
thus, There 21c ſome men {o ſhallow of capacity,that 
they will (neverthelcſe) make ſhewof knowing and 
vnderſtanding luch things, as neither they are adle to 
dot, nor app<rtaine to them - whereby they will ſome- 
rimes reprehend other new ecrours, and ſuch faults as 
they have unwillingly commited, thinking tiicreby to 
hide their owne ſhame, when they mike it much more 
apparant and manifeſt. For proofe whereof, faire 
company , in a contrary kin.le I will ſhew you the ſubs 
til cunning of one, who (perhaps) mighe bee reputed 
of leſſereckning than Maſſetto; and yer he went be- 
yond a King, that thought himlelfe tobe a much wi- 
{er man, 

Agilu'ffo, King of Lowbardie, according as his Pre- 
decelJours had done before him, made the principall 
ſeare of his Kingdome, in the City of Pavia, having 
embraced in marriage Tendelinga, the late left widdow 
of F<ctaris, wholikewile had becne King of the Lon- 
bards, a moſt beautifull, wile and yver:uous Lady , but 
made unfortunate by a miſchance. The occurrences 
and eſtate of the whole Realmc, being in an honoura- 
ble,quict and welſetled condition,by the diſcreere ca1c 
and providence of the King; a Querne appertaining 
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eo the Queenes Stable of Horſe, being a man but « £ 
meane and low quality,though co:nely of perſon,and of 
equall ſtature tc the King; became immeaſurably amo. 
rous of the Queene. And becauſe his baſe andſervile 
condition, had endued hira with fo much underſtan= 
ding, as to knoy infallibly, that his afteRion was 
mounted beyond the compaile of conyeniencic: wiſely 
he concealed it to himſelte, noracquainting any one 
thereyvith, or daring ſo much, as to diſcover itcither 
by lookes,or any other aff: Rionare behaviour. 
Andalthough he l:vedurterly hopeleſſe,of cycr at- 
taining to his hearts Cefares; yet notwithſtanding, hee 
proudly gloricd,thar hig love had ſoared fo high a pitchy 
to be cnamored of a Queene. And dayly, as the furic 
of his flame encreaſed; fo his carriage was farre aboye 
his feJlowes and companions, in the performing ofall 
ſuch ſerviceable duties, as any way he imagined mighs 
content the Queene. Whereon enſucd, that whenſo- 
cverſheroade abroade to take the ayre, the uſed oft- 
ncr to mount on the horſe, which this Quetrie 
brought when ſhe made her choyſe, than any of the 
other that were Jed by his fellowes. And this did he 
eſtceme as no meane happinefle to him, to order the 
ſtir;ope for her mourging,and therefore gave dayly his 
gue atrendance:ſo that to couch the ſtirropgbur (much 
more) to pur her foore into it, or touch any part 
of -q garments, he rhouzht it the onely heaven on 
eart 
But, as we ſec it oftentimes comes to paſſe, that by 
nov much the lower hope declinerth,ſo much the highs 
er love alcenderhz even fo fell it out with this poere 
Querry; for moſt irkeſome was it to him, to enCure 
tic heavy waight of his continual oppreflions,not ha- 
vinz any hope at all ofthe very leaſt mitigation, And 
bcing, urrerly unable to relinquiſh his love, divers times 
ke ceſolzed on fone deſperate concluſion; which mighe 


give 
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givethe world an evident teſtimony , that he dyed for 
the love he bare ro the Queene. And upon this deter- 
mination,he grounded the ſucceſſeof his furure fortune 
to dyc in compaſſing ſome part of his defire, withou: 
either ſpeaking to the Queene, or ſending any miſſive 
of his love; for to ſpeake or write, were meerely in 
vaine, and drevy on a yvorſer conſe quence than death, 
which he could beſtow on himſelfe more eafily, and 
when he lifted, 

No other courſe now beleapgershis braines, but only for 
{ecret acceſſe to the Queenes bed, & how he might ger 
entrance into her Chamber, under colour of the King, 
who (83 he knew very well) (lept many nights together 
from the Queene, Wherefore, toſee in what mans 
ner, and what the uſuall habit was of the King, when 
he camt to keepe company with the Queene : he hid 
himſelte diveric nights in a Gallery, which was bc. 
tweene both their lodging Chambers. Ac length hee 


{aw the King come forth of his Chamber, himſelfe all 


alonc, with a faire night mantle wrapt about him,car. 
rying lighted Taper in one hand, and a ſmall white 
Wand inthe other, {ſo went hee on to the Queene 
lodging; and knocking ac the doore once or twice with 
the wand, and not uſing any word, the doore opened, 
che light was lefc without, and he entered the Cham- 
ber, were he ſtayed not long, before his returnias 
backe apaine, which likewiſe very diligently he ob- 
ved, ' 

So familiar was he withthz: Wardrobe, by often 
fetching and returning the King and Queecnes furni- 
tures; that the fellowesto che ſame Mantle which the 
King wote when he went tg the Queene, very ſecretly 
he conyeighed away thence yyith hum, being provided 
of a lifht,and the yery hike wand. Now beſtowes he colt- 
ly bathings on his body,that the leaſt ſent of the Stable 
might not be f{lt about him; and finding a time ſura- 
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ble to his defire , when he knew the King tobe at reſt 
in his owne Lodging, all elſe ſleeping in their bedz 
cloſely he ſteales into the Gallery, where lighting his 
Taper,with the Tinder purpoſely broughe thither, the 
Mantle folded about him, and the Wand in his hand, 
valiantly he adventures upon his lives perill. Twice he 
knockt ſoftly at the doore which a waytingwoman im- 
mediately opened, and receiving the light, went forth 
into the Gallery, while the ſuppoſed King, was con- 
verling with the Queene, 

Alas good Qenng isa finnecommirted with» 
out any guilry thoughtin thee, as (within awhile af- 
ter) it plainely appeared, For, the Querty baving 
campaſſed what he moſt covered,and fearing to forfeite 
his life by delay, when his amorous deſirc was indiffe- 
rently (ſatisfied ; returned backe as he came, the ſleepy 
raiting woman not ſo much as looking on him, but 
rather glad,that ſhe might get her toreſt againe.Starce« 
ly was the Querry Rept into his bed, unheard or diſe 
cerned by any of his fellowes, divers of them lodging 
both in that and the next Chamber : bur it pleaſed the' 
Kingto vifite the Queene, according to his wented 
manner, to the noJictle meryaile of the drowſic wai- 
ting worans, who was never tvwice troubled in a night 
before. The King being in bed, whereas alwayes till 
then, his reſort co the Queene, was altogether in ſad- 
nefſe and melancholly, both comming and departing 
without ſpeaking one word: now his Majeſty was 
decomemore pleaſantlydiſpoſed, whereat the Queene 
beyan not a little ro meryaile. Now truſt me Sir,qfoch 
ſhe,this hath beene a long wiſhed, and now moſt wel- 
come alteration, vouchſating twice in a night to viſite 
me, and both within the compaſlle of one houre; for it 


| cannot be much moregfince your being heere,and nove 


comming againe. 
The King hearing theſe words, ſodainely preſumed, 
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that by ſome counterfeit perſon or other, the Queene 


had beene this night beguiled; wherefore (very advi- 


{cdly) he conſidered, that in regard the patty was un- 


knowne to her, and all the women about her, to. 
make no outyyard appearance of knowing it,buc rather. 


concealed it to himlelfe, Farre from the indiſcretion 
of ſome hare-braind men, who preſently would have 
anſwered and ſworne;l came nor hither this night,till 
now. Whercupon many dangers, might enſue,tothe 
diſhonour and prejudicc of the Queene ; belidegher cr- 
rour being diſcovered to her, might afterward bee an 
occaſion, to urge a wandring in her appetite, and to 
covet after change againe.But by this filence,no ſhame 
redounded to him or het, whereas prating, muſt needs 
be the publiſher of open infamie;yer was he much vex- 
ed in his minde, which neither by lookes or words he 
would diſcoycr ,but pleaſantly ſaid ro the Queene,Why 
Madam although I was once hcre before to night, I 
pe you miſlike not my ſecond ſeeing you, nor if I 
{þuld pleaſe to come apaiac.No trucly Sir,quoth ſhe, 
Ll ogely deſire you to haye carg of your heaſth.Well,ſayd 
the King, I will follow your connfule,and now returne 
to mine oyne todging againe,commirting my Queene 
to her good reſt, - 
His blood boyling with rage and diſtemper,by ſuch 
a monſtrous injuric offexed himz he wrapt his night- 
mantle abut him, and Jeaying his Chambcr, imagi- 
ning, that whatſerver he was, needs he muſt be one 
of his owne houſe : he tooke alight in his hand, and 
congaycd it into alittle Lanthornc,purpdfing to be rc- 
folved in his ſuſpition. No gueſts or es WCre now 


11 the Court,but onely ſuch as belonged to his houl- 
hold,whotodged altogether abont che Eſcuric and Sta- 
bles,b<ing there appoints? :0 divers beds. Now,this was 
his concente, that whoſocver had beene ſo lately famili- 
ar viith the Queene, his heart and his palſe could (1s 
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yer) be hardly at reſt, but rather would bee rroubied 
with apparanragitation, as diſcoyering the guilt of ſo 
vreat an oftender. Many Chambers had he paſſed thu- 
row, where all were ſoundly ſiceping, and yer hce tele 
both their breſts and pulles- 

At laſt he came to the lodging of the man indeede, 
that had ſo impudently uſurped his place, who could ui r 
as yet fleepe, for joy of his atchieved adyenture, When 
he eſpied the King come im, knowing well the occaſi- 
on of his ſearch, he began to waxe very doubtfull, fo 
that his heart and pulſe beating extreqgnely, he felt 2 
farther addition yn as being confidently perſwa- 
ded,that there was no other way but death, eſpecially 
ifthe King diſcoverd his Agony. And akhough many 
conſiderations were in his brane, yer becauſe hee ſaw 
the king was unarmed, his beſt refuge was, to' make 
ſhew of ſleepe, in expeQation what the King inten- 
d:dto doc. Among them all he had ſought, yer could 
not finde aiy likelihood, whereby to gather a grounded 
PER untill hee came to this Querrie, whoſe 

eart and pulles laboured ſo ſtrongly, that hee ſayd 
to himſelfe , yea marry, this is the man that did the 
deed, 

Nevertheleſſe, purpoſing to make no apparance of 
his further intention, he did nothing &fe to him, bur 
drawing forth a paire of ſheares, which purpoſely he 
brought thither with him, he clipped away apart of 
his lockers, which (in thoſe times) they uſed to weare 
very long, tothe end that he might the better know 
himthe next morning, and ſo returned backe to hjv 
bizins againe, T he Querry,who partly ſays, bur tc + 
what was done to him;perceived plainly {being aſubeill 
invenious fellow) for what intent he was thns marked, 
Waerefore,without any longer dallying,up he roſe,and 
nkinga paire of ſheares, wherewith they uſed to trim 
their Horſes; ſoftly he vent from bed to bed, where

they all lay yet ſoungly Neeping, and clipt away each 
mans locke from his right care, in the (elſe ſame man- 
ncr aSthe King had done his, and oo not perceived 
by any ane of them, quietly he layde him downe a- 
aine, 
6 In the morning , when the King was riſen, he gave 
eommand that before the Pallace gates were opened, 
all his whole Family ſhould cume before him, as in- 
Rancly his will was fulfilled, Standing all uncovered 
ig bis preſence, he began to conſider with himſclte, 
which of thengggas the man thac he had marked. And 
feeing the moſt part of them to havetheir lockes 
_— after one and the (clfefame manner;marvailing 
greatly, he fayd to himſclfe. The man whom 1 ſeeke tor 
though he be but of meane and baſe condition, yet it 
piainely appearcth,that he is of no dejeRt or common 
wderftanding. And ſeeing, that without further cla- 
mour and noyſc,he could not finde owt the party hee 
touked for, he concluded, not to win external] ſhame,oy 
coropaſting a poorerevenge: but rather (by way of ads 
monition} to let the offender know in a word; that he 
was both noted and obſerved. So turning tothem all, 
ke ſayd;He that hath done it, let him be filent, and due 
ſo no more,and now depart about your bufinefle, 
Some other turbulent ſpirited man, noimpriſan# 
ments, tortures, examinations, andinterrogations, 
could have ſerved his turne;by which courſe of proce. 
ding,he makes the ſhame to be publikely known,which 
reaſon requircth to keepe concealed, Bur admit that 
condigne yenpgeance were taken,it dimuniſheth not one 
titie of the (hame, neither qualifiech the peoples bad 
affe&ions, who will laſh out as liberally in ſcandall, 
and upon che very leaſt babling rumor. Such therefore 
as heardthe Kings words, few though they were, yet 
eruely wiſe; maryelled much at them, and by long exa+ 


2unatiensamong themſelves ,queBioned, but came tar 
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fort of his meaning; the man onely excepted whom 
indeed they concerned, and by vihom they were never 
diſcovered, ſo long as the King lived,. neither did he 
dare at any time after, to hazard his life in the hke 
ation, under the frownes or the favour of Fot-

ther (even for our bleſſed Ladies fake)that you would 
give him a friendly reprchenſion, and adviſe him to 
uſe fuch unmanly meanes no more hereafter. With 
which words,ſhe hung downe her head in her boſome, 
cunninely difſembling, as if ſhe wept, wiping her eyes 
with her Handkerchiefe, when not a tearce fell from 
them, but indeed were dry enough.

And well were 1t (good Father)if he could be 
contented with thoſe walks,and gazing glances which 
he dartes at me: bur he growes {o bold and ſhameleſle, 
that even yeſterday, (as I told you) hee ſent a woman 
tome, one of his Pandoraes 2s it appeared, and as if 
I had wanted either Purſes or Girdles, hee ſent me by 
her a Puile-and a Gudie, Wherear I grew fo grie-

With 
many counterfeit ſobbes , faghes, and tearcs theſe 
words were delivered ; aud drawing forth from under 
her govvne, a very faire and rich Purſe, as allo aGirdlc 
of great worth, ſhe threw them into the Friers lappe. 

He verily beleeying all theſe falſe reports, being 
troubled in his minde thereat beyond meaſure, tooke 
the Gentlewoman by the hand, ___ Dauzhter, if 
thou be offended at theſe impudent follies, afſuredly 1 
cannot blame thee,nor will any wiſernan reprovethce 
for it 3 and 1 commend thee for following my counſel!.

{leepe, that divers {pirits of my kindred appeared to me 
in a vifion,yho me thought were in very great paines, 
and defired nothing elſe but Almes; eſpecially my 
Godmother, who ſcemed:to be afflifted with ſuch ex- 


. Þ treame poverty, that it was moſt pittifull ro behold. 
! And1 am halfe perſwaded, tharher rorments are the 


greater, ſeeing mee troubled with ſuch an enemy to 

oodnefle, Wherefore (goed Pather ) to deliver her 
Gule and the others out of thoſe fearcfull flames, a- 
mong your infinite other devoute, prayers, I would 
haye you to ſay the forty Maſſes of S Gregory,. as a 
meanes for their happy deliverance; and fo the part e1 


{ ducatesinto his hand. Which the holy man accepted 


thankefully, and with good words, as allo many fin- 
gular examples, confirmed her bountifull devorion : 
and when hc had given her his benediftion, home ſhe 
departed, 

After that the Gentlewoman was gone, he ſent for 
his friend whom ſhee ſo much ſeemed to be troubled 
withall; and when he was come, he beholding hus ho- 
ly Father to looke diſcontentcedly, thought,that novy 
he ſhould heare ſore nevves from his Miſtreſſe, and 
therefore expeRcd what he would (ay.

from the City;for the falt'effr&ing of her deſire, 
Within a fewy'dayes after, ſuch an occafion hapned, 
as her husband of neceſſitie mult journey ro Gene way; 
and no ſooner vas he moynted on horſebacke, raking 
leave of her, and all his friends , bur ſhe, bein? ſurc he 
vas gone went with all haſte to her Ghoſtly m_— 
and, 
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2nd, after a fevy faigned ourward ſhewes , thus ſhe 
ſpake. I muſt now plainely tell you, holy Father, that 
i can no longer endure this wicked fricnd of yours 3 
but becauſe I promiſed you the other day, that I would: 
not doe any thing , beforeI had your counſel therein, 
I am come now to tell you,the juſt reaſon of my anger, 
and fall purpoſe to ayoid all further moleſtations.

You ſee Sir ( {aid ſhe ) what manner of man he is, 
yer would I not have you troubled or diſobeycd, onely 
I defire tolive without diſturbance, which worke (1 
beſeech you) ©5 beſt you may : for I promiſe you, good 
Father,never to ſolicite you more upon this occaſion: 
And lo, in a pretended rage , ſhe ierurned back: from 
the ghoſtly Father. 
Scarcely was (hte gone forth of the Church, bnt in 
eommetch the man that had(ſuppoſedly)ſo much trant- 
grefied ; and the Frier caking 5 aſide, gave him the 
moſt injurious words that could be uſcd to a man, ay, 
Cifloyall, perjured, anda traytor. He who had former. 
ly rrice perceived, how high the holy mang anger

Whereſoever I was, replicd the 
Gentleman, me thinkes the tidinos come yery quickly 
a you. It istruc (aid the Frier, they are (pecdily come

Aker a little curbing of his wrath, ſomewhat in a 
milder ſtraine, thus he proceeded.Becauſe the Gentle- 
womans hugband is journyed to Geneway, proves this 
a ladder to your hepe , that roembrace her in your

Ril;and Dioneus (with faite and pleaſing longuaye) 
commended the Gentlewomans quaint cunning, but 
ſmiling at the Confeſſors witlelle fimplicitie,Thenthe 
Quecue, turning with cheerefull lookes towards Par 
Phils commandes him to continue on their delight ;

The young man continuing his reſort to the houſe 
of Puccto, and obſerving the widdow to be faire ,freibs 
and prettily formall; hec began ro conſider with him- 
ſe]fe what thoſe things could beywherein ſhe was meſt 
w_ ;' and (if he could) to ſave an otherslabour, 
lupply them by his beſt endeavors. Thus not alwayes, 
carrying his eyes before himgbut ung many back and 
circumipoR regards , he proceeded fo farre in his wily 
apprehenſions, that (by a feyy ſparkcs cloſe kept toges 
ther ) he kindled part ofthe ſame fire in her,which be- 
gan to flame apparantly in him.

to ſo fingular a myſterie, firſt began to 1ntreate him 
(with no meane inſtance ) ro acquaint him yyith the 
cules ot ſo rich a Science 3 and afterward (ware unto 
tum, never to diſcloſe it roany perſon, except he gaye 
his conſent thereto; affirming beſide, that it was a

made pure gold : and ſuch as afterward thou makeſt, 
ſhall be more certaine, thanto goe or come with va 
fortis, as now they doc. Moſt expedient isit therefore, 
that whena man will goe diligently about this buſiz 
nefſc, and purpoſeth to proſecute ſuch a ſingular la- 
bour, which wil and muſt continue for the ſpace of 40; 
nights, he muſt give very carefull attendance, wholly 
abſtaining from ſleepe, lumbring, or (0 much as nod- 
ding all that while. 

Morcover, in ſome apt and convenient place of 
thy houſe, there muſt be a forge or furnace credted, 
framed in decent and formal faſhion, and neereit a 
Large table pliced, ordered in ſuch ſort, as ſtanding up-

Puccio marvelling at this anſwer, knowing ſhe ne» 
ver gave him tlie like before ; demanded againe, whar 
he did > The ſubtle wench, remembring that ſhe had 
nor anſwered as became ber, ſaid : Pardon me Father, 
my wits were not mine owne, when you demanded 
iach a ſuddaine queſtion; and 1have heard you ſay an 
hundred times » that when folke goe ſupperlefie ta 
bed,cither they walk in their _—_ ,or being awake, 
take very idly, as (no doubr)you have diſcern'd by me. 
Nay daughter ( quoth he ) it may be, thatTI was ina

provident, 
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provident; bnt gripple, covetous,and too cloſe handed, 
without reſpe to his worth and reputation. He bein 

called to the Office of Pode/ta in the City of Millaine, 
furniſhed himſelfe with all things (1n honourable mane 
ner) beſceming ſuch a charge 5 onely, a comcly horſe 
for his owne ſaddle) excepted, which he knew nor by 
any meanes hew tocompaſſe, ſo loath he was tolay 
out money) albeit his credit much depended thereon. 

Ar the ſame time, rhcrelived in Pi/f0za likewiſe, 2 
young man, named Rtcciardogderived of meane birth, 
bur very wealthy, quicke witted, and of commendable 
perſon, alwayes going ſo neate, fine,and formall in bis

Si2nior Franceſco, 
wholly conduſted by his baſe avaricious defire, and 
mcaning to make a ſcorne at-the AMagnifico,made an- 
freer, that hee was well contented to let him ſpeake 
with her when he would ; and leaviag himin the great 
Hall of the houſe, wene forthwith dire&ly to his 
wives-Chamber, and told her how eaſily he raight cn= 
joy.the horſe, commanding her forthwith to come and 
| what he could ſay to het, oncly he ſhould ab- 
aine, andnot returne him anſwer. The Lady with 2 
mode bluſh, much condemned this folly in him,that 
tis covetouſneſle ſhould ſerve as a cloke to cover any 
unfitting ſpeeches, which her chaſte cares could never 
endure to heare.

I am thine owne 
Catulla, and not the wife of Rieciardo, trayterons and 
urfaithfull man, ag thou art, I am fure thou know- 
eſt my voyce, and Ithinke ita thouſand yeeres, untill 
we may ſee each other inthe light, to doe thee ſuch 
diſhonour as thou juſtly deſerveſt,thou dogged, iſdain- 
full, and villanous vwretch, By concciving to: have 
another woman in thy wanton embraces, thou haſt 
declared more joviall diſpofition, and demonſtrations 
of farre greater kindneſſe, than domeſticke familiari- 
ty. At home thou lookeſt ſowre, ſullen or ſurly, often 
froward, and ſeldome yell pleaſed. But the beſt is, 
whereas thou intendeft this husbandric for another 
mans ground, thou haſt (againſt thy will) beſtowed it 
on thine owne, and the water hath runne a contrary 
courle, quite from the current where thou meantiti.

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"er chiding thus. If by theſe flattcries and idle follies, 
mou hopeſt to comtort or pacific mee, thou runneſt 
GUl;e by as from thy reckoning; for I ſhall never ima- 
ine my (clfe halfe ſatisfied, untill inthe preſence of 
my parents, friends, and nci2hbours, I have revea- 
led thy baſebehaviour. Tell me, treacherous man,am 
nocl as faire, as the wife of Riccrardo? Am I not as 
200d a Gentlewoman borne, as ſhee is ? What cantt 
t'10u more reſpe& in her,than is in me ? Villaine,mon- 
ſer, why doeſt thou not anſwere mee? 1 will ſend to 
Ricciardo, wholoveth me beyond all other women in 
Naples, and yet could never vaunr, that I gave him fe 
much aza friendly looke : ke ſhall know what a diſhe» 
nour thou haſt intended towards him3 which both ke 
and his friends will reyenge ſoundly upon thee. 

T he exclamationsof the Lady were fo irkeſome;

Bur certaine Tam of one thing, that 1 
thall never ſee any one joyfull day, rl(by one meancs 
or other} I be revenged on thee, Thou haſt glinted 
thy deſire with my &iſpgrace;zlet me therefore goe from 
thee, never more tolooke upon my wronged husband, 
nor let any honeſt woman ever ſce my face. 

Ki: ciardo perceiving the extremity of her perplexed 
minde, uſed all manly and milde perſwafions, which 
poſſibly he could deviſe to doc, toturne the torrent of 
this high tide, ro a calmer courſe; as by outward ſhevy 
ſhe made appearance of, untill (in frightfull feares 
ſbunning everyone ſhe met withall, as arguments of 
her guiluneſſe) ſhe recovered her owne houſe, where 
remerſe fo tortured her diſtreſſed ſoule, that ſhee fell 
into ſo fierce a melancholy, as never lefther till ſhce 
dyed, Vpon the report whereof, Riciardo becomming 

ikewiſe a yiddower, andgrieving extraordinarily for 
his haynous tranſgreffion,penitently berooke humlelfe 
to live ina wildernefle,vebere(not long after)he ended 
his dayes,

ſaw his Miſtreſſe fitting on the ground, wringing her 
hands, and wofully weeping, which (in mecre come 
paſſion)moved him to weepe likewiſezand going ſome.

The Gentlewoman hearing him ſay fo, lifted up her 
hcad, and in teares fpake thus, Good man, thou ſce-

you to doe, excegt'yowhad gone with his conſent? 
Now Madam ,|erome further give you ro anderſtand, 
that] am a religieurporfon, and 2 pilgrime,ond there» 
fore am well acquainte@with all the courlſes;of their 
dealing if theretore I ſpeake fomewhat more amply of 
them, and for your good, it cannot bee{o unſreming 
for me to doe 1t,as'it woultt appeare ugly in another, ln 
which reſpe&, I will (pcakg the more treely to-yau, tb 
ehceend, that you maytakebetcer knowledge of them, 
than (as it ſecmerh) hitherto you have-done.[R, farmer 
paſſed times luch as profeſſed Religion, were learned 
and moſt holy perlons; but our rchgious profeſiours 
now adaycs,and luch as covet to be ſo eſteemed, have 
no matter at all of religion in them, but onely che out- 
ward ſhnew and habite. Whuch yer 1s ao true, badae of 
Religion ncither , becauſc it was ordained by religious 
inſtitutions, that their 2arments ſhould be made of 
narrow, plaine,and courleſt ſpun cloth, to make a pub- 
likc manufeſtauon to the yorld,thayin —— 
an 
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and religious diſpoſition) by wrapping gheir bodyes 
in Guch baſe clothing, they condemned and deſpited 
all cempoxall accaſions. But nowndayes they make 
them large,deepe gliſtering, and of the fineſt cloth 
or {tuffes to be gotten, reducinz thoſe habiresto ſo 
praud and pontificall a forme, that they walke 
Peacocke-like, ruſthngzand routing with them in 
the Churches; yea, and in opens publike places, asf 
they were ordinary ſecular perſons, to haye their 
pride more notorioully obſerved. And as the Angler 
beſtoweth his beſt cunning, with one hne and baite 
to. catch many fiſhes at one ſtrike; even lo doe thete 
counterfeite habitemongers, by their difſembling 


and crafty dealing , beguile many credulous. wid- 


dowes, ſimple women, yea, and men of weake capa» 
City, tocredit whatſoever they ſhall ejzcher doe og 
ſay, and heerein they doc moſt of all excerciſe them- 
ſc]yes. 

And to theend, that my ſpeeches may not (avour 
of any untruch againſt them3theſe men which I ſpeaks 
of, have not any habite atall of religions -men,but only 
thecoloyr of their garments; and whereas they in 
times. paſt,defired nothing wore than the ſalvation of 
mens ſ{oules; theſe freiher witted ſelowes, cover after. 
women and wealth,and employ al their paines by their 
whiſpering confeſhons,and figures of painted fearefull 
exumples, to affright and terrifie unletled and weake 
conſciences, by horrible and blaſphemous ſpeeches ; 
yer adding perſwalion withall, that their finnes 
way bee purged by Almeſ-deedes and Maſſes, To 
the end, that ſuch as credit them in theſe their dayly- 
courſes ,being guided more by apparence of deyor:on, 
than any ve compun&ion of heart, to eſcape {*vere 
penances by them enjoyned © may lome of chem bring 
bread,wine ,& orhers coyne al of them matter of com» 
moditic and beackt, and imply ſay,rheſe gifts are for 
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the ſoules of their good friends deceaſcd. 

I make not any doubt, but almeſ-deedes and pray- 

ers, are very miglity, and prevailing meanes, to ap- 
peaſe heavens anger for ſome ſinnes commitrredz bur 
af ſuch as beſtow them, did either ſee or know, to 
whom they give them: they would more warily keepe 
#hem, orel(e caſt them before Swine, in regard they 
are alropether fo unworthy of them, Bur come wee 
now to the caſe of your ghoſtly father, crying out in 
your care, that ſecret marriage was a moſt greeyous 
Gnne : Ts nor the breach thereof farre greater ? Fa» 
miliar converſation betyveene man and woman, 1s a 
conceſſion meerely natural! 2 but ro rob, kill, or ba- 
niſh: any one, proceedeth from the mindes RN 
That you did rob Theobaldo, your ſelfe hath already 
luticiently witneſſed, by taking that from him, which 
with free conſent jn marriage yon gave him. Next I 
muſt (ay, that by all the power remaining in you, you 
kild him,becauſe you would not permit him to remain 
veith you, declaring your ſelfe in the yery height of cru+ 
elty,thac he might deſtroy his life by his owne hands.

Was he (among all thoſe parts 
that moſt adorne a man, and appertaine to the very 
choyceſt reſpeR) inferiour to any one of beſt merit in 
your Citic ? Iknowthat you cannot make deniall ro 
any of theſe demands. How could you then by the per- 
ſwaſion of a beaſt, a foole,a villaine, yea, a vagabond, 
envying both his happineſſe and yours, enter intoſo 
cruell 2 miade againſt him? I know not what error 
miſguideth women, in ſcorning & deſpifing their huſ- 
bands: bur if they entred into a better conſideration, 
underſtanding trucly what they are,and what nobility 
of nature Gad hath endued man withall, farre above 
all other creatures 3 it would be their higheſt cicle of 
glory, when they are ſo preciouſly eſteemed of them, 

0 dearely affe&ed by them, and ſogladly embraced in 
all cheir beſt abilities, 

This is ſogreata finne, as thedivine Juſtice (which 
in an equall ballance bringeth all operations tothcir 
full efe& did not purpoſe toleave unpuniſhed; bur as 
you enforced againft all reaſon, to take away Thes- 
baldo from your ſelte: even ſo your father Aldobran- 
dino, withour occaſion given by Theobald, is _— 
of his life, and you a partaker ofhis tribulation, 
which if you defire tobe delivered, itis very Conveni= 
ent that you promiſe one thing which I ſhall rell you 
& may much berterbe by you performed.Namely,thar 
if Theoba'do doe returne from his long baniſhment, 
you ſhall reſtore him to your love, grace, and good ac- 
ceptation; accounting him inthe (clte-ſame degree 
of fayourand private entertainment, as hce was 
at the ficlt, before your wicked ghoſtly father ſo hel- 
lifhly incenſed you againſt him. 

When the Pilzrime had finiſhed his ſpeeches,” the 
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Gentlewoman who had liftned to them very attenriye- 
ly {becauſe all the alledged reaſons appeared to bee 
plainely erue) became verily pertwaded, that all thele 
aſflitions had falneon her and her father, for the in- 
grarefull offence by her committed, and therefore thus 
replied.

So putting on his Pilgrimes habire againe, Kifſidg 
her once more,and comforygag her with future 'pood 
ſuccefle, hee departed from her, going to rhe priſon, 
where Aldobrandimolay, whom hee found marcpen- 
five, as being in hourely expeRation of death, than 
any hopehe had to be freed from it. Being brought nee- 
zer to him by the prifones fayour, 'ss ſeeming to bee 2 
man corne onely to comfort him:fitting downe by him 
thus he began.

Nevertheleſſelet me thus farale 
ſure thee that 1 would gladly not onely promiſeſome- 
thing which might be tothe glory of God, if he were 
pleafed in this cafe to have mercy en me;but alſo vould 
as willingly performe and accompliſh it. Wherefore ,de- 
mand whoever thoupleaſeſt,for unfainedly (ifI ef 
cape with life) I will truely keepe promiſe with thee. 

Sir, replycd the Pilgrime,I defire nor demaund any 
ehing of you,but that you would pardon the three Bre- 
thren of Theobaldo, that brought you to this kard ex- 
tremitie,as thinking you to be guilty of their brothers 
death,and that you would alſo accept them as your bre. 
thren and friends upon cheir craving pardon for what 
they have done. Sir, anſwered Aldobrandimo, no mary 
knoweth how ſweete revenge is, nor with what heate 
ic is to be deſired, but onely the man who hath beene 
wronged, Notwithſtanding not to hinder. any hope 
which only aymeth ac Heaven,lI freely forgive the,and 
henceforth pardon; them forever ,intending moreover, 
that if mercy give 'melife,and cleere me from this blog» 
dy imputation,to love and reſpeR them ſo long as I ſhal 
lire, This anſwere was moſt pleaſing to the Pijgrime, 
and without any further multiplication of ſpeeches, he 
entreated kim to be of 200d comfort , tor he feared not 
but before the time prefixcd, he ſhould heare certaine 
tydings of his deliverance, 

At his departing from him, he went direRly tothe 
Signoria, and preyaikd (o farre, that he fpake privately 


with a Knight,who was then one of the States chicfeſt

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Lords, to whom he ſayd. Sir, a man ought to beſtoyy

ſclfc ſhall confeſle before midnizhtez when they are de- 
livered into your power, that were the murtherers of 
whe man. 

The honeſt Knight, who was very ſorrowfull for 
&ldobrardino,gladly gaveattention tothe Pilgrime,and 
Having conferred on manymatrers,appertaining tothe 
fa commirted;the two brethreg who were Tbeobaidees 
Hoſtes,and thcir Chamber-maid,upon good advice gi- 
ven,were apprehended in their firſt ſleepe,vvighout any 
reliftance made in their defence. But when the tor: 
tures were ſent for, to underſtand truely how the caſe 
wcntithey would not endure any paine at all, but cach 
alide by himſc)fe, and then altogether confelled open- 
ly ,that they did the deed,ycr not knowing him to bee 
Tveoba!do Eliſci. And when it was demanded of them 
upon what occaſion they did fo foulc an aR, they an- 
Iwercd,that they were (a hatcfull againſt the inans life 
becauſe kc would lux wioully have abuſed one of their 
Wives when they both were abſent from home, 

When the Pilgrims had heard their voluntary con- 
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=. yt his leave of his Knight, returning (c- 
cretly tothe houſt of Madam Hermelina,and there(be- 
cauſe a] her people was in their beds Jſhe carfully awai- 
tcd his returne,toheaxe ſome glad ridings of her father, 
andto make a further reconcJiation bervyeene her and 
T heobaldoy when fitting downe by her, he ſaid : Deare 
Love,be of good cheere, for (upon my word) to mor. 
row you ſhall have your father home ſafe, well, and 
delivered from all further danger : and toconfirme 
her / the more# conkdently inhis words,, he declared 
at large the whole carriage of the buljnefle, Hermeling 
being wondrouſly joytull for two fych ſyddaine and. 
ſucceſſefall accidents,to injouy her hughang alive,andin 
health, and alſo ro have her father freed from ſo great 
a danger ; kifled.and embraced him meſt affeftionatly, 
welcomming him lovingly into her bed, wheteto fo 
long time he had beene a ſtranger» % 
No ſooner did bright day appeare, but Theobaldo 
aroſe, having acquainted her with ſuch matters.as 
were to be done, and once more earneſtly defiring 
her, to conceale (as yet)thele occurxances to her ſelec, 
So in his Pilgrims habit, he departed from her houſe, 
to awaitc colvenicnt opportunity, for attending on 
the buſineſle belonging ta Aldobrandino. ft the uſu- 
a]l houre pals , the Lords were all ſct inthe Sigs 
nioriay and had received full information, concerning 
the. offence imputed to Aldobrandino, ferting him at It- 
berty by publique conſent, and ſcntencing-the other 
malefaors with death, who ( withun a few dayesaf-, 
ter)were beheaded inthe pJace wherethe murther was 
committed. Thus Aldobrandino being releaſed tohis 
exceeding comfort, and no ſmall joy of his daugh- 
ter, kindred and friends, all knowing oerfefily $ 
that this had happened by the Pilgrims meanes , 
they conducted him home unto Aldobraxdinges 
houſe, where they delired him to continue fo long

On the morrow following, about dinner time, the 
fourc brethren of T heobaldoes, attired in their mour» 
ning garmeits, with' their wives and friends, came 
frſt io the houſe of Aldrobrandine » who purpofely 
ſtaicd for them; and having laid downe their weapons 
on the ground, in the nlincs of all ſuch as Aldobran- 
aino had invited as his witneſſes, they offered them- 
ſelves ro his mercy, and humbly required pardon of 
him, for the matter rw ercin they had offended him,

all clad in mourning, courteouſly ſubmitted them- 
ſelves, and were graciouſly welcommed by Madam 
Hermelina, 2s alſo divers other Gentlewoman there 
preſent with her. Bein all ſeated at the Tables ,which 
were furniſhed with fuch rarities as could be wiſhed 
for; all things elfe deſerved their dne commendation, 
bur onely ſad filence, occafioneg by the freſh remem.

T here js-not any in this.affembly that more willingly 
would give him all expreſſion of a joyfull welcome 
home and thankeful) gratitude for ſuch eſpeciall fa- 
yours rcccived, than ia my heart1 could affoord togo, 
but oncly in regard of thole infamous {peeches voyled 
out againſt me,on the day when we wepr for him,who 
was ſuppoſed to. be Theobaldo, which ſlander was to 
my great diſcredit. Goe on boldly, replied Aldohran- 
dizo, doeſt thou thinke that I regard any ſuch praters? 
In the procuring of my delivcrancc, he hath approved 
them to be manifeſt. lyers, albeit my (elte did -neyer 
credit them. Goe they J command thee, and let me {ce 
thee both kiſle and embrace him. She wha deſired no- 
thing more, ſhewed her (clfe not ſlouthfull in obeying 
her Sekier to doe but her dutie to her hushand,Whexe- 
fore being riſen, as allthe reſt: had done, bur. yet in a 
far more cſieRuall manner, ſhe declared her ynfiinged 
love to Theab4ldo, Thele bountiful) fayours of A(do- 
braadinogneregoy fully accepted by Theobaldogs brethyen, 
as alſo tarevery one there preſent ; ſo that all former 
rancourand battcd which had caged heavie variances 
berveene them, was, now converted.cq mutual! kind- 
nee odlotmne friendſhip on cveryhde..

row,or elſe the next day, he may come hither to dif- 
courſe with me. So putting a gold Ring on her fingers 
they parted till the next mceting- 

Not a little joyfull was the Woman of ſoricha pits 
hoping toenjoy a great many more -f them, and re- 
turning home to her neighbours,acc,' ainted them with 
wonderfull matters, all concerning the ſan&1monious 
life of the Abbot, a meere miracle of men, and worthy 
to be truely termed a Saint, Within wo dayes after, 
Ferando went to the Abbey againe, and ſo ſoone as the 
Abbot eſpied him, hee preſently prepared for his ſen» 
ding of him into Purgatory.

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ould ſuffice for three dayes entrancing, and having 
_ it with a very pleaſant Wine, calling Fe- 
rando into his Chamber, there gave ic him to drinke, 
and afterward walked with him about the Cloyſter, 
in very friendly conference together, the filly ſot never 
dreaming on the treachery intended againſt him, Ma- 
ny Monkes beſide were recreating themſelves in the 
Cloyſter,moſt of them delighting to ſee the follics of 
Ferando,on whom the potion began ſo to work,that he 
ſlept in walking, nodding and reeling 2s he went, till 
at the laſt he fell downegzs if he had beene dead. 
The Abbot pretending great admiration at this acci- 
dent, called his Monkes about him, all labouring by 
rubbing his temples, throwing cold water and vincgar 
in his facc, torevivc him againe; alleadging rhat ſome 
fume or vapour in the ſtomacke, had thus oyer-2vved 
his underſtanding faculties, and quitedeprived him of 
life indeede. At length, when by ſeeking c pulſe, and 
al! their beſt employed paines, rhey ſaw that their 1a. 
bour vyas ſpent in vaine; the Abbot uſed ſach perſwa - 
fionsto the Monkes, that they al beleeyed him to be 
dead : ywhereupon they {cnt for hig wife, and frienes, 
who crediting as much as the reſt. did, were very fad 
and ſorrowfull for him. The Abbat (clothed as hee

alone, not hindered by her Husbands jcalouſic, and cf» 
pying another goodly gold Ring on his finger, heyy 
frailety and folly over-ruled her, I know not, ſhe was 
2 weake woman, he a devilhſh delading man 3 and the 
ſtrongeſt holdes by over long battery and befieging, 
muſt needes yeeld ar the Laſt, as I feare ſhe did : for ve- 
ry often afterward , the Abbot uſed in this manner ta 
vifite her,and the ſimple ignorant Country people ,car- 
rying no ſuch il] opinion of the holy abvor, and ha- 
ving tcene Ferando lying for dead in the vault, and al 
ſoin the habice of a Monke 3 were verily perſwaded, 
tha when they ſaw the Abbor paſſe by ro and fro, 
bur moſt commonly in the night ſeaſon, it was the 
ohoft of Ferando, who walked*in this manner after 
his death,as a juſt pennance for his jealouſie, 

When Feraudoes ſences were recovercd' againe, and 
he found hinaſelfe to be in ſuch a darkeſome place;not 
knowing where he was, he beganne to cric and make 
a noyſe. When preſently the Monke of Bologna(accor< 


'F ding 36 the Abbor had tutured )ſtept into the dungeon, 


carrying a little waxe Candle in the one hand, and a

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ſmartingvyylyp in gbe other, guingto Ferardoghe ſtripe 
off l1is cloarhcs, and began to laſlhim yery ſoundly. 
Ferando, vwiring and crying, could (ay nothing elic, 
but where am I? The Monke (with a dreadtull voyce) 
replyed : Tho nrtin Purgatory. How + ſaid Ferands; 
what? Am I aca? Thou art deal (quoth the Monke) 
and Lcgan to laſh him luſtily againe, Poore Ferando, 
crying out for his Wiſe and little Sonne, demanded a 
number of idle queſtions, whereto the Monke ſtill fits 
ted him wa:h as fantaſticke anſwers, Within a while 
after, be ſet both foode and wine before him, which 
when Ferando law, he laid 3 How is this? Doe deade 
men eate anddrinde ? Yes, replycd the Monke, and 
this foode which heere thou ſeeſt, thy wife brought hi- 
ther tothe Church this morning, to have Mallcs dc 
voutly ſung for thy ſoule; and asto other, ſo mult it be 
{er before thee ; for ſuch is the command of the Patron 

of this place, | 
Ferando having lyen entranced three dayes and.three 
nights, felt Iis ſtomacke well prepared to cate, and 
tecding very heartily, full ſaid; O my good Witc. O 
my loving Wite, [oag maiſt thou live for this extraor - 
vinary kigdnelicy I promilethee (lweete heart) while 
I was alive, I cannot remember, that ever any toode 
and wine was halte ſo pleaſing to mee. O my dear: 
Wife;O my hony Wits. Canſt chou/quoth the- Manke ) 
praiſe and commend her now, uling her ſo rillanoufly 
in thy life time ? Then did he whip ham more ticrcely 
than before, when, Ferando holding up hits hands, as 
craving for mercy, demanded wherefors hee was fo 
Yevcrely puniſhed 2? 1 am ſo commanded (quoth the 
Monke ) by ſupreine power, and ewice every day muſt 
thou bee ( inthis (cri and kinde) thus diſciplinde. 
Vpan what occaſion ? rephed Feraxeo. Becaule(quoth 
the Monke) thou waſt moR notorioully jealous of thy 
wife, jhc being the very kindeſt woman to thee, as - 
the 
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the Countrey containeth nvt her - ;uall. Tris too true, 
anſwered Ferando, I was over-mric1 jealous of her in- 
deede : bur had I knowne that jcaloufic was ſuch 5 
hatcfallfin againſt Heaven, I never would have offen. 
ded rherein. Now (quoth th Monke) thou canſt con- 
feſſe thine wilfull folly , but this ſhould have beene 
thought on before, and whileſt thou waſt living in che 
World. But if the Fates vouchſafe to favour thee ſo 
much, as hereafter to ſend thee to the World once 
more ; remeber thy puniſhment here in Purgatory, 
and finne no more in that foule finne of jealouſic, I

1] would be rhe beſt Husband that ever lived, and nerer 
more be jealous, never wrong ſo good a wife, nor ever 
ule any unkinde word againſt her.In the meane while, 
andtill cheir anger may be qualified; whennexr my 
wife dorh ſend mee foode, I pray you worke ſo much, 
that ſomc Candles may be ſent me alſo, becauſe I live 
here in uncomfortable darkenefle ; and what ſhould 1 
doe with foode, if I have no light? She {ends lights e- 
now, anſwered the Monke, but they are burnt out on 
the Altar in Maſſe-time, and thou canſt have none o= 
ther here, but ſuch as I muſt bring my (elfe,neither are 
allowed, bur for the time of thy feeding and correing, 

Ferando breathing forth a vehementtigh, deſired ro 
know what he was, being thus appointed ro puniſh him 
in Purgatory ?I am (quoth the Monke) a dead man,as 
*hou arr, borne in Sardigma, where I ſerved a very jea- 
lous Maſter 3 and becauſe I ſoothed kim in his jealo+ 
fie, I had this pennanceimpoſed on me, and to ſerve 


| thee kere 1n Purgarory with meace and drink & twice 
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every day) to diſcipline thy body,unull the Fates have 
otherwiſe determined both tor thee and me. Why? (aid 
Ferando, are any other perſons kere ,belide you and 1 ? 
Many thouſands, replicd the Monke, whom thou canſt 
neither hearc nor ſce, no more than they are able to do 
the like by us. But how farte,ſaid Ferando, is Purgatory 
diſtant from our native Countries ? About ſome fiftic 
thouland leagues, an[wered the Monkc; but yer paſiz- 
ble in a moment, whenlocver the offended Fates arc 
pleaſcd : and many Maſſes are dayly ſaid for thy ſoule, 
at the earneſt entreaty of thy wifc, in hope of thy con-

any more hereafter, 

In theſe and (ach like fpeeches,as thus they beguiled 
the time, fo did they obſerve it for a daily courſe, fome- 
time diſcipling, other whulss cating and drinking, for 
che ſpace of ten whole moneths together, inthe which 
time,the Abbot {ildome failed to vilite Ferandoct wife, 
without the leaſt (uſpition in any of the neighbours, by 
reaſon of their ſetled opinion, concerning the nightly 
walking cf Ferandoes ghoſt. Bur, as all pleaſures can- 
not be exempted from ſome following paine or other, 
ſo 1t came to paſle, that Ferandoes wife proved to be 
conceived with child, and the time was drawing on 
for her deliverance .Now began the Abbot to contider, 
that Feraxdoes tolly was ſufficiently chaſtiſed, and hc 
had beene long enough in Purgatory : wherefore, the 
better co countenance alf paſſed inconveniences,it was 
now thought high time, that Ferands ſhould be [car co 
the world againc, and ſet free from the paines of Pur- 
gatory as having paied for his jealoufic dcarcly, to 
zeach him berter wiſedome hereafter, 

Late in the dead time of the night,the Abbot himſ. lf 
entred into the darke dungeon,and in an hollow coun- 
tcrfeited voyce,called to Ferando,ſaying. Comfort thy 
ſclfc Ferqudo, for the Fats arc now pleaſed, that __n 
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ſh1lt be rejcaſed out of Purgacory,and ſer. tro live inthe 


world 2gaine. Thou didft leave thy wife newly concei- 
ved yrith child, and this very morning the is delivered 
of a goodly ſon, whom thou ſhalt cauſe to be named 
Bennet : becauſe, by the incellant prayers-of the holy 
Abbot,thine own loving wife , and forſyeer S. Bennety 
lake ,this grace and fayour is afforded thee. Feraudg 
hearing this, was exceeding joyful], and-returned this 
anſyer : For ever honoured be the Fates,the holy Alc 
bot,blefled &. Bennet,and my deare beloved wife gpvhorn 
I will love for ever, and neyer more offend her by any 
zealouhe in mc:rvhen thenexr food was ſent to Ferale, 
lo much of the powder was mingled with the wine , as 
would (er ve only for foure houres entrancing,in which 
time, they clothed him in his oyyn wearing apparell 2- 
pain,the Abbot himſelf in perſon,and his honeſt cruſty 
Monke of Bologna, conveying and laying him in the 
faine vault under the Tombe, where at the tirſt they 
gave him buriall, The next morning following, about 
the breake of the day, Ferando recovered his [enſes,and 
thorow divers chinkes of the Tombe, deſcried day- 
!ipht,which he had not ſeene in ten moneths ſpace bes 
fore. Perceiving then plainely, that he was alive,he 
cryed our does, ſaying: Open, open, and let mee 
forth of Purgatory, for 1 have beene here long e- 
nough in conſcience, Thruſting up his head againſt 
the cover of the Tombe, which was not of any great 
ftrength, nenher well cloſed together ; he pur it quite 
off the Tomb: and fo got forth wpon his feete:at which 
inſtant time,the Monkes having ended their morning 
Mattins, and hearing the noyſe, ran in hafſtethither , 
and knowing the voyce of Ferando, ſaw that he was 
come forth of the Monument.

Ferando looking pale, (as one) that info long time 
had not ſcene the lipht of heavens aud endured ſuch 
ſri diſcipline twice every day ; ſtood in agaſtly a- 
mazement by the Tombes (ide, as not daring to ad- 
venture any further, or knowing perfeRly, whether 
hee was (as yet) truly alive, orno, But when he (aw 
the Monkes and Abbot comming, with their lighted 
Torches, and ſingin? in a ſolcmne manner of Vroce(- 
ſon, he humbled himſelfe at the Abbots feere, ſaying, 
Holy Father, by your zcalous prayers (as hath beene 
miraculouſly revealed to me) and the prayers of bleſ- 
ſedS. Bennet ; as alſoof my honeſt, deare, and loving 
wife, I have beene deliverd from the paines of Purga- 
tory, and brought hither againe ro live in this world; 
for which unſpeakcable grace and favour, moſt hum- 
bly T chanke the well pleaſed Fates,Saint Bennet,your 
Father-hood, and my kinde Wife; and will remember 
all your loves rome for cycr. Bleſſed be the Fates, an- 
{wered the abbor, for working fo great a wonder: in 
our Monaſtery. Goe then my good Sonne, ſeeing the 
Fates have beeno ſo gracious totheez Goe ( | ſay ) 
home to thine owne houſe, and comfore thy kinde 
wite, who cyer ſince thy departure out of this life, hath 
lived in continuall mourning ; love, cheriſh, and make 
much of ker, never affliting her henceforth with 


cauſckſlc jcaloukie, Nol warrant you good .Father, * 
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replied Ferando 3 1 have beene vvel] whine in Purgaro- 


ric tor ſuch folly, and therefore I might be called a 
ſtatke foole, if I ſhould that way oftcnd any more, c- 
ther my loving wife, or any other, 

The Abbot cauſing: Aiſcrere ta be devoutely ſung, 

fprinkling Ferando well with Holy-water,and placing, 
« lighred Taper in his hand, fent him home fo to his 
owne dwelling Village : where when the neighbours 
beheld him, as people halfe frighted out of their wits, 
they fled mc 
they had ſeene ſome ereadetul] fight, or galtly appari- 
tion ;his wife being as fcarefull of him, as any of the 
reſt. He called to them kindly by rheir feverall names, 
telling them, that he was newly rien out ofhis grave, 
and was a man as he had beene before. Thea they be- 
gan to touch and feele him,prowing into more certaun 
afſurance of him, perceiving him to be a living wan in» 
deede. Whereupon, they demanded many queſtions of

trand tell a Ward to the King, and _ ent to Paris, 


remained there under his Royall proteRion, to the no 
littte diſcomfort of yong Julict ,yho became afflited in 
mind,becauſc ſhe had loſt the company of Berrrand. 
Within ſome feyy yeares after, the Phyfitian her Fa- 
ther alſo died, and then her ng ny wholly ad- 
dited,to vitite Paris her ſelfe in perſon, onely becaulc 
ſhe would ſee the yong Count, awaiting but time and: 
opportunitie, to fit her ſtolne journey thither, But her- 
friends,to whoſe care ſhe was commited,in regard of 
her rich dowry, and being lcft as a fatherlefle orphane 
were ſo circumſpeR of her walks and behaviour, as (he 
could not by any meanes eſcape. Her yeares made her- 
almoit fic for marriage,ywhich ſo much more encreaſed 
her love to the Count, making refuſall of many wors - 
thy busbands, and Jaboured by the motions of her- 
friends, yet all denicd,they not knowing any reaſon for, 
her refulals. By this time the Count was become ma | 
lant Gentleman , and able ro make cle&tion of his 
wife, whereby her affeRions were the more violently 
enflamed, as fearing leaft ſome other ſhould be preter= 
red before her, & ſo her hepes be utcerly diſappointed, 
It-yyas noyſed abroad by commen report, that the 
King of France was in a very dangerous condition, by .

lng. of. apt and convenient —_ a Fiſtula, 
affRing him daily with extraordinary paine,no Chy.

compelling che King,as deſpairing of all helpetogize 
over any further adyice.Herof fairc {ulict was very joy 
full,as hoping this acccident could be the-racanes, nor - 
only of her journey to Paris, bur if the diſeaſe werena. 
moxethan ſhe imagined ; ſhee could cafily cure it,and 
therby compaſſe Bertraud to be her hugbandHereupon 
Qs quickaing, 
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quickning up her wits, with remembrance of thoſe 
rules of Art, which ( by long praQtiſe and experience) 
ſhe had learned of her skilfull Father,ſhe compounded 
certaine hearbes together , ſuch as ſhe knew fiutingfor 
that kinde of infirwitic , and having reduced her 
compound into powder , away ſhee rode forthwith 
20 Paris- 

Being there arrived, all other ſerious matters ſet a+ 
fide, firſt ſhee muſt needes have a ſight of Count Ber- 
1taxd, as being the onely Saint that cauſed her Pilgri- 
mage. Next ſhe made meanes for ker accefſe to the 
King, humbly intreating his Majeſtie, to vouchſafe 
her the fight of his Fiſtula. When the King ſaw hcr, 
ber modeſt lookes did plainely deliver, that ſhe was 2 
faire, comely, and diſcrecte young Gentlewoman , 
wherefore, he would no longer hide it, but Jayed it 0+ 
pento het view. When ſhe had ſeene and felt it, pre- 
ently ſhe put the King in comfort ; affirming, that ſhe 
knew her ſelfe able to cure his Fiſtula, ſaying : Sir, if 
your Highneſſe will referre the marter to me, without 
aty perill of life, or any the leaſt paine to your perion, 
þ m_ (by the helpe of Heayen ) to make youwhole 
and ſound within eight dayes ſpace. The King hearing 
her words, began merrily to (mile at her, ſaying: How 
is it poſſible for thee, becing a young Maiden, todoe 
that which the beſt Phyfitians in Europe, are not able 
to performe? Icommend thy kindnefle, and will not 
remaine unthankefull for thy forward willingnefle : 
but I am fully determined, to uſe no more counſlell, or 
to make any further triall of Phyſicke or Chirurgery. 
Wherero faire Juliet thus replyed + Great King, let 
mot my skiltl and experience be deſpiſed, becauſe 1 and 
young, and a Maiden ; for my profcfhon is not Phy- 
ſicke, neither doe I undertake the adminiſtring there- 
of, as depending on my oye knowledge ; but by the 
gracious aſliſtance of heaygn, and fome rules of 5kil- 
full 
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full obſervation, which 1 learned of reverend Gerard 
of Narbona, who was my worthy Father, and a Phy- 
firran of no meane fame; altrhe while he lived, 

At'the hearing of theſe words; 'the King beganne 
ſomewhat to admire arher gracious carriage, and faid 
within himfclfe, What know I, wherherthis Virgin is 
ſent to mee by the direion of heaven, or no? Why 
ſhould I difdatne to make proofe of her skil} > Her pro« 
miſe is,to cute mt in a ſmall times compalſe,and with- 
out atiy paine or afi{Qtionrto me 3 ſhe ſhall not come ſo 
farre; to rerurne dgaine with the Joffe of her{abour, I 
am refolyed to try her cunning, ard thereon ſaid. 
Falfe Virpine, if you cauſe me to breake my ſetled des 
termination, and faile of curing me, what can you ex 
pet ro follow thereon? Wharſoever great King (quoth 

e) (hall pleaſe you. Let me be ſtrongly guarded, yer 
nor hindred, whenl am to proſecute rhe buſineſle: 
andtheh if 1 dot not perfeQly heale you within eight 
diyes, let a good fire be made, and therein conſume 
ty body unto aſties. Bur if | accompliſh the cure, and 
&t your Highnelle free from all furchergreevance,yhat - 
| nce then ſhall remaine rome ? * 

Moth did the King commend the confident perſwa- 
fron which ſhe had a her owne power, and preſently 
replied: Faire betutie (quorh he) inregard rhar thuy 
att a Maide and untnarried, if rhou-keepe promiſe, und 
t finde thy ſelfe to be fully cured * Prvill match ther 
with forme ſuch Gentleman in maryiage, -as thallbe of . 
honourable and worthy rc p_ with a ſufficient 
dowry beſide, My gracious Soveraighefaid ſhe;willing 


am 1, and woſt heartily thankeful} withal}, that your 
Highnelſe ſhall beſtow mevin marriage 5 but I defire 
then, to haveſuch a husband; as 1 ſhall defire or des - 
mand by your gracious your, whhwagtelabing ro 
crave any of your Sonnes, Kindred, or Alliance, or ap- 
pertaining unto your Royallbloud. Wherero rhe m_ 
granny 
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gladly granted. Young 1uliet began to miniſter her 
Phylicke, and within fewer dayes than her Jimited 
time, the King was ſound and perfeRly. cured; 
which when he perceived, he ſaid unto her. Truſt me 
acious maide, moſt worthily haſt thou wonne a Huſ- 
$ang, name him, and thou ſhalt have bim, Royall 
King (quoth ſhe then have I won the Count Bertrand 
of Rouſſilion who I have moſt entircly loved from my 
infancy, and cannot(in my an wx any other, Ve- 
1y loath was the King to grant che young Count, bur 
a regard of his ſolemne paſſed promiſe,and his Royall 
word engaged, which hee would not by any meanes 
breake; he commanded, that the Count d be ſent 
for, and ſpake thus to him.

Thope Iam able to beſtow my ſelfe 
much better than ſo, Why 2 quoth the King, wouldſk 
thou ſave us breake our faith; which for the. recoycry 
of our health, we bave given to this vertuous virginy 
gad ſhe wifl have nogther rewards but onely —

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Bertrand to be her husband ? Sir, replyed the Count, 
you may diſpoſſefſe me of all thar is mine, becauſe lam 
your Ward and Snbjet, ang anywhere elle you may 
beſtovy me : but pardon mee to tell you, that this 
marriage cannot bee made withany liking or allo- 
wance of mine, neither will 1 ever give conſent 
thereto, 

Sir, ſayd the King, it is our will that it ſhould be ſo; 
yertuous ſhe is, faire and wiſe, ſhe lovcth thee moſt 
afteionate]y, and with her mayſt thou leade a more 
Noble life, than with the greateſt Lady in our king» 
dome. Silent, and diſcontented ſtood the Count, bur 
the King commanded preparation for the marriage ; 
and when the appointed time was come,the Count(al- 
beit againſt his will) received -bis wife atthe Kings 
hand; ſhe loving him deerely as her ownelife. When 
all was done, the Count requeſted of the King, that 
what elſe remained for further folemnization of the 
marriagezit might be performed in his owne Country, 
reſeryingto himſelfe what clſe hee intended.

The peore forſaken nevy married Countefſe covid 
ſcarſely be pleaſed with ſuch diſhonourable unkindnefſe 
yet governug her impatience with no meane diſcreti- 
on, and hoping by her vertuous catriage, to conipaſſe 
the meancs of his recall ; home ſhe rode to. Rouſſillon, 
where all the 7. received her very lovingly; Noi, 

by reaſon ofthe Counts ſolong abſence, a} things 
were farre out..of order; muthues, quariels, and

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ciyill diſlentions, having procured many diffolute ir- 
ruptions, to the expence of much blood in many pla- 
ces, Bu ſhe like a jollyſt.rring Lady, very wiſe and 
providenr in ſich diſturbances, reduced all occafions 
to ſuch civility againe,  thar the people admired her 
rare behaviour, and condemned the Count fot his un« 
kindneſſe towards her, 

Afﬀer that the whole Conntry af Rouſſillion (by the 
policy and wiſedome of this worthy Lady was fully

. and be her love, The Ring he made moſt precious and 


Aeere account of, and never tooke it off from his firt- 


pe in regard of a ſpeciall vertue and property, which 


e well knew to be remainingin it, And thefe two 
Knights; heacingthe impoſſibitiry of theſe two ftri 

conditions, with no other favour elſe to bee © derive 

from him; ſorrowkully returned backe to their Lady, 
and acquainted her with his unkind anfwere,” as alfo. 
his unakerable determination, which well you may 
conceive, mult needes bee yery unwelcotae wico

Afeer he hid an indifferent while conſidered With 
her ſelfe,her refblution became ſo undauncable; that 


ſhe would adventure to praRtiſeſuch meanes,whereby 


to compalle thoſe rwo apparant impoſhbillities, Ty 
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fo to enjoy the love of her husband. Having adſolute- 
ly concluded what was to be done, ſhee aſſembled all 
the chiefeſt men of the Country, revealing unto them 
(in mournefull manner). what an attempt ſhee-had 
made already, inhope of recovering her husbands fa- 
vour ,and what a rude anſwere was thereon returned, 
Inthe cnd, ſhe told chem, that it did not ſuite with 
her unworthineſſe, to make the Count live as an exile 
from his owne inheritance,upon no other inducement 
bur onely in regard of hex : wherefore, ſhe had deter- 
mined betweene heaven and her ſonle, to ſpend the 
remainder of her dayes in Pilgrimages and prayers, 
for preſeryation of the Counts ſoule and her owne;

ly, replyed the old Lady, andremaine. conſtantly a 
ao, 
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red, that you ſhall no way be deceived by me,Heereup- 
onthe Countelle declared the whole courſe of her love 
trom the very originall to the inflant, revealing 2Ko 
vvhat (he was, and the occaſion of her comming thi- 
ther, rclating everything ſo perfeAly, that the Lady 
yenily belceved her,by ſome reparts which ſhe hag for- 
merly heard, and which mooved hes the more to com« 
paſſion. Now, whenall circumſtances were at full diſ- 
covered, thus ſpake the Counteſle, 

Among my other miſeries and misfortunes, which 
have half broken my heart in the meerc repetition, bt- 
fade the fad and affliging ſufferance; two things there 
arg,which if I cannot compalſe to havye,all hope 1s quire 
fruſtrate for ever, of paining the grace of my Lord and 
hasband.

Where- 
tore Madam.in recg@mpence of the favour I expect from 
you, I willenrich her wath ſo much ready money as 
yuu ſha} thinke ſufficient to match her inthe degree 
v! honour, Poverty made the poore Lady, very well 
t0 like ot (uch a bountifull offer, and having a Noble 
heart ſue fayd; Great Counteſie,ſay,wherein am I abic 
to doe you any ſervice, as can deſerve ſuch a gracious 
offer > 1frhe ation be honeſt; without blame or [can- 
Ca] io my poore, yet undetefted reputation,vladly'l will 
ageit; and & being accompliſhed, let the requitall ref! 
.n your owne noble nature, 

Obſerve me then Madam, replied tne Counteſſe, 
It is moſt convenient for my pucpoſe, that by ſore 
:ruſty and fauthfull meſſenger, you ſhould advertiſe the 
Count my hugband, that your daughter is, and ſhall 
be at his command : but that ſhe may remaine ablo. 
lutely aſſured, that hislove is conſtant toher, and a- 
bove all other: ſhe muſt intreate him, to ſend her (3g 
a reſtimony thereof) the Ring which he weareth upon 
his little finger, alþcir ſhe hari heard, that che loveth 
 deerely. It he ſend the Ring, youſhall give it mee; 
and afterward ſend him _ that your daughter is 
ready to accompliſh his pleaſurezbur,for the more (afe-

T he good old Lady imagined, that this was a mat- 
ter ſomeyvhat difficult, and might lay a blamefull im- 


putation 
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putation on her daughter: Nevertheleſle,confidering, 
what an honeſt office it was in her, tobe the meanes, 
whereby fo worthy a Counteſlc ſhould recover an un- 
kind husband, lee altogether by luſty and not a jotot 
cordiall love; ſhee knew the intent to be honcit, the 
Counteſle yertuvus, and her promiſe religious, and 
therefore underreoke to effeR it. Within few dayes at- 
ter, very ingeniouſly, and according to the inſtructed

Alchough poverty might well have tutored the L2- 
dyes tongue, to demand a liberall recompence for her 
painesz yet ſhe requeſted but an 100. pounds, 23 
a friend]y helpe towards her daughters marriage, and 
that with a baſhfull bluſhing was uttered too; yer the 
Countetle gaye herfive hundred pounds, belidcs fo 
many rich and coſtly jewels, as amounted to a farrs 
Preatex ſumme.So ſhe returned to her wonted lodging, 
at the aged widdowes houſe,where firſt ſhe was enter- 
tained ar her comming to Florencez and the pood old 
I ady, to ayoyde the Counts repairing to her houſe a+ 
ny more,departed thence ſodainely with her daughter, 
to divers friends of bers that dweltin the Country, 
whereat the Count was much diſcontented); albeir af. 
terward, he did never heare any more tydings of het 

or her daughtcr,who was worthily marryed,toher Mo- 

thers great comfort, 

Not long after, Count Bertrand was re-called bome 
by his people , and he having heardof his wives ab- 
fence, went to Rouſſillion ſo much the more willingly, 
And the Countefſe knowing her husbands departure 
from Florence, asalſo his fate arrivall at his owne 
dwelling, remained till in Florence, untill the time of 
ber deliverance,which was of two goodly Sonnes,live - 
ly ceſembling rhe lookes of their Father, andall the 
perfeR lincaments of his body.

tring into the great Hall where the Tables were rea- 


dily covered for dinner. Preafling through the throng 
of people, with her two children in her armes, ſhee 
— tothe place where the Count ſate, and fal> 
ing on her knees befere him, the teares trickling a- 
bundantly dawae her checkes, thus ſhe ſpake. Worthy 
Lord, I am thy poore, deſpiſed, and unfortunate wife; 
who (that thou might rerurne home, and not be an 
exile from thine owne abiding) have thus long gone 
begging through the world. Yet now at length, 1 hope 
thou wilt beſo honourably-minded, as to performe 
thine owne two ſtrit impoſed conditions made to the 
two Knights which I ſent unto thee, and whiclhby thy 
command) I was cnjoyned to doc.

T he Count hearing this, ftoode as confounded 
with admiration; for full well he knew the Ring; and 
both the children were ſoperfetly like him, as hce 
1s contirmed to.be their Farther by general] judge- 
men, Vpon his urging by what poſſible meanes this 
coud be brought to paſle : the Counteſle in pretence ot 
the whole aſſembly, and unto her erernall commenda»

lenefle, ang whatſvever elſe, ro attraft the eyes of 
tycry one to-behulde facr ; was allo lo chaſte, m_—_ 

anc 
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and baſtfull, asit was meerely impoſſible to prevyul: 
{o farce with her, that any man ſhould come to ſpeake 
with her. For in thoſe daycs marriages were purlucd, 
and (ought by valour, and by the onely opinion which 
ſtout Wartiours conceived of the vertuous qualitics of 
a Lady. Notwithſtanding never could any man make 
his vaunt, that ſhe had given him ſo much as a looke, 
or ever any attained to the fayourgto whiſper a word in 
her earc.

ceived,that (ich an excelling beauty as was in Seridtbe 
with thufe gogd and commendable cuſtomes, ando-

Beiide , among lo grest 
a :00pe of Loxds,9s dayly made tender of their an0+ 
cous ſervice, ſome one or other would proove fo 
havpygas(at che Jatt) the ſhould be his miltrefle. And 
cherctore torbearing what otherwile he had inenced, 
25 a bnall conclufon of all ſuch follies: calkng bis 
daughter alone to himlelte in his Chamber, and ftan- 
dino cleere from all other artentienghe uſed to her this 
or tic like language, 

I know not taire daughter,what rezſ{on may moore 
youto fhew yout lelte fo diſdainetill rowards to many 
Noblc and worthy menzas come 26 vilite you, and ho- 
nour my Court with thezr preſence, offermg me» their 
{ove and Joyall Rrvice, under this onely pretence (as | 
perceive) ot obtaining you, and compaſling the hap-

You being a wiſe King, and the worthy Pather «cf 
Seriflha, itisin you to mediate, counſell, and effeR, 
what beſt ſhall beſceme the de fſeignes of your daugh. 
tcr,becauſe it js the yertue of Children, yea, and theig 
eternall glory and renowne, to illuſtrate the lives and” 
memory of their parents. It confiſteth in you, cj- 
tograunt honeſt licenſe to ſuch Lords as defire me, or 
to oppoſe them with ſuch diſcreete conditions,xs bath 
your felfe may fir free from any furcher affliting, and 
they reſt defeated of dangerous diſſentione, according 
as you foreſee what may enſne, Which yer{neverthe- 
leſt) I hold as a mattcr impoſſible; if their diſ- 
cord ſhould be grounded on the ſole apprchenſion 
of their ſoules: and the onely prevention thereof, 
is, not-to yeeld any ligne, glanceof the eye, or fa 
much as a word more to onc man than to another: 
for ſuch is the ſetled diſpoſition of your daughters

make our Daniſh coaſts every veay inacceflible, Theſe 
are the Noble meancs to merite, 2s may tlirow 
deſeryed recompence upon them, and much more 
worthily, than making Idolles of Lady. s lookes,or ga- 
zing far Babyes in their wanton eycs.50 may you bt» 
flovv on chem what 15 your owne ,vranting Seritfgh to 
behold none, but him whom you ſul pleaſe ro give 
her : for othe:vwile, you know what her abſolute re» 
{ulve is, never hereatcer for ro Jooke any living man 
in the face, but enely you my gracious Lord and Fa- 
ther. 

When the King had heaid this wife and modeſt 
anſyerec of his daughter, he could not otkcrwile chule 
but greatly commend herin his heart; and ſmyling 
at the counſel] which the gave him, hee returned her 
this anſwere, Vnderſtand mee well, ſaire daughter, 
neher am Imindgd to breake your determination 
wholly, nor yet dee I purpoſe togorerne my felfe 
according to your oyne fancy. 1 fland indiffcrent- 
ily contented, that untill I have otherwiſe purpo« 
ſed, you ſhall centigue the nature of your ancient 
cuſtome : yet conditionally, that when I command 
an zſtcration ut your carriage, you iaile not there» 
into declare your obedience, What elle remaine:h Le- 
fide, for fo filly a thing as a Woman is, and for the 
private pleaſing of ſo many great Princes and Lords, 
I wiilnot endanger any ot their lives, becauſe their 
parents and friends (being ſcnlible of tuch loſſes) 
may (ecke revenze, perliaps to their ovwne runes 
28d lome folloying ſcourge romy indilcretign. For 1 
co:1ldet 
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carfely love me, and of whpm (Im time) 1 way righr 
my ſc}te , having receiv y their means, prent 
wionzs and injuries. Alfol make no do1bt, but to 
manage your loye-fute with diſcretion, and fer fuch 
a plcaling proceeding betyeene them, as neither f{;21] 
begert any hatred in them towards me, nor yet offend 
them in their affeRious purſue, till fortune may 
ſmile ſo favourably upon ſome one many to reach the 
height of both our wilked defires, 

Siwalde was tins determinarely rcſolved, to let 
his dau>hter hive at her owne diſcretion, without any 
alteration of her conunned ſeverity, perceiving day 
by day, that many came ſtill ro requeſt her in marri- 
age, and hc could not give her to them all, nor make 
his choyſe of any one, leaſt all the reſt ſhould become 
his enemies, and fall intro quarre!} one with ance 
Ger, 

Onely this therefore was hs crdination.that among 
fuch a number of amorous ſuiteys, hee onely ſhould 
weare the Lawre!] wreath of yitory,who could ob- 
taine ſuch favour of Serit1a, as but tolooke her in 
the face. This condition ſeemed to be of no mcane 
diffien]ty, yea, and ſo impoſlible, that many gave

ro ſpeak,as all the other did;he reaſoned with her thus, 

Whence may it proceede, Madam, that you bcing

Fearing 
kaſt ſome other theefe had now made a ſecond ſtealth 
of his divine '2oddeſſe ; he muſt needes follow her a- 
gaine, ſceking quite throughout the world,never more 
returning backe tothe Court, nor to the place of his 
owne abiding ,untill he heard udings of his Miſtrelſe, 
or end his dayes in ſearch of her.

Why doe 
you foxlake # porent King, wioie onely daughter and 
hope you are 3 leaving your cotintrey and royall traine 
o' Ladics, ard lo farre abafing yourrelte, to live inthe 
dejettcy fine ot a fervant,and to ſome ruſticke clowne 
or peaz.anc? What reaſon have you, to deſpiſe ſo many 
worthy Lo:ds, that dearcly love and honour you , but 
(above them all) yonr poore flave Ocharw, who hath 


made no ſpare ot his owne life for the ſafetie of yours, | 


and allo {or the defence of your honour? Royall maid, 
J am the {ame man that delivered you from the villain, 
who would haye violated your faire chaſtitie 3 and 
{ince then, have not ſpared any paine or travell in your 
ſearch + for whoie lelie, King S:walde is in extreme 
antuh, the Dares in morning habits, and Ocharas 
even atthe doore of death, being no way able to en» 
dure your ablence. 
Art you of theminde, worthy Madam, that Thavs 
not hitherto delcerycd 1o much as one good Jooke or 
glance of your eye, in recompence of ſo many good 


' and Joyalil lervices ? If Alas! [am neither raviſher, 


nor demander of any unjuſt requeſts, or elſe jncivillin 
my motions ;1 may merit once regard of my Miſtreſlec, 
I require onely {o hilly a favour, that her eyes may pay 
rc the wages tor all which | have hitherto done in her 
ſervice. What would yon doe Madam, if1 wer* an im- 
por;unue folicicor, aud requeſted tarre greater mat- 
tcrs of you, in juſt recompence of mylabours ? 1 do not 
dctire, that you ſhould embrace me, 1 am not fo bold, 
as t9 requeit a kiſle of Seriddoges more than immortal! 
:ps. Notdor I covet, that theofhoutd any otherwilc 
CRUCITS 
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entreare me, than with ſuch ſeverity as bcſeemeth (0 
Lreata princefle. I aske no more, bnt oncly to clevarc 
your chaſte eyes, and erace me with one little looke, 
as bein2 the man, who for his vertue and Joyall aftc» 
Ennn, hath deſerved more than that fiyour , yea, a 
much preaccr and excellent recompence.Can you ther 
be ſocruell , as to deny me {olmall a thing, without

T he Princeſſc perceiving that it availed nothing to 
conceale her (elfe,being by him ſo apparant!y gdiſcove- 
red ; bezan now to ſpeake (which ſhe h2d never done 
before , either to him, or any other of her amorous ſt - 
ters) anſwering. him in this manner. Lord Ocharas, 
ic might ſuthce you, that your importunity made me 
torſake my Fathers Court , and cauſeth mee to live 
in this 2baied condition, which I purpole to proſecute 
gil my time ; or ſalons (at the leaſt) as you, and ſuch 
as you atc, purſue me ſo fondly as vou have preſumed 
to doe.

recompencefome part of histravels.Whichto effeR,ſhe 
reſolved to follow him (in ſome counterfeit habite) c- 
ven:o the place of his owne abiding , ro try,if cafily 12 
could take knowledge of her, whom fo lately hee ſavy 
ia the garments of a Shepherdeſle. Being thus minded, 
ſhee went to her raiſtreſſe whom ſhe ſerved, and who

Seriftag being wonderoully joyful at her aniwer, ſut- 
fred her topaint, or rather ſoile her faire face, with the 
juice of divers hearbes and rootes; and cloathed her in 
luch an habite as thoſe women ule to were thzt 
Iive in the mountaines of Norway , vpon the ſca- 
coaſt fronting, Great-Brittaine. Being thus dit-uiſed, 
confidently the yent, to b:guile che eye of her deareſt 
friend, and foto rcrurne b:cke againe from him, ha- 
ving afforded him ſu-h 2 ſecret favour, in requitall of 
his honourabl: ſervices 3 delivering her out ot ſo greg 
a danger, and comming to vitite him 1a lo ſolitary 4 
life.

Yet fergning to take ng knowicdoe thereof, heebes 
thought himlclfe of a quoint policy, whereby to make 
trial, whether ſecret kr1ndn-flc had condutted this Las 
dy rhither,or no, to conclude his toxrments,z and Live 
Enall eadto his ericyoue afflitions., 

Vpon a watch-vvord viven to his mother, he precens 
ded, and io cauicd tt ro be noiſed through the houle, 
that he wasto marry a very honoutable Lady 3 which 
the conſtant and chaſte maide verily belecvcd 3 2nd 
therctorc gave the more diJizent attendance (as a vows 


one conld expre {fe her ſclte tore ready, becauſe ther e= 
iteemed him above all other men, Yet ſuch vas the ob» 


as ſhe would rather ſuffer all the Hames of love; than 
exprelle the leaſt ſhew-of dehire 19 any man livine, New 
verthelefle, the was inyardly offended, that any other 
ſhould have the honor, to make her yaunt of enjoying 
Ochar4;whom (indeed) the covered, and thought him 
only worthy in her heart, to be Sonin layy tothe King 
ot Denmarke, 

Now: as the. mother-was very ſeriouſly bulicd in 
preparing theCaſtlefor rectivin2 the pretended Brides 
ſhe imployed her new maide ( Serifthal meane ) 2s 
bulily as agy of all rhe rcit, In the meane while, 
Ochatus was laid upon a bed, well noting all her car- 
riave ang behaviour, the having alighted candkeinher 
hand;without any Candlefticketo hold it in. Agall rhe 
{erraries (bothymen and maides } wery ranning haſtt- 
! from place to place, to carry fuch-occations as they 
were comimazndcd,the candks vas Conlunee fo nero 
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eome ſervant ) to ſee all things indue decency, as ne» 


ſtinate opinion ſhe conceived of ner owne preciſenclic, 
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eo Serifthaes fingers, that it burned her hand, She,not 
co faile a jotin her height of minde, andtodeclare 
that her courage was invincible 3 was lo farre off trom 
caſting away the (mall ſnuffe which offended her, that 
ſhe rather graſpr it the more ſtrongly, @n to the en-

flaming of her ozwne fleſh, which gave light co the reit 
about their bufinc(ſe. A matter (almoſt Jas marvellous, 
as the a& of the noble Romane, who gave his hand ro 
be burned, in preſence of the Tuſcan King), that had 
befiedged Rome, Thus this Lady would necedcs make 
it apparantly knowne, by this couragious a&t of hers, 
that her heart could not be enflamed or conquered, by 
all rhe fires of concupiſcence, in ſuffering {o ſtourel y 
and couragiouſly, rhe burning of this marexiall fire.

bout her, hee faid, At this inſtant Madam, the King 
your Fathers decree is fully accompliſhed,tor 1 am the 
firſt man that ever lookt you in the face, and you arc 


onely mine, without; making any longer rehſtance. 
You are the Princely Lady and Wife, by me (ocon- 
ftaucly loved and defired, whom 1 have followed with 
ſuch painful rravell,expoling my life to infuute perils 
in your ſervice : you have ſecne and lookt on himgwhs 
never craved any thing of you. bz oncly this fayour 
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wherof you canot bereaye me apmne,becauſe the gods 
:hemſclves, ar ſuch time as 1 leaſt expeRed ir,have be. 
ſtowne it on me, as mydeleryed recompence and wort- 
thy reward. 
in the delivery of theſe words, he kifſed and embra- 
c<d her 2 thouſand times, ſhe uling no grear reiſtance 
againſt him, but only as (omewhat oftended yyith her 
ſel fe,cither for being ſo raſh in looking on him, or elle 
tor delaying his duc merit {o long; oc rather, becauſc 
with her good will the had falne into the eranſgreſhi- 
on, She declared no violent or contending motiou, as 
loath ro c6tinue ſo long in his 2rms;bur rather evident 
Fenes of hearty contentment, yet in very baſhfull and 
modeſt manner, willing enough to accept his loving 
kineneſle, yet not wandring from her wonted chaſte 
carriage. He being favourably excuſed, for thgons-

moſt toviagly, and to plealing were her {pecches, car- 
ricd with wit and womanly diſcretion, that nothing 
wanted to approve what ſhe had done. Matters which

The young Gentleman, though poore, being neither 
blocke nor dullard, perceiving what he made no out- 
ward ſhezw at,and underſtood himſelfe fo ſufhiciently, 
that holding it no meane happinefſe to be affected by 
her, he thought it very baſe and cowardly in him, if he 
ſhould not exprefle thelike to her againe. So loving 
murually (yet ſecretly) in this manner, and ſhe cove- 
ting nothing more, than to have private conference 
with him, yet not daringtotruſt any one with ſoim- 
portant a matter, atlength ſhee deviſed a new ftrata- 
geme, tocompalſſc her longing defire, and y_ 
him with her private purpoſe, which proved to bee in 
this manner. She wrote aLetter, concerning what 
was the next day to be done, for their fecrer meeting 
together; and conveying it within the joynt of an hol- 
low Cane, in jeſting manner threw it to Guiſc ardo, 
ſaying; Let your man uſe this for a paire of bellowes, 
when he meaneth to make fire in your Chamber, Guif- 
cardo taking up the Cane, and conſidering with him. 
ſclfc,thar icher Was it given, or the words _— 

ng 
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ken, bur doubtlefſe on ſome important occaſion; wene 
unto his lodging with the Cane, where viewing it re - 
ſpeRively, hee found it to be cleft, and opening it 
with his knife, found there the wr-ten Letter enclo» 


After hehad readir, and well conſidered on the (ers 
vice thercin concerned; he was the moſt joyfull man 
of the world, and began to contrive the apteſt meancs, 
for meeting with his gracious Miltreſſe,and accordinz 
as ſhe hadgiven him cureRion. In a corner of the 
Kings Palace, it being ſeated on a riſing hill, a cave 
had long becne made inthe body of the fame hill, 
which rectived no light into it, but by a ſmall ſpiracle 
or vent-lcope, made out ingenioufly onthe hulls fide; 
Andbecauſe it had not beene a long time frequented, 
by the acceſſe of any body, that vent -light was over- 
growne with briers and buſhes,vwhich almoſt engirt it

But Love,from whoſe bright diſcerning cyes,noth ing 
can ſo cloſely be concealed, but at the lengeh it com- 
meth to lipht, had made this amorous Lady mindfull 
thereof, and becauſe ſhe would not bee diſcovered in 
her intention, many day-'s together, her ſoule became 
perpicxcd; by what meancs that rone doore might 
Þcit be opened, before ſhe could compalle to pertorme 
er, But ater that ſhe had found our the way, and 
gone 
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g-ne downe her (elte alone into the cxve;obſerving the 
ioope-light, and had made 1t commodious for ker pur- 
pole, ſhe gave knowledge thereot to Gurſcardo, to haye 
h:m deviſe an apt courſe for his defcent, acquainuas 
hin trucly with the height, and how farre it was di- 
{tant trom the ground within, Aficr he had tound the 
{oulpirall in the halls fide ,and given ita large entzance 
for [18 ſafer paſlape,he provided a ladder ofcords, wit'z 
ſteps [uſicient for hig deſcending and aſcending, as 1 
ſo a wearing (ute made of leather, to keepe his skinne 
urſcratched ofthe thornes, and to avoyde all (uipition 
ot his reſorting thither. In this manner went hee to 
the ſayd loope-hoole che nizhe following, and having 
tie; one end ot his corded ladder, to the ftrong 
fuwmnpe of a trce being cloſely by ur; by meanes of che 
layd laddcr, he deſcended downe into the cave, and 
there attended the comming of his Lady, 

She, on the marrow morning, pretending to her 
waiting woman, that (he was (carſcly well ,and there. 
fore would not bee diſeaſed the moſt part of that day; 
commanded them to cave her 2lone in her Chamber, 
and not returnc untill ſhe called for them, Jocking the 
doore her ſelfe for rhe better (ſecurity. Then opened ſhe 
the doore of the Caye, and going duwne the Raires, 
found there her amarous friend Gutſcardo, whom (he 
ſaluted with a chaſte and modett kille; cauſing him to 
aſcend up the ftaires with her \nto her chamber, This 
long deifed, and now obtained meeting, cauſcd the 
' treo deerely affeed lovers,in kinde diſcourſe of amo- 
rous argument (without incivill or rude Femceanar) to 
ſpend there the moſt part of that day, to their hearts 
Joy and mutuall conteutment. And having concluded 
on theiroften mecung there, unthis concealed ſort; 
Guiſcardo went downe mothe Cave againe, the Prin» 
celle making the dyore faſt after him, and then went 
torth among her Womens And io in the _—_ 

ly 
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ſon, Guiſtarde aſcended up apaine by his Laddec of 
cords, and coyering the lyope-hole with brambles and 
bauthes, recurned(unleene of any )to his owne lodginy: 
tl.e cave being afterward 2uilty of their of;en meeting 
there in this manner, 

Bur Fortune who hath alwayes bcene a farall enemie 
to lovers ftolne fchcaties, became envious of cheir thug 
ſecret mecting, and overthrew (in an intlamut) all theas 
pore happineſſe, by an accident moſt ſpightfull and 
malicious: the King had uſed divcrg dayes before dinnes 
ume, to refort all alone to his daughters Chamber, 
there converiing with her in moſt loving manner, 
One unl12ppy day amon2 the reſt, hea the Princefle, 
bcing named Goi/monda, was [porting in her private 
Garden among her Ladyes, the King (ar his wonted 
time) went ro his Daughters chamber, being neither 
heard nor ſcene by any, Nor would he have his daugh- 
ter called from her pleaſure, but finding the windewes 
fait ſhur,and the Curtaines cloſe drawne about the bed; 
he (te doyne ina chaire behind it, and leaning his 
head upon the bed, his body being covercd with the 
Ccurtaine,as if he hid himſclfe purpoſely;he muice on lo 
many matters till at laſt he fell aſſeepe. 

Ic hath bcene oblerved as an ancient Adage, that 
when diſaſters are ordained to any one, commonly 
tlicy proove to be ineviiablezas poore Ghi/monda could 
rvieneſle too well, For while the King thus flept, (he 
having (unluckily} appointed another meeting with 
her triendly lover Guz/cardo, left her Gentlewo- 
menin tie Gardenan4 itcaling ſottlyinto her Chara- 
ber, liaving made all faſt and ſure, ſor being deſcried 
by any pcrion : opened the doore to Guifc a; do, who 

{tood rhere ready on the aire-head,awaiting his £n- 

trance; and they ſitting downe on the be {1de(as the y 

vere wont todoc) began their uſaall kind: of conte- 

rence againt, with tithes and loving E:fics mincled 3= 
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mon? them. It chanced the King awaked,and both hea- 
102 and([eeing this familiarity of Gut/cardo with hig 
Daughter, he became greatly confounded with griefe 
thereat, Oace he intended, tocry out for helpe, to 
have them both there appreheaded; but hee held ir a 
part of 2reater wiicdome,7o lit filcar ſtill, and (1t hee 
coul«{} ro keepe himlelte lo cloſely concealed: ro the 
end, that he nuzht rhe more ſecretly, and with farre 
leflc diſgrace to himſc}ie,pertorme what hee had rathly 
intended to doe, 

T he poore diſcovercd Lovers, having ended their a» 
morous inerprrlance ,yvithout ſuſpiuon of the Kings 
being fo neere in perion, or any clic, to betray their 
over-contdent truſtz Guiſcardo deſcended againe into 
the Cave, and ſhelcaving the Chamber, returned to 
her women in the Garden; all which Tancrede well ob- 
ſerzed, and in a rapture of furic, departed (unſecne) 
into his owne lodging, The ſame night about the 
huure of mens fit {leepe, and according as he had gi- 
ven order; Guifcardowas apprehended, even as hee 
was comming torth of the loope-hole,and in his home « 
ly leather habite. Very cloſely was he brought betore 
the King, whoſe heart was lwolne lo grext with gniete, 
as hardly was he able to ſpeake, Notwithſtanding at 
the laſt he began thus, Guiſcardo, the love and relpeR 
I have uſcd rowards thee,hath not deſerved the ſhame- 
full wrong which thon haſt requited me withall, and 
as I have feene with nunc owne eyes this day, Where» 
unto Guiſcardo could anſwere nothing elle, bc onel y 
this : Alas my Lord! Loveis able to doc much more, 
than either you cr. Whereupon, Tancrede comman- 
ded, that he ſhould be ſecretly well guarded, in a ncer 
adjoyning Chamber, and cn the next day. Ghiſa:0ad3 
having (as yet) heard nothing hetecof,the Kings braine 
being ivfamtely Lulied and troubled, after Einner, and 
a he otten had uſcd to doe; hes went ty his dinghters 

Chitin. 
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Chamber, where calling for hers, and ſhutting the 
doores cloſely to them, the ceares trickling dovene his 
aged white beard, thus he ſpake co her- 

Ghi/mozda, I was once grounded in a ſetled perſivaſie 
on, that I erucly kneyv thy verene, and honeſt mtegrury 
of life; and this beleefe could neyer have beene alrred 
in meby any ſiniſter reports whatſoever ,had not mine 
eyes cence, and mineeares heard the contrary. Nor did 
I fo much as conceive athought cither of thine ate &þ 
0, or private converſing with any man, but onely ic 
that yyas to be thy husband. But now, 1 my (elte being 
able to avouch thy folly, imagine what an heart-b1cakc 
this will be to me,ſolong as life remaineth in tis 

oore weake,and aged body, Yet if needes rhou mit 
Lareyarkded to this wanton weakeneſle, I would thou 


had(t made choyſe of a man, anſwerable to rhy birth 


and Nobilityz whereas on the contrary,amon? ſo ma- 
ny worthy ſpirits as reſort to my Court,thou ltkeſt beſt 


ro converſe with that filly young man Guifcardo, one} 


of yery mcane and baſe deſcent, and by me (cvenfor 
Gods ſake) from his very youngeſt yeeres, bron2 he up 
to this inftant in my Court; whercin #hou haſt g.ycn 
me ſuch afiRion of minde, and fo overthrowne my 
ſenſes, as 1 cannot well imavtine how I ſhould deale 


with thee. For him, whom I haye this night caulcd | 


to be ſurpriſed, even as hee came forth of your clo{c 


contrived conveyance, and dctainc as my prifoucr,f 


I haye reſolved how to proceed with hira + bue con- 
cernins thy ſelfe, mine oppreſſions arc ſo many and 
violent, as Iknow not what to ſay of thee, One way, 
thou haſt meerely murthered the unfeighned aftetti- 
on 1 bare thee, as neyer any father could exprefſc 
more toh $ childe « and then againe, thou haſt kin- 
dled a moſt juſt indignation ra mee, by thine immio- 
deft and wiltull folly, and whereas Nature pkadeth 


pardon for che one, yet juſtice ſtauderh up againſt & 
other 
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xber,and urgeth crucll ſeverity an1.nſt thee:neverthe« 
'ctle, beforr | will determine vpoa any reſolution, I 
c2rac purpoſely tirſt ro heare chee ſpeake, and what 
thou caalt ſay for thy felfe, in a baſe cale, fo Kefperace 
ana dangerous. 

Having thus ſpoken,ke hung downe the head in his 
boſome,weeping a5 abgundantly, as if he had beene a 
cl11/de (everely difciplinde, On the other fide, Ghy- 
n:0474 hearimn; the tpeeches of her Father, and perce1= 
vin2 withal},that not anely her ſecret love was diſcoves 
ted, butallo Guiſcardo was in cloſe priſon, the matter 
whach moſt ot all did torment her; the tell into a very 
ſtrange kinde of extalic,{corning teares,and entreating 
tearmesgſuchas feminine frailety are alwayes apteſt un- 
ts: but rather ,w1th icight of cour 1ge,controllingfteare 


| orfervile baſeneſſe, anddeclaring invincible fortitude 


1 her very looke, ſhe concluded with ker (elfe, rather 
thn to urge any kumble perſwafions, ſhee would Jay 
her life dozvne at the ſtake, For plainely ſhe perceived, 
that Guiſcardo already was adcad man in Lay, and 
death w2s likewiſe as welcome to her, rathcrthan the 
6&priyation of her love; and therefore, not like a wee- 
p:ng woman, or as checkt by the offence committed, 
but carelelſe of any harme happening to her; ſtoutely 
and couracioully, not a teare appearing in hereye, or 
her ſoule any way to be perturbed,thus the ipake ro her 
Father, 

Taxcrede, to deny whatT have done, or to entrexte 
any favour from you, is now ne part of my diſpcſition: 
tor as the one can little ayaile me,ſo ſhal nor the ocher 
any way advantave me, Morecyer, I covet noi that 
you ſhould extend any clemency or kindnelle to n.ce, 
but by my voluntary confc{ſhon of truth, doe intend 


(firſt of all)ro defend mine honour, with reaſons ſound, 
good, ard ſubſtantial}; and then vertuoufly purſuz 
to the full ce, the greatneſle of my minde and 
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conſt int reſolution. True it is, that Thaveloved, and 
{ti!] dve,honeurable Gur/cardoy purpofing the like (G 
1ong 2s | (hall Live, which will be bur a fm23]! while: bur 
if it be poſtible ro continue the ſame otf:Rion after 
deal, 1t 18 for eyer vowed to him onely.Nor did mine 
»wne wom imth werkenes lo much thereto induce me, 
as the matchlefte veitue lining cleercly in Gaiſcards, 
and the lutle relpe&t you had of mariying me againe, 
Why royal] Father, you cannot .be 1gnorant, that you 
being compoled of flefh and blood, have begotten 3 
davgliter of the lelfelame compoſition, and not made 
of itone or iron. Morcover,you onyhe to remember {al- 
though now-you are farie {tept in yccres)what the laws 
of youth are, and with what difficuley they ate ro bee 
contradited, Confiecring withall, that albeit (during 
the vigour of your belt ume) you evermore Wer? cxcr - 
ciled in Armes,yet you (houl dlikewtle underſtand that 
neglitence & idle delights have mighty power;not on. 
ly in young people, but allo in them ot greateit yearcs, 
I be1n2 then made of PÞ:th and blood, and ſo derived 
fron your (elte; having had allo (o littic benefit of lite, 
that 1 am yet in the ſpung, and blooming time of my 
blood ; by cicher of thele reaſons, I muit necdes bee 
ſubjc& ro naturall deſires, wherein ſuch knowledge as 
I havc once already had, in the eſtate of my marriage, 
perhaps might move a turther intelligence of the ke 
delivins, according to the better abillity of ſtrength, 
which cxcceding all capacity of refiltance, induced 2 
ſecond motive to affetion,anlwerable ro my time and 
youtifull duiires, and ſo (like a young woman) I be- 
came amorous azaine;yct did I ſtrive even with all my 
urmoſt might,and beſt yertuous faculties abiding 1n mc 
no way to diſgrace either you or my ſelfe,as(in equali 
cenſure} yer have I not done, But Nature is above all 
humane power,and Love commanded by Natute !1ath 
picraulcd: tor Love, joyning with Fortune , 4n mcere 
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pitty and commiſeration of my extreame wrong, 1 
Found chem bork moſt benigne and gracious, teaching 
me a way l[ecret enouyn, whereby [| might reach the 
height of my delires,howfoever you becametnſtruced, 
or (perhaps) tound it out by accident, (o it was, and ! 
deny it not. 

Nor did I make e!eRion of Gui/tardo by chance, or 
rallily, as many women doc, but by deliberate counſel] 
wa my ſoule, and molt mature adviſe; 1 made choice of 
him above all other, and havin? his honeR harme- 
iefle converſatton,muually we enjoyed our hearts con< 
tenement, Now it appeareth, that I have not offended 
bue by lovezin imitation of vulgar opinion,rather than 
truth : you {ceke to reprove me bitterly, alleaging ne 
other maine argument for your anger, bur onely m 
not chooſing a Gentlemanyor one more worthy, Wher- 
in at is moſt cyident, that you doe not ſo much checke 
my fault,as the oreination of fortunezywho many times 
2duancerh men of mcaneſt eſteceme, and abaſer!: chem 
of greater merit But [caving this diſcourſe let us looke 
to the originall of things, wherein we are firſt ro ob- 
ſervegthat from one malle or lumpe of fleſh, both we, & 
all other received our fleſh, and one Creator hath crca- 
ted all chinos ; yea, all creatures, equally in their for - 
cesand faculties, and equall Jikewilſe in their vertue : 


' which vertue was the firſt that madediſtinion of birth 


and equality, in regard, that ſach as have the moſt li 
berall portion thereof, and performed ations rherera 
anſycrable, were thereby termed noble; all chereſt 


| remaining unnoble: now alchough contrary uſe did at- 
| tcryvard hide and conceale thi. Law, - was it not 


therefore baniſhed from Nature or good manners. In 


which reſpeR, whoſocycr did execure all his ations by 
vertue declared hunſelfe openly robe noble;and hg that 
termed him otherwiſe, it vas an errour in the miſcal- 
r,and not in the perſon ſo wrangtully called; as the

very ſame priviledge is yet an full force among us 3c 
this day. 

Caſt an heedfull eye then (good Faiher) upon all 
your Gentlemen, and adviledly examune their yertucs, 
conditions, and manner of behaviour. On the othcr 
ſide,o\ſcrve thoſe parts remaining in Gx/c ardog& then 
if you will judge cruely,and without affection,you vill 
confeſſc him to be moſt Noblezand thar all your Gen- 
tlemen(in reſpect of himy are baſe Groomes and vil- 
laines. His yertuces and cxcelling perfeftions, I never 
credited from the report or judgement of any perſon; 
but onely by your [pccches, and mine owne eycs are 
erue ywitnelles, Who did ever more commend Guiſcar- 
Ao, extolling all choſe lingularitics in hum,molt requi- 
ite tobe in an honeſt verruovs manz than you your 
ſelfe have done?Nor neede you to be forry,or aſhamed 
ot your 2zvod opimion concerning him 2 for if mine 
eycs have not decervcu my judgeinent, you never gave 
lum thc left part of prayle, but I have knowne much 
more in him, than ever your vvords were. able to cx- 
preſle; wheretorey if 1 have beene any way deceived, 
truly the deceit proceeded only from you. Hoyy will you 
rhcn maintaine,that I haye thrown wy liking on a man 
of baſe condition? In troth (Sir) yon cannor. Perhaps 
you willalledge, that he is but meane and poorc; [ 
confellc ir,& (urely it is your ſhame, that you have not 
bcſtown place of more preferment,on a man ſo honeſt 
and well deſerving, and having beene fo long a time 
your ſervant. Neverthelefſe poverty impaireth not any 
part ofnoble nature, but wealth hurries it into hott! 
ble confuſions, Many Kigzs and great Princes have here+ 
tofore beene poore, when divers of them that have del- 
ved into the cearth,and kept Flocks in rhe field,izave big 
advanced to riches ,and exceeded the other in wealth. 

Now, as concerning your laſt doubt, which moſt of 
#1 aflictecn y4..,namely,bow you ſhall deale with mes

boldly rid your braine of any ſuch diſturbance; for if 
you have reſolved now in your extremity of yeeres, to 
doe that which your younger dayes evermore defpiled, 
I meane;, to become cruell; uſe your utmoſt cruelty 
againſt me; tor I will never intreate you tothe contra- 
ry,becauſe 1 am the fole occaſion of th.s offerice, it it 
doc deierve the name of an oftence. And this I] dare 
affure you, that if you dealewith mc, as you have done 
alrcady, or intend to Guicardo,mine owne hands ſha} 1 
aft as much : and theretore give over your tearcs to 
women; ad if you purpoſe to be cruell,lethim and me 
!n death drinke buth ot one Cup, at leaſt if you 11agine 
that we have deſerved it, | 

The King knew well enough rhe high fpiritof his 
Daughter, but yet (neverthelefle) he did not belceve, 
that her words would proove ations, or (he doe as ſhe 
layd. And therefore parting from her,and without in- 
tent of uſing any cruelty wh concluded, by quench+ 
ing the heate of another to coole the fiery rage of her 
d:iitemper, commanded two of his followcrs(who had 
the cuſtody of Gui/tardo) that without any rumor or 
noylſe at all, they ſhould ftrangle him the night enſu- 
ing, and taking the heart forth of his body, to bring it 
tohim; which they performed according to their 
charge, On the next day, the King called for a goodly 
Itanding cup of gold, wherein he pur the heart of Guiſ= 
cardo,ſending it by one of his moſttamiliar feryants to 
his Daughter, with command alſoto wſerthele words 
to her,Thy Father hath ſent thee this preſent,ta com- 
fort thee with that thing which molt of all thou afte- 
act, even as thou haſt comforted him with that thing 
which he moſt hated. 

Gli/iaonda, nothing altered from ber cruell delibe- 
rationgafter her Father was departed from her, cauſed 
certaine poyſonous rootes and hearbes to bee brought 
heezwhich ſhe (by diſti}}1t10n)made a water ofzto drink 
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(odainely , whenſocver any croflc accident ſhould come 
from her Fatnerz whereupon, when the Meſſencer 
from her Father had delivered her the preſent,and ut- 
tered the words as he was command«d: fhee tooke the 
Cup, and looking into it with aſciled countenance, 
by 119ht of the heart, & eff:& of the meſſage, ſhe knery 
ccrtainly, that was the lieut of Guiſcardo;then looking 
ftcrnely on the ſervant, thus fhe ſpake unto him, My 
honeſt friend,it is no more than right and juſtice ,that 
ſo worthy a heart 25 this is, (ſhould have any worſer 
grave than gold, wherein my Father hath dealt moſt 
wiſely. So lifting the heart up to her mouth, and 
ſreetely kifling it, ſhe proceeded thus. In all things, 
eventill this inſtant, (being the utmoſt pct iod of my 
life) I have evermore tound my Fathers love moſt ct- 
feQuall to me; but now it appearcth jarre gxcarer, 
than at 2ny timc heretofore; and therefore from my 
mouth, thou muſt deliver him che lateſt thankes hat 
ever I ſhall give him, for ſending, me ſuch an honoura- 
ble preſent. 

Thele words being ended, holding the Cup faſt in 
her hand, and looking ſcriouſly upon rhe hearryſhe be- 
gan againc in this manner, ,Thou ſweere entertainer 
of ail my decreſt delights, accurſed be his cruelty, that 
cauſerh me to ſrc thee with my corporall eyes, it being 
ſythcient enough for me alwayes to behold thee with 
the f1ght of my (oule, Thou haſt runne thy race, and 
as Forcune ordained,fo arc thy daycs finiſhed:for as all 
ficth hath an cnding,(o haſt thou concluded, albcic too 
tuone and before thy duc time, The travailes and m1- 
{criesof this world, have now no more to mcddle 
with thee, and thy very heavieſt enemy, hath beſtow- 
ed (uch a grave on thee, as thy greatneſſe in vertve 
worthily delexrveth; Now nothiug elſe is wanting, 
wherewith to beautife thy Funerall,but only her fighes 


and tcares,that was ſodcare unto thee in thy life time. 
And

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And becauſe chou migheeſt che more freelyen jox thew,,. 


fee how my mercilefic Father (on Ins 6wne meere mo- 
tion} hath ſent thee to me; and truely 1 will beſtow 
them frankely on thee, though once 1 had reſolved, to 
dye w:th drye eyes, and not ſhedding one teare, dreads 
leffe of cherr utmoſt malice towards me, 

And waen I have giren thee the due oblationof my 
tearcs,my foule ywhich {umetime thou haſt kept moſt 
carcfully, (hail come ro make a fvyzet conjunRton with 
thine : for in what company elſe can I travcil more 
conrentedly,nnd to thoſe unfrequentred filent ſhades, 
but one]y in thine? As yetT aw fure it isprefent herein 
this Cup ſent me by my Father, as having a provident 
reſpett to the place, for pulſeſſon of our cquall and mu- 
twall pleaſures; becauſe thy ſoule afteing mine ſo truc + 
ly,c:nnot walke alone, without his deare companion. 

Having thus finiſhed her complaint, even as if her 
head had becne converted into a well ſprinn of water,ſo 
did tearcs abundantly flow from her faire cycs, kiffing 
the heart of Gui/cardo infinite times. AV ywhich wii, 
her women ſtanding by her,neither knew what heart 
It was, nor to yvhat 6 her ſpeeches tended: but be- 
ing mooved tocompaſiionate tceares, they often dc- 
manded /albcit in vaine) the occaſion of her ſad com- 
vpl2ining,comforting her to their utmoſt power.

Then calling for the glafſe of water, which ſhee h-4 
readily prepared the day belore,and poryring it vpon 
the heart Lying in the Cup, couragioully adyancing, it 
to her mouth, ſhe dranke it up cycry drop; whick bc- 
nz done,ſhe Jay downe upon her bed, hoſding her 
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Lovers hcart faſtin herhandgand I:ying it ſo neere to 
t.cr owne as ſhe could. Now although her women knevw 
not what water at Was, yet when they had ſcene herto 
quaffe it 04 in than maner, they (ent word io ehic Kin 
who much ſuſpeRting what had happened, werit 1n all 
haſt to bis Daughters Chamber, entring at the vcry 
inſtant ,vvhen the was yd upen her bed;beholding het 
in ſuch paſſhonate pangs, with teares ſtreaming down 
tus reverend beard, he uled many kinde words to com- 
fort her ; when boldly thus ſhe ſpake unto him. Father 
{quoth ſhe) well may you ſpare theſe teares, becauſe 
ticy arc unticting for you,and not ally way dcfircd by 
nic; who but your {clfeghath (cene any man to mourne 
{or his ovwne wiltull offegze? Nevertliclefle, if bur the 
icaſt jorof that loye doc yer abide in you,yhereof you 
kave :nade ſuchliberall profcflion to me; let me obtaine 
t bis my very laſt m—_ to wit, that ſceing I might 
not privacely enyoy the benchic of Guzſcardoes love,and 
while he lived, ler yet (in death) one publike grave 
containe both our bodyes, tha: death may affoord us, 
what yon ſo cruelly inlife denyed ug. 

Extremity of griefe and ſorrow, with-held his 
tongue from returning any anſwere, and ſhe perceiving 
acrcnd approaching, held the heart ſill cloſed to her 
oyvne bare breſt, ſaying ; Here Fortune, receive two 
true hearts lateſt oblation; for, in this manner are we 
comming tothee, Socloſing her eyes, all ſenſe forſooke 
her,life leaving her body breathleſle.

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It hath beene continually uſed ay a Provcibe; that 1 
bad man taken and reputcd to bee honelt and good, 
may commit many evils, yet neither credited, or (ule 
pected : which proverbe giveth me very ample mat- 
ter to ſpeake of, and yet not varying trom our intenti» 
on, concerning the hypocrifie of ſo-2c religious per - 
ſons, who haying their garments long and large,therr 
faces madc artificially pale, their language mecke and 
humble to get mens goods :rom them; yer ſovregharth 
and ſtearne enovgh, in checking and controuling 0- 
ther mens errours; asalſoin urging others to give, 
and themſclyes to take, without any other hope or 
meanes of ſalvation. Nor doe they endeavour like 0- 
ther men, to worke out their ſoulcs health vrith tcarc

on. Morcovcr,bcing made Pricſt, when he was cele» 
brating Maſſe atthe Altar, if he ſawhimlelfe to be obs 
ſerved by any; he would moſt mournefully rcade the 
paſſion uf our S1viour,as one whoſe teates colt him 
littleqwhenſoever he pleafed to uſe ther; fu that in a 
hort while, by his preaching and teareshe fed the hu- 
mors of the Yenctiens (opleatingl y,that chey made him 
execmor (well-neere) of all their leſtaments, yea, 
many choſc him as depoſitary or Gurrdian of their 
monies; becauſe he was both Conteffor and Counſd. 
for,al:noſt toall the men and women. 

By this well ſeemung out-ſide of ſanity, tie Wolfe

witted much like to their skittiſh GondolJoes)the made 
a very ſhort, rehearſal of her finances. Ar length Fryar 
Albert demanded of her, whether the had any amorous 
friend or loycr* Her patience being exceedingly pro- 
voked, ſtearne anger appeared in her lookes, whic'1 
cauled her to returne him this anſwere, Hor now Sir 
Domine? what? have you noeyes in your head? Can 
you not diſtinguiſh berweene mine, and theſe ether 
common beauties?I could have loyers cnow, if I were 
{o pl:alcd; bur thoſe perfeftions remaining in me, are 
not tobe atkeed by this man,or that, How many bcau- 
ties haye you beheld,any way anſwerable to mine,and 
axe more fit for Gods,than mortals. 

Many other idle ſpeeches (he nttered, in proud opi- 
nion of her beauty, whereby Fryar Albertpreſcntly pec= 
ceived, that this Gentlewoman had but a hellovy 
braine, and was fit game for folly to fly atzwhich made 
him inſtantly enamored of hcr, and chat beyond all 
capacity of reſting ,vhich yer he referred to 3 further 
and more commodivus time.

exyeRation, readily attending for che Goas arivall, 
Albert comming to the houle, knacked at the doore, 
and che maide admittine him entrance, according as 
Lcr Miſtreſie had apporned,t};-: condutted him to her 
M:iftrefles Chamber, where laying afide his Friers 
habite, and ſee (ſeeing him ſhine with (ſuch glorious 
ſplendour, adding ation allo to his allumed diſſimyu- 
lation, with majeſticke motion cf his body, winges, 
and boy, as it hee had beene God Cypid indeede, 
convertcd into a body much bigrer of ſtature, than 
Painters commonly doe deſciibe tim , ker wiſedome 
was overcome with feare aud 1dmiration, that ſhee 
fell on her knecs before him, expreſſing all humble re- 
verence unto him.

him ; vehcace beth repaicing home to the Monaitery,

and ſingular (oever they be, without they are knowne 
to others, beſide ſuch as doe particularly enjoy them ; 
they carrie no more acccount, than things of mow y 
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*fimauon. Whereas on the contrary, when any cy 
or Gentlewoman hath ſome cminenc and peculiar fa- 
vour, which few or none other can reach unto, and it 
3s made famous by generall notion; then doe all wo - 
Ten clſc admire and honour her, as the glory of their 
kinde, and a rairaclc of Nature. 
F2 3 perceive Goflip, ſaid Liſetra,whereat you aime,and 
fuch 1s my love to you, as you ſhould not lole your 
longing in this caſe, were | but coaftantly ſecured of 
your (ecrecie, which as hitherto I have becne no way 
able totaxe, fo would 1 be Joth now to be more ſuſpiti- 
ous of than needs, But yer this raatier is of ſuch maine 
moment, that if you will proteſt as you arc truly vers 
tous, never toreveale it to noliving bedy, I will dil- 
cloſc to you almoſt a miracle. The vertuous oath being 
paſt, with many other (olemne proteftations beſide , 
Liſcttathen proceeded in thu; manner, 
I know Goflip,that it is a matter of common and or- 
dinary cuſtome for Ladies, and Gemtlewomen tobe 
graced with favorites, men o£fraile and mortall con- 
ditions; whoſe natures are; 2s ſubje& to inconſtanfy, 
as their very beſt endeavours dedicated to folly, as I 
could name no meane number of our Ladizs herein 
UVcnice.But when Soveraigne deities ſhall feele rhe im- 
preſlion of our humane defires, and behold ſubjeRs of 
ſuch prevailing efficacy,as to ſubdue the greateſt power, 
yea, and make them enamored of mortall creatures: 
you may well imagine Gofhp, ſuch a beauty is ſupeci- 
our to any other. And ſuch is the happy tortune of 
your triend Liſetta, of whoſe perfe&ions, great Cupid 
the awefull commanding God of Loyc himlelfe, con= 
ceived luch an extraordinary liking : as he hath aban- 
doned lus leate of ſupreme Majeſtic, and appearcd to 
me in the thape of a mortall man, with lively expreſſi- 
on of his amorous pafſions, and what extremuties of 
anguiſh he hath cadured, one]y for my love, May wr 
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be pollible ? replicd the Gollip. Can the Gods be 
wuche with the apprehenſion of our frailepaſiions ? 
Trac it is Goſhip, anſwered Li/etta, and (vo certaineiy 
true, that his facred kitles, (weer embraces, and moſt 
pealin? ſpecches , with profter of his continuall de- 
votion- towards mec, hath given mee 000d cauſe ro 
conhrme vwhart I (ay, and to thinke my felicity farre 
beyond al} other womens, being honourcd with his 
often nightly viſicacions, 

The Goſlip inwardly ſmiling at her idle fpecches, 
which (ncverrheteſle ) ſhee avouched with vehemen: 
all:yerations : tell inſtantly ficke of yyomnens natural! 
di{cale, tlunkins every minute a tedious moneth, till 
ſhe were in company with ſome other (35/lips, 'te 
breake the oblization of her vertuous promiſe, ans 
that uthers ( as we!l as her (elfe ) might laugh ar 
the folly of this ſhallow-vvirted woman The nexc 
day followin2, it was her happ? tv bee at 2 wede 
ging, among a great number of other wom*n » 
whom quickly ſhee acqunintcd with this fo itrange 
a wonder ; as they did the like ro their husbands: 
and paſling from hand to hand in Iefle (pace 
than two dayes , all Venice yas fally poſizilcd 
with it, 

Among the reſt, the br<thren to the tooliſh woman, 
heard this admirable neyves concerning rhe Siſter 3 
and they diſcrectly concealing, it to themſelves ,clote- 
ly concluded to watch the walke of this pretended 
God :and if he ſoared nor toloſrie a flight, they would 
clip his wings, to come the better acquainted with 
him. It fortuncd,thar the Frier hearing his Cupidicall 
vilitations over-publikely diſcovered, purpoled to 
checke and reprov* Liſetra for her indiicrenon, And 
being habired according to his former mannerghis Fri- 
arly Cowlc covering all his former bravery 1:2 lett his 
companion where hc ulgd £9 bay, and cloke!y m_ 
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4/602 unto the heuſ:+ Noſooner was he entred, but 
the brethren being ambuthed necre to the doore went 
in atter hum, and aſcending the ſtaires, by ſuch rime 
as hee had uncalcd humlelfe, and appeared like Gud 
C pid, with his ſpangled wings difplaid; they ruſhed 
inco the Chamber, and he having no other cetuge , 0+ 
pencd a large Caſement, ſtanding duetily over the 
great gulte or River, and preſently Icapt inco the wa- 
ter 3 which being dcepe, and he skilful! in lwimming, 
he hid no othec harme by his fall, albut the (odaine 
aright did much perplex him. 

Recoyerin? the further ſide of the River, hc eſpied 
a light, and the doore cf the houſe open, wierein 
dwcle a pore man, whom hee carneſtly intreatcd, ro 
ſave both lus life and reputation, telling him many 
11:5 aad tales by what mcanes he was dilgmiſed, and 
th: one by night-walking villatucs into the water, 
T'c poore man, being moved to compaſhonate his di» 
freſted eſtare, laide him 1n his ovvne bed, rainiltring 
ſuch other comtorts to him, as the timc and his po» 
verty dig permir 3 and day drawing on, he went about 
h:s bufincfle , adv:ilinv him to rake his reſt, andit 
thzould not be long nil] hee returned. So Jocking the 
&core; and leaving the counterfeiting God 2 bed, a- 
way goes the poore man to his dail y labour. The bre- 
thren to Liſettg, perctiving God Cupid to be fled and 
2onc, and the in melancholy ſadneile fi:ting by them : 
t1ey rooke up the Reliques he hadIcfi behind him, 1 
mcane the Fryers Hood and Cowle,which ſhewing to 
tiicir faſter, and ſharply reproving her vawomanly be- 
h1viour: theyletther in no meane diſcomſort, retur- 
ning home to their owne houſes, with their conque- 
:-d [pole of the torlorne T ricr., 

Luringthe times of thele occurrences, broade day 
{preading on, and the poore man returning home - 
ward by the Kialto, to yilicc lus guelt fo le't in bed: 

he 
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izbeheld divers crouds of people, and a generall ru- 
nor noy led among them, thit God Cupid had beene 
27 might wich Madam Lifſetta, where being over- 
dolely purſucd by her brethren, for feare of being (ur- 
prizcd, lice lexpt our of her window into the gulte, and 
9 one Could tel] what was become of him. Hereupoa 
the poore man began to imagine, that the guelt encer- 
minced by him incie night, mutt ncedes be the lame 
Gol Cupid, as by lus wings, and other embelliſhments 
peared ; wherefore being come home, and fitting 
.owne on the beds fide by him, attcr ſome few ſpec» 
nes paſſing berweene them) he knevy him to be Frier 
Albert, who promiled io ive him fifty duckets if hee 
would not berray ham to Li/ettacs brethren, 

Vpon the acceptation of c{11s otfer, the money being 
ſ:nt for, and paied downe; there wanted nothing 
no:v, vat ome apt. and covenient meanes, Whereby 
A\bzxt might faicly be conveyed into the Monaltery, 
wiich being wholly referred to the poore mans care 
and trult, thus hee ſpake, Sir, I ſce no hikelic-kood of 
your cicearc eſcaping home, except in th!s manner, as 
[adviſe you. Wee obſerye this day as a merry Feſti- 
all, and itis Jawfull for any one, to diſguiſe a man 
nm the 8kinnc of a Beare, or in the ſhape of a ſavage 
man, or any other forme of better adyice, Which be- 
12 ſo done, he is broughtupon Saint Markes market 
pace, where being hunced a while with dogzes, upon 
:he huntings conclulion, the Feaſt is ended , and then 
ach man Jeades his monircy whithec him pleaſeth, 
[tyou can accept any of theſe thapes, before you be 
ſcene here in my poore abidinz, then can ſately (at- 
trvard) bring you where you would be, Ochcrwile, 
| ſee no poſſible mernesg, how you may eſcape hence 
unknuwne ; for it is without all queſtion ro the contra 


ty, that the Gentlewomans brethren , kaowing your 
cncealement in ſome one placc or other, yall ter ſucia 
ipics 
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ſpies and watches for you throu3hout the city, as you 
mouit needs be taken by them, 

Now, although it ſcemed a moſt ſevere impoſit.on, 
for 4hert to paile in any of theſe dilguiles; yet lus 
excceding feare of Li/ettaes brethren and friends, 
made him gladly yeelde, and to undergoc what 
ſhape the poore man pleaſed, which thus hee ordercd, 
Annointing his naked body with hony, hee rhen 
coyercs « over with downy imall teathers, and faitc: 
nin? a chaine about his neci:e, and a ſtrange ugly vi. 
zard on his face, hee gave him a great ſtate in the 
one hand, and two huze Maſtzve dogges chained to 
gether in the other hand alſo which hee had bor- 
rowed in the Butchery, Afterward he fenta man tn 


the Kialto, who thee preclaimed by the ſound of | 


Trumpets : that all ſuch as defirce to ice God Cupid, 
waich the laſt night had deſcended downe from the 
Skies, and fell (by ill happe) into the Venetian 
pulte, letthem repaire to the publike Market place of 
Saint Af arkeand there hee would appeare in his ovwne 
likeneſlc , 

Thus being done, ſoone aftcr hee left his houſe, and 
leading him thus diſyguiſcd along by the chaine, hee 
was toJlowed by great crowds of prople, cycry one 
queſtioning of whence, and what hee was. In vehich 
manner ke brought him to the Market place, whcre 
an infinitenumber of people were gathered togetherzas 
vecll of the followers as of them that before hcard the 
proclamation. There he made choite of a pillar,which 
itood in 2 place ſomewhat highly exalted, whercto he 
cnunacd his ſayage man, making ſhevy as if be meant 
t awaitertherc, tillthe hunting (ſhould begin:in whicl 
ume the Flies, Walpes, Horners,did fo terribly ſting 
lus naked body, being annointed with Hony, that hc 
endured thereby vnlpeakeable anguiſh, When the 


yore man faw, that there needed no more concourle 
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of people ; pretending, as if hee purpoled to let looſe 
his Savage man z hee tooke the magke or vizard frong 
Alberts face, and then hee (pale aloud in this man» 


ner. 
Gentlemen and others, ſeeing that the yilde Boare 


commeth not to our hunting, becauſe I imagine thar 
he cannot eafily be found : Imeane (tothe end you 
may not loſe your labour incomming hither ) to ſheve 
you the great God of love called Capid, whom Poets 
teigned Jeng fince tobe alittle boy, but now growne 
to manly ſtature. You ſce im what raanner hee hath 
left his high dwelling, onely for tht comfort of our 
Venetian beauties : but belike, the night-fogs over« 
flagging his winges, he fell into our guife, and comes 
now to preſent his ſervice to you. Noſooner had hee 
tiken off his vizard, but every one knew him to be 
Fryer Albert; and ſuddenly arofe ſuch (houtes and out» 
crics, with moſt bitter words breathed forth againft 
him, hurling allo tones, durr and filth in his face,thac 
his beſt acquaintance then could take no knowledge of 
him,and not any one pittying his abuſing. 

So long continued the offended people in their fury

Afterward ber owne friend 
killeth her, and thence flicth away with the eldeff $i- 
fer. The third couple, are charged with her death, 
and being committed priſoners they confeſſe the fadi; 
and fearmg death, by corruption of money they pre- 
waile with their Keepers, eſcaping from thence to 
Rhodes, where they died in great poverty.

chan at this inſtant time ir is, Among ywhom there was 
onenamed Narnaldo Civida, a man but of meane 
conditiony yct cleare in faith and reputation, and in 
Iands, g00ds, and ready moneics, immeaſurable rich. 
Many childreg he had by his wife, ameng whom were 
chree Daughters, which exceeded his Sons in yeares,

where to live at hearts caſe upon our poſicſhons, I 
durſt engage my credite , that all the Siſters { not 
meanely ſtored with their Fathers treaſure) ſhall beare 
us company to what place fſocyer wee pleaſe. There 
cach man freely enjoying his owne deercſt loye, may 
live ike three brethren, without any hinderanmce to 
our mutuall content : it remaineth now to you 
Gentlemen , to accept this comfortable ofter, or ta 


rule it.

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T he two Brothers,whoſe paſſions exceeded their beb 
meanes for ſupport,percciving ſome hope how to en 
joy their loves ;defired no long time of deliberation,or 
greatly diſputed with their thoughts what was bcſt to 
be done ; but readily replied, that let happen any dan- 
gcr whatſoever, they would joyne with him in this de- 
termination, and hce ſhould partake with them in 
their wealthieſt fortunes. After Reſtagnone had heard

Here you are to obſerve, that Magdalena ( bg 2 
very beautifull Woman, young, and in the choiſeſt 
flower of her time) had otren before beene ſolicited by 
the Duke,to entertaine his love and kindenetic,vyhere- 
to by no meanes ſhe would liſten or give conſent-And 
being now moſt earneſtly importuned by her for the 
ſaferie of her Siſters life, hee tooke hold on this her 
daily ſuite ro him, and inprivate rold her, rhat if ſhee 
was ſodefirous of Ninetracs life: it Jay in her power to 
vbtaine it, by granting him the fruition. of her love, 
She apparantly perceiving that Ninetita wvasnot likely 
to Jive, but by the proſtizution of her chaſte henour, 
which thee preferred before the Jofſe of her ovene life, 
or her ſiſters, concluded, to let her die, rather than 
runne into any fuch diſgrace.

Maedalena havirg acquainted her Husband with 
her vertuous intention, for preſerving her fiRers life, 
and diſappointing the'Duke in his wicked deftre;zhe was 
45 contrary to her true meanin2in thiscaſe, as Nenetra 
had formerly beene adverſe ro Reffagnone, onely be- 
ing overruled likewile by jealoufic , and perſwadcd in 
his raſh opinion, that the Duke had already diſhonous 
xd Magdalena, otherwiſe, hee would not have deli- 
vered Ninetta out of priſon. Mad fury gave further fire 
to this ynmanly perſwafſion , aud nothing will quench 
this violent flame, but the life of poore Hagdalena, 
fuddenly ſactificed in the reſcue of her ſiſter; ſuch' a 
divell is anger, when the underſtandings bright eye is 
thereby abuſcd. No credite _— be given to her wo+» 
manly proteſtations, or any thing ſeeme to alter his

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with him, not taking any farewell of her other Siſter, 
and her huzband, Tothe Sea-ſhore they carae, very 
weakely previded of monies to defray theis charges, 
and getting aboard the Barke, direQed their courſe 
chemſelves knew nor whither. 

The amorous Duke in his diſguiſe , having long 
danced attendance at Folcoes doorc, and no admit- 
rance of his entrance; angerly returned backe ro his 
Cour:, proreſting ſevere revenge on Afagdalena, if 
ſhe gave him not the berter ſatisfaQtion, to clearc her 
from chus baſely abuhng him. On the morrow mor- 
ning, when Magdalena was tound murthered in her 
Chambcr, and ridings thereof carricd tothe Duke ;

there were, who bearing deadly hatred to Hugnetto, 
incenſed the Duke againſt him and his wite, as ſup- 
prong to be guilty of Magdalenacs gcath. Hee 
ing thereto very cafily perſwaded, in regard of his 
immoderate Jove to ths {laine Gentlewoman 3 weng 
hiralclfe in perſon, ( attended with his Guard) to 
H«gnettees Houſe, where he and his wife were fexzed 
as priſoncrs, 

T hele newes vere yery firange rothemn, and their 

impriſonment as unwelcome ; and although they 


were truly innocent either in knowledge of the horrid. 


faR,or the departure of Folco with Ninetta: yet being 
unablc tg endure the tortyres extremitie > they made 
themiclyes culpable by confefſion,and that they had a 
hand with Folco in the murder of Magdaterva, Vpon 
their forced confeſlion, and fentence of death pro- 
nounced on them by the Duke hiaſelfe; before the 
Gay appointed for their publike execution, by great 
fummes of money, which they had cloſely tud in 
their houſe, to leryz when any urgent extremitic 
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and before any intelligence could be had of theirflight, 
they eſcaped by Sea to Rhodes, where they lived af- 
terrvards in great diſtieſſe and milcry, The juſt 
vengeance of heaven follewed after Folcoand Ninettas 
he for murthecring his honeſt wife, and ſhe for poy= 
ſoring her oGeakeg husbandz for being bcaten a 
long while on the Seas, by tempeſtuous ſtormes and 
weathcr, and not admitted landing in any Port or 
creekezrhey were driven backe on the Coaſt of Candie 
2224nc, where being apprehended and brought tothe 
Cicry before the Duke, they confeſſed their feverall 
notorious cffences, and ended their loathed livesin 
one fire together. 

hus the idle and looſe life of Re/fagnone, with the 
franticke rage and jealoufic of Nizetta and Foo, os 
verrurned all rheir long continued happinefle, and 
threw a diſaſtrous ending on them all, 


Gerbino,contrary to the former plighted faith of his Gyand- 
father,K ing Gulielmo, fought with a Ship at Sea,be- 
login to the King of Thunis,to take away bis Dazgh» 
rer,vbo was then in the ſame Ship.Sbe being ſlaine ly 
thee that had poſſeſſion of her, be likewiſe ſlew them; 
and eſterward had his owne head ſmitten off.

1ncommendation of 7uſtice betwene Princes; and decla- 
ring withall that neither ſeare, dangers, ner death it 
ſelfe, can any way daunt atrue and lojall Lover, 


MpAdm Laurctta having concludes her Novell, and 
the company complaining on Loyers misfortunes, 
ſome blaming the an2ry and jealous fury of Ninetts, 
and every one delivering their ſeverali Opinions 3 
the King asawaking out of a paſſionate perplexity,ex - 
alted his lookes, giving a figne to Madam Elf2, that 
ſac ſhould follow next in orderz whercto ſhe obcying, 
beganin this manyere I have heard (Gracious La- 
adycs; 
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dies.,quoth the) of many people, who are verily per- 
Iywadcd,that tovcs arrovwes, never wound ar.y body,but 
oncly by the eyes lookes and gazes, mocking and 
ſcorning ſuch as maintaine that men may fall 1a love 
by hearing onely, Whercin (beleeve me) they are 
greatly decerved,as wil appeare by a Novell that 1 ſhal: 
now relate unto you, and wherein you ſhall plaincly 
perceive, that nor oncly fame or report is as prevailing 
as fight; but alſo hath condaRed divers to a wretched 
and milcrable ending of their lives. 

Gulielmo the ſecond, King of Sicitie, according as 
the Sicilian Chronicles record, had two children. the 
onea lonne, named Don Kegero, and the uther a 
dauphter, called Madam Conftazce. The ſayd Roger 
dyed before his daughter, leaving a ſonne behind him, 
named Gerbizo, who, with much carc and coſt, was 
broughr up by his Grand-faricr,prooving to be a very 
goodly Prince, and wonderoi/ly eftcemed for his great 
-alour and humanity. His fame could not containe i: 
ſelfe, within the bounds or limites of Sicily onely, bur 
being publiſhed very prodigally, in many parts of the 
wer}d beſide, flouriſhed with no meane commendati- 
ons throughout all Barbarie, which in thoſe daycs was 
er1butary to the King of Sicily. Among other perſons 
deſcrying moſt to be reſpeed, the renowned vertues, 
and afability of this gallant Prince Gerbino, was un- 
derſtood by the beautious Daughter ro the King of Tu 
nis,ywho by ſuch as had ſecne her, was reputed to be 
one of the rareſt creatures, the beſt conditioned, and of 
the trueſt noble ſpirir, that ever Nature framed in her 
yery choyccit pride of Art. 

Offamous, vertuous, and worthy men, it was con - 
tinually her cheefe lt delight to heareof the admired 
ations of valiant Gerbino, reported to her by many fin- 

ular diſcourſes ;luch as could belt deſcribe him, with 
anguage an{werablc to his duc deſervings, won ſuch 
honowabl: 
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honourable entertainment in her uncerftanding foule, 
that they were moſt affetonately picaſing to her, and 
in recapitulating (over and over againe) his manifold 
and heroycall perfe&ions; mcere ſpeech made her ex- 
treamely amorous of him, nor willingly would ſhee 
lend an care to any other diſcourſe, but that which 
tended to his honour and advancement. 

On the other fide, the fame of her incomparable 
beauty, with addition of her other infinite fingulari- 
tics beſide, ,as the world had given eare toinnumber- 
lefle places, ſo Sicily came at length acquainted there - 
with, in ſuch flowing manner, as was trucly anſyera- 
ble to her merit, Nor ſeemed this as a bare babhng 
rumor, in the Princely hearing of royall Gerbino; bur 
was erabraced with ſuch a reall apprehenſion, and the 
entire probation of a true underſtanding : that hee 
was nolefſe enflamed with Noble afte&ion towards 
her, than ſhe expreſied the like in vertnous opinion of 
him. Whercfore, awaiting ſuch conyenient opportu-. 
nity,vwhen he might intreat licenſe of his grand-father 
for his owne going r6-Zhunis, under colour of ſome ho. 
nourable eccafion,for the "earneſt defire hee had toſee 
her : he pave charge to ſome of this eſpeciall friends 
(whoſe affaires requires their preſerice 1n thoſe parts) 
:6lerthe Princeſſe underſtand, in ſuch ſecret manner 
as beſt they could deviſe ,yvhat noble sff-Rion hee bare 
unto her, devoting himſelfe-ancly to her (ervice. 

One of his choſen friends thus put in truſt, being a 
leweller, a man of ſingular diſcretion, and often reſor. 
ring to Ladyes for ſight of his Jewels ,winning like ad- 
mittanceto the Princeſle : related at large unto her, 
the honourable affeRion of Gerbzuo, with full render 
of his perſon to her ſervice, andchar (he onely was to 
difpoſe ofhim, Both the meſſage and rhe meflenger, 
were moſt graciouſly welcome to her,and flaming in the 
{cltclame Reciian towards him: as a teſtimony there. 
of 
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of, one of the yery choyſeſt Tewels which ſhe bougla 
of him, ſhe ſent by im tothe Prince Gerbizo, it being 
reccived by him with ſuch joy and contentment;as no- 
thin” in che world could be more pleaſing to him. So 
that afterward, by the truſty carriave of this Ieweller, 
many Leiters and Lovc-tokens paſled berweene chem, 
each being as highly pleaſed with this poorey yet happy 
Linde of ermercourſc,as if they had ſeenc and converſed 
with one another. 

Matters proceeding on-in this Manner, and conti» 
nuing longer than their Jove-ficke paiſions cafily 
could permit, yct netther being able tofinde or any 
other meanes of helpe; xt fortuncd that the King of 
Thunis pro iſed luis aaughter in marriage to the King 
of Granada, Wiereat ſhe yrew exceedingly ſorrowtu!l, 
perceiving, that not oncly 1!.£ flould be ſent further 
off, by a large diſtancc of way from her friend, buc 
allo be deprived urtei]y,of all hope eyer to enjoy him» 
And if ſhe could have deviſed any meanes, either by 
ſecrei flight from her Father, or any way elſc to fur- 
ther her intention, ſhe would have adyen:ured it for 
the Princes lake. Gerbino in like m:inner hearing of 
this purpoſed marriare, lived in a hcll of torments, 
conſulting oftentimes with his ſoule, how ke might be 
poſſeſſed of her by power, when ſhe ſhould be ſent by 
Sea to her husband, or private ſie:ling her away from 
her Fathers Court betore;with theſe and infinite other 
thoughts, was he inceflanily afflicd, both day and

ky ſomc unhappy accicent or ether, the King of 
Thunis heard of chis their ſecret love, as alſo of Ger- 
binoes pmpoſcd policy to ſnrprize ker, and. hovy likely 
he was rocft-& it, in regard of his manly valour, and 
Kore of Bout friends to afliſt him, Hereupon, when 
the time was come, that he would convey his daughter 
thence to gr marriage,and fearing to be prevented by 
| Y Gerbins: 
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Gerbino: he ſentto the King of Sicily, to lethimun =» 
derſaid his determination, craving ſafe condud from 
hizw, without impeachment of Gerbzno,or any one clſe 
untill ſuch tirae as his intent was accompliſhed. King 
Gu'iclmo being aged, and never avquaintcd with the 
afeonare proceedings of Gerbino, nor any doubtfull 
reaſon to urge this ſecurity trom him, in a caſe convye» 
nientto be granted: yeelded the ſooner thereto right 
willingly, and as a fignall of his honourable meaning, 
he ſent him his royall Glove, with a tul] confrmation 
for his ſafe conduR. 

Nofooner were theſe Princely afſurances received, 
bur a goodly ſhip was preparedin the Port of Cartha» 
gena, w:ll turniſhed with allthings thereto belonging, 
tor the ſending his daughter to the King of G1axeda, 
waiting for gothing clic but beſt favouring windes. , 
The young Princeiſe, who underſteod and tw al}this 
prear preparation; ſecretly ſent a feryanc of hers to 
Palermo, giving hum eſpeciall charge, on her behalfe, 
toſtlute the Prince Gerbins, and totell kim withall, 
that(within few dayes ſhe muſt be tranſported to Gra» 
2444. And now opportunity gave faize and free meancs 
co lec the world know,whether hc were a man of that 
magnanimons ſpirit, or no 2s a Cenerall opinion had 
formerly conceived of him, and whether he afteQed 
ner fo firmcly, as by many cloſe meſſages he had alſu- 
red her. He who hat the charge of this embaſſhe, ct 
fetually performed it,and then recurned backe ro Thu 
ns. 

The Prince Gerbino,having heard this meſſage from 
his divitic Miſtretle, and knowing allo that the King 
his Grand-father,had paſt his (ate uct ro the King 
of Thunzs, for peaceable patlage threagh his Scas: was 


at hus wits end, in this urgent neceſſity, what might 
beſt bee done. Notwuhſtanding, moved by the 
lctled conſtancy of his plighted Lovezand the ſpeeches 

dchve- 
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delivered to him by the meſſenger from the Princeſſe 
to (hey himſelfe a man endued with courage, hee de- 
parted thence unto Meſſina, where he made ready te 
y=Y gallies, and fxting them with men of valian; 

iſpolinion, ſer away to Sardignia, as making full ac- 
count, that the Ship which carried the Princeſle, muſt 
come along that Coaſt. Nor was his expcRation 
therein deceived: for, within few dayes after, the Shy 
(not over-ſwittly winded) came ſayling neere to rhe 
place wherethey atrended for her arriva)l; whereot 

Gerbino had no ſooner gotten aſight, but to animate 
= reſoJutes yhich were in his company, thus he: 

ake, 

; Gentlemen, if you be thoſe men of valour, as here- 
tofore youhave beene reputed, I am perſwaded, that 
there are ſome among you, who either formerly have, 
or noyy inſtantly doe feele,the all-commanding power 
of love, without which (as I thinke) there is not any 
mortall man, that can haye any goudneſle or yertue 
dwelling in him. Wherefore, if eyer you have beene 
amoroully affe&ed,or preſently have any apprehenſion 
thereof, you ſhall che more cafily judge of whar I nov 
ayme at, True it is,that I doe love, and love hath gui- 
ded meto be comforted, and manfully aftiſted by you, 
becauſe jn yonder ſhip, which you ſee comming on 
ſo gently under ſayle (even as if ſhe offered her ſelte to 
be our prize) not onely is the Tewell which I moſt 
eſtecme, bur alſo mighty and muſt unvalewable trea- 
ſure, to be wonne without any difficult labour , or ha- 
zard of a dangerous fight, you being men of ſuch un- 
dauntable courage. In the honour of which vitory, 
I covet not any fag or parcell, but onely a Lady, for 
whoſe ſake I hayeundertaken theſe Armes,and freely 
give you all the reſt contained in the Ship. Let us ſet 
on them, Genc|cmen, and my deareſt friends; coura® 
giouſly let us afſaile the ſhip, you ſee how _ wind

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favours us, and (queſtionleſſe) in ſo good an aRion, 


Fortune will nor taile us. 

Gerbino needed not to have ſpoken ſo much, in per- 
{wading them to ſeize (orich a booty; becauſe the men 
of Mecſſiza were naturally addicted toſpoyle and rapine: 
and before the Prince began his Oration, they had 
concluded to make the Ship rheir purchaſe. Where= 
fore, giving alowdeſhout, according to their Coun- 
try manner,and commanding their T rumpees to found 
chearefully, they royyed on a maine with their Oares, 
and (in meere deſpight) ſet upon the ſhip. But before 
the Gallies could come neere her, they that had the 
charge and mannaging of her, perceyving with what 
heh they made towards them, and nohkely meanes 
of clcaping from them, reſolvedly they flood upon 
_ belt defence, for novy it was no time to be ſloth - 
full, 

The Prince being come ncere to the Ship, commas 
ded that the Patrons ſheuld cone to him, except they 
would adventure the fight. When the Sarazens were 
thereof advertiſed, and underſtood alſo what hee de- 
manded, they returned anſwere : That their motion 
and proceeding in this manner, was both againſt Law 
and plighted faith, which was promiſed by the King 
of Szcity, tor their ſafe pafſage f amevar the Sea, by no 
meancs to bee molleſted or aſſayled. In teſtimony 
whereof, they (ſhewed his Glove, avouching morcover, 
that neither by force (or otherwiſe) they would yeeld, 
_ deliver him any thing which they had aboord thei: 
Gerbizeeſpying his gracious Miſtrefle on the Ships 
decke, and the appearing to bee farre more beautiful! 
than Fame had made relation of her: being much 
more enflamed and ſcorched by the heate of love nov, 
than formerly ke had bcene, replyed thus when they 


thewed the Glove. We have (quoth he) no Faulcon 
; here 
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here now, to be humbled at the fight of your Glove: 
and therefore, if you will not deliver the Lady,prepare 
your {clyes for ticht,for we muſt have her whether you 
will or no. Hercupon, they began te let flye (on both 
lides) their Darts and Arrowes, with ſtones lent in 
violent ſort from their ſlings, thus continuing the figh 
a long while to very great harme on either fide. Ar the 
length,Gerbino perceiving that ſmall benefit would re. 
dound to him, it he did not undertake ſome other kinde 
of ceurſe ; he tooke a ſmall Pinnace, which purpoſely 
he brought with him from Serdignia, and ſerting it on 
a flaming fre, conveyed it (by th: Gallies helpe)cloſe 
ro the ſhip. The Sarazens much amazed therear,and 
evidently perceiving, that either they mull yeeld or 
dye; brought their Kings daughter to the prow of the 
ſhip,moſt grecyouſly weeping and wringing her hands, 
I hen calling Gerbino, ro let him behold their reſolw 
tion, there they ſlew her before his face,and throwing 
her boily into the Sea, ſayd : Take her, there we give 
her to thee, 1ccording to our bounden duty, and as thy 
periury hath juſtly dele: ved. 

This fight was not a little preevous to the Prince 
Gerbino, who madde! nov with this their monſtrous 
cruelty,ard not caring what became of his owne lite, 
havinslott ker for whom he oncly edchired to live ; not 
dreading their Darts, Arrcwes ſlinged ſtones,or what 
violence elſe they could uſe againſthimhe leapt aboord 
their ſhip, in detpight of all chat durſt refiſt him, beha» 
ving himſcife there like a hungry larved Lyon, whea 
he enters among a head of beaſts, tearing theu car-

The 
King of Thunis hearing theſe diſaitrous Newes, ſent 
his Amballadors (habtted 1n fad mourntnz Jeo the aged 
king of Sicily, complaining of his taith broken with 
him, and how the accident had falac out. Age being 
ſuddenly incited te angerzand the King extreamely ot- 
fended atthis injury, ſeeing no way whereby to deny 
him juſtice,it being urged ſo1nſtantly by the Ambaſſa- 
dors; cauſed Gerbtzoto be apprehended; and he him-

As thus they palled along, it fortuned, that they 
were met and tiken by ths Guard or Watch belonging 
to the Poteſtate, who had beene folate abrode, abouc 
very earneſt and important bufinefle, ndreana, deli- 
ring more the dead mans company, than theirs 
whom now ſhe hid thus met withall, boldly fpake 
thus to them, I know who and what you arc, and can 
tc]l ray (elfe, that to offer flight will never availe me;

Meſſer Negro, da Ponte, being 
aman wellin ycares, and of a gentle nature,obſerving 
vvh1ac his daughter ſaid, could not refraine from teares, 
and in his weeping, lovigtly tooke her from the 
ground, ſpeaking thus to her, 

D1ghter, Icould have wilht, that thou hadft raken 
ſuch an husband, as {in my jud-ement) had beene beft 
hi:tiao for thee ; yet if rhou madeſt eleion of one an- 
ſwerable te thine owne good liking 1 have no juſt rea-

Poore Simonida,lighing and forrowing for her deare 
loves loſle, and (perhaps) not meanely terrified, with 
the ttri& nfl: tion of torment lo ſevyercly urged and 
followed by Strambo and the reſt, ſtancing dumb ſtil], 
without anſwering ſomuch as one word; by taſting of 
the ſame Sage, fe)l downe deade by thebed, even by 
the like accident Paſquino formerly did, rothe admie 
rable aſtoniſhment ot all there preſent. 

Oh poore infartunate Lovers, wheſe Starres were 
ſo auſpicious to you, as to finiſh both your mortall 
lives, and fervent love, in lefſe limitationthan a dayes 
ſpace. How to cenſure of your deaths, and happineſſe 
to enſue thereon, by an accident fo ſtrange and incvi- 

table: 
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table ; it is not within the compaſle of my power, but 
to hope the beſt, and ſo I leave you. But yer concernung 
Simezidaher ſelfe, in the common opinion of us thu

ſtanly knowin3 and beleeviag, mace no more ceremoe 
nie, but putting on his garments, toeke the dead bo- 
dy upon his ſhoulders, and carried it tothe Moriers 
doore,where he left it,and returned to his own houle- 
When Cay light was come , and the dead body found 
lying in the Porch, it moved very much griefe anda- 
mazement, conkdcring, hee bad beenc {eene the day 
before, in perte health to outward appearance, Nox 
neede wee to urge any queſtion of his Mothers ſorrow 
upon this ſtrange accident, wiro,caufing his body to be 
carefully ſearched; without any blow, bruile, wound, 
or hurt vpon it, the Phytitians could nat give any o-

Now, inte ard thatchey were both valiant Gentle- 
men, and (ingularly expert in a&lons of Armes; they 
loved togerher the more mutually, and held it as a kind 
of cuſtome to be ſcene in all Tilts and Tournaments, 
9L any other cxerciles of Armes, going commonty a» 
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like intheir wearing garments: And although their 
Caftles Rood about five miles diftant each from other, | 
yer were they daily converſant together, as very lo. |Þ 
vin* and intimate friends. T he one of them, I meane 
Mefer Guigltelmo de Roſſilione, had to wite a very 
gallant beautifull Lady, ot whom Meſſer Guardaſtae- 
n0 (forgetting the lawes of reſpeR and loyall friend - 
thip) became over-tond]y enamored, exprefling the 
Jame by (ach outward meanecs, that the Ladie her (elfe 
tooke knowledge thereof, and nor with any diflike, as 
it ſcemed but rather lovingly eutertaineg, yer ſhe grew 
nor ſo forgettull of her honour and eſtimation, as the 
ether did of faith rohis frcnd; 

Wich ſuch indiſcretion was this idle love carricd, 
that whether it ſorted to effec, or no, I know not: but 
the husband perceived ſome ſuch maner of behaviour, 
as hce could not cafily digeſt, nor thought it fitting to 
endure, Wherenpen, the league of friendly amity (o 
long continued, began to faile in very ſtrange faſhion, 
and became converted into deadly hatred : which yer 
he very cunningly concealcd,bearing an outward ſhew 
ef conſtant friendſhip fli}], bur (in his heart ) hee had 
yowed the death of Guarda/tazno. Nothing wanted, 
but by what meanes it might beſt be effeed, which 
fell out tobe in this manner, A publike [ouſt or Tour- 
ney, was preclaimed by ſound of Trumpet throuzhout 
all France, whcrewith immediatly, Mer Guig/iclms 
Koſſiglioze acquinted Meſſer Guardaſiagno, enticating 
him that they might further confcrre thercon toge- 
ther, and for that purpoſe to come and viſite him, if 
he intended to have any hand in the buſin:fle. Guar- 
daſtagnobeing exceedinggiad of this accident, which 
gavc him liberty to ſee his Miſtrefſe, fent antwer back 
by the meſſenger, that on the 1orrow at night, hee 
would come and ſup with Roſſiglione;who upon this re- 
ply, projeted to humſelte in vhat manner to kill h = 
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On the morrow, after dinner, arming hinſcIfe, and 
two more of his ſeryants with him ; fuck 15 hee had 
ſolemnely (worne to ſecrecic , he mounted on harte= 
backe, and rode on 1bqut a wile from his owne Caſtle, 
whete hee lay cloſely ambuſhed ina Wood, thorough 
which Guaraſtagno muſt needs palſe. Atrer hee had 
ficdcherc ſome wo houres ſpace and more, he eipicd 
him cone riding with tywo of ins attendants,a!l of thenay 
being unarmed, as no way diſtruſting any luch inten» 
ded treaſon, So ſcone as hee was come tothe place, 
where hee Had reſolved to doe the deede ; he ruthcd 
fort! of the ambuſh, and havin a ſharpe Lance readis 
ly charged in his reſt, ranne mainely at him, ſaying - 
Falſe villaine, theu art dexd. Guardz/Zagno, having 
nothing wherewth ro defend himſcl:c,nor his ſervants 
able to give him any ſuccour 3 being picrced quite 
through the body with the Lance,downe he fel dead to 
the ground, and his men {fearing the like misfortune 
to befall chem) gallopped maine]y backe againto their 
Lo:ds Caſtle, not knowing them who had chus mur- 
thered their Maſtery, by reaſon of their armed dil 
guiſes, which in thoſe martiall times were uſually 
wornc. 

Mefer Guiz'ielmo RoNiglione,alighiing from his horſe, 
and haying a keene knife ready drawne in his hind zo- 
pened therewith the brefſt of dead Guarda/?a2no, and 
taking forth his heart with his ovwvne hands, wrapped 
it in the Bandelotc belonging to the Lance, comman« 
ding one of his men tothe charge thereof, andneyer 
to diſcloſe the deede. So mounting on inorie-backe a» 
#1inc, anddarke nizht drawing on apace, h* returned 
home to his Caſtle. The Lady, who had heard beture 
of Guardafiagnoes intent, to ſuppe there that night, 
and ( perhaps ) being earneſtly deſirous to fee him 
maryelling at his ſo long tarrying, faid to her hug. 
bang : Belceye mee Sir { quorts (hee) mee rhunkes i 
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is ſomewhat lrange, that Meſſer Gaiglitel120 Cit 12. 
{fagnudidlaygs his comming ſo lon he never uled 25 
0c lo ullnow, I received tidings from his wife (11 
h-) that he canner be here till ro morrow. Where at the. 
L.:dy appearing to be diſpleaſcd, concealed it to h:; 
{c!tc, and ulcd ng more words, 

Knjj;zlione leaving his Lady, wentinto the Kitchiin, 
where calling for the Cooke, hee delivered him tc 
heart, (iying:Take this heart of a vilde Buare which :t 
was niy good happe to kill this day, and drefle itin the 
aaintiett manncr thou canſt deviſe to dec 5 which bo- 
wg {o done, when I am {ct atthe Table, fend it to me 
ina ſilver dith, with (ace beſceemang ſo dainty amor- 
(ell. The Cooke tooke the hoatt, belceving it ro be ng 
otherwile, than as his Lord had (aid : and ufng h1s 
urmoit $kF#1 in dreffing it,did divide it into artificeall 
{mall ſlices, and made it moſt pleaſing to be eiited, 

Vhen ſupper tame was come, Roſſiglione late downe at 
tlic table with his Lady: but he had luttle Or no appeitts 
at al! ro cate, the wicked deeee which he had done {e 
perplexed his loule, and made him to fic very ſtrangely 
uſing, Arlengch, the Cooke brouphc in the daintic 
duh, which he himſlelfe ferting betore his wife , began 
to fide tault yvith his one Lacke of ſtomacke yer pro» 
yoked her with many-faue ſpceches,to taſte the Coogs 
cunning info rare a diſh, 

The Lady having a gocd appetite indeede, when (he 
bad fiſt taſted ic, fed afterward 7o heartily thereun, 
that ſhe left very little, or none at all remaining. Whet) 
he perceived that all was eaten, he (aid untoher. Tell 
mc Madam, how you doe hike th:s delicate kinde of 
meat? In good faith Sir( quork ſhe )jn all my life I was 
never berter pleaſed, Now ruſt me. Madame anſwered 
tlie Knight,l doe verily bele-cve you, nor doe I greatly 
wonder thetear, if you like that dead; which you loycd 
lo dcars]y bring alive, When fic heard thele words, a 
- long 
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long while ſhe (ate filent,butafterward (aid. I pray you 
tell me Sir; what meate was this which you haye made 
me to cate ? Muſe no lon2er (ſaid he) for therein 1 will 
quickly reſolve thee, Thou haſt eaten the heart ot 
AMeſſiy Guielielno Guard 2/taqn1, whole ove was lo 
d:are and precious to thee, thou falſe, perhdiovs, and 
diſloy all Lady : I pJuckt it out of his vile body wit my 
owne hands, and made my Cooks to relic it for ty 
dict, 

Poore Lady, how ftrangely was her ſoule aftliQed, 
hearing theſe harth and unpleafiny {peeches? Teares 
flowed aboundantly from her faire eyes, and like tem- 
peſtuous windes embowelled in the earth, ſo dis ve- 
hement fighcs hre:ke mainely trom hex heart, and at- 
ter a tec1ovs time of lilence, Chee ſpake in this manner » 
My Lord 1nd husband, yeu have done a moſt dilloyall 
and damnable deede, m:{guiied by your owne yicked 
zealous opinion, and not by any juR cauſe given you, 
to murther ſo worthy and nuble a Gentleman. I pro- 
teſt unto you upon my foule , which I wiſh tobe coa® 
founded in eternall perdution, if eycr 1 were unchalte 
to your bed,or allowed him any other fayour, but what 
mtght well become ſo honourable a friend. And lccing 
my body hathe beene made the receptacle forſo preci- 
ous a kinds. of foode, as the hear: of lo vatiint and, 
courteous a Knig ht, ſuch as was the noble Gaarda- 
{#azno; never ſhallany other foode hereafter have en- 
tertainement there, or. my ſelic live the wite to ly blows 
dic a husband.. 

So ſtarting up-from the Table, and ſtepping unto a 
great gazing window, the caſement whereof RanGing 
wide open behind her : violently (the leaped our there» 

at, which being an huge heigeh in diſtance from tlie 
ground, the fatl did not onely kill her, but alſo ſhive- 
red her body into many peeces. Which Roſfiglione per 


cciving, hg ftods liks a body without a ſoule —_ 
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dee with the killing of ſo deare a friend, Joſe of x | 
chaſte and honourable wife, and all throuzh his owne þ 
over-credalous conceit, 

Vpon further conference with his private thoughts, 
and remorſcſuil acknowledgement of his hainous of- 
fence, yylich repentance (too late)gave him eycs now 
to ſee, though rathnette before would got permit him 
of confidergtheſe ewo extreamiticsinlarged his dulled 
underRtanding. Firſt,he grew fearctull of the followers 
to murthcred Guardaſtagno, as allo the whale Country 
of Provence regard of rhe peoples general love unto 
him; which being two mainc and unportant motives, 
both co the dereffation of (o horrid an aQt, and um= 
mediate ſevere revenge to ſuccerde chereon 3 hee made 
luch proviſionas beit he could , and as fo ſodaine a 
warring would give leave, hee fled away (ecretly in 
the night ſeaſon, 

Thelc unpleaſing neyes were ſoone ſpread abroad 
the ncxt morning, not onc]y of the unfortunate acci- 
dents, bur alſo of Koſſig!tons flight ; in regard wheres 
of, theErad tudies being, found, and brought together, 
as well by the people belonging to Guarda/Fagno, 23 


| them that attended on the Lady : they were layedin 


the Chappell of Koſiglioncs Caſtle 3 where, af:er ſo 
much limentation tor ſo great a misfortue to befall 
them , they were honourably interred in one faire 
Tombe, ynh «xcellent Verſes engraven thereon, ex- 
prefiing both their noble degree, and by what unhap- 
pi mcanes , they Cchanced to have theic buttall 
there

AFercr that the King had concluded his Novell, there 
remained none now but Pioncus to tel the Jaſt , which 
himſclte confefling, ang the King commanding him 
tc proceede, he beganne ia this manner.

ging hereafter. 
Know then(gracious :fembly) it is not many yeares 
Lace, whers there lixed in Salerze, a very famous 
Phyfitian, 
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Phyfitian, named Signieur Afa33co della 370nteona, 
who being aheady well centred in yeates, would (nc- 
vertheletle) marrie with a beautiful! young maiden of 
the Cite, beftowing, rich garments, gaudy attires, 
Rings, and Tewels on her, fuca as few women c](c 
could equall,becauſc he loved her moſt dearely. Yer be- 
ny an ayed man, and ncver remembrin2, hov Yaine 
and idlca thing it is, for age to make ſuch an untitting 
ele@tion, injurious to both 3 and therefore endange- 
ring that domeſticke agreement ,which ought tobe tlic 
{ole and maine comfort of marriage : it maketh mce 
therefore to miſdoubt, that as in our former Tale ot 
Signieur Ricctardode CinFica, ſome dayes of the Ca- 
icnder here ſceme as Ciftaltetull, ascthoſe that occaſio- 
ned the other womans difcontentment. In ſuch unequa! 
choiſcs, Parents commonly are more blame- worthy, 
"than any imputation, to be laide cn the young vwo- 
man, who gladly would. enjoy luch as in heart they 
have cle&ed; but that their Varen:s, looking through 
the glaſle of preedy lucre , doe overthrow both their 
owne hopes, and taite tortunes of tlicir children to» 
gether, 

Yet to [peake uprightly of this young martied wife, 
ſhe declared .her (clfe to be of arvile and cheereftul! 
ſpirir, not diſcouraged with her unequalitie of marri- 
age: butbeiring ail with a contented brow, for teare 
of urging the very leaſt millike in her husband. And 
he, one the other fide,yvhen occaſions didnot call him 
to viſite his Patients, or to be preſent at the Colledpe 
among lus fellow-NoRours, weuld alyyyes de chee» 
ng and comforting his wife, as one that coulihardly 
aftgord to be out of lier Company, There 3s one eſpeci- 
all fatall misfortune , which commonly awaiteth on 
old mens marriages z; when freezing December wall 
match with flovriſhing May, and greene defires ap- 
peare un age, beyond all pollibuktic of performance, 
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Nor are there wanting good ſtoore of wanton Gal- 
Jants, who hating to ice beauty in this manner betrat» 
ed, andtothe embraces of a loathed bed, will make 
thur folly ſecne in publike appearance, and by their 
daily protters of amorous ſeryxes { ſceming compal - 
ſfonate of the womans di'aſter) are utually the caute cf 
jealous ſuſpiions , ang very hernous houſhold diſcon= 
cenmmnents. 

Among diycrs other, that faine would be nibling zt 
ihis bcautie : there was one, named Kuggrero de /eroly, 
vt honourable parentage, bur yet of tuch a deboſhed 
and diſordered life, as netther kindred or friends, were 
willing totake any knowledge of him, bur utterly gave 
him over to lus Cifſo;ute courſes: ſo that, throughout 
ail Salerxe , his conditions cauled his cenerall con» 
iempt , and he zccounted no better but even asa thee» 
y:vg and lewd companion, The UoQours wite, had a 
Chamber-maide antendin? on bot 3 who notwithſtane 
Cing all the ugly deformities in Ruggiero, regarding 
xore his-perſon. than his imperte@:ons (becauſe hee 
was a compleate and yvell- featured youth) beſtowed . 
cr affection moſt intirely on him, and oftentimes did 
[upply his wants, with her owne belt meanes. 

Kuggicro having this benefice of the maides kinde 
ove to hum, made it a hopefull mounting Ladder, 
wheredy t@ detiyc ſome good liking from the Miftrelle, 
prelumang rather on his outward comel y parts, than a- 
y other honeſt qualitie that might commend him. 
The Miſtrefſe knowing what choiſe her maide had 
made, and unable by any perſwaſions to remove her, 
rooke knowledge of Rug gierocs private reforting to 
her houſe, and 1a meere loye to her maide ( who had 
very many elpeciall deleryings in her) oftentimes ſhee 
wyould (in kinde manner) rebuke him, andadviſe him 
to a mote (ctled courſe of Nife 3 which counſell, that ic 
aiglt take the beitescffeR , ſhe graced with liberall 
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Pitts: One while with Gold, others with Silver, 2nd 
often with garments, for his comler acceſſe thither 3 
which bounty, hee (like a lewwde miftaker) interpreted 
as affurances of her affefion to him, and that he was 
more oracetull in her eye, thin any man elle could be. 

In the continuance of theſe proccedings, it came to 
pie, that Miſter Door M3 xo ( being not onely a 
moſt expert Phyſitiany bur likewiſe as $kilfull in Cht- 
rurgery b:lide ) had a Patient in cure, who by great 
misfortune,had one of his legoes broken all in pieces, 
which ſome weaker judoement having formerly dealt 
withall, the bones and (inewes were become (fo foulcly 
purriticd, as he told rhe parries friends, that the lepge 
muſt bc quite cut off, or clle the Patient muſt needs 
dic.yet he inter;ded ſo to order the marter,that the pe- 
nll ſould proceede no further,to prejudice any part of 
the body. The caſe being thus refolved on wath the 
Patient and his friends, the day and time was apporn=- 
ted when the deede ſhyuld be done : and the DoRor 
concetving, thatexcept the Patient were fleeptly en- 
erancedhe could not by any meanes endure the paine, 
but muſt needes hinder what he mcan: to doc 2 by dt» 
fe llation hee made (ſuch an arcificiall Water, as [atter 
the Patient hath received 1t):t will procure a kinde of 
a dead llicepe, and indure (olong a pace, as neccſhitic 
requireth the ule thereof, in full performance of the 
worke, 

After he had made this flcepy water, he pur it into a 
elaſſe, wherewnh it was filled { almoſt) vp to the 
brinime; and till the time came when he ſhould uſc ing 
he (ct it in his owne Chamber-windov, never ac- 
quainting any one, to What purpoſe hee had provided 
the water, nor what was his realon of ſerting it rherez 
vehen it drew towards the evening, and he was retur- 
ned home from bis Patients, a Meficnger brought him 
Letters from Aſaify , concerning a great contiit hap» 

pening 
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Pening there betweene two noble Families,wherin di- 
vers were very dangerouſly wounded on either ſide,and 
without hit ſpecCy repairing thither, it wculd prove to 
the lofle of many hves. Hereupongthe cure of the mans 
JI:g2e muſt needs be prolonged, untill he was returncd 
backe agtine,in regard that many of the wounded per- 
ſons were his worthy friends, and liberall bountie was 
there to bee expected, which made him preſcnily 
go abuord a ſmall Baike, and forthwith fer away to» 
wards Mz/fy. 

This ab:cnce of Maſter DoRor Afar xeo, gave oppor» 
tunitic to adycnturous Ruggiero, to vifite his houſe (ke 
being cone ) in hope to get more Croyvnes, and curte - 
fic from the Miſtrefſe, under formall colour of courting 
the maide. And being claſcly admitted into the houſe, 
when divers neighbours were in conference with her 
Miftrele, and held her with much pleafing diſcourſe, 
as required longer time than was expedted : the 
maide had no other roome to conceale Ruggzerd 
in, but onely the bed Chamber of her Matter, 
where ſhee lock'd him in3 becauſe none of the 
houſchold people ſhould diſcry bim, and ſtayed 
attending on her Miſtrefle, tl all the neighboures 
tooke their leave, and were gone. Rugetero thus 
remaining alone in the Chamber, for the ſpace of 
three long houres and more, was viſited, neither by 
maide nor Miſtrefle, but awaited when he ſhould be 
{ct atlibertie. 

Now,whether feeding on ſalt meats before his come 
ming thither, or cuſtomary uſe of drinking, which 
maketh men unadle any long whik to abſtaine, as be« 
ing never ſatisfied with exceſlc; which of theſe two ex 
treams they were, ] knovy not:but drink necds he muſt, 
And,having no other meanes for quenching his thirſt, 
eſpicd the vlaſſe of water Rtanding in the Window, 
and thinking it t@ be ſome {oygraigns kinde of water, 
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reſerved by the DoRor for his owne drinkin?, tomae 
him luſtie in his old yeares, hee tooke the ghaſſe ; 2nd 
finding the water pleaſing to his pallate,@drunke it off 
every droppe; then fitting dovwne on a Coffer by the 
beds (ide, foone after he fell into a ſound flcepe, accore 
dinp to the powerfull working of the water. 

No ſooner were all the neighbours gone, and rhe 

maide atliberty from her Mittrefle, but unlocking the 
doore, into the Ch:mber ſhe went ; and tinding Rug- 
giero fitting faſt aſleepe, ſhe began to hunch and punch 
hum, entreating him (ſoftly) ro awake : but all was to 
no purpoſe, for he neither moved, or anſwered word; 
whereather patience being ſomevyhar provokes, ſhee 
punched him more rudely, and angerly ſaid : Awakc 
tor ſhame thou drowſie dullard, 2nd if thou be fo de- 
firous of ſleeping, ger thee home to thy owne lodging, 
becauſe thou art not allowed to fleepe here, Rugeiers 
being thus rudely punched, fell from off the Coffer flat 
on the ground, appearing no other in all reſpeRs,than 
asif hewere a dead body, Whereat the maide being 
fcarefully amazed, plucking him by the noſe and yong 
beard, and what elſe ſhe could deviſe to doe, yer all her 
labour proving ſtill in vaine: ſhee was almoſt belide 
her wits, ſtamping and raving all about the roomc, as 
if ſenſe and reaſon had forſaken her; fo violent yvas her 
EFtre\me diſtraftion; 

Vpon the hearing of this noiſe, her Miftreſſe came 
ſuddenly into the Chamber, where being alfrighted ar 
fo ſtrange an accident, and (uſpeRing that Rugeicro 
was deadindcede : ſhee pinched him ſtrongly , and 
burnt his finger with a candle, yet all was as fruiclefle 
as before, T hen fitting downe, ſhee began to conſider 
adyiſed]y with her ſelfe, how much her honour and rc 
putation would be endangered hereby, both with her 
husband.and in vulgar opinion when this ſhould come 
to publike notice, For ( quoth ſhee to her maide) it 15 

not 
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not thy fond loye to this unruly fellow that can (way 
the cenſure of the monſter multitude, in belceving his 
acceſle hither onely rorhee: but my good name, and 
honeſt repute, as yet untouchet with the very leaſt tax» 
$t10n, will be rackt on the tenter of infamous judge 
ment, and (thouzh neverſoclecre) branded with gee 
nerall condemnation, It is wiſedome therefore, that we 
ſhould make no noiſe but (in filence)confider with our 
ſclves, how to cleare the houſe of this dead body, by 
ſome ſuch he!pefull and witty deviec, as when it ſhall 
be found in the morning, his being here may palie 
without ſuſpition,and the worlds raſh opinion no way 
touch us. 

Weeping and lamenting is now laide afide, and all 
hope in them of his lives reſtoring: onely to rid his 
body out af the houle, that now requires their care and 
cunning : whereupon the maide thus degan. Miſtreſſe 
(quoth ſhe) this evening, alchough it was very late, ar 
our next neigh bours doore (who you know is a loyner 
by his trade) 1 ſaw a great Cheſt Rand 3 and, 23 it (ec= 
meth, for a publike (ale, becauſe ewo or three nights 
together, it hath not beene thence removed :and it the 
orvner have not lockt it, all inyentians elle canner 
furniſh us with the like helpe. For therein we will lay 
his body, whereon I will beſtow two or three wounds 
with my knufe;and leaving him ſo, our houſe can be, 5 
more ſulpeted concerming his being here, man anv 
other in the ſtreete beſide 3 nay tacner Farre leſſe, in —_ 
gard of your husband; eredite and 2uthority. More9« 
ver, hercgr i 4th certaine, that hee being of ſuch bad 
and diſordered qualities; it will the more likely be 
imagined, that he was ſlaine by ſome of his own looſe 
Compamons,being with them about lome pilfering by. 
finelle, and afterward hid his body in the cheſt ,it ſtan= 
ding ſo fy for the purpoſe, and darke aight allo fayv- 
1103 the deed, 
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The maides counſe!l paſt under the ſeale of allow. 
ance, onely her Miſtreſle thought it not convenient, 
that (having aff&ed him ſo dearely} fe ſhould mangle 
tis body with any wounds;bur rather let it be gathercd 
by more likely-hood ,that vill:iaes had ſtrangled him, 
and then conveycd his body into the Cheſt, Away ſhe 
lends the maide, to ſve whether the Cheſt food there 
1}),or no;as indeede it did,and vnlockr,whercot they 
were not alittle joyful. By the kelpe of her Miſtredic, 
the maid ruoke Ruggiero upon her holders , #nd 
bringing him to the doore, with dil:gent reſpect that 
nonecculd dilcover themzin the Che!t they laide him, 
nd (o there Jeft him, cloſing, downe the lidde accor- 
ding as they feund it, 

In ihe ſame ſtrecte, 2nd not farre from the Toyner, 
ewelt two young men who vere Lumbards, living up» 
on the zntereſt of their moneys, coveting to get much, 
andto [pend little. They having obſerved where the 
Cheſt food, and wanting a neceſlary moveable to 
houſtiold . yer loath to lay out money for buying it; 
complorted together this very night ,to ſteale it thence 
and to carrie it home to their houſe, as accordinely 
thcy did 3 finding it ſomewhat heavy, and therefore 
imagining, that matter of worth was contained theres» 
in. In the Chamber where their wives lay.they letr it; 
and {o without any further ſearch till che next mor- 
ning, they Iuide chem downe to reſt likewiſe, 

Ruzggiero, R2>9ad now (Icept a long while,the drinke 
being dizeſted,and the Yertuc thercot tully conſumma« 
ted ; bey2n to awake before day. And although his na- 
curall lcepe was broken, and his ſenſes had recovered 
their former porver, yet notwithſtanding, thete re- 
mained ſuch an aſtoniſhmenr in his brainezas not one- 
ly did aff: him all the day following, bur alſo divers 
dayes and nights afterward. Having his eyes wide o- 
pen,& yer nu dilcerning any thing, he ſtretched -_ 
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his 2rmes every where about him, and finding him- 
lelfe ro be encloſed inthe Cheſt,he grew more broad 
awake, and ſaid to himſelfe, What is this? Where am 
12 Doe I wake or ſl:epe ? Full well doz 1 remember, 
that not long fiace I was in my (weete-hearts Cham- 
ber, and now (merhinkes) Tam mewced up in a Cheſt, 
What ſhould I thinke hereof ? Is Maſter DoRtor retur= 
ned home, or hath ſome other incoavenicnce hapned, 
whereby finding me afl:epe, ſhe was inforced to hide 

me thus ? Surely it 15 lo, and otherwiſc it cannot be 2 

wherefore, it 15 beſt for me to ic ſill, and liſten vrhen 
I can heare any calkingin the Chamber, 

Continuing thus alonger while than otherwiſe hee 
would haye done, bccauſc his lying in the bare Cheſt 
was ſomewhat uneafte and painefull to himz turning 
diycrs times on the one fide, and then as often againe 
on che other, covering ſtill for eaſe, yet could not hnde 
any: at length, hce thruſt his backe io flrongly againſt 
the cheits (idegthat (it ſtanding on an un-cven ground 
«began to totter, and after tell downe. In which fall, 
it made fo loud a noilc, as the women ( lying inthe 
beds ſtanding by )Jawaked, and were (© overcome with 
feare,that they had notthe poywer to ſpcake one word. 
Ryggicro allo being affrighted with the cheſts fall, and 


oy how by that mcanes it was become open ; 
e thought i better, leaſt ſome ocher iniſter fortune 
ſhould befal!l him, to be at open liberty, than incloled 
v> ſo ftriftly. And becauſe he knew not where he was, 
as alſo hoping to meere with his Miſtrefſe; he went all 
a»out gro1pin2 in the darke, to find either ſtaires or 
core, whereby to ret forth. When the women heard 
us trampling, as alſo his juſtling againſt the doores 8& 
windovvespthey demanded, Who was there ? Ruzgt+- 
0, not knowing their voyces, made then no antwer;z 
wherefore thcy called to their husbands, wholay very 
lundly Ugcping by them, by reaſon of their t late 
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walking abroad,and therfore heard not this noilc inthe 
houſe. This made the women much more timorous, 
and therefore riſing ou of their beds, they opened the 
Caſement towards the Rtreete ; crying out aloude, 
Thecyes, Theeves, The neighboures aroſe upou this 
outcry, running up and downe from place toplace, 
ſome enzirting the houſe, and others entring into it : 
by meanes of which troubleſome noiſe, the two Lum- 
bards awaked, and ſerzing there upon poore Ruggiero, 
(who was well-neare affrighted out of his wits, at (o 
Nrange an accident, and his owne ignorance, how hce 
happened thither, and hovy to eſcape from them ) he 
ſtood gazing on them without any anſwer. 

By this ztime,the Sergeants and other Olficers of the 
Cinc, ordinarily attending on the Magiftrate, being 
raiſed by the tumult of this uproare, were c#me int9 
the houſe, and had poore Ruggiers committed unto 
their charge : who bringing him before the Governor, 
was forthwith called in queſtion, and knowne to be of 
a moſt wicked litc, a ſhame to all his friends and 
kindred, He could (ay little for himſelfe,never denying 
kis taking in the houſe, ane therefore deſiring to finit}, 
all his fortunes together, deſperately confeſſed, that he 
came with 2 = 67 rk intent to rob them, and the 
Governor gave him ſentence to be hanged, 

Soone were the newes ſpread througnout Salerne ; 
that Ruggiero was apprehended , about robbing the 
heuſc of the ewo uſturing Lumbards : which when Mi- 
tceiſe DoRor and her Chamber-maide heard, they 

were confounded with moſt ſtrange admiration , and 
ſcarſely credized what they themſelves had done the 
night before, but rather imagined all matters paſt, to 
be no more than meerely a dreame,concerning Rug gic- 
roes dying in the houſe ,and their putting him into the 
cheſt, ſo that by nv likely or poſſible meanes, he could 
be the man in thus perilous extiemiticy :

Loud ef.nondoywith 2 huge Jong ſaffe in his h2ndzto 
hinder their paſlage downc the ſtayres; but Chynoi ſa- 
Jutcd him fo loundly on the head, rhiar it being cleft in 
trainc, he tell dead betore lis feerte, His Brother Hors 
enifda came to his reſcue, and {pd likewile in the 
fel: c-lame manner as hc had done; ſo did divers other 
bcfide, whom the companions to Lyſimachus and Chys 
208, ett ſlew outright, or wounded, 
Sothey left the houlcy filled with blood, tearcs, and 
Out Cries, going on together, without any hinderance, 
nd {v brought both the Brides aboorg che ſhip, which 
tity rowcd : way inſtantly with thcir Oates, For,novw 
thc ſhore was toll of armed people,who came 1 in reſcue 
of the ſtolne L ies; + but all in vainc,bccauſe they vecre 
anched into rhe maingyand ſayledon merrily towards 
Carr. Where bein? Z arrived, they vwcre worthily cas 
e-rtancd by honayrableFricnds and Kintmen,who pa»

Vnderſtindthen(Noble Ladies)that nee to Sicily, 
ehere is a ſrnall Idand, commonly called Liparis, 
wherein (net long ſince } lived a young Damoſell,na- 
med Conſtaxce,borne of very ſufficient parentage in the 
ſame Ifland. There dwelt alſu a young man called 
Aſartuceio Gemito, of comcly feature, well conditio- 
ned, and not uncxpert in many vertuous qualities; af 
fefting Conſtaxce in hearty manner: and the ſo anfwe+ 
cable rohim in the ſame kinde, that to be in his come 
pany, was her onely felicity. 2ſartuccio coveting to 
enjoy her in marriage, made his intent kriowne to 
her Father: who upbraiding him with poverty, told 
him plaincly that he ſhould nor have her. Martuccto 
greeving to {ce himlelte thus deſpiſed, becaule hee was 
poore : made ſuch good meancs, that he was provided 
of a {mall barke;and calling ſuch friends(as he thought 
fit) to his aſſociation, made a ſolemne vow, that hee 
would neuer returns backe to Liparis, untul hee was 
ich, and in better condition, 

In the nature and courſe of a Rover or Pirate,ſo he put 
thence'to ſea, coaſting all about Barbarie, robbing and 
Jpoyling ſuch as he met with; who were of no greater 
ſtrenoth than himſclfe: wherein fortune was ſo favou- 
Table to him, that he became wealthy in a very ſhort 


whule. Buras felicities are not alwayes permament, Þ 
ſy hc and his followers not conterting themſelves | 


with ſufhcicnt riches: by greedy ſceicing to get more, 
happened to betaken by certaine ſhips of the Sarazings, 
and (ſo were robbed themſelyes of al that they had got- 
een, yet they refiſted them ſtourely along while toge- 
ther,though it proved to the lofle of many lives among 
them. When the Sarazens had ſunke his ſhip in the 
Sea, they tooke him with them to Thuxis, where hee 
Fas imprffonedand lived in extreame milcry. 


Newes 
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Newes came to Liparis, not onely by one, but many 
more befideythat all thoſe which departed thence in the 
ſmall Barke with Martuccio,were drowned in the Sea, 
and not a man eſcaped. When Conftance heard theſe 
unwelcome tydings(who was excceding full of greefe, 
for his ſo deſperate departure) ſhe wept and lamented 
extraordinary , deſiring now rather to dye, than live 
any longer, Yetſhe had nor the heart to lay any vie 
lenr hand on her ſelfe, bat rather to end ber dayes by 
lome nevv kinde of neceſſity, And departing privately 
from her Fathers houſe, ſhe went tothe Port or Ha- 
ven,where (by chance) ſhe found a ſmall Fiſher-boate, 
lying diſtant from the other veſſels, the owners where 
of being all gone on ſhore, andit well furniſhed with 
Maſts, SailC,ahd Oares,ſhe entred into it; and putti 
fcrth the Oares, being ſome-whart skilfull in layling,

The young Damoſell kneyy not 
whether ſhe were on the ſea or land; as one, who not 
by any accident happzning, litted up her hcad to looke 
about her; neither intended ever to doe. Now it carne 
to pall:, that as the boatc was driven to the ſhore, a 
poore woman ſtood at the Sca fide, wathing certaine 
Fiſhermens Nets; and ſeeing the boate comming te- 
wards hcr under faile, without any perſon appearing 
31 it,ſhe wondered thercat not a little.

The poore woman perceiving by her habite that ſhe 
was a Chriſtian,demanded of her{in ſpeaking Latine) 
how it was poſlivle for her,being al alone in the boate 
ro arrive there in this manner ? When Conſtance, 
heard hcr ſpeak the Latine rongue,ſhe began to doubt 
Jeaſt ſome contrary winde had turned her back to Li- 
Paris againe, and ſtarting up ſodainly, ro looke with 
Þctrer advice about her, ſhe law her ſelfe at Land ; and 
not knowing, the Country,demanded of the poore vWo- 
man where ſhe was ? Daughter (quoth (ec) you are 
here hard bySuſa in Barbary. Which Conſtance hearing 
and plainely perceiving, that death had denied toend 
her miſeries,tcarm? leaſt ſhe ſhould receive ſame dil. 
honour, in ſuch a barbarous unkinde country, and not 
knowing what ſhould now become of her, ſhe ſate 
downe by the boate fide,wringing her hangs and wee- 
pin? bitterly. 

The good woman did greatly compaſſionarte her caſe, 
andprevyailed fo wel by gentle ſpeches that ſhe condudt- 
eq hor into hex owng poorg habirationy yyhere at

Con{tancehearing that ſhe ſpake the Latine language 
fo well; deſired to kneyy what ſhe was, Whereto the 
old woman thus anſwered; Genilewoman(quoth (he 
I am of Trapgn«m,named Carapreſa,and am a ſervanc 
in this Country to certaine Chriſtian Fiſhermen. The 
young Maiden(albeit ſhe was very full ef forrovw)hea- 
ring her name to be Caraprc/a, conceived it as a good 
augury to her ſelfe, and that ſhe had heard the name 
betore, although he kacw not what occafion ſhould 
moye her thus to do. Now began her hopes to quicken 
againe, and yet ſhe could not rely upon what ground; 
nor was ſhe (o deſirous of death as before, but made 
more precious eſtimation of her life, and without any 
further declaration of her felfe or Country,ſthe entre» 
ted the good woman (even for charities (ake) ro take 
pitty on her youth, and helpe her with ſuch good ads 
vice, to prevent all injuries which might happen ta 
her,in ſuch a ſolitary wotull condition, 

Carapreſa having heard her requeſt, like a good wo- 
man as ſhe was, lctt Conitance in her poore Cottzge, & 
went haſtily to leaye her ners in ſafety: which being 
done ,ſhe returned backe againe,& covering Con/Zarce. 
with her mantle led her on to Suſawith hergwhere be- 
ing arrived, the good woman began in this manner, 
Conſtance, Iwillbring thee to the houſe of a very 
worthy Sarazin Lady,towhom I have done many ho» 
nelt ſervices,according as ſhe pleaſed tocommand me. 
She is an ancient yvoraan,full of charity, and to her L 
will commend the as beit 1 may,for Iam well allured, 
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that ſhe will gladly entertaine thee, and uſe thee ag if 
thou wers her owne daughter, Now, let it be thy part, 
durin2 thy time of remaining with her, to employ 
thy urmoſt diligence in plcaling her, by deſerving and 
gaining her gracegtil] heaven ſhall blefle thee with bet- 
ecr fortune: and as ſue promiſed (o ſhe performed. 

The Sarazine Lady,being well ſtept into yeares,up- 
on the commendable ſpeeches delivered by Carepriſi, 
did the moreſerioully faſten her eye on Conftance, and 
compaſſion provoking her to teares , ſhee tooke herby 
the hand, and (in loving manner) kifled her fore- 
head. So ce icd hier further into her houſe, where 
dwelt divers other women (but not one man) all ex- 
erciling themſelves in ſcyer:}] Jabours, as working all 
ſorts of filke, with Imbroiderics of Gold and Silver, 
and ſundry other exceiſent Arts beſide, which in ſhore 
time vere very familiar to Copftance, and fo pleaſing 
grew her bchaviour to the old Lady, and all the reſt 
belide ; that they loved and delighted in her wonders 
fully, and (by little and little) ſhe attained to the (pea - 
King of their language Although it were very harſh and 
difficult, 

Conftance continuing thus in the old Ladies ſervice 
at Suſa, and thought to be dead or loſt in her owne 
Fathers houle; it fortuned, thar one reigning then as 
Kirig of Thunis, who nam<d himſclfe Mariabdela:there 
was a young Lord of great birth, and very powerfull, 
Who lived as then in Granada, and pleaded that the 
Kingdome of Thunis belonged to him. ln which refpeR 
he muſtered together a mighty Army, andcame to a(- 
ſault the King, as hoping to expell him. T heſe newes 
comming to the eare of Martuctio Gomito, who ſpake 
the Barbarian Language perfeAly; and heating it rc- 
ported, that the King of 7hunis made no meane prepa- 
ration for his oyne defence: he conferred with one of 
his kcepers,yho had the cuſtody of him, and che =

2s ſhall aſſurc him to win the honour of the field. The 
Guard reported rheſe ſpeechesto his maſter,ywho pre- 
ſently acquainted the King therewith, and Martuccio 
being (ent forzhe was commanded to ſpeake his mind: 
Whereupon he began in this manner, 

My gracious Lord, duting the time that I have fre- 
quented your Country,l have heedefully obſerved that 
the Military Ditctpline uſed in your fightes and battles, 
dependech more upon Archers, than other men im- 
ployedin your warre.

Sir,ſaid 2farzuccio, 
if you pleaſe it may be done,and I can quickely reſolve 
you how, Let the ſtrings of your Archers bows be mace: 
more ſoft and gentlc,than thoſe which heretofore the 
have formerly uſed; and next,let the nockes of the AP 
rowes be ſo provided, as not to receive any other, than 
thoſe pliant gentle ſtrings. Bur this muſt be done (o (e- 
cretly, that your enemies may have no knowledge 
thereof, leaſt they ſhould provide themſelyes in the 
ſame manner. Now the reaſon {Gracious Lord) why 
thus I counſell you,is tothis end,When the Archers on 
the Enemies fide have ſhot their arrowes at your mens 
and yours in like manner at them : it followerh, tha 
(upon meare conſtraint) they muſt gather up your ar- 
rowes,to ſhoote them backe againe at you, tor ſo long 
while as the battel] endureth;as nodoubt but your men 
will doe the like to them, Bur your eneinics will finde 
themſclyes much deceived, becauſe they can make no 
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aſc of yuur peoples Arrowes, in regard that the nockey 
are roonarrow to receive their boyitrous ſtrings; which 
wil fal out contrary with your followers;for the plant 
ftrinigs belon2ing to your Bowes, are as apt for their e+ 
nenues great nockt Arrowes,2s their owne,and lo they 
ſhall have free uſe of bothgreſcrving them in plentifull 
Rorc,when your adverſaries muſt ſtand unturniſhed of 
any, but them that they cannot any way uſe. 

T his counſell pleaſed che King veryhighly,and he be. 
ing a Prince of great underſt1ndie, 2ave order to haye 
it accordingly foll owed,and thercby valiantly yanqui- 
ſed his enemics. Hereupon, HMartuccio came to bee 
great in his grace, as allo contrquently nch, andſea- 
ted in no meanc place of authority, Now as worthy and 
commendable actions 1rc (oout ſpread abroad, in ho- 
Nour of the man by whwuin rtiicy hapaceds even ſothe 
fame of this rare got victory, was guickely noyſed 
throuchout the Conn:ry, 2:19 1 ame 10 the hcarinp of 

oore ConfFaiic that Martur''n Gomito (whom ſhee 
Koala {olonsg ſince to be ec...) was living, and in 
honourable cy *ticion., The love which formerly 
ſhe bre unto himguring no: altoo tac extirRt inher 
Heart; ofa 'm.jl tp:rke, brake forth into a lodaine 
fHamegand {o encrealcu bry by day, tier hope (be 
1n2 before «\moſt quite dead) revived ageane 11 cheare 
full manner. 

Having impartcd all her farrunes tothe gooc old La- 
dy wich whom the dwelt; ihe told her beltde, that ſhe 
[ad earneſt defir2 to fec Thunis, to tithe her eyes as 
w.lias lier carcs,concerni.17 the ri;nor blazed abroad, 
Fic good old Lavy commended her cefirey and (cven 
as ſh* had beene her Mother) cooke her with her 
abourd a Barke, and loſayicd thence to Thuzis,where 
borl tie 211d Conffance found honourable welcome, 
in the houle of a kin{man tc the Sarazin Lady, Cara» 
preſaallo went with them thier, 2nd her Oey 
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fent abroad into the Citic, to underſtand the newes of 
AMartuccio Gomito. After they knevy tor a certaintier 
that he was living , and in great authoritie about the 
King, according as the former report went of him: 
"Then the good old Lady, being deſirous to let Mare 
ruccio know, that his faire friend Con/fance was come 
thither to ſee him 5 went her ſelfe to the place of his a 
biding , and ſpake unto himin this manner. Noble 
Aartuccio, there is alervant;of thine inwy houſe, 
whic'1 came from Liparis, and requireth to have alittle 
conference with thee : but becaule I durſt not truſt any 
other with the meſſage, my iclte (at her entreaty ) ang 
come to acquaint thee therewith, Martuccio gave hev 
kinde and hearty thankes, and then went along with 
her to the houle, | 
No fooncr did Con/tarce behold him, but ſhe was 
ready ro die with conceit of joy, and being unable to 
containc her paſlion: ſovainely ſhe threyy her armes a» 
bour his necxe,and 12 mecre compaſſion of her many 
tisfortunes , as allo the inſtant ſolace of her fouls 
(not being able ro utter one word) the teares trickicd 
aboundantly downe her checkes. Martuccio allo ſce- 
ing his faire friend, was overcome with exceeding ad- 
miration, and food awhile, as not knowing what to 
ſay ; till venting forth a vchement {ighe, thus he Ipake, 
My deareſt love Conſtance! Artthou yer liviog 7 It is a 
tedious long while fance I heard thou walt loſt, and ne 
yer anytidanps of thee 1n thy fathers hyule Witt: which 
werds,the tcares tanding in his-cyes mcit lovingly ae 
embraced her ; Conftance recounted i 1m aut lier tore 
runcs> and what kindnefle {5 hd recorved im he 
Sarazinc Lady, fince ber firff. bon. of gg mmin;: ra 
her. And aftcr much other wiicour:;t pair bervweecne 
them, Hartuccio dep... ed from her, ai rec 1nmg i 
the King his maſtcr, told him ail re kutory G. IS 
tortuncs , and chole bcfide ot bus deare love 6 o.//ances 
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being purpoſely minded (with his gracions king) © 
marry her accorrding to the Chriſtian Law. 

T he King was much amazed at [@ many ftrange ac- 
cidents,and ſending for Conffance to come before him; 
from her owne mouth he heard the whole relation of 
her continued affe&tion to Afar!ucczo, whereupon he 
ſaid. Now truſt me faire Damoſell,thou haſt dearly de 
ſeryed hum to be thy husband, Then ſending for very 
coſtly Iewels,and rich preſents, the one halfe of chem 
he gave to her,and the other to Martuccio, grauming 
them licenſe withall,to marry according to their owne 
Znindes, 

Martuccio did many honours ,and gave great gifts to. 
the aged Satatine Lady,with whom Conſtance had lived. 
ſo kindly reſpefed: which although ſhe had no neede 
of neither ever reſpeRed any ſachrewardin2; yet(con« 
quered by their urgent 1mportunity, eſpeciaily Con- 
ffance,who could not be thanketull enough to her) (he 
was enforced to receive them, and taking her leaye of 
tom weepingglayled backe againe to Suſa, 

Within a ſhort while after, the King licenſing their 
departure thence they entered into a ſmall barke, and 
Carapreſawith them, ſailing on with profperous giles 
of wind untill they arrived at Liparts, where they were 
entertained with generall rejoycing. And becaule their 
marriage was not {ufficiently performed at Thunis, in 
xegard of divers Chriſtian ceremonies there waning, 
their Nuptials were againe moſt honourably ſolemm- 
zcd, and theylved (mapy yeares after) in health aad 
wuch n:ppincllc, 


Pedro Bocamawzo, eſcaping azvay with a yoary Dames 
jetl which he loved,named Angelina,zmet with theeves: 
an bus journcy. The Dameſcl flying ſeareſully into a 
SL orreſt, by chance arrived at aCaſ{le. Pedro bing 
Iaxen by the theever happening afterward to eſcape from 
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them; commeth (accidentally) to the ſame Caille where 
Angelina was, And marrying ber,thcy then returned 
home to Rome. 
The third Novell, 
Wherein the ſcucral powers bath of Love and F ortunt is 
more at large approved. 


Here was not any one in the whole company, but 

much commended the Novell of Madam ZE milia? 
and when the Queene perccived it was ended, ſheturs- 
ned towards Madam Eliza,commanding her to conti- 
nue on their dceliohifull exerciſe 3 wherero ſhedeclas 
ring her willing obedience,began to ſpeake thus.Cours« 
teons Ladics , I] 1emember one ' unfortunate night 
which happened to two Lovers , that were not endu- 
ed with the preatcſt diſcretion, But becaule they had 
very many and happy dayes afteryards, I am the 
more yillnz for toJet you heare it, 

In the Cie of Rome, which {in times paſt) was 
called the Lady and Miſtreſſe of the world, though 
now ſcarſcly ſo good as the waiting maide : there 
dwelt ſometime a young Gentleman, named Pedro 
Boccamazy », deſcended from one of the moſt honau- 
rable Famnilics in Romez. who was much enamoured 
of a beautifull Gentlewoman, called 4ngelina, Daugh» 
ter toone named Gizlivoro Saulto » vhole fortunes 
were none of the faireſt , yet he greatly cſteemed a« 
mongſt the Romanes. The entercourſe of love bee 
tweene thele rywaine, had ſo equally enitruted their 
hearts and ſoule, that it could hardly be judged which 
of them was the more feryent in afle&ion. But hee, 
not being inured to ſuch oppreſiing p2ſhons,and ther» 
fore the eſſe able to ſupport thera, excepr hee wasfure 


to compallc his deſire, plainely made themotion, that 
he migtt cnjoy her in honourable marriage, Which his 
Parents nd tricnes hearing, went to conferre withs 
bum, blaming him wich oy cr-much baicaclk, fo fare 
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to diſgrace himſc}fe aac his tacke. Befide , they advie 
ſed the Father to the M:ide, neuhber to credite what 
Pedro faid in chis calc, or to live in hope of any luch 
match,becaule they ail did deſpiſe it. 

Pedro percciving, that the way vvasfhut up, vheree 
by (and none other) he was to-rnount the Ladder of 
his hopes 3 began to wax weary of longer living :and 
if he could have wonne her Fath*rsconſent, he wonld 
have married her in the dyſpight of all is friends. Ne- 
verthelfle, hee had a conceit hammering in his head, 
whichif the maide would be as forward as himſelfe, 
ſhould bring the mateer to full cficR. Letters and ſecret 
intelligences paſting ſtill betweene, arlength he un» 
dcritood her ready reſolution, to adyenture with him 
thorough all fortunes whatloever, concluding on their 
ſodaine and ſceret flight from Rome: For which Pedys 
did ſo well previde, that very carlyin a morning, and 
fell mounted on horſe-backe, thcy tooke the way lea 
ing to Alagna, where Pcdrohad ſome honeſt friends, 
in whom he rcpoſed eſpecialltruſt. Riding on thus tho« 
row the ceuntry, having no leaſure roaccompliſh their 
marriage, becauſe they itood in teare of —7 oo th2y 
were ridden above foureleapnes from Romegſtil ſhorts 
ning the way with their amorous diſcourſing, 

it fortuned that Pedro having no certaine knowledge 
of the way, but follorring, a trackt guiding too farre 01 
the l:it hand; rode quitc out of covrie, and came at haſk 
within fight of a ſmall Caſtle , out of which ( betore 
th'y woe avware) iflued twelve Villaines, whom Army 
gc!ina loone: elpied, than Pedro could do; which made 
tier cry ou: to tim, faying s Helpe dearc Loyecto ſave 
us, 0c ciſe ye ſhall be aNaueds Pedro then turning his 
horſe {© expeditiouſly as ke could, and giving him che 
ipurres as neederequred ; mainey he gallopped into 2 
neere adjoyning Forreſt, mere m:nding the following 
ot Angetinagian any dizeRion of his wayzor them w_- 
endca= 
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endeayoured to be his hindrance. So that by often 
windin2 and turning aLouc, as the paffage appeared 
troubicome to him, when hec thoutht him ſelfe free 
and turtheſt from them, he was round engitr, and ſei- 
zcd on by them.When they had made him ro diſmount 
from his horſe, queſtioning him of whence, and whac 
he was, and he reſolving them thereingthey tell into a 
ſecret conſultation, ſaying thus among themſclyes, 
This man is a friend to our deadly enem:ie,how can we 

then otherwiſe diſpoſe of him, bur draine him ot all 

he hath and in diſpicht of the Or/ini ( Mcn 1N ni. 

ture hatefull to us) hang him up here on one of theſe 

trees? 

All of them agreeing in this diſmall reſolution, they 
commanded Pero to put off his garments, which hee 
yeelding to doe {albeit unwillingly) it fo fell our, thac 
five and tycntic othcr thee yes, came lodainely ruſhing 
an upon them,crying,Kil),kill, and ſpare not a man, 

T hey which before had furpt ized Pedro,defiring novy 
to fhft for cheir owne ſiferuc ; left him ſtanding qua= 
King in his ſhirt, and fo ranne away mainely ro defend 
themſ{elyes, Which the new crew percerving, and that 
their number farre exceeded the other: they ſolloywed 
to robbe them of wh2tthey had gorten, accounting it 
as a preſent purchaie tor tkew,, Which when Pedro 
perceiyed, and ſavy none tarrying to prey upon himz he 

ut on his cloathes 1gaine, and mounting on his cwne 
herle, gallopped thor oy which .zgeling betore had 
taken: yetc0-1d he nor deſcry any tracke ot patk,or (a 
much as the footing of 2 horſe 3 but thought himſelfe 
an lufficicnt ſecuritic, being rid of thera that firſt (cized 
on him,and allo vi the ieft, which followed wthe pur 
tuite of them. 

For the lotle of his beloyed Angelinahe was the moſt 
woſull man in the world, wandrine, firſt one way, and 
then apain another,calling for ker al abour the Forreſt, 
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without any anſwer returning to him. And not daring 
to ride backe again,on hee travelled ſtil],nort knowing 
whereto make his arrivall, And having formerly heard 
of ſayape ravenous beaſts, which comonly live in ſuch 
unfrequented Forreſts : hee not onely was in feare of 
lofing hisowne life, but alſo deſpaired much for hi; 
Angelina, leaſt ſome Lyon or Woolfe, had torne he: 
body in peeces, 

T hus rode on poore unfortunate Pedro, untill the 
breake of day appearcd, no finding any meanes to g&K 
forth of che Forreſt, {hl crying and calling for bis 
faire friend, riding, many times backeward,vhen as hz 
thought he rode forward, untill he became ſo veake 
and taint, what with extreame feare, loud calling, anc 
continuing ſolong a while without any ſuſtenance, 
that the whole day being thus ſpent in vaine,ind duke 
mi*ht ſodainely come vpon him , he was rot able to 
hold out any longer. 

Nov was hee in farre worſe cale than before, not 
knowing where , or how to diſpoſe of himſclfe,or what 
might beſt be done in lo great a neceflitie, From his 
horle ke alighted, and tying him by the bridle anto a 

reat tree, up he climbed into :he ſame tree, fexring ro 
be devoured ( in th» night time ) by ſome wilde beaſt, 
chooſing rather to let his horſe periſhthan bicaſelfe, 
Within a while after, the Moone began to riſc, and 
the skies appearcd bright and cleare : yer durſt he not 
nod,or take a nap, leaſt he ſhould fall out of che tree 3 
bu: ſate ſtiIl preeving, ſighing, and mourning, deſpai- 
ring of ever ſeeing his Angelina any more for he coutd 


not be comforted by the ſmallcſ hopetall perfiwaſion,, 


that any good Fortunc mizhe befall her in ſuch a de- 
ſolare Forreſt where noth:ng bur diſmal feares was to 
beexpeRecd, and no lik<l:hood that ſhee thould eſcape 
with life, 
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(as you heard before ) knew not any place of refuge to 
flic unto, but even ag it pleaſed the horſe to carry her: 
ſhe entred fo farre into the Forreſt, that ſhe could nut 
deviſe where to ſeeke her owne ſafetie, And thercfore, 
even as it fared withher friend Pedro , in ghe ſame 
manner did it fall out with her , wandering the who!e 
night, and all the day following,one while taking one 
hopefull tracke, and then another, calling, weeping, 
and wringing her hangs,and giievouſly complaining of 
her hard fortune. Ar the length, perceiving that Pedro 
came not unto her at all, (he tound a little path(which 
ſhe lighted on by great good fortune) even when darke 
night was apace drawing on,and followed it ſolong,ul 
it bronght her within the ſight of a ſmall poore Cot- 
tage,, whereto ſhee rode on lo faſt as ſhee could, and 
found therein a very old man, having a wife rather 
more aged than he;who ſeeing her to be without com » 
anic, the old man ſpake thus unto her. 

Faire D-2ughter (quoth he } whither wander you at 
ſuch an unſeaſonable houre, and all alone in a place ſo 
defolate > The Damoſell weeping, replied; thar ſhe had 
Icſt her company in the Forreit , and enquired hovy 
neere ſhe wasto Ahgna, Daughter (anſacred the old 
man) this is not the way to Alagnagfor it is above fixe 
kagues hence, Then the defired to know, kow farre off 
ſie was from ſuch houſes , where ſhe might have any 
reaſonable lodging 7 There are none (o neere, ſaid the 
old man, that day light will give you leave ro reach, 
May it pleaſe you then | Fath:r (replied Angel; 
na) ſccingT cannot travellany whither clſe; for Godg 


ſake, to let mee remaine here with you this night, 
Daughter, anſwered the good old rnan, we can gladly 
give you entertainement hcre, for this night, in ſuch 
poore manner as you ſee-;. but Iet metell you withall, 
that up and downe theſe woods ( as well by night as 
day ) walke compaaics of all conditions, and rather 
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enemics than friends,who doc many grievous diſpler- 
fures and harmes, Nowif by misfortune, you b-1ny 
herc,and any ({uch people ſhould come, and lceing you 
ſolovely faire, as indeede you are, offer you any thame 
er injury: Alas you ec, it hies not in our power to lend 
yo! any helpe or {uccour. I thought it 200d(theretore) 
to acquaint yuu therewith, becauſe if any ſnch miſ- 
chance doe happen , you ſhould not afterward com» 
plaine of us, / 

The young maidenſecing the time to be ſo far ſpent, 
albeit the oj mans words did much diſmay her,yet ſhe 
thus replied, Ttir be che will of heaven, both you and 
I thall be defended from aiiy: misfortune : bur if any 
ſich inifchance doe happen, I account the meanes lefle: 
deſerving priefe, if T tall intothe mercy of men, than 
zo be devoured by wilde beaſts inctlus Forreſt. So, be- 
ing di'mounted frum her hotle, and entred 1nto the 
homely houſe 3 ſhe ſupt poorcly with the old man and 
his wite, with ſuch mcane cates as their proviſion af- 
forded . and after ſupper, lay dowae in her garments 
on the poore patlar, where the aged couple tooke their 
reſt, and was very well contentcd therewith,a}beit ſhe 
could not refraine from fighing and weeping , to bee 
thus divided from her dearc Pedr6, of wholc life and 
welfare ſhe greatly deſpaired. 

When 1t was Fol day, ſhee heart” a great noiſe of 
people travelling by , whereupon ledainely ſhee aroſe, 
and ranne into a Garden plot, wich was on the back» 
Gde of the poore Cottage, cſpying in one of the cor= 
ncrs a great acke of Hay, wherein the hid her ſcltc,ro. 
the end, that traveliag ſtrar.ors might not ceacily 
finde her tacre inthe houſe, Scarfely was {hc tully 
there hidden,but a great company of Theeves and Vil- 
laines, findin; the doure open , ruſhed iato we Cots 
tage, where looking round 1bout them tor ſou booty), 
they ſaw the Damolkls huite ttand 3cady Ladlae gy which

made them demand to whom it belonged. The good 
old man, not ſecing the maiden preſent there, anſwe» 
red thus, Gentlemen , there is no body here but my 
wife and my (elfe : as for this horſe, which ſeemeth to 
be eſcaped from rhe Owner ; hee came hithcr yeſter- 
night,and we gave him houſe-roome kere,rather than 
to be devoured by Wolves abroad. Then ſaid the 
principall of the TT heeviſh crew: T his horſe ſhall be 
ours, in regard hee hath no other Maſter, and let the 
Owner come claime him of us, 

When they had ſearched every corner of the poore 
Cortage, and foand no ſuch prey as they looked for » 
ſome of them went intothe backefidez where they had 
left their Iavelins and Targets, wherewith they uſed 
commonly to travell. It fortuned that one of them, be= 
ing more (ubtily ſuſpitious than rhe reſt, thruſt his Ia» 
velininto the ſtacke of Hay, in the very tame place 
where the Damoſell lay hidden, miſline very lictle of 
killing her 3 for it entred (o farre, that the iron head 
pierced quite thorough her garments, and rouched her 
I:ft barcbreſt : whereupon) ther was ready to cry outzas 
fearing that ſhee was wounded : but conſidering the 
placggvhere ſhe vas, ſhe lay {till and (pake not a word. 
This difordered company, after they had fed on lome 
young Kids, and ether fleſh which they brought with 
them thither,they went thence about their theeving ex« 
crciſe,taking the Damolels horſe along with them. 

After they were gone a great diſtance oflt,the good old 
man began thus to queſtion his wite, What is become 
(quoth he) of our yong Gent|cwoman,which came (a 
late to us yeſternight ? I have not ſeene her to day ſince 
our ariſing, The old woman made anſwer, that thee 
knew not where (hee was, and ſought all about to 
finde her. Argelizars teare being well over blownez 
and hearing noue of the tormer noile, which made 
get the better hoye of their depa nwice, came n__ 
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of the Hay-ftackez whereof the pood old man vas ng 
a little joyfull , and becauſe ſhee had ſo well eſcaped 
from them: ſo ſeeing it was now broad day-light, he: 
ſaid untu her. Now that the morning is fo fairely be 
gun if you can be ſo well contented, we will bring ya 
to a Caſtle, which frands about two miles and a hal; 
hence, where you may be ſure ro remaine 1n ſafer, 
But you muſt necds traycll thicher on foote, becaule 

the night-walkers that hapned hither, hath taken a- 

way your horle with them. 

Angelina making liule or no account of ſuch a loſk, 

entreated them for charities ſake , roconduR*' herto 
that Caſtile, which accordinvly they did , and arrived 
there betwecne ſeaven or eight of the clocke, The 
Caſtle belonged to one of the Orfiat, being called, Li- 
ello d; Canpo di Fiore, and by greatgood fortune, his 
Wife was then there, ſhe being a very vertuous and re- 
ligious Lady, No ſooner did ſhee Jooke upon Angeling, 
but ſhee knew her immediately, and entertained ber 
very willingly, requeſting, ro know the reaſon of her 
arriving there; which ſhe at large related, and moyed 
the Lady (wholikewiſe knew Pedro pertcly well ) to 
much compaſſion becauſe he was a kin{man amnggdcare 
friend to her Husband 3 and underſtanding how the 
theeves had (urprized him, ſhe fearcd that he waz ſlain 
among them, whereupon ſhee ſpakethus to Angelina. 
Sceing you knoy not what 1s become of my kinſman 
Pedro, you ſhall remaine here with mee, untill ſuch 
time, as (if we heare no othertidings of him) you may 
with ſafcty be ſent backe to Rome, 

Pedro all this while fitting in the Tree, fo full of 
griefe, as no man could be more z about the houre of 
midnight ( by the bright ſplendour ofthe Moone) eſs 
pied about ſome tyventie Wolves, whoyfo ſoone as they 
had got a ſight of the horſe, ran and engirt him1ound 
about, Thc horſe when hee perceived rhem (0 _o__ 
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him, drew his head ſo ſtrongly backward, that brea-« 
king the rernes of his bridle, tec labourced to eſcape a- 
way from them. But being beſet on every fide, and ut- 
terly unable to helpe himſclfe, he contended with his 
teeth and fecte in his owne defence \till they haled him 
violently to the ground, and tearing his body in pieces, 
left ;10r a jot of him but the bare bones, and afrerward 
ran ranging thorow the Forreſt. At this hight poore 
Pcdrowas mightily diſmaicd , fearing to ſpeede no 
better than his horſe had done,and there fore could aot 
deviſe what was beſt to be done, for he faw no likeli- 
hood, of getting out of the'Forreſt with life, Bur day» 
lizht drawing on apace, and he almoſt dead with cold, 
having ſtood quaking ſo long in the Tree; at learch 
by continuall looking every where about him, to dil- 
ecrne the leaſt glimple of any comfort ; he eſpied 2 
great fire, which ſeemed to be abgut halfe a mule off 
trom him, ; 

By this time it was broade day, when he deſcended 
doyne our of the Tree , ( yet not without much fearc) 
and tooke his way toward the fire, where being arrived 
he found a company of Shepheards banqueting abour 
it, whom he courtcoully ſaluting, rhey tooke pitie on 
his diſtreſſe, and welcommed him kindely, After hee 
had taſted of ſuch cheere as they had, and was indiffe - 
rently refreſhed by the good fire; he dilcourſed his hard 
diſaſters tc them, as alſo how ke happened thither,de- 
firing to know , if any Village or Caſtle were neere 
there about, where he might in betrer manner relecye 
himſelfe. The Shepheards told him , that abour a 
mile and ahalfe from thence, was the Caſtle of Sig. 
nior Liello dt Campo di Fiore, and that bis Lady was 
rehding there ; which was no manne comfort to poore 
Pedro, requeſting that one of them would accompany 
him thither, as two of thera did in loving manner, to 


rid kim of all furthcr feares, 
Whcn 
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When hee yyas arrived at the Caftle,and found there 
lyers of his familiar acquaintance; hee Jaboured tg 
procure ſome meincs , that the Damoſeil might bee 
lought for in the Forreſt. Then the Lady calling fer 
her, and bringing ker tohim ; hee ran and caught her 
i bis armes, bungready to (wound with conceit of 
Joy, for never could any man be more comforted, than 
he was at the ight of his Angelina; and queſtionleſſe, 
her joy was not a jor inferiour to his, ſuch a ſimpathy 
of firme love was fetled berwcene thee, The Lady of 
the Caſtle, after ſhe had given them very gracious en- 
teriainement, and underftood the ſcope of their bold 
adventure ſhe reproyed them both ſomewhat ſharpely, 
for preſuming ſo tarre without the conſent of theu 
Patents, But percciving (notwithſtanding all her re- 
monitrances that they continued ſtil conſtant in their 
reſolution, without any incqualitic of ether ſide; (ic 
laid to her ſelfe. Why ſhould this matter be any way of- 
tenſive ro me ? They love each other loyally ; they are 
not:infcriour to one another in birth, but in fortune; 
they are equally Joyed and allicd to my Husband, and 
their defice is both honeſt and honourable. Moreover, 
what know I, if it be the will of Heavento have it ſo? 
Theeves intended ts hang him, in malice to his name 
and kindred, from which hard farc he hoth bappily ef 
Caped, Her life was endangered by a ſharpe pointed 
Javeline, and yet her fairer ſtarres would not ſuffer 
her ſo to periſh : beſide, they have both eſcaped che fu-

Tonrnaments,& all other noble aRiens of Armes, bce 
ſide,ſeading her infinite rich &coſtly preſents, making 
ſpare of nothing, bur I1ſhing all our in laviſh expence. 


| Notwithſtanding, ſhe being no lefle honeftrhan faire, 


made no reckoning of whatſcever he did for-her ſakas 
or the lcaſt reſpe& of his own pyrſon. So that F pn pt 
go, pending ns daily more, than his meanes and a= 
b:licy could mainetaine, and no. ſupplies any way re» 
dounding to him, or his faculties { as very.cafily chey

Worthy Ladies. it exccedeth che power of my capa- 
citic, to cenſure in the caſe whereof I am to ſpeake, by. 
ſaying, who finned moſt, either Nature, in (cating a 
noble {oulc in a vile body, or Fortune, in beſtowing on 
a body (beautiged with a noble ſoule) a baſe or wiet- 
ched condion of life, As «we may obſerve by Ciffio, a 
Citizen of our ovwne, and many more beſide; for, this 
Gi/7io being enducd with a fingular good ſpirit, For- 
tunc hath made him no berter than a Baker, Andbe- 
leeve me Ladies, I could (in thiscaſe ) Iay as muck 
blame on Nature , as on Fortune ; if 1 did not knove 
Nature tobe moſt abſolutely wiſe, and that Fortune 
hath a thouſand eyes, . albeit fooles have figured her to 
be blinde. Burupon moe mature and de];berate conhi- 
deration, I fnde, that they borth{being truely wiſe and 
judicious) have dealt juſt'y,in imitation of our beſt ad- 
vifed mortals, who being uucertaine of ſuch inconve- - 
niences, gs may happen unto them, doe burie ( for 
their owne benefit) tlie very beſt and choiſeſt things 
of cltceme, in the moſt yile and abzett places of their 
houſes, as being ſubje& to leaſt ſufpition , and where 
they may be ſure to have them ar all crimes, for ſupply 
cf any necefſitie whatſoever, becaule fo baſe a convey- 
ance hath better kept them, than the very beſt Cham- 
ber in the houſe could haye done. Even fo theſe two 
great Commanders of the world,doe many times bide 
their moſ precious Jewels of worth, ander the clouds 
ef Arts or Profefitons of worſt cftimation, to the end, 
that fetching thcm thence when neege requires, their 
tplendor may appeare to be the more glorious, Nor was

fpoken of in the late repented Novell, as being the 
husband to Madam Oretta ; whereby this accident 
came to my remembrance, and which (in a ſhort talc) 
3 will relate unto you. 

Lect me then tell ye, that Pope Boniface (with whom 
the fore-named Afeſſey Gert Spina was in preat re- 
gard) having (ſent divers Gentlemen of his Court to 
Florence as Ambaſſadours, about very ſerious and im= 
portant buſineſſe : rhey were lodged-in the houſe of 
Meer Geri Spina, and he employed ( with them) in 
the ſaid Popes negotiation» lt chanced, that as being 
the moſt convenient way for paſſage, every morning 
they walked on foote by the Church of Saint 'Marre

on; bnt rather entred into conſideration of ſome ſuch 
meanes, whereby Meſſer Gert might be the inviter of 
kimſelfe to taſte his wine. And having puton him a 
truſſe or thin doublet, of! very white and fine Linnen 


cloath, as allo breeches , and an apron of the m_ 
an 
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and a whire cap upon his hcad,ſo that he ſemeed ratiter 
to be a Miller than a Baker ; atf(uch times as AMe//ty 
Geri and the Ambaſſadors ſheuld daily pafle by , he ler 
before his doore a new Bucket of faire watcr, and 2n- 
other ſmall veflcl]of Bologna carth /as nevv and fight- 
ly as the other) full of his beſt and choifelt white 
wine, with two (mall Glafles, looking like flyer, they 
were ſocleare, Doyne he (ate; with all this proviſion 
betore him, and emptying his ſtomack twice or thrice, 
bf ſome clortcd flegmes which ſeemed to oftend it : 
even as the Gentlemen were paling by,he dranke ons 
or two rouſes of his Wine ſo heartily, and with ſuch a 
plcaling apperi:e, as might haye moved a longing (al 
moſt) ina dead man, 

Aeſſer Geri wcll noting his behaviour, and obſer- 
ving the very ſame courſe in him two mornings tove- 
ther; on the third day (as hc was drinking )he (aid un- 
to him, Well done Ci/#:0, whar, is it good, or no? Ct+ 
ſfio\tartingup, forthwith replied : Yes Sir, the wine 1s 
good indcede, but hoyy can I make you to belecye me, 
except you taſte of it ? Meſſer Geri, either in regard of 
the times qualitie, or by reaſon of his paincs taking, 
perhaps more than ordinary, or elle becauſe he ſaw 
Ci/tio had drunke fo ſpriglhtly, was very defirous t9 
taſte of the wine, and turning unto the Ambaſſadors, 
in merri:ment he (aid, My Lords,methinks it were not 
much amilie, if yvce tooke a taſte of this honeſt mans 
winc, pP_ it iz ſo good, that wee ſhall not necde 50 
repent our labour. 

Hereupon , hce went with them to CiHio, who had 
cauſed a kandſome leate to be fetched forth of. his 
houſe, whereupon he requeſted them to fit downe,and 
having commanded his men to wiſh cleane the Glat» 
les, be ſaid, Fellowes, novv get you 20ne,and lcave me 
to the pexformance of chis ſervice; for I am no worle a 
$Skinker, than a Baker, and tarry you never {o log, you 
hall nordriake a drop. Having thus ipoken, himle!te 
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waſhed foure or five ſmall Glaſies, faire and new, 2nd 
cauſing a Viali of his beſt yinero be brought him : he 
diligently filled it 0:1 to Meſſty Geri and the Ambailas 
dours , ro whom it ſeemed the very beſt Wine that 
they had drunkeof in a long while before.

Bur when the aftires were fully conctuded,for which 
they were ſent to Florence, and their parting prepara=- 
tion in due readinefle: Meſſer Geri made a very fump- 
tuous Feaſt for them,inriting thereto the moſt part of 
the honourable Citizens,and Ci/7io to be one among(t 
them;who{by no meanes)would be ſeenc in an afſem- 
bly of ſuch State and pompe, albeit he was thereto (by 
the ſaid Meer Geri) moſt earneſtly intreated. 

In regard of which deniall, Meer Gert comman- 
ded one of his ſeryants, to take a ſmall Bottle, and re- 
queſt Ci/#io to fill with his good Wine; & to ſerve it in 
luch (paring manner to the Table, that each Gentle- 
man might bee allowed halfe a glafle-full at their 
downe-(1tting.T he Serving man,who had heard great 
report of the wine, and was halfe offended, becauſe he 
could never taſte thereof: tooke a great flag2on Bottle, 
containg foure or five Gallons at the leaſt, and com- 
ming therewith unto Cifio, ſaid unto him. Ciffio, be- 
caule my Maſter cannot have your company among 
his friends, he prayes you to fall this Bottle of your beſt 
wine. Cift#o looking upon the huge Flaggon, replied 
thus, Honeſt Fellow, Meſſer Geri never lent thee with 
luch a meſſage to me : which although the Servingman 
very ſtoutly maintained, yet geting no other anſwer, he 
returned bicke therewith to his Maſter. 

Aeſſer Geri returncd the Servant backe againe unto 
C/710, laying : Ge and alluse Ci/tto,thar I lentihee t@

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bim,& ifhe makethee any more ſuch anſwers,then de - 
mand of him, to what place clſc I ſhould ſend rthe:? 
Being come again? to Ciftio, hee avouched that his 
Maiſter had ſent him, bur Ciſtio affirming, that he did 
not: the Seryant asked ro what place elſe hce ſhould 
fend him ? Marrie (quoth Ci/io) unto the Riverof &Þ 7 
Arno, which — b Florence, there thou mayeſ; 
be ſure to fill thy Flaggon. When the Servant had re- 
ported this anſwere to Mcſ/tr Geri, the eyes of his un- \ 
acr{tanding began to open,and calling to ſee what bor» 
tle he hadcarried with him; no ſooner looked hee on t

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Ateſſer Fore ſe da Rabatte, and Maiſter Giotto, a Pain= 
ter by his Profeſſion comming together from Mugello, 
ſcornefully reprehended one another for their aefor- 
mity of body. .

O ſoone as Madam Neiphtla are (ilcnr (the Ladies

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Chichibio) Pamp"ilus, by command from the Queen, 
ſpake inthis manner, Worthy Ladies, it commeth to 
paſſe otentimes, that like a3 Fortune is obſerved dt- 
vye1s yayes, to hide under vile and contemprible Arts, 
nic great and unyalnable treaſures of vertue (2s, not 
Long fince,vas weldtſcourſed unto us by Madam Pam 
p:ea:) loin like manner hath appearcd 3 that Nature 
hath infuled very Gingular ſpirits into moſt miſhapen 
bodies cf men, As hath bin notcd in two of our owne 
Cuizcns, The one of them was named Meſſer Forcſe 
dc Rabatta, a man eflinlc and low perion, but yet dc- 
formed 1n body, with a ftatnele, like a Terrier or 
Be ayle, very ugly to behold, Bur notwithſtanding all 
his defornuty, te was ſo fkngularly experienced in the 
L awes,that no man was his equall, but reputed kim as 
a Trealury of civill knowledge. The other man, being 
named G:otto, had a ſpirit of ſuch great excellency , as 
there was nothing in Naturegthe work-miſtreffe of all, 
by continual motion of the hearens; buthe by his pen 
could perfeRly portrait ; ſhaping then allſorraly alike, 
that they were taken tor the real}matters indecde;and, 
whether they vere preſent or no,there was hardly any 
poilibility of their diſtinguiſhing. So that many times 
xt happened,that by the variable deviſes he made, the 
viſible ſence of men became deceived,in crediting thoſe 
tings to be natural,which were but painted, By which 
meangs, he reduced that ſingular Art to light, which 
Jong t11e before had lien buricd,under the groſle error 
of ſome ; whe, in the Myſtery of Painting, delighted 
more to content rhe jpnorant » than ts ptcale the 
wile , hee juſtly deſerving to be tearmed one of the 
Florentines moRt glorious lizhts, And fo mach the ra- 
ther,becauſe he performed all his ations in truc humie 
hty + ſor while he hived, and was a Maſter in his Art a- 
boye all othcr Painters: yet he refuſed any ſuch title, 
which ſhuncd che more majeſtically in him, as appea- 
red by ſuch, who knew much lefle than bee : yer his 
kronjcdec was much deſaed of them, Nov, 
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Novv, notwithſtanding3l) this exceency in kim:le * 


was not-a jot the handſommer a man, than vvas our 
fore.named Lawyer 2fcſſcr Fore/e, therefore my No- 
vel coneerneth them both. Vnderſtand{faire aſſembly) 
the poſſeſſions of Mcffer Foreſe & Gietto, lay in Oye 
£3; wherefore, when Hoi dayes vere celebratcd by 
Order of Court,and in the Sommer time,upen the ad» 
M:ctance of ſo apt a vacation; Foreſe rode thither upon 
a very unſightly Iade. The like did Giorto the Painters 
as ill6:red eycry way as the other;& having diſpatched 
their buſineſle cheregthey both returned backe towards 
Florence, neither of them could boaſt which was the 
beft mounted. Riding on a ſoftly pace, becauſc their 
horſes could goe no faftcr: and they being well eatred 
ito yeares;1t for timed that a ſodaine ſhowre of riine 
oyer-rooke them ; for avoiding whereof they made all 
pollible haſte to a poore mans Cortage,well known to 
them both. Having comcinued there an indifferent 
while, and the raine unkkely to ceaſe : ru prevent all 
further protraRion of time, and to arrive at Florence 
in duc (caſon 3 they borrowed tyvo old cloikes of rhe 
poore man, of over-yworne and ravved Country gray, 
as alſo two hoods of the like complexion , which gid 
more miſhape them, than their owne ugly deformity, 
and made them fiouted & {corned of ail that ſavy them,

And per- 
cerving no contradiction to croſle their proceeding ,in- 
eo Friars Ony:ns chamber entred they ,tinding it ready

Hereupon, he ſent ro 
his Boy Guccio /mbrata,that upon the Bels ringing, he 
(0v1d come and bring the wallet to him, Which (wath 
m:chadoe Jhe did,ſo ſoone as hisquarre]'was ended in 
the k1rchin,wich the amiable Chiber-maid Nutg,away 
then he wene with his holy comodities : where he was 
no ſnoner arrived, but becauſe his belly, was ready to 
burſt with drinking water, he ſenthim to the Church 
toring the Bels , which not onely yould warme the 
coid water in his belly, bur likewiſe make him runas 
gaurit as a Grey-houud, 

When all the people were aſſembled inthe Church 
tozether,Fryar Onyon(never miſtruſting any injury of- 
fered to him, or that his cloſe commodities had beene 
medled withal|)began bis predication,uttering a thou- 
ſand lies to fir his purpoſe, And when he came to thevy 
thefeather ofthe Phoenix (having firſt in greatdevo- 
tion finiſht the concluſion ) he cauſed ryyo goodly tor - 
ches to be lighted, and ducking downe his head three 
(everall times, before hee would ſo much as touch the 
Tafata, he opened it with much reverence,So ſoone as 
the Cabiner came to be ſeene,off went his Hood, lowly 
he bowed downe his body, and uctering eſpecial prai- 
les of the'-Pheonix, and facred properties ofthe won- 
G&rfull'Relique, the cover of 7 Cabinet being hfied 
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up, he ſayy the ſame to be fall of Coales. THe could noi 
ſuſpeR his V iaine boy ro doe the deede, for he knciy 
him not tobe enducd wich (o much vir, onely he cu: it 
im for keeeping i no better, and curſt kimſelte allo, 
for repoſing crult in ſuch a carckfſe knaye, knowing 
him to be flothfull ,dilobedienr, negligent, and void ot 
all honeſt underſtanding or orace. Sodaincly without 
bluſhing) left hisloſle ſhould be diſcerned, he liſted his 
lookes and hatds to heaven, ipcaking out ſo loude, as 
every one might cafily heare him, thus : Ochou omni- 
potent providence , for ever letthy power be prailed. 
"{ hen making faſt the Cabiner againe , and turning 
Himſelfe ro the people, withlookes exprefling admira» 
tion, he ds] in this manner. 

Lords, Ladies, and you the reſt of my worthy Audi- 
tors : You are to-underſtand, that I ( hover rd very 
young) was ſent by my Swperiour , into thoſe parts, 
where the Sun appeareth at his firſt riſing. And had 
received charge by exprefle command , that I ſhould 
{ceke for (fo much as conhilted in my power to doe )the 
eſpecial! yertucs and priviledges belonging to Porcel- 
Lanc,ywhbich although the boyling thereof be worth bur 
lictle, yet it is very profitable to any but us, In regard 
whercot, being upon my journey, and departing trom 
Fenice, paſſing along the Borgo de Grecia, I prececded 
chence (on horiebacke )through rhe Realme of Garb?, 
ſo to Balda:ca, till 1 came to Parione 3 from whence, 
Not without greatextremitic of thirſt, I arrived in 
Sardignia. 

Bue why doe 1 trouble you with the repetition of lo 
many Countries 7? I coaſted on ſtill, aker L had piff 
Saint Georges Arme,into Truffia, and then into Bu/j-, 
which are Countries much inhabited, and with great 
people. From thence 1 went 1nte the Land of Lying 
where I found ſtore of the Brethren of our Religion, 
and many other befide, who thinned allpaine and 13- 
Þour, on*ly tor the love of God, and carcd as little = 

the 
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the paines andtrayels which othe-s tooke,except ſome 
benefite ariſed hereby to them 3 nor ſpend they any 
money in this Countrey, bur ſuch as is without ſtamp, 
Thence ] went into the Land oþ 4bruz7t, where the 
men and women go in Galoches-over the Mountaines, 
and mike them garments of their Swines guts. Nor 
farre from thence, I found people that cartied bread in 
their {taves, and wine in fatchels, when parting from 
them, I arrived among the Mcountaines of Bacchus» 
where all the waters run downs w:th a deepe fall, and 
in ſhort tirue, I went on fo farce, that I found my ſeife 
to bein India Paſtinaca 3 where I ſyeare to you by the 
holy habit which I were on my body, that I ſaw Ser- 
pens llie,things incrediblegand ſuch as was never ſeenc 
before, 

But becauſe I would be loath to lie,ſs ſoon as I dep2w- 
tedrhence,1 met yvith Maſo de Saggio,who was 2 great 
Merchant there ,and whom I found _— Nuts,and 
ſelling Cockles by recale. Nevertheleſſe, all chis while 
I could notfind vhat I fought for,and therfore T was to 
paſſe from hence by water, it I intended to travel] thi- 
ther, and ſo inreturning backe, I came into the Holy 
L2ed, where coole-freſh.-bread is fould for foure pence, 
& the hot is given away for nothing, There l found the 
venerable Father ( blame me nor I beſcech you ) the 
moſt yyorthy Patriarch of Jeruſalem, who for the re- 
verence due tothe habite thar I weare, andlove to our 
Lord Baron S. Anthery, would kave mee to fee all the 
holy Reliques, which hee had there undcr his charge : 
whereof ,there were ſo many, as if 1 ſhould recount 
them all to you, I ncyer could come to a concluſion. 
But yer, not toleaye you diſcomforted., 1 will relate 
lome fevy of them to you, 

virſt of all,be ſhewed methe finger of the holy Ghoſt 
ſo whole and perfeR, as ever it was, Next the nole of 
the Cherubin, waich appearedto S. Francis; with the 
paycing of the. nails of a Seraphin ; and one of tho 
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ribbes of Verbum care, faſtened to one of the Win- 
dowes, covered with the holy garments of the Catlio- 
like Faith. Then he cooke me unto a darke Chappell, 
where he ſhewed mee divers beames of the Starte thar 
appeared to the three Kings in the Eaſt, Alloa Viall 
of Saint Michaels Iweate,yhen he combarted with the 
divell : And the jaw-bone of dcad Lagarw, with mi- 
nic other precions things beſide. And becaule I was li- 
berall to him, giving him wo of the Plaines of Afonte 
Morello, in the Vulgar Edition,and ſome of the Chap- 
ters del Capregto,which he had long laboured in (carch 
of; he beſtowed upon we (ome of his Reliques- 

Firſt hegave me one of the eye-teeth of Santa Crux 3 
aud a little Viall, filled with ſome part of the ſound of 
thoſe Belles, which hung in the ſumptuous Temple of 
Salomon. Next he gave me the feather of the Phaenix, 
which was with Noah in the Arke, as before 1 told 
you, And one of the Woodden Pattens,which the good 
Saint Gerrard de Magnavilla uſed to weare in his tra- 


vels, and which 1 gaye. (not long fince ) to Gerrardodi 


Bouſy at Florence, where ir is reſpeRed with great de- 
votion, Moreover, he gave me a few of thoſe Coalcs, 
wherewith the Pharnix of Nogh was roafted; all which 
things I brought away thence with mee. Now , moſt 
eruc 1t is, that my Superiour would never ſuffer mee to 
ſhew them any vwhereguntill he veas faichfully certified, 
whether they were the ſame precious Reliques, or no, 
But perceiving by ſundry miracles which chey have 
wrought, and Letters of ſufficient credence received 
from the reveread Patriarch, thar all is true, hee hath 
granted me permiſſion to ſhew them , and becauſe 1 
would not truſt any one with matters of ſuch momcnc, 
I my lelfe brought them hither with me. 

Now I mult te}l you , that the Feathers of the ſame 
Phanix, I conveicd into a ſmall Cabinet or Casker, 
becaule it ſhould not br b:nt or broken, And the coales 
wherewith the ſad Pharnix was roaſted,1 put into an- 

other 
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ano;her Casket, in all refpcRs fo like tothe former, 


that many times I have taken one for another. As nov 
at tis inftant ir hath beene my fortune: for, imagi- 
ning that 1 brought the: Casket with the Feather, I 
miſtooke my ſe!:e, and brought the other with the 
Coales. Wherein doubtlefſe1 have not offended, bc- 
cauſe I am certaine, that yre of our Order doe not any 
thing , but it is ordered by divine direction, and our 
hic{ſed Patron the Lord Baron Saint Axthony. And © 
much the rather , becauſe about a ſenight hence , che 
Feaſt of Saint Anthony is to be lolemnized,againit rhe 
preparation yhereof,andto kindle your zeale with the 
greater fervencie 2 hee put the Casket with the coalcs 
into my hand, meaning to let you ſee the Feather, ar 
ſome fitting ſeaſon. And therefore my blcfled ſonnes 
and daughters, put off your Bonnets, and come hither 
with deyotionge looke apon thera, Bur firſt let me cell 
you, that whoſoever is'marked by any of theſc coales, 
with the light of rhe Croſſe: hee or (hee ſhall live all 
this years Ppily, and no fize whatſoever ſhall come 
neeretotonch or hart them,Sofinging a ſolemne Au- 
theme in the praiſe of Saint Antony, he unveiled che 
Cas ket, and ſhewed the coales openly, 

The ſimple mnltitude,having(with great admiration 
and reverence)a long while beheld them, they thron= 
ged in croudsto Friar Onyon, giving him farre greater 
offerings than before they had, __ cattoghie to 
marke them each after other, Whereupon, hee taking 
the coales in his hand, began ro marke eheir garments 
of white, and thexciles on the womens heads, with 
Croſles of no meane cxtendure : affirming to them, 
that the more the coales waſted with making thoſe 
ercat croſles, the more rhey ſtill encreafed in the Caſs 
ket, as often before he had made triall, 

In this manner, having crofſed all the Certaldancs 
(ro his great benefit) and their abuſe; he ſmiled at his 
[2»daine and dexterious deviſe, in- mockery of them, 
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veho thought to have made a ſcorne of himby diſpel 
ſefing him of the Feather. For Brogeniero and P:7 71- 
x0, being preſent at his Learned Predication, and ha- 
ving heard what a cunning ſhift he found, to come off 
cl:anely, without the leaſt detection , and ail delive- 
red with ſuch admirable proteſtations: they were faine 
to forſake the Church , leaſt they ſhould burſt wh 
laughing, 

Bur when allthe people were departed and gone, 
they met Friar Onyon at his Inne , where cloſely they 
diſcovercd to him,what they had done, delivering him 
kis Feather againe: which the yeare following , ad 
yeeld him as ſuch money , as now the Coales had 
done. 

This Novell afforded equall pleafing to the whole 
company, Friar Onyons Sermon being much com- 
mended, bur eſpecially his long Pilgrimage, aud the 
Reliques hee had both ſeence, and brotghe home with 
him. Afteryvard,the Qucene perceiving,rhat her reigne

with him thee gave him dircRion,for all things fitting 
the time of his Regiment ,and then proceeded. 

Honeſt Ladies, we have alceady diſcourſed of varia» 
ble deviſes ; and ſo many ſeverall manners of humane 
induſtry, concerning the buſinelle wherewith Lici/ca 
ame £6 acquaint us : that her very words, have mini« 
{trcd me matter,/ufficient for our morrows coference, 
or «ſz: 1 Rand in donbt, that I could not have deviſed a 
more convenient Theame for us to talke on, She (as 
you have all heard) ſaid, that ſhee had not any neigh + 
hQu:, who came a true Virgin to her Hesband,and ad. 
&d moreover, that ſhce knevv ſome others, who had 
beguited their Husbands, in very cunning and craft 
manner. But ſetting aſide rhe firſt part,concerning the

And becauſe the Sun was ycr very high, 
1 re2ard 71! the re-counted Novels had becne fo ſhort: 
N1cr.e4 went to play at the Tables with another of the 
young Gen-lemen , and Madam Eliza, having with= 
drawne the Ladies aſide , thus ſpake unto them, Dus 
rin2 the time of our being heere, I haye often beene 
dcfirous to let you lee a place ſomewhat neere 2t hang, 
wiric! [ſuppoſe you have never ſeene, it being called 
The Valle y of Ladies, Till now, I could not fiade any

A 
Chambermaide of hers, who compaſſioned her calc 
very much ; made ſuch obſervance, by ker Miſtrelſes 
direRion that ſhe found it to be Philippoes bed Cham- 
ber, and where alwayes he uſed to lodge alone, By 
ofren viſiting this rift or chinke in the wall, clpecially 
when the Gentleman was there; and by throwing in 
little tones, flowers, and ſuch Jike things , which {ill 
fell in his way as hee walked : ſo farre the prevailed, 
that he ſtepping to the chinke, to know from whence 
they came ; ſhes called (ofily to him, who knowin” her 
voyce, there they had ſuch privare conference together, 
a5 was not any way diſplealing to echer, So that the 
chinke being made alittle larger; yet fo,as it could not 
be eakily diſcerned : their mouthes might meetre with 
kilſcs rogether, and their hands folded eachin other; 
but nothing elle to be performed, tor continuall feace 
of her jealous husband. 
Now the Feaſt of Chriſtmaſſe drawing neere , the 
Gentlewoman ſaid to her Husband 3 that, if it Rood 
with his hking, ſhe would doc [ach dutic as fitted with 
fo ſolemne a time, by goingearly in a morning unto 
Church , there to be confefſed, and receive her Savi- 
our, as other Chriſtians did.

But my finnes are not 
to be revealed to you, becaule you are no Prieft, Theſe 
words inflamed his jealouſic more violently than be- 
tore, 
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fore » and needes muſt hee knovy what finnes ſhee had 
committed,and having reſolved what to do1n this caſe, 
made her anſwer ; That hee was contented with her 
motion , alwayes provided, that (hee went to no other 
Church, than unto their owne Chappell, betimes in a 
morning ; and thcir own Chaplaine to contefle her, or 
ſome orher Pricſt by him appointed » bur not any 0+ 
ther : and then ſhe to returne home preſently againe, 
She being a woman of acute apprehenſion, preſently 
colle&ted his whole intention : but ſeeming totake na 
knowledge thereof, replied, that ſhe would nor ſwerye

When the appointed day was come, ſhee aroſe very

She deficmbling a farre fe:ched figh, thus anſwered. 
Reverend Sir, I now not what skiltull Arc the Friar 
ulerh, but this I am {ure every doore in our houſe vill 
#2 open to him , ſo {oone as hee doth but touch it, 
Mgr over, he told me, that when hee commeth uaty 
my Chamber doore, hee ſpeaketh certaine words to 
himſclte, which immediatly cafteth my Husband into 
a dead Ilcepe, and, underſtanding him to be thus NNee- 
pily entranced : he openeth the doore, entreth inglierh 
dorvne by me, ane this cyery night he faileth not ro 
doc.

Contefhon being thus endeg, and ſhe receiving ſuch 
pennance as he appointed, ſhe aroſe on her feete , and 
went to heare Maſſ:3while our jealous woodcocke (te = 
$ily puffing and blowing)pur off his R: ligious habe, 
returning home prelently to his houſe , beating his 
braines all the way as he went, what meanes he might 
beſt deviſe, for the taking of his wife and the Fryer to- 
m— whereby to have them both ſeverely puniſhed, 

is wife bing come home from the Chappell,dilcerned 
by her Husbands lookes, that he yas like to keepe bug 
a ory Chiiftmaſſe: yet he uſed his utmoſt induſtry, to 
conceale what hee had dan?, and which the kney as 
well 2s himſclfe.

Alas good man, like an armed Watchman, thou ſatſt 
at thir.e owne doore all a cold Winter night, per{via- 
ding me poore filly credulovs woman, that, upon urs 
gent occafions, thou muſt needs ſuppe and lodge trom 
home, Remember thy felte better hereafter, become a 
true underſtanding man, 3s thou ſhouldeſt be, and 
make not thy ſelf a mocking ſocke to them,who know- 
eth thy - jealous qualities as well as I doe, and be ngb 
fo watchfuli over me, asthou arr, For I {weare by my 
true honeſtic, that if I vere but as willing, as thn arr 
ſuſpicious : I could deceive thee, if thou ha&ft an hun- 
eredeyes, as Nature affords thce but two, and have 
my pleaſures freely, yer thou be not 2 jor the wilet , or 
my creditc any way impaired. 

Our wonderfull wiſe Gele/o, who ( very adviſecly 
conſidered ) that he had whoily keard his wives lecres 
confellion, anddreamed on no other doubt beſide, bur 
( pexceiving by her ſpeeches ) how he was become a 
ſcorne toail men::ivithout returning other anfvwer,con- 
krmed his wife to be both wiſe and honeſt , a11d now 
when he had juſt oecafion to be jealous indeecche ut» 
terly forſware it, and counted them all Coxcomber that 
would be ſo milyuided.

Lamnbertuccio ware many terrible oathes, to obſcrve 
her direRions 1m every part, and having drawne forth 
his ſyword, graſping it naked innis hand , and ſetting 
worſe lookes on the bufinefte, than ever Naturegave 
hm, becaulc ke had ſpent ſo much labour in yaine : he 
failed not in 2 jot of the Ladies injunRtion. Beltrarse 
having commanded hishorie to ſafe cuſtody, and mee- 
ting Lambertuccto deſcending doyne the (aires, fo 
armcd, ſwearing, ,and moſt cxtreamely torming,vvon- 
dr1ng extraordinarily as his threatning words, made 
offer to imbrace him, and underſtand the reaſon of his 
diſtemper.

When he heard himfelfe ſo ſeverely conjured,bythe 
loyc he bare ro her, and loved noneelic in the world 
belide: hee gavea farre more hearthicke gh, than be- 
fore. Then his Lady*#nd Miſtrefſe entreared him (e- 
riouſly , ro ler her the cauſe of thoſe two dee 
fighes : whereto AnitFi;o thus replied. Madam , it1 
ſhould tell you , I Rand greatly in feare of offending 
you : and when I have told you, 1 doubt your diſcovery 
thereof to ſome other.

Beholging her Lady in ſo ſtrange a con» 
dition, reſembling no humane body , but rather che 
trunke of a tree halte burned, lying flat on her fact, 
nak:d, ſcorched and Rrangely deformed : ſhe becanne 
toreare the lockes of her owne aire, raving and ra- 
ging in as pittifu!] manner, asf her Lady had beene 
quize dead, Which Qtormy tempeſt, Madam Hele- 
a loone pacified, entreating hier to ule filence, and 
aelpe r2 put on her garments, 

Having 
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Haying underſtood by her, that no ene knew of her 
being there, bur luch as brought her cloarhes, and the 
poore Peazant, attending there {tilt co doe her any (er. 
vice: ſhe became the bertrer comforecd, entreating them 
by all meanes, that it might be concealed trom any 
furthcr diſcovery, which was on cuter ide moſt faiths 
fully proteſted. 

Th? poore Clowne hope to beare downs? l1's Lidy 
upon his backe, b:cauſe the L14cer Rood not conven 
ently enourh for her deſceniing, nevnher were her 
limbes pliable for her owne nic, by reaſon of their ritrs 
and {mattivg.

Countrey people, that in a ſtrange accident of thunder 
and lizhening, and by the illuſion of wicked {pirits, all 
this adventure hapned to her. Then Phyſitions were 
ſent forznot without much anguith and affliRion to the 
.ady (by reaſon of her fleſhes laying off. with the Me- 
dicines and Emplaiſters applied to the body) who was 
rad ro fuffer whatſocver they did, beſide falling into a 
yery dangerous Feayour 3 out of which (hee was not re- 
covered in a Jong while ater, but continued in daily 
deſpaire of her lite ; befide other accidents hapning in 
ker time of Phyſicke, utterly unavoideable in ſuch ex - 
teamities : and hardly had Arcillaher leg cured.

Bur be caretull [pray you , that you make not 4 
mockery of us, and come not at all, or taile to be there, 
when the Beaſt ſhall be ſent for you; I ſpeake it the 
rather, becauſe itis cold weather, and you Gentlemen 
Phyfitiags can hardly endure ir. You are carefull of mc 
(quoth the DoRor ) and I thanke you for it, but I ap» 

laad my faire Starres, I am none of your nice or eafic. 
Re tellowes , becauſe cold weather is very familiar 
ro mc. I dare aflure you, when [ ariſe in the night time 
for that naturall ofhce whereto all men are ſubjcR, 1 
weare no warmer defence, than my thin waſtcoat over 
my ſhirt, and finde it ſufficient for the coldeſt weather 
ar any time. 

When Bruno and Buffalmaco had taken their leave, 
the Phiſfitian, fo ſoone as night drew neere, uſed many 
apt excuſesto his wite, ſtealing forth his Scarlet gown 
and hood unſcene of any,wherewith being cloarhed: at 


- the time appointed , hee got upon one of the Marble 


"i ombes, ſtaying there { quaking with cold) awaiting 
when the Beaſt ſhould come. Buffalmaco, being a luſtic 
calle man of perſon, had got an ugly masking ſuite ſuch 
2s are made uſe of io I ragedies and Plaics, the out- 
fide being of blacke ſhagged haire , wherewith being 
cloathed, he {ſeemed like a'ſtrange detormed Beare, and 
a divels vizard over his face, with two ghaftly horrible 
hornes ; and thus diſguiſed, Bruno following him,they 
wyent to behold the iffuc of the buſiacfle, ſo tarre as the 
new Market placegcloſe to Santa Maria Novella. 
Having cſpicd Maſter DoQor upon the Tombe, By/ 
falmaco 1n his miſhapen habite , began to bound, leape, 
and carricre, ſnuffling and blowing in mad and ragin 
manner; which when the Phyfician ſaw, ks haiis 
Rood on end, he quaked and trembled , as being mor 
Feacefull than a woman, veiſhing himlclte at home 2 
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yaine in his houſe 5 rather than to behold a fighr {6 
ercadfull. But becauſe he was come for: h, and had (ach 

an earneft deſire, te ſee the wonders related to himz he 

made himſelfe (o couragious as poflibly he could, and 

bare all out in formall manner. Atrter that Buffa/macs 

had ( an indifferent while ) plaide his horſe-rrickes, 

ramping and ſtamping ſemeywhat ſtrangely: ſeeming 28: 
become of much milder temper, hee went neere tothe 

Tombe whexeon the Phyſitian Rood, and there appea® 
red ro ſtay comentedly, 

Mafter Do&or,tcembling and quaking fill extremes 
ly, was ſo farre diſmaied, as he knew nt yvhat yras beſt 
r0 be done, cithcr ro mount on the beaſts backe, or nor 
to mounc at all. In the cnd , thinking no hatme 
could happen to him, if hee were once mounted, with 
the ſecond feare, hee expelled the former, andeelecn- 
ding downe fofily from the Tombe, moumed on the 
beaſt, ſaying out alovwde : God, Saint Dominiche, and 
my bleſſed Angell helpe to defend me. Seating himſelfe 
ſo well as he could, but trembling ſtill exceeding]y ; he 
croſſed his armes over his ſtomacke, according to the 
Leflon given him. 

T hen Buffalmaco ſhaped his courſe in milde manner, 
toward Santa Mariadelia Scala, and groping to finde 
his way in the darke, went on ſo farre as the Siſters of 
Ripole, commonly called the Virgine Santiuary. Not far 
offfrem thence,were divers trenches and ditches wher- 
in ſuch men as are imployed in necefſary nivht-leryi- 
ces, uſed to emptic the Countefic di Cimmiftari, and 
afterward imployed it for manuring of Hushandmens 
grounds. Buffalmaco, being come neere one of thems 
he Raied to breathe himſelt awhile, and then catching 
fiſt hold on une of the Doors feetezrailed him ſome= 
what bigher on his backe , for the eaficr diſcharging of 
his burthen, and fo pitched him ( with his head tor= 
wards) into the Leyſtall, 

Thea began he ro make a dreadful kind of noiſe,ſtame« 
nn 3 ping 
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ping and trampling with his fecte,paſſing backe againe 
to $.znta Maria della Sca'a, and to Prato d 'Ogniſſanti, 
where he mct with Brune, who was conſtrained to for- 
Cake hi 1, becaule hce could nor refraine from lowde 
Iauzhter; then both together went backe once more, to 
ſechw the Phyficion would behaye himſclfe, being (o 
ſweetly embrucd. 

Maſter Door , ſeeing himſelfe to be in ſuch an ab- 
hominablcſincking place,laboured with all his utmoſt 
endcayour , to ger himlſelfe releaſed thence : but the 
more hee coritended and ſtroye for getting forth, hee 
plunged himſelfe the further in, being moſt pittifully 
mired from head to fant, ſighing and forrowing extra- 
ordinarily, becauſe much of the foule water entred in ac 
his mouth, In theend, being forced to leave his hood 
behinde him, ſcrambling both with his hands and feer, 
he got landiny ont of his linking Labyrinth, and ha- 
vinz ng other meanes, home hee returned tohis owne 
houſe, where knocking at the doore, hee was at length 
admitted ent: ance, T he doore being ſcarſe made faſt a« 
gaine after his letting in, Bufſalmaco and Bruno were 
there arrived, liſtning how Maſtcr DoQor, ſhould be 
welcomed home by his angry wife: who ſcoulding and 
railing at him with wonderfull imparicnce , gave him 
moſt hard and bicter ſpeeches, rerming him the yileſt 
man living. 

Where haye you beene Sir ? quoth ſhe, Are you be» 
come a nighc-walker aficr other women? And could no 
worle garments (ſerve your turne > but your Doors 
2owne of Scarlet? Am 1 to ſuffer this behaviour? Or am 
noc I ſutticient for you, but you muſt be longing after 
change ? I wauld thou hadſt beene ſtiflcdin that foule 
filth, where thy fouler life did juſtly cait rhee, Behold, 

goodly Maſter Dotlor of the Leyſtaff; who being marrt« 
ed tu an hunelt woman, mult yet goc abroad inthe 
Avhco me, inlatiarly luſting after whores and harlots, 
With theſe and the like intemperate ſpeeches, ſhe cea« 


ed 
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ſ-9 not ro aftli& and torment him, til] the night was 
almoſt ſpent, and the Door brougin into a ſweeter 
favour, : 

The next morning, Brano and Puffz/maco, having 
coloured their bodies with a ſtrange kinde of T"— 


reſembling bliſters,ſwellings ,and bruiſcs,as if they had 
beene extreamely beatenzcame to the Phyſitians houſe, 
finding him to be newly vp, all the houſe yet ſmelling 
of his foulc ſavour ( although ic had beene very well 
perfumed ) and being admitted to him in the Garden, 
hee welcomed them with the mornings ſalutations. 
But Brunoand Buffalmaco ( being otherwiſe provided 
for him ) delivering ſtearne and angry lookes, tam- 
ping and chafing, Bruzo thus replied, : 

Never ſpeake fo faire and flattering to us, for wee are 
moved beyond all compaſle of patience. All miforrunes 
inthe world fall upon you, and an evilldeath may you 
die, like the moſt falſe and perfidious Traitor living on 
the earth. We muſt beate our braines, and moye all our 
moſt endeared friends, onely for your honour and ad- 
yarttement : while we were yell neere ſtarved to death 
in the cold like Dogs, and, by your breack of promiſe, 
have beene this night ſoextreamely beaten, as if (like 
Aﬀes) we ſhould hare beene driven to Rome. 

But that which is moſt grievous of all, is danger of 
excluding out of the Societie,where we tooke good or- 
der for your admittance, and for your moſt honourable 
ententainement. If you will not credit us, behold our 
bodies , and let-your ovyne eyes be witneſſes, in whar 
cruel} manner we have beene beaten. So taking him a- 
fide under the Gallery, where they might net be diſco» 
vered by overmuch light, they opened their boſomes , 
ſhewed him their painted bodics, and lodainely cloſed 
thern up againe. | 

The Phyſician laboured to excuſe himſclfe, declaring 
his misforrunes at large, and into whaz a filthy place ke 
was throwne. It maketh no matter ( anſwered Bufal- 
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malco ) 1 would you had beene throwne from off the 
Bridge into Ars, where you might haye beene recom- 
mended to the Divill, and al! lus Saints, Did I not ««ll 
you {a much before. In grood ſadnc(ſe ( quoth the Do» 
Qor ) I neuther commended. my {clfe ro God, nor any 
of his ſaints, How? ſaid B«ffalmace,l am ſure you will 
maintaine an unruch : you uicd a kinde of recommen- 
dation: for our meſſenger told us thatyou talked of God, 
Saint Dowiniche, and your good Anget, whom you de- 
fired to aſſiſt you, being ſo affrighted with feare, that 
you trembled like a leafe upon a tree, not knowing in» 
deede where you were, 'Thus have you unfaitafully 
dexlt with us, as never any man ſhall doe the like 4« 
2aine, in ſecking honour, and lofing it through your 
owne nepligence, 

Maſter DoQor humbly entreated pardon; and tha 
they would notrevile him any more, labonring to ape 
peaſe them by all rhe beſt words he could ule , as feas 
r1n2 leaſt they ſhould publiſh this great diſgrace of him, 
And wheras(before) he gaue them gracious welcomes 
now hee redoublcd them with farre greater courtelies, 
feaſting them daily at his owne table, and eyermore 
dclighting 1n their company, Thus(as you have heard) 
ewo poote Painters of Florence, taught Maſter DoRer 
berter wit, than all the Learncd at Bologna.

It hath beene obſerved heretofore , and { haply) at 
this very day it is as frequent, that in all Cines and 
Townes upon the Sea-coaſts, having Porrs for the be= 
nefite and venting of Merchandiles; Merchants ule to 
bring their wealthy laden Vellels chither. And whenry 
they unlade any ſhip of grear trauvht there a1 c prepared 
Store houſes, which in many places are called Magas 
zines or Dogaraen,at the charge of the Communalty,or 
Lord of the Towne or City, tor the uſe whereof, they 
xcceive yearelyg; ine & benefit, Into thoſe ware-i.ou- 
ſes they dehver ( under veriting. and to the owners of 
them in eſpeciall charge) all their goods and merchans» 
ciles,of what price and valew thc y are ſoever. 


Suck as be the Owners of theſe Magay ines, whenthe 
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evares are thus ored up in them, doe (ately locke them 
up there with their keyes, having firit regiftred downe 
truly all the goods, in the Revulter belonging co rhe 
Cuſtome-houſe, that the Merchant may have 2 juſt ac- 
account rendred him,and the rights paied to the Cue 
tome-houſe, according to the Regiſter, and asthey 
are either in part,or in all mad (ale of. 

Brokets are continually there attendin?, being infor. 
med im the qualitic of the Merchandiles ſtored, and like- 
wile to wiat Merchants they apperraine : by meancs 
of theſe ;nen, and according as the goods come to their 
hands. they deyile to have them exchanged, rrucked, 
vented, and ſuch other kinds of diſpatches, an{werabie 
to the mens minds , and yorth = he Commedaities, 
As in manyoother Kingdomes and Countries, ſo was 
this cuſtome obſcryed at Palermo in Sicily, where like, 
wile then were, and (no doubt) now adaycs are , ſtore 
of women, faire and comely of perſon , but yet vowed 
encmics to honeſty, 

Neverthelefſe , by ſuch as know them not , they are 

held and reputed to be blamelfle women, and by ycel- 
ding their bodies unts venct al! vic, are the occalion of 
nftnice misfortunes to men. For (o ſoone asthey epic 
2 Mcrchant-ſtranger there arrived, they win informa» 
non from the Booke belenving to the Magazin, what 
wares are therein ſtoared, of what valcyy they be, and 
whois the Owner of them, Afterwards, by amorous 
ations, and affable ſpeeches, they allure young Mer. 
chants to take knowledge of them, to be familiar in 
their company, tili from {ome they ger moſt part of 
their wealth, from others all. Nay, divers have gone fo 
farce, asro make Port-fale of Ship,Goods,and Pcrion, 
iocunninely they have been ſhaven by theſe Barbers, 
and yet without any Razor. 

Ir came to paſſe, and no long time fincc, that a yong 
Florentine of ours, named Nicco!e da Cignano,but more 
tua'ly called Salahitto, nnpluicd as Fatter for his ny 
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ſter, arrived at Palermo, his Shippe ſtared with many 
woollen Cloarhes, a remainder of ſuch as had brene 
toutd ar che Mart of Sa'erno, amounting in valew to a« 
bove five hundred Florines of gold. When he had given 
in his packer to che Cuſtome- houſe, and made them up 
lafe in his warchouſe ; yvithout making ſhevy of ceſiring 
any (peedy diſpatch, hee delighted to view all parts of 
the Cine, as mens minds are cominually addiarcd to 
Novekics. Hee being a very faire and affable young 
man, eafie ro kindle afteion in a very modeſt eye : it 
torcuned, thit a Courtezane,one of our before remem= 
bered thavers, whotearmed her (elſc Madam Biancaffe 
oe, having heard ſomeyyhat concerning his affaires,ve- 
ganto dart amorous glances at him. Which the indil. 
cree(e yong youth perceiving, and thinking her to be 
lome great Lady : began allo to grow halfe periwaded 
that his comely perſon was pleaſing to her, and there. 
fore he vwonld carric this goed fortune of his ſomewhat 
cautcouſl y, Without imparting 'h1s mind unto-any one, 
he would daily paſſe too and fro before-her doore, which 
ſhe obſerving, and having indifferently wounded him 
with her wanton piercing lookes : he began ro uſe tne 
firſt cricke of her trade, by pretending her enflamed 
affe&1on towards him, which made her pine and con- 
ſume away in care, except he mighe be moved to pittie 
her, Whereupon , the (ent one of her Pandoraes unto 
him, perfe&ly inftrued in the Art of a Maquerellay 
who{after many counterferted fighes,and teares, which 
ſhe had alwayes ready at command,) told him 3 that 
his comely perſon and compleate perfeftions, had (o 
wounded the vcry ſoule of her Miſtreſſe, as ſhee could 
enjoy no reſt in any place, either by day or night In 
regard whereof, ſhe deſired ( algue all things elſe ) ro 
mcere with him privately jn a Bathe : with which 
words, the ſtraightway rooke a Ring forth of her purſes 


and in moſt humble manner, delivered ic unto hun, as 


a token from her Miſirefle, 


#a/abeta 
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Salabetto having heard the Meſſage , was the onely 
Joyful! man that could be : and haying received the 
Ring, looking on it advifedly 3 firſt kifled it, and them 
_w it upon his finger. Then in anſwer to the rneſſenger, 

1e ſaid : That ifher Miſtrcſſe Biancofiore affeed him, 
ſhe ſuſtained ne loſſe thereby, in regard he loyed her as 
fervently, and was ready to be commanded by her , at 


any time whenloeyer ſhee pleaſed, with his beſt ſer= 


Viccs. 

Shce having delivered the meſſage to her Miſtreſle, 
was preſently (with all ſpeede) returned backe againe 
to him, tolet him ata , in which of tbe Batheg 
ſhe meant to meete him, on the next morrovy in the e» 
yening. This being counſel for himſclfe onely to keepe, 
he imparted it not to any friend whatſoeyer ; but when 
the houre appointed For their joe raceting was 
come, hee went into the place yhere hee vas appoin= 
ted, a Bathe (belike) beſt agreing with ſuch kinde of 
bulinefle, . 

Not long had hee tarried there , but two women 
Aaves camc laden to him, the one bearing a Martrefſe 
of fine Fuſtian on her head, and the other a great Ba 
ket billed with many things. Having (pred the Mat- 
trefle in a faiie Chamber on a Couch-bed, they cove» 
red it with delicate white Linncn ſheets, all about eme« 
broidred with faire Fringes of gold ; then laid chey on 
coRtly quilts of fine and rich Silkes, artificially wrought 
with gold and filrer knots , having peatles and preci- 
Ous ſtones interwoven among them, and two ſuch rich 
Pillowes, as fldowe before had the like beene feencs 
Salabeits putting off his garments, entred the Bathe 
Peay tor him , where the two Slaves waſhed his 

ody very ncatcly, Sooge after came Biancafiore her 


{c|fe, attended on by two other women flaves, and lee» 


ing Salaberroin the Bathez making him a lowly reve- 
Tence, breathing forth infinice difſcmbling figheg and 
grievous groancs, the tcaxes. trickling downe her 
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cheekes amaine, kiſſing and embracing him, thus ſhe 
ſpake. 

I know not what man in the world, beſide thy ſelfe, 
could haye the power to bring me hither : the fare flew 
from thy faire eyes (O thou incomparable lovely Tuf+ 
anc) that melted my foule, and makes me onely live 
at thy command. Then hurling off ver light wearing 


* garments (becauſe ſhe came prepared for the purpole) 


ſhe ſtept into the Bathe to him , and, net permutin 
the Slaves a-while to come necre , none bur her ſelfe 
muſt now lave lis body , with Muske componnded 
Sope and Gilly-flowers. Afterward, the ſlaves waſhed. 
both him and her , bringing twe goodly fheeres, lofte 
and white, yeelding ſuch 2 delicate ſmell of Roſes, even 
as if they had beene wade of Roſe-lcayes, In the one 
they folded Salabetto, and her in the other and fo pre» 
ſently conyeicd them on their ſhoulders unto the pre» 
pared Bed-Couch, where, becauſe they ſhould not 
ſweate any longer, they tooke the ſheets from: about 
themgand circumſpeRly laid them both cogerher gently 
in tne bed. . 

Then they opened the Basket , wherein were divers 
goodly Silken, bottels, ſome filled with Roſewaters , o+ 
therg with flowers ot Oranvges, and waters dittilked of 
GeHomnie,Muske, and Amber-greece, wherewith (a. 
gaine)the ſlayes bathed their bodies in the bed, and af- 
terward preſented them with yarietie of Comfites, ag 
alſo very precious Wines , fcrving them in ſtead of a 
little Collarion, Salabetro ſuppoſed himſclte to be in 
Paradiſe # for this 2ppeared ro be no carthly joy, be« 
flowing a thouſand gladſome gazes on her, who (ques 
ſtionleffe) was a mot beautifull creature, and the tar» 
Tying of the {laves , ſeemed millions of years to him 
that he might more treely cinbiace his Bigs afire-Lea- 
Vving a waxe Taper lighed im the Chamber, the laves 
departed, and then thee ſweerly embracing Salabetto 
beloved thoſe favours on tum, & was not Iquemith 1n 
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affoording ; whereof he yyas exceeding joyfull, becauf 
he 1magined that they proceeded from the integrity of 
her aff:&tion cowards him, 

When ſhee thought it convenient time to —_

thence, the flaves returncd ; they cloathed themſelves, 
and had a Banqucr ſtanding ready prepared [for 
them 3 whercwith they cheercd their wearied (pirits, 
after they had firſt waſhed 1n odoriferous waters. At 
parting:Salabetto (quorh ſhee ) whenloever chy leaſure 
ſhall beſt ſerye thee, L will repute it as my checteft hap- 
pincfſe, that thou wilt accepr a Supper and Lodgin? 
in my hcuſe, which let it be this inſtant night, if chou 
Eanft. He being ablolurely caught , borh by her beawy 
and flattering behaviour belceved fairhtully, rhat hee 
was as intirely beloved of her, as the heart is of the bo. 
dy : whereupon he thus anſwered, Madam,whatſocver 
pleaſerh you, muſt needs be much more acceptable un- 
to - and thereforc , not onely may command my fer - 
vice this night, bur likewiſe che whole employment of 
my life, to be onely yours in my very beſt ſtudics and 
endeavours, 

No ſooner Cid thee heare this anſwer, bur ſhe retur- 
ned home to her owne houſe, which thee decked in 
moſt ſumpruous manner, and alſo made ready a coſtly 
Supper, expeQing the arrivall of Salabetto ; who when 
the Carke night vas indifterently well entred , went 
thither, and was vwelcommed with weunderfull kind- 
nefle, wanting no coſtly Wines ana Delicates a{lthe 
Supper while. Being afterward conduRted into a goodly 
Chamber, he ſmelt there admirable ſweere ſenung f(a- 
vours , ſuch ag might well beſeesme a Princes Pallace, 
He beheld a inoſt coſtly bed, and very rich furni-ure 
round about the roomc:which when he had conſidered 
to himſclfe, he was conſtantly perſwaded,rhar ſhee was 
a” ady of infinite wealth and akhough he had hcard 


divers flying tales and reports concerning her life ; 


yet hee would not credizee any thing amiſle of =_ 
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for albcit ſhe might (perhaps ) beyuile ſome atker; yer 
ſhee affeRed him(he thought ) 1n better manner ,and no 
ſuch misfo1 tune could happen him. 

Having ſpent all the night wii h her in wanton dall;- 
ances, and being riſen in the morning 3 to cnfl me hig 
affe&ion more and more towards her, and to preyent 
afy ill opinion he myvht conceive of her, ſhe beſtowed 
a rich and coftly Girdle on him,as allo a pu iſe moſt cu» 
riouſly wrought, 1ayins to him. My (weet Salaberio,wich 
thele reſftimonies of my true affection to thee, : give 
thee faithfully ro underſtand ,that as my perſon is only 
ſubjeRed thine 3 (o this houſe and all the riches in 
tt, remaineth abſolvrely at thy diſpchton, or what- 
ſcever hereafter thall happen within the compatlle of my

Hee being not a little proud of this her bountifull of- 
ter(having never beſtowed any gift on her, becauſe by 
no meanes ſhe would admit it)after many ſweete kiſſes 
and embraces 3 departed thence, to the place where 
the Merchants ulualiy frequented: reſorting ro her 
(from time co time) as occaſion ſerved, and pay= 
ing not one fingle peny for all his wantonne plealture, 
ty which cunuing baytes. ( at length ) Chee caught

lt came to paſſe, that having made ſale of all his 
Cloarhes, whereby hz bad great gaines, and the me? 
neys juſtly payed lum ar the jutt times appointed 
Biancafiore gor intel} 1igence thcreof:yce not by him, but 
from one ot the Brokers Salabetio comming one night 
to ſup with her, ſhe embraced and kifſed him as ſhe was 
wont to do,and ſeeming ſo wonderfully addiftedin loye 
to 'um,cven 15 1t ſhe would have dycd with delight in 
his armes. Inſtantly, fhee would necdes beftory two 
gooily gilt ſtanding Cups on hum, which Salavetes by 
no r.cancs would reccive, becauie i!e had formerly bia 
Yery bountifull to himztoabove the yalue of aa hundred 
Croyenes, and yet fie would not take of him fo much 


as 
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az a mite. At length, preſſing ſtill more tokens of her 
love and bounty on him, which he as courrcovuſly deni- 
ed,as ſhe kind!y offered : one of her Wamenſlaves (as 
ſkc h. d before cunninFly appointed) ſodaincly calling 
her,forthwith ſhe departed out of the Chamber. An 
when ſhe had continued a pretty while abſent,ſhe retur- 
ned ag2ine weeping, and throwing her lelfe downe vp 
on her pallet,breathed forth luch hghes and wofull 12» 
mentations,as no Woman could poſſibly do the like, 

Sala betto amazedly wonder:ng thereat, rocke her in 
his Armes,1nd weeping allo my heryſaid. Alas my dear 
Love, what ſodaine accident hath betalne you, to urce 
this lamentable alicration ?lIt you love me, hide it not 
from me. After he had often entreated her in this man- 
ner, caſting her armes about his necke,and fb; hivg as if 
her heart would breake, thus ſhe replyed. 

Ah Salaberto, the onely Iewell of my joy on carth, I 
knovy not what to doe, or ſay,for (cycn now) | recci-' 
ved Letters from Meffima, wherein my Brother writes 
to me, that although it coſt the ſale of all my goods, 
oe wharſoeyer els 1 baye befide , I muſt / within civhe 
gdayes ſpace)not faile to ſend him a thouſand Florin of 
pold,or clſe he muſt bave his head ſmitten off, and 1 
know net by what means to precure them ſo ſoone. For; 
ifthe limitation of fifteen dates myghr ſerve the turne,l 
could borrow them in a _ where I can command a 
farre greater ſum, or elſc ] would ſell ſome part ot cur 
Lands.But being no way able to furn;fh him. 'o ſoone,[ 
xwould I had dicd before I heard theſe dilmall rydings. 


| And in uttering theſe words,ſhe graced them with ſuch 


cunning diflembled ſorrow, as if ſhee had meant wulp 
indeed. 
Salabetrs, in whom the fury of his amorous flames, 


kad conſumed a gieat part of his neceſſary underſtan» , 


ding , belceving theſe countertetted reares and « om» 
plaints of hers , to proceed from an honeſt weaning 


foule;raſbly & fooliſhly 5þus replies, Deaxe Seneyey 
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I canner furniſh you with a thouſand golden Florins, 
but am able to lend = Eye hundred, 3f 1 were (ure of 
their repayment at fifteene daics,wheria you are high= 
ly beholding to Fertune,that 1 kave madc ſale of all my 
Cloathes:which if they had lyen ſtil] on my hand, my 
power conld not ſtretch ro lend you fiye Florines, Alas 
deare heart ( quoth ſhee ) would you be in ſuch vant 
of money , and hide it from her that loves you ls loy- 
ally? Why did you not make your necede knowne to 
mee ? Although I am not furniſhed of a thouſand 
Florines , yet I have alwaies ready three or foure hun « 
dred by mee, to doe any kinde office for my friend, 
In thus wronging me, you have robed me of all bold- 
neſſe, to preſume upon your offer made me. Salabetio, 
farre faſter inveigled by theſe words then before, ſaide 
Let not my folly ( bright Biazcafore ) cauſe you to re» 
fule my friendly offcr,in ſuch a cale of extreame necel« 


ſity 3 Thare them ready prepared for you,and ara hear« - 


tily Corry; that my power cannot furmſh you with the 
whole ſum, 

Then catchinghim faft in her armes, thus ſhe an- 
[wered. Novy Iplainely perceive, my deareſt Salabetto, 
that the lovechou bearcſt me 15 true and perfet;when, 
without expeRation of being requeſted , thou arr rea- 
dy to ſuccaur me in ſuch an urgent neede, and with fo 
faire a ſum of Florines. Sufficiently was I thine ovne 
before,bur novy am much more ingaged by (o high de- 
ſerv1n2;with this particular acknowledgement for eyer 
that my Brothers head was redeemed by thy geodnelle 
oncly, Heaven beareth me record ,hovw unwilling 1 am 
to be beholding inthis k1nd,confidering that you are a 
Merchant, and Merchants furnifh all their affaires with 
ready mony:but (ering neceſſity conſtraineth me,andl 
make no doubr of repayment at the time appointed; L 


| thall the more bo!dly accept your kindnes, with chisab« 


loluce promiſe beſide, that I will rather ſell all the hous 
(cs 1 have, then breaks my honeſt word with you. 
Counterſcir 
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Counterfeit reares ſtill drayning dewne her cheekes, 
and Salabetro kindly tes Ldhocamaianed there 
with herallthat nicht, to expreſfic himſelfe her moſt 
Iiberall ſervant. And,witheut expeRing any more re- 
quetiagatn next morning he brought her the five hun. 
red Florines,which ſhe received with a laughing heart 
but ou:ward diflembled weeping cies ; Salabetts never 
— any other ſecurity,but onely her fingle pro» 
MICs 
Biancafiore, having thus received the five hundred 
Floriaes,the indiRtion of the Almanake began to alter: 
and whereas(before)Salabetto could come ſee her when» 
loever he plealed,many occaſions nowhappened,wher- 
by he came (eyen times for once, and yet his entrance 
was [carſely admitted, neither was his entertainement 
ſo affable, or his cheare ſo hountifull, as in his former 
accefſes thicher. Moreover, when the time of repay- 
ment was come,Yca a moneth or two over-paſt,and he 


demanded to haye his money; he conld have nothing 
but werds for payment. Now he began to confider on 
the craft and — this wicked woman, as allo his 


oryne ſhallow underſtanding, knowing he could make 
no proofe of his debt, but what her ſelte liftedto (ay,ha- 
Ying no witnes{pecialty, bill or bond to ſhew, which

ting a man of wonderfull apprehenſion, adviſed him 
inſtantly what vas te be done, furniſhing him alſo with 
lummg of money, wherewith to adventure a ſecond 
offe, in hope of recovering the firſt apaine : hee cauſed 
vers Packes to be well bound up,with the Merchants 
kes orderly made on them, and bought about tyven= 
Buts or barrels,all filled (as it were) with Oyle; and 
le pretended commodiries being ſhipt, Salabetto re- 
ned with them to Palermo. Where __ PIVen in 
ackes tothe Culiom.houſe, and centred them all 
cr his ovyne name\as being both owner 2nd faRor; 
lus Wares were lockt up in his Magizive with open 
blication,that he wold not vent any of hem, before 
er merchandiles(which he daily expeRted)werether, 
arrived. 
acafiore having heard thereof, and underſt; a 
all, chat he had brought Merchandiſes now _ 
im,

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him,amounting to above two thouſand Florins, {t:y- 
ing alſo in expeAation of other commoditics , ya- 
lewing better than three thouſand more, ſhee begants 
conſider with her (elfe, that ſhe had not yer gotten mo- 
ney enough from him, and therefore would caſt a figure 
for a far bigger boory,{Which that (he might the becrer 
effeR, without ſc much as an 1magination of the leak 
miſtruſt: ſhe would repay him backe his five hundred 
Flerines, to win from Lin a larger portion of iyvo of 
three thouſand at the leaſt , and having thus ſerled her 
determination , ſhes ſent to have him come ſpeake 
with hcr. Salgbette, having beene ſound]y buten be- 
fore and therefore the better ,warranted from the ]ike 
ranckl;np teeth, willingly went to her, not ſhewing any 
ſipne of former diſcontent; and ſhe, ſeemany as it (hee 
knevy nething of the wealth he brought with him,gra- 
Cing him in as loving manner as ever ſhe had done, thus 
ſhe ſpake. | 
! 1amſure Sglabctto you are angry with me, becauſel 
reſtored not your Florines ar my promiſed day. Sal. 
berroſwiling, preſently anſwered, Belceve mee Lady 
'( quoth hee ) ir did a littlediſtafte me, even as I could 
have beenc offended with him, that ſhould plucke out 
my heart and beſtow it on yuu, if it would yeelde you 
any contentment, But to let you know untaignedly, 
how much I am incenſed with anger againſt you : 
ſuch and ſo preat is the affection I beare you, that] 
have ſold the better part of my whole eſtate,conuertin 
the ſame into Wealthy Merchandiſcs, which 1 |, 
1eady brought hither with me, and yalewing above 
two thouſand Florines, all which are ſtored up in my 
Magazine. There muſt they remaine, till another Ship

"N ow truſt me Salabetto, whatſoever redoundeth to 
thy good and benefityis the cheifcſt comfort of my ſoule 
in regard I prize thy love dearer than mine one life, 
and am moſt joytull »f chy recurne hicher againe 3 but 
much more of thy fill abrding heere, becaulc I intend 
wo live onely with thee, (o ſoone as [ haye taken order 
for ſure buſines of import. In the meane while, ler me 
entree thee to hold me excuſed, becauſe before thy 
departure hence,thon cam: ſt ſomtimes to ſee mezwich= 
out thy entrance admitted 3 and other whiles againes 
found not ſuch friendly entertainement, - as formerly 
had beene affoorded.

ny direR anſwerzto quit her in her kind,and with coine 
of her owne ſtampe,after a few difſembled ſighes,he be= 


gan in this mannex. 


Ah my deareſt Loye,I am utterly undon, becauſe the 
Ship containing the reft of mine expected Merchandi « 
ſes,is taken by the Pyrates of Mazage, andput tothe 
ranſome of ten thouſand Florins ot Gold, and my part 
parricularly, is topay one thouſand, At thisinſtantl am 
utterly de(tirure of mony,becaulc the five huadred Flo- 
ries which I received of you,l {ent hence the next day 
following to Naples ,to buy mote cloathes, which like- 
wiſz are to be ſent hither.

Ah thou ywicked woman, this is long of 
thee, and thou haſt done me this miſchicfe: far alyvayes 
t0u vile be upon me, ever railing at me, and fighting, 
g1till chou hak gotten me under thee,Say thou divellith 
creature, doe I net tell thee truce?

<7, anqdivers times would be beaftly dranke:yrheree 
to Fortarigo replied that hee would refraine from bock 
theſe foule yices , and addiR all his cadevour yholly 
to pleaſe him, without taxation of any grofle errour 3 
making luch ſolemne yowes and proteſtstions beſide, 
as ſoone did conquer Azioiliers, and won kis con» 
ſent, 

Being entred upon his journey,and artiving ina mor. 
ning at Buonconverto, there Anicffiero determined i 
Cine, and afteryard, figding the heargyo be unfit for 
travel! ; he cauſed a bed to be prepared , whereia being 
laide to rcit by the hclpe of Forzai720, hee gave him 
charge, that after the heates violence yas ovyerpait,hee 
fhould not taile to call and awake him. While Auiolic- 
ro _ thus in his bed, Fortarigo, never remembring 
his ſolemne vowes and promiſes; went to the T2vycrne , 
where having drunke ſufficiently, and finding company 
fic for the purpote, hee fell ro plzy at the Dice with 
thera. In a very ſhort while, hee had not onely loft his 
money, but all the cloathes on his backe hkewile , and 
covering, to recover his lofles agaigeznaked in his ſhut, 
he went to 4{uzol{zeroes Chamber , where finding him

Aolliero chancing to arvake, aroſe and made him 
ready, without any ſervant to helpe him then calling 
for Fortarige, and not hearing aiy tydings of him : ha 
began immediatly to imagine , thathee was become 
dranke, and ſo hee had falne ailcepe in one place or 0s.

But when he cameto pay his Hoſte, he found not a- 
ny penny left him : whereupon (as well he might) hee

74. Suddenly centred Fortarigo in his ſhirt, with intent 
ro haye tolne Aniollieroes garments, as formerly hee 
4id rhe money out of his purſe, and ſceing him ready to 
mount on horſebacke, he ſaid. 

How now Anioliero? What ſhall yee. gos away fo 
ſoone? I pray you Sir tarrie a litcle while, for an: honeſt 
man is comming hither , who hath my Doublet enga- 
ped for eight and thirtie ſhillings; and I am (ure he will 
reſtore it mee backe for five and thirtie, if I could pre- 
ſernly pay him downe the money. 

During the ſpeeches, an other entred ameng them, 
reho aflured Anioftiers, that Fertarigo was the Thectec 
which rabde him of his money, ſhewing him alſo hoy 
much he had loſt at the Dice : Wherewith Aniofiers 
beinz much moved , very anzerly reproved Fortarigs, 
and, but for feare of the Law, would have offered him 
outrage ,threatning to have him hanged by the neeke, 
&r elec condemned to the Gallics belenging to Flo- 
rence,and {o mounted en horſcbacke.Fortarigo making 

ew to the ſtanders by, as if quioliers menaced ſome 
other body, and not him,ſaid. Come AnioHiers, I pray 
thee let us leave this frivolous prating, for (indecdce) it 
13 not worth a Button,and minde a matter of more im- 
portancet wy Doublct will dc had apaine for five and 
thirry ſhillings, if rhe money may be tendred downe at 
this yery inſtant, whereas if vee deferre it till tro mor- 
row, perhaps he will have the whole eight and thirtie 
which he lent mee, and he Goth me this pleaſure, be- 
caule Lam ready ( at another time ) to afleord him the 
like courteſte ; why fhould wee louſe thiee ſhillings, 
when they maygþe lo cafily (ayed? 
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Anio/liero hearing hearing him ſpeake in ſuch conſu- 
fed manner, and perceiving alſo, that theywhich ftocd 
gt ing by, beleeved (as by their lookes appeared ) that 
Fortarieo had not plaied bis Maſters money at the dice, 
bur rather that he had ſome ſtocke of Forrarigoes in his 
cuſtody 3 angerly anſwered ; Thou ſavycy companion, 
what have I ro do with thy Doublet?

They being provided, ſome with Prongges, Pirch- 
forkes and Spades, and ethers with the like weapens ke 
for Hu:bandry , ſtept into the way before Anioiliers : 
and brlecying undoubredly , that hee had robde the 
man which purſued him in his ſhirt , Naicd and appre- 
hended him, Whatſoeyer A4niolitero conld doe or lay, 
prevailed not any thing with the unmannerly Clownes, 
but when For/arige was arrived among them, hee bra- 
ved Aniollieromoſt impudently, ſaying. 

Wit reaſon have I to ſpoile thy life(thou traitero us 
Villaine)to rob and ſpoile thy Maſter thus on the hygh 
way?

Calandrino hearing theſe handſome commendations,

On the morrovy, carrying Its Gitterne thither with 
Em, ro no little delight of tis companions , kee both

The Lerd Abzot being a very wile man,and his angry 
d:Remper more moderately qualified 3 revealed why - 
ther he went, and the caule of his going thither, Which 
when. Grinetio had heard, hte departed couteouſly 
trom him, and began toconfider yith himſeltc, hovy 
he might cure the Abbot yet without any Bathe. Soy 
commanding 2 good fire to be {cept commually in his 
imall Chamber , and very good attendance on him : 
the next morning, he canie ro viſie him againe, brin- 
ging 2 faire white Napkin oa his arme, and in it two 
!Iices or toaftes of fine manchet, a gooe!y cleaxe glafle 
ful! of the pureſt vehite-Baſtard of Corpiglia ( but in» 
deed, of the Abbots owne proviſien brought thithez 
w:th him) and then he {poke to him in this manner. 
My Lord, when Ghinorts was younger that: nov he 
iz, he fudied Philicke, and hee commanded me to tel] 
you, that the very beſt medicine, he coulZ ever learne as 
cainſt any diſcaſe in the tomacke, was tis which hee 
had previded for your Lordthip, as an eſpeciall prepa- 
rative, and which he ſhould finde to be ver y comfurta- 
ble.

Whcn Ghinntro was gone from him, he then prepa- 
red a very faire Chamber for him, adorniag it with tlic 
Abbots owne rich hanginrs, and aifo his Plate and 0+ 
ther moveables, ſuch as were alyyaycs uled for his (cr- 
vice. A coſtly dinner he prepared hkewiſe, whereto hee 
mnyitcd divers of the 'T owne, and raany of the Abbois 
chicteſt foilowers : then going to him apaine thy next 
morning, he ſaid. My Lord, iceing you doc feele your 
Romacke ſo well, it is time you ſl;ould come forth of 
«lc Infirmary, And taking him by the hand, he breuphe 
him to the preparcd Chamber, where he left him with 
his ovenc people, and went to give order for the dins 
ners ſerving in, that it might be prepared in maguiti« 
cent inanner, S 

The Lord Abbct recreated himſetfe 5 vitule with his 
ownc people, ro whom hee recounted the courle of tus 
life ſince hee ſaw them; and they likevviſe cold him, 
how kindly they had beene intreatcd by Ghinorro, Bur 
when dinncr time yyas come, the Lord Abbot and all 
bus company, were ſerved with coſtly viands and exccl- 
lent Wines,vithour Ghinottocs making himſelf known 
0 rhe Abbot : till after he had beene entertained ſome 

icy daycs in glus order ; into ac great Hall of the 
| Caſtle, 
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Cattle, Ghinotto cauſcd a!l rhe Abbots goods and fur. 
niture to be brought and likeyile into 4 fpacious court, 
whcreon the windowes of the lame court gazed, all his 
mules and horſes with their ſ1mprers, even to the very 
{illicit of them: which being done, Ghinzgrte wenr to 
the Abbor, and demanded of him, how he ;elt his fto« 
mack now, & wherthr ir would {:rve him ro venture on 
horſebacke as yet, orno? I be Lord Abbct anlwered, 
that ke found his Romacke peric2ly recovered, his bo 
dy ſtron2 enough to endure travcll,and a)l things we!!, 
ſo he were delivered from GO:onatto, 

Hereupon, hee brovghr him 1aco the hall where his 
furnirure was » as ailo a:l his people, and commanding 
a yvindow to be opened, wlicreat he mighe behold kis 
horſes, he ſaid. My Lord, Jet mee plainely give you to 
underfland, that neither cowardile, or baſencile of 
mindc, induced Ghinotro di T acco (which is my lelf )ra 
b.come a lurking robber on the high-rvayes, an enc- 
mie to the Pope, aud fo (conieqemtiy) rothe Romane. 
Court 2 bur onely ro ſaye his owne life aad honour, 
knowing himſciie to be a Gentleman caſt our of his 
owne houſe, and having (beſide) infinite enemies. Bu 
becauſe you ſeeme to be a worthy Lord, I will not (a!. 
tough 1 have cures your ſtomacks diſeaſe ) deale wit! 
you as I doe to others, whole goods (when they fall in- 
to my power) I take ſuch part of as I pleaſe : but rather 
am well contented, that my neceflities being conſide= 
red by your iclt,you ſpare me out a portion of the things. 
you have herc, agtwerable to your ovvne liking. For all 
Ace preſent here before you, both in this Hall, and in 
the Court beneathe, free from any (poile, or the leaſt 
impairing. Whercfore, giue apart, or take all, if you 
_ and then depart hence when you will, or abidg 

ere (till, tor now you are at your oyyne tree hibetty, 

The Lord Abbot wondred not a little, that a robber 
*n the high wayes, ſhould have ſuch a bold and liberall 
ſpirit viuck dad very well pleale himg and inftanclyhis 
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former hatred and ſplccne againſt Ghinotzo, became 
converted into cordiall love and kindnefie, forthat (em. 
bracing him 19 his armes) hee faid, 1 proteſt upon my 
vow made toRehpion, that to win the love of ſuch a 
man, as | plainely perceive tlice to be 2] would unders 
goc farre greater injuries, than thole which I have rc. 
ceived at thy hands, Accurſcd be cruell deſtiny, this 
forced thee to [o baſe a kinde ot lite, and did nor blcſſe 
thee witha fairer Fortune. After he had thus ſpoken,he 
Ictt there the greater part of ali his goods, and returned 
backe againe to P.ome, with fewer horſes and a mcaner 
fraine, 

During theſe pafied accidents, the Pope had received 
untclligence of the Lord Abbots ſurprizall, which was 
aot a little diſpleaſing to him : bur when hee ſaw hum 
returned, he demanded , what benekt he received at the 
Bathcs? Whereto the Abbot merrily (milling, thus rc« 
plicd, Holy Father,l mer vvich a moſt skilfull Phyfition 
neerer hand, yihole experience is beyond the power of 
the Bathcs, for by him I am very perfeRly cured : and 
fo diſcourſed all at large, The Pope laughing heartily, 
and the Abbot continuing on ftil] his report ; moved 


with an high and magnificent courage, hee demanded - 


one eractous fayour of the Pope : who imagining that 
he would requeſt a matter of greater moment, than her 
did, freely offered to grant, whatſoeyer hee defired. 
Holy Father, anſweredthe Lord Abbot, a!l the hum» 
ic ſure which I make to you, is, that you would be 
pleaſed to receive into your grace and favour, Ghinoits 
diT acco my Phyſitian, becauſe among all the vertuous 
men, delctying to haye eſpecial account made of them, 
I never met with any equal] to him, both in honour 
and honeſty, What{ocyer 1njury he did to me, I impute 
it asa grcatcr in-fortune, than any veay hee deſeryetk 
to be charged withall.Which yvretched condition of his, 
if you were pleaſed to alter, and beftow on him ſome 


beter means of maintenance te livelike a worthy gan, 
| poof 
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+3 he is no lefle : 1 make no doubt , but ( in very ſhort 


time) he will appeare as pleaſing to your Holinefle, as . 


(in my beſt julg,cmucnt) lehinke him to be. My 
The Pope, who w2s of a magnanimious ſpirit, and 
one that highly -iſ-&cd men of vertue, hearing che comg- 
endable motion made by th: Abbot 3 returned an- 
ſwer, that he vvas as willing to grant ic, as the other 
fired it, ſending Letters of fate conduR for his com- 
min» thither, Ghinozto receiving ſuch aſſurance from 
the Court of Rome, came thither immediatly, tothe 
great joy of the Lord Abbor: and the Pope finding hin 
tc be a man of of yalour and worth upen reconciliati- 
on, remitted all former errois, creating him Knight, 
end Lord Prior of the very cheeteſt Hoſpitallin Rome: 
In which Office hee lived long time after, as a loyall 
ſervant to the Church, and an honeſt triend to the 
Lord Abbot of Clugny.

Moſt certaine it is, at feaſt, if Faith may be given to 
the report of certaine Gerewgy ts, and otacr men re» 
ſorting to uhgle remote parts; that wm the Conmecy 9% 
Cati"4aza, there lived ſometime a Gentleman, rich be. 
yond compariſon, and named Nathan. Hee having, |:is 
living adjoynins to a common 1ode-way,whereby men 
travciied Lom the Eaſt io the Vieht fas they 61d the 
like from the Weſlt rnito the Eft as having noehke 
pallage) and berg of a bountifyil and cheerefu}{ diipo- 
firion, which hewas willing ro make knowne by cxpe- 

tence; h:e fummonce rovether many Maſtcr Maſons 
and Carpenters, and thcre ercied (in a ſhort time)one 
of the greateſt, and poodlieſt, 2nd moſt beautifull hou- 
{es(tn mariner v7 a Princes Vallace)that ever yas ſeenc 
n all choſe quarters, 

With moveables and all kinde of furniſhmear, bcfite 
ting a houſc of ſuck outward apparance, he cauſcd ito 
be plentifully Re1r:d, onely to receive, eutertarcic, ang 
Eonour all Gentlem©n, or ether Travclkrs whatiacver; 
as had occafionto paſſe that wayzbeing not enproyided 
allo of (luck anumber of ſeryants,as might continually 
give attcadance on all commers and goers, "I'wo 2nd 
fity ſercrall gates, Randung alvway wide open ; and 06« 
Yes cach of them un great golden ChargRers was yo 
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ten, Welcome, Wel:one, and gave free admiſſion to all 
£6:mers whatſoever. Inthis honorable order (obſerved as 
kts cſtated cuſtome) he perſeyered ſolong while,as nor 
onely the Eaſt parts, but alſo thole in the Weſt, were e- 
very where acquainted with h1is fame and renowne.Be- 
ing already well ſept into yeares, but yet not wearic 
of his great charge and liberaliry : it fortuned, that the 
rumor ofhis noblc hoſpitality,came to the care of ana» 
ther gallaat Gentleman, named Mithridaner, living in 
a Countrey not farre off from the other, 

The Gentleman, knowing himiclfe no lefle wealthy 
than Nathar, and envioully tepiniag ar his yertue and 
Iiverality, determined in his wind, to dim and obſcure 
the others bright ſplendor,by making himlelfe far more 
famous. And havin? built a PalJlace anſwerabie ro that 
of Nathans, with like winding of gates, and welcome 
inſcriptions ; he begin tocxiend immealirable courte- 
ſics, unto all ſuch as were diſpoſcd to viſite him: fo that 
(in a ſhort while ) he grew yery famous in infinite pla- 
ces. It chanced on a day, 2s Mithidancs fate all alone 
within the 2oodly Court of his Pallace:2 poore woman 
entred at one of the gates, craving an almes of him, 
wich ſhe had; and returned in againe at afcecond gate, 
comming alſo to him, and had a ſecond almcs ; conti» 
nuing fo ſill a dozen times; but in the thirteenth rctur- 
ninz Mitbridanes (aid to her; Good woman, you goe 
and come very often, & ftiil you arc ſerved with almes, 
When the old woman heard theſe words,lhe ſaid. O the 
lib-ralitie of Nathan! How honourable and wonder{uil 
Is that? I have paſt through ewo and thircie gates of his 
P:}lace, even ſuch as archere, and at every one 1 recei- 
ved 2n almes, without any knowledge taken of me, ei- 
tner by him, or any of his felowers : and here I have 
paſt bur through thirreene gates, and am there both 
acknowledged and taken. Farewell to this houſe, for I 
never meanc to yiſite it any mere; with which words

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When Mithridancs had a while pondered on her 


fpceches, hoe waxed much diſcontented, as taking the

Adout eyening, and (in this maaner)ajohe by him- 
ſelfc, nevre tothe Palace of Nathan, he met him ſolita« 
rily valking, not in pompous apparell, whereby to be 
diitinguiſhedfrom a mcancr man ; ang, becaule hee 
knew him not, acither had heard any relation of his 
deſcription, he demanded of lumif he kney where Na+ 
thaz then was ? Ngthas with a ckeeretull countenance, 
thus ;eplied, Faire $17, ihcre 15no man intheſe parts, 
that knoweth better how to ſhew you Nathan than 1 do; 
2nd thereforeif you be (@ pleaſed, I will bring youte 
him. Mithrid.ames laid, therein hee ſhould dee him 2 
great kindencfle : albeit ( if it were poſſible) hee would 
be neither knowne or ſecne of Nathan. And chat{quoth 
he) can I allo goe ſuficient!y tor you, ſeeing, it is you! 
wall to have itlo, if you will goc along with me. 

Diſmounting from his horic ke walked on with Ng 
than, diverlly diſcourſing , untill they came unto the 
Pallace,wheie eng of the (crvants taking Hithidanes hit

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hoafe, Nathan rounded the fellow in the eare, that hee 
Gould give vwarning to all in the houſc, for reyealing to 
the Gentleman, that he was Nathan 3 as accordingly it 
was performed, No ſooner were they within the Pal» 
j2ce,but he conduRed Mitiridazr3into a good! y cham= 
ber, where none ( as yet } had ſeenc him, hut ſach as 
"ere appointed to attend on him reverently ; yea, and 
he did himſelfe greatly honour him, as being loth to 
leave his company. | 

While tbus Atitbridanes converſed with him, he de- 
fired to know ( albeit hee reſpeRed him much for his 
yeares) what ke was, In troth Sir, anſwered Nathan, L 
am one of the meaneſt ſeryants to Nathan, and trom 
my child.-hood, have made my {cife thus old in his (er- 
vice ; yet never hath hee beſtowed any other adyance- 
ment on mee, than ag you now fee; in which reſpet, 
howleever other necthe commend him, yet I hare 
Ro reafon as all to dee it. Theſe words, gave lome kope 
to Mithidazes, that veith a little more counſel], hee 
might ſecurely put in execution his wicked determina» 
tion. Nathan likewiſe demanded of him ( butin very 
humble manner) of whence, and what he was, as alſo 
the buſinefle inviting him thither : off-ring bim hig 
utmoſt aide and counſell,in what ſocycr conkſted in his 
power, 

Atthridanes at an indifferent while meditating with 
his thoughts before he would returne any anſwer : but 
at the laſt, concluding to repoſe confidence in him (in 
rezard of his pretended diſcontentment) with many 
circumſtantiall perſwafions, firſt for fidelity, next for 
conſtancy, and laſtly for counſell and afliſtance, he de- 
clared to him truly ywhat he was , the cauſe of his come»

As for the determination 
which thou haſt diſcloſed rome, I have fcaled ir op (c- 
cret]y in my loule:wherein I can better give thee coun»

to ſpend what ts thine, did hold it ſor no (hain to kill 
me, thereby to make thy ſelfe ſo much the more wor- 
thily famour. 

Noris it any matter to be wondercd at, in regard 
that Emperors and the greatcſt Kings,had never made 
fuch extendure of cheix Dominions, 2nd conſ. quently 
of thetz renowne, by any other Art, than killing 3 ye. 
ng: one man onely, as thou wo. lic? have done: but in» 
nite numbers, burning whole Countries, and making 
de{olare huze Townes and Citics, only to cnlirge thei 
Dominion, and turther ſpreading of their fame. Witezer 
ſorc, if for the increaſing of thinc orvne renovvne, thou 
walt dcficous of my deaths ir is no watter of noveity, 
and therefore deſerving the Icfle maryell, ſeeing men 
are fJaine daily, and all for one purpo!c or acher, 

Mthridancs, exculing no turcher fits moievolent Vee 
liberation, but rather commenting the honeſt Cetence, 
which Nathaz made on his behaite, proce*cc (o faric 
in after diſcourſing, as tc tcl} kim plainely, that it did 
wonderouſty amaze him, hpw he durſt come to the ta- 
tall appointed place, himſelfe having iv cxaRly plot:cd 

and contrived his exyne deaths whercunto Nathan re: 
turned this anſwer, 

I would not have thee Afithridancs, to wonder at my 
counſcli or determination3becau!z, ſince age hath made 
me Maſter of mine own will, and I re{olvcd ro do tlaat, 
rhe thou haſt begarnto follow me : never came any 
man te me whom 1did not content (if I could) in an 
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thing he demanded of me. It was thy fortune to com® 
{or my lite, which when 1 ſaw thee fo defarous ro haye 
it, I refolved inmmediatly to beſtow it on thee * and (@ 
much che rather, becauſe thou ſhouldſt not be the onely 
£4n that ever departed hence, without enjoying what- 
lucycr he demanded. And to the end chou might 
the mare aflured!y have it, T gaverhe* that advice, keaſt 
by not enjoying mine, thou ſrovldeft chance to]-fe 
tine own. I havehad the vic cf ir full fourefcore years, 
all chis while,with che conſummation of all my delights 
and pleafuacs : and well I know, that according tothe 
courſe of Nature ( as it fares with other men, and ge» 
nerally with all things elſe) it cannor be long before it 
mult leaye me, 

Vherefore, 1 held it much bertrr for me togive it a» 
way treely, as I have alvayes done my goods and trex- 


ture ;than be cnrious in keeping it, and ſuffer'it to be * 


taken away from me (whether I will or no)by Nature. 
A {mall gift it 1s, if time make me up the full lunime of 
an hundred yearcg: hovy miſcrable 1s it then, to ftand 
b2ro!dng for foure or five ,and all of them vexation to09? 
Take itthen i intreate chee, if thou wilt have it; for 
I ncver met with any man before ( but thy ſelfe ) that 
12 defire it, nor {perhaps) ſhall fade any other ro re+ 
cu:R it : forthe longer I keepe it, the worle it will be 
efteemed:; and before ir grow conteimprble, rake ir I 
pray thces 

Mcthridanes, being exccedingly confounded with 
fame, baſhfully ſaid : Fortune fore-fend, that I ſhould 
take away a thing fo precious as your life is, or once te 
wave ſo vide a thought of it, as larelyT had ; but rather 
than I would diminiſh enc day thereof, I could wiſh, 
that my time might mere amply cniarge it. Forthveith 
anſwered Nathan,laying,Would®t thou (if chon couldt} 
Lorten thine owne dayes, onely to lengthen mine ? 
Why then thou wouldeſt have me to doe that to thee, 
which (as yet) 1 never did unto any man,namcly = 
thee 
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thee, to enrich my (elf. l will inftrudt thee In a far bet- 
ter courſe, it thou wilt be adviſed by me. Luſty and 
youn?, 1s now thou art, thou fhalt dyvell here in my 
houſe, and be called by the name of Nathan. Aged, and 
[ent with yeares, as thou ſeeſt I am, 1 will goe liven 
thy houſe, and be called by rhe name of Mitimalaves. 
So, both the name and place ſhall illuſtrate thy glory, 
and I live contentedly,vvarhout the very leaſt thought of 
envice 
Deare Father, anſwered Mithridanes, if 1 knew lo 
well how to direft wine owne ations, as you doe, and 
alwaycs have done, I would gladly accept your molt }t- 
bera)l offer : but becauſe 1 plainely perceive, that my 
very beſt endeayours, mult remaine dackeacd by the 
bright renowne of Nathas: I will never ſecke to im- 
paire that im another which I cannot{by any meanes/ 
eacreaſe in my (elfe, but (as you have worthily tat;

envwoured of a Gentlewoman called Madam Cathari- 
2.4,the w.fe of Sionior Nicoluceio Cacctanimico. And 
becauſe durirg the time of his amorous purſuite, hee 
found but a ſottifh enterchange of atfeHtion from the 
Lody 3 he went (as hopelefle of any luccefle) to be Po- 
-cſtare of Afodena, whereto he wascalled by place and 
order. 

At the ſame time, Signior Nico0/uctio being abſent 
from Bologna, and his Lady at a Farme-houle in the 
Countrey ( about three miles diſtant from the City) 
becauſ: ſhee was greas .vith child, and ſomewhat necre 
the time of her teeming; it came te paſſe, that ſome 
dangerous accident befell her, which was ſoporerfull 
in operation, as no ſipne of life appeared remaining in 
fer, but ſhe vvas reputed ( even in the judgement of the 
beſt Phifitions, whereofſhee wanted no attendance) to 
be verily dead. And becauſc in the opinion of her Paz 
rents and neereſt kindred, the time for her deliverance 
was yet (o farre off, aythe Infant within her, wanted 
much of a perfcQ creature z they made the lefle mour- 
Ning 3 but in the next Church, as alſo the yaulc belon- 
ging to her Anceſtors, they gave her buriall yery ſpee- 
duly. 

Which tidings comming to the hearing of Signior 
Gentile, by one that was his endeared friend; Although 
(while ſhe lived) he could never be gracious in her fi 
our, yet her (o ſudden death did greatly grieve him, 
whereupon hee diſcourſed 1n this fort with hinaſclte, 

Deare Madam Catharinayl am not a little ſorry for thy 
ceath, although ( during thy life-time) I was fearcely 
worthy of one kiad looke: Yct even now being dead, 
thou canſt nor prohibite mee, but 1 may robbe thee of: 


kifle, No ſooner had hee ſpoke the words, but it bei 
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then night,and raking ſuch order, as none might know 
of his departure; he mounted on horſe-backezaccompa- 
n:cd onely yirh one ſery3nt, and ftaied no wheregtill he 
came ro the yaule where the Lady was buried, Whick 
when he had opened, with inſtruments convenient far 
his purpoſe, he deſcended downe into the vault, and 
kneeled downe by the Biere whercoa thee lay, and 
in her wearinggarmeats, according to the uſuall man- 
ner; with teares trickling mainely doryne hischeckes, 
he beſtowed infinite ſweet killes on hox+ 

But as ve commonly fre, that mens deſires arenevyer 
contenred,bur {till will preſume on further advantages, 
eſpecially ſuch as love entirely : (o fared it with Gentile, 
who being once minded to get himpone;as ſatisfied with 
the oblation of hiskifles;wold geeds yer ſep back again, 
ſaying. Why ſhould I not touch her yuory breaft,, the 
Admant that drervall defires to 2dore her? Ahlec me 
touch it now, for nevcr hereafter can 1 be halte fo hap- 
pie. Overcome with this alluring apperite, gently hee 
laid his hand npon her breaſt, with the like awefull re- 
ſpect, asif (he were livin2, and holding it ſo an indiffe« 
rent while : either he felt,or his imagination ſo perſwa« 
ded him, the heart of the Lady to beate and pant, Ca- 
ftins off all fond feare, and the warmth of his increa- 
finz the motion : his inward foule affured bim, that the 
was not dead ntterly ,but had ſome ſmall ſenſe of life re» 
maining in her, whereof he would needs be further ig» 
termed, 

So gently as poſſible he could, & with the help of his 
man, ke tooke ker f,»rth of the monument, and laying 
her ſoftly en his korſe before him, conveighed her 
Cloſely ta his houſe in Bologug.

gicatly augmented the joy bf her and Gentile, win 
tooke order, thar all things belonging to a woinan in 
ſuch acaſe, were not wanting, bur thee was as carc- 
fully reſpeRed, even as if he had beerg his owvne wife.

vehcrewithall he ſpared nor to affirme, that as hee had 
fherved him thoſe choiſe delights, the like view he ſhold 
krave of his heart, if with any poſlibility it could be 
done ; and the yery ſame cuſtome I meanc now ts ob- 
feryc herein our City. You have vouchſafed to honour 
me with your preſence, at this poore homely dinner of 
mine,and 1will welcome you after the Perſian manner, 
in ſhewing youthe Teyvell, which ( above all things in 
the world) I cyer have moft reſpeQively eſteemed, But 
before I doe it, I crave your favourable opinion in a 
doudt, which I will plainely declare unto you. 

It any man having in his houſe a good and faithful 
ſervant, who falling into cxtremity of ſickneſle, ſhallbe 
throwne forth into the open ſtreete, without any care 
or pitty taken on him: A ranger chanceth to paſſe by, 
aid (moved with compaſſion of his weakeneflce) carri-

and rien Signior Gentile ſpate rhus. Beheld, worthy 
Gentlemen, this is the Ieyvcll which I have moſt afte- 
Cted, and intend tolove none other in the world 3 be 
you my Iudges, wherher I have juſt occaſion to doe ſo, 
vr no? The Gentlemen ſaluting her with a reſpeQire 
reverence, ſaid to the Knight ; that he had great realon 
'0 afſe& her: And viewing her adviſedly,many of ther 
thouvht her te Oc. the very ſame woman { as ingeede 
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ſhe was ) *but that they belceved he: robe dead, 

But above all the reſt, Nioluccis Cacciazinmico conle 
never be ſatisfied with beholding her ; and ceniluncd 
with earneſt deſire. to kaovy what face was, could 
not refrazne { ſeeing the Knight was gone out of rt: 
roome ) but demanded of her, wherher thee was of F9- 
{-214, or 2 ſtringer ? When the Lady heard her le}tc to 
be : hus queltioned,and by her husband, it leemed pain- 
full ro her, to containe from an[wering : Neverthclcfle, 
coperf& the Knights intended purpoſe, ſhe fatc ſilent, 
Otcly is demanded of her, vyhctherthe ſyycete Boy were 
hers, or no; and ſome queſtioned, if ſhe were Gererzles 
vvite, or no, orelic his Kinſewoman; to ail which de- 
mands, flee returncd not any an{wer. But when the 
K:ught came to them again, ſons. of chem ſaid ro him» 
Sir, this woman is a goodly creature, but the appearcth 
tobe durabe, which vere great pitty, if it ſhould be fo, 
Gentlemen (quoth he) at is no {raall argument of her 
yertuc, to fit fill and be filent at this inſtant. Tell us 
then (ſaid they) of whence, and vhar ſhe is. T hercin 
(quoth he) I will quickly reſolve you, upon your con- 
diiionall promiſe ; that nvne of you doc remoye from 
his place, wh :tſoever fi.all be £16 or doneuntill 1 have 
fully delivered my minde. Ercry one bound himlclſe by 
folemne promiſe, to performe what he hid appointed, 
and the Tables beiny voided, as allo the Carpcts laide ; 
then the Kaight (futing downe by the Lacy) thus he

Moreover, aibeit moſt carneſtly I affteRed her, 1 
lought to procure your union, not like a lover, but ag a 
true husband, nor would I immodeſtly touch her, till 
firſt (as her (clfe can teſtifie ) with the words becom- 
ming wedlocke, and the King, ajlo I clpouled her, d2» 
manding of her, if ſkee would accept mce as her Huſ- 
band, and ſhee anſwered mee, with her full conſent, 
Wacrein, if it may ſceme that ſhe was deceived, I am 
Rot any way to be blamed, bur ace, for not demanding, 
what, and who 1 was. 

This then is tbe great evill, the great offence, and the 
yreat injugic commined by wy triend Gifppus, and by 
me as a Loyer: that Sopirorie is ſecretly become the 
mic of Titzs Quintus Fulvius. And for this cave, like 
vpies you watch him, threaten him daily, as it you jn« 
tended to teare bim in pieces. What could you do more, 
ithe had given her to a man of the yery vileſt conditie 
cr? to a villaine, to a ſlave ? Waar priſons ? what fet= 
15 ? or what torments are (ſufficient for this tat ? Bue 
lca:in2 thoſe frivolaus matters ct us come to diſcourſe 
UI More moment, and Eertcr belecminy your attentions 

The time is come, that I may no longer continve 
here, becauſe Publius my Father is dead, and I muſt 
tireds returne ro Rome, wherefore being minde4 rc 
take Sopbronia thither with me, 1 was the more willing 
{2 acquaint you therewith, as alſo what clſe I haveſ1id, 
vi nch ather;viſe had beens concealed from you, Nor 
au4 can 
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ean you but take it in goed part, if you be wiſe, 2nd reft 
well contented with what 1s done ; conſidering, if had 
2ny mtention either ro deceive, or otherwile vron? 
%9:1; I could have baſely left her, and made a (corne 
beth ot her and you, you not having any power to ſtiy 
me here, Bur the pods will neyer permit thar any cour- 
tecus Romane,ſhould ever conceive lo vile and devenc» 
rateathonght, 

Sophrenja, by ordination of the gods, by force of hui» 
mane lawes, and by the }audablc conſent of my friend 
Giſippus, as alſo the powerfull command of Love 1s 
miue, But you perchance , imagining your (elves to be 
wilzr than the gods, or any other men yhatioever;may 
thinke ill of it, and more brutiſhly than beaits, con» 
dcran: their working in two kinds, which would be of- 
fenfive tome. The one 18, the detaining of Sophronta 
fiom me, cf whom you have no power, but what plea- 
ſe:ji me, The other is your bitter threatpinos againk 
Cif-pus my cearc friend, ro whom you are 11 dutic ob« 
teed. In both which caſcs,hovy unreaſonablyforyer you 
carrie your ſelves, I intendnot at this time to preſle 2- 
ny frrther. But rather let me counſell you like a friend, 
toccale your hatred and diſdaine, and ſuffer Sophronia 
to be delivered me, that T may depart contentedly from 
you 25 a kinſman, &(being ablent)remaine your-friend! 
sNuring you, that whether what 1s done ſhall pleaſe er 
elſe aiſpleaſe you,if you purpoſe to procecde any other» 
miſc 3 I will rake Grſeppus along with me, aad when 1 
come io Rome, take fuch ſure order to ferch her heace, 
Tyho in Tuſtice is mine, even in mcere deſpight of you 
all; and then you hall feele by {ound experience, how 
powerfull is the juſt indignation of the wronged Rov 
Mancs, 

When T'itzs had thus concluded his Oration, hee role 
up with a fterne and diſcentented countenance, and 
tooke Gi/ippus by the hand, plainely declaring that het 
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Yemple ; and ſhaking his head at them , ruther me= 
naced than any ctherwiſe ſeemed to care, or Kand 
in {care of them, 

1 hey vehich tarried, when they were ganc, confide» 
riug partly of the reaſons alleadged by Titus, and part = 
lyrerribed by his liteſt [petches 3 became induced, to 
like well gf ts alltance and amiry, as ( with common 
conſeat) ey concluded ; that is was much berrer to 
accept T?ts 2s their kinſman(ſeeing Gifippus had made 
manifcit refuta!l thereof ) than toloſe the kinered of 
the one, and procure the hatred of the other. Wherctore 
they vwenetofeeke Tites, and ſaid untohim, they were 
very well contcuicd that Sophrenta ſhould be his Wife, 
he the:r deare and loving kinſman, and Gifippus to ree 
maine their much reſpeRed tnend. And embracing on? 
znother, making a ſolzmne feaſt, ſuch a3 inthe like ca. 
105 isnccelfarily required, they departed from hiat,pree 
jently ſeriding Sophronia to lim, who makin? a vere 
rue of nece{fity, converted her Joveſ1n ſhore rime after) 
to T ith, in 4s tfeuall manncr, as formerly ſhee had 
Cone to G!jiypns, and fo was ſcut away with him to 
Rom? wicre thee was received and welcommacd with 
Very great nongure 

Gif.ypus remaining Fill at Athens, in ſmall recard of 
either theirs, or tis oven friends; not long after by 
meancs of {undry troubleſeme Citizens 3 and partiali- 
ties happening among the common people, vas ba. 
nifned from athens, and hee, as 3!lo all bis fanuly, 
condemned ro perpetual! exile : during veltica rempe- 
*tuous time, Giſippus was becorne not onely wretched. 
iy poot2, but veandred abroad 2s a common begger; in 
Winch miſerable condition he traveiled to Rome totry 
if Titus would take any acknowledgement of him, Vn+- 
gertanding that he was living, and one woſt reſpeRed 
among the Romancs, 23 _ areat commander ard 
a Sea2tor : hee enquired for the place where he dyveic 
2k going to be neaze abgus bis houſe, ——_ \ 
vy $9 9:1 
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long till Titus came home, yet not daring to maniſeft 
himiclfe, or ſpeake a word to him, in regard of his 
poore and miſcrable eſtate, but trove to have him ſee 
him, to the end that he might acknowledge and cail 
him by his name ; notwithſtanding, Titus pafſed by 
him without either {pcech or looking on him, Whicl: 
when G iſippus perccervedg and making tull accountytha? 
(at che lcaſt) he would remember him, in regard of fore 
mer courtefies, done to him : confounged with grief2 
and deiperate thoughts, he departed thence y2erer mea- 
ningto [ce him any more, 

Now, in regaid it was nizht, hee having 2aten no+ 
thing all that day, nur provided of one peuny to buy 
him any food, waadrcd he knew not whither, deſiring 
rather to die than hve ; hee came at [it to an old rui- 
nous part of the Citit, over-ſpred with briers and 
buſhes, and ſeldome reſorted unto by any : where fin - 
cing a hollovy Cave or Vault, hee entred into it, mca- 
ning there to yeare away the comtortlefſe night, ang 
Laying kim downe on the hard ground, almft ſtark? 
naked, and wxtoutany warme garments,ovcr-wWearicd 
wit]; weeping, at laſt he fell into a ſicepe, 

It fortuned that two wen, who had beene abroad the 
ſame night, commirting thefts 2nd rebberies together; 
lomeyhat very early in the morning,czme tothe ſame 
Cave,intending chere to ſhare and divide their booties, 
and differences haypening beryveene them abour it, he 
that was the Rronger perſon, Nl: there the other, and 
then went away with the whole purchaſe. 

Giſippns kaving heard and ſeenc the manner of this 
accident, was not alittle joyfull, becauſe hee had now 
Jound a yay to death, without laying any violent hand 
on himſclte;tor hfe being veryloathſome to him, it waz 
his oncly deſire to die, Wherefore, he vrould not budg= 
from the place, but tarricd there fo long, tillthe Serge- 

ts and Officers of Iuftice (by the information of him 
at 444 the deede) cam? thither well attended, and furi- 
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ouſly ledde G iſippus rhence co priſon, Being examined 
concerning this bloudy fa he plainly confelled,that he 
himſ-Ife hid committed the murther, and afterward 
wold not depart from the Cave, but purpoſely flared 
for 2pprelienſion, as being truciy touch with conrpuns 
tion tor ſo foule an offence : upon which peremprorie 
conieſhon, Glarcus arro being then Vixtor,g1ve (ene 
tence that he (auld be crucihed on a Crofic,, as 1 wag 
the uſuall manuer of dcath in thole Eayes. Titus chan 
cing to come at the fame time into the Pretorzmum, ad- 
viſedly brzolding the face of the condemnee man (as 
nc fate upon the bench ) knevy him to be Giſippas, nor 
2 Iittle wondring at tins {trange accident, the poyertie 
of lis efate, and what occaſion ſhould bring him thi- 
cher, etpecially 1a the queſtioning for his life, and be- 
fore the Tribanall of Inftice, 

His fo.l-.carneſtly thiiſting, by all poſſible mcanes 
to helps and defend h1m.and no other courle could now 
be taken for ſaterix of his life, but by acculing ltimfelte, 
to excule and cieare the other of the crime : hee ſtepe 
tom off the judgement bench, and crouging through 
the throng to the Barre, called out to the Prxztor in 
this manner. Marcus Parre, recall thy ſenteace given 
on the condeinace man ſent away, becauic he is truely 
puilcefle and innocent : With one 5loudy blow have I 
offended the gods,by kiliing that wretched man,ywhom 
the Sergeants found this mormine flaine,wherefore no» 
ble Prietor, let no nm. car mans bloud be thed tor ity 
but oneiy mine that have offended, 

Marcus Yarioftood like a nian confounded with ads 
miration, beinv very ſoiry, for that whichcie whole 
aſſiſtants hath both leene and heard, and yet he could 
not ( with honour ) defiſt from what muſt necds be 
done, but would performe the Laws ſevere injundions 
And {ending for condemned Grfippus bicke 222ibe, in 
the preſence of T itzus, thus hee ſpake to him. How be» 
cams} thea fo madly incenied, as (Without any tore 
miciic 
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ment inaifted on thee) tocanfeile an offence by thee 
never cammerred ? Arc thou weary of thy tite + Jaor 
chargeſt cy (elfc falſely, to bs che perien whorhis latt 
nivht jrurdercd the min in the Cave, and there 15 an- 
ethcr that yolumarily alſo doth cantcl}> his SUL 
neile, 

Gifpourlifting vp his eycs, tnu perctiving it was 7 te 
?us, conceived raymegiately, that he had done this 0c» 
Iy for his deliverance, - as one that remembred him (uf- 
Kciently,and would not be wnpcaieloil for former Linus 
neſſes received, Whereigre, the teares jlovwing abtn- 
gantly downe his checkes, hee (id to Iiidge Jarro, 1t 
was non? byuctrhat murdered the manz wheretorg, I 
commiſerate the caſe of tnis noble Uentieman I itur, 
who [{peakes nove 260 late for the (afctic of my lies 
Tiers on theother fide, (aid, tNoble Pracor, this man 
{as thouſlerit)js a ſtranger hee, and was found with» 
cut any weoopons faſt ailcepe by the dead body : thor 
maieft then cafily perceive, thar meerely the milcrabie 
ror4irion wherein hee is, hath made him deſperate, 
and hee yyonld make mine offcnce the accaſion of his 
dearh. Abſclus him, and ſend mee tothe Crofle, for 
none but I gnely have deſcrycd to die fer this n6- 
toriovs fat, 

UVarre was ami2zed, to oblerye with what earneſt 11 
Fance each of them trove to excuſe rhe other, whici2 
haite preſwaded him inkis foule, that they vere both 
guitcJe, And as hee yas ſtarting up, veith fuil intent 
to acquite thein; a young man, whe had ſtood there 81] 
this while, 2nd ebleryed the hiazd plcading on Cither 
Fde 3 he crowded in tothe Barre, being amen Publias 
Ambuſtus., a fellow of lewd life, & utteily gut of hopes, 
as being debavched in all his fourtunts, and krowne a + 
monyft the Kemanes to be 2 notorieus thecte, vvbo 
verily had committed the murder. Well kgew his con- 
ſcience, that mone of them wcre guilty of the crime, 
Yarrewith each lo wilfully charged hin{elfe; being- 
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therefore truely roucht with remorſe, hee tept before 
Marcus Varrs, havin 

Honourable Prator, mine ovene liorrid and abomi- 
nable ations, have induced me thus to jntrude my (elf, 
for cleatino the Rik contention between thelg rye 
perſons. And queſtionlefle,fome god or greaicr proxver, 
hath tormented my wretched toulc, and {o compunus. 
ally ſolicited mc, as I cannot chuſc, but make open 
confelſlion of my finne, Here therefore, I dye apparant« 
ly publiſh, that neither of theſe men is guiley of the of - 

tence, wherevvigh ſo wiltully cach chargerth himſelfe, L 

am the Vulaine, whe this morning mardercd the many 

inthe Cave, one of no greater honeſty than my ſelfe, 
and {ceing this poore ian lie there Meeping while wen 
were dividing the ſtolne bootics betweene us ; I ſlew 
my Compauion, becauie I would be the ole polleſicr, 
As for noble Lord Tizzs, hoe had no rcaion thus to ac - 
culc himiclfe, becauſe he i; a man of no !:2ch vaſe qua- 
tity : Jet them bork be delivered, and inil:& the feze 
teace of death on me, ' 
Oftavins Ce/ar,to whom ticings were brought of this 
zarc accident commanding them all three to be brovght 
before him; yvyeuld necds underPand the whole Hifto- 
ric, in every particular as al hac nappencd, which wag 
iubſtanrially related to bimz whereupon, Vfayius qui. 
ted them ail tarer 2: the two noble friends, becauſe they 
were innocent, and tacthid, for open!y revealing the: 
yery truth, 

Titus tooke home with him his friend Giſippms,and afe 
terie had ſharply reproved him for his diſtruſt,and cold 
credence of hs friendſhip : hee brought him to S#- 
phronta, whe welcomed kim as lovingly, as if hee had 
becne her natural] borne brother , bemeaning his 
hard aud diſaſtrous fortune, and taking cſpeciall care, 
to convert all palicd diftrefles, inre a happy and 2 comes 
fortable change, fitting kim wich garments and atten» 
«318 ,belceming his degree in Nobility & vertursT ite, 
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out of lus honourable baunty, imparted halic his Jad, 
andrich pollcſitons to him, and afterward gave Lim in 
mariiage, his ovene Siſter, a molt beauritull Laily, pa- 
med Fultia, ſaying to him befide, My deare frixnd Gt- 
finpms, it remaineih now in thinc own? elefion, whe - 
ther thou wilt live here ſtill with me, or retarne backe 
to Athens, with all the wealth which ] have beſtowed 
on thee. But Giſippus, being one way conitrained, by 
the ſentence of baniſhment trom his native City, and 
tlicn agains, in zxceard of the conitant leave, which hoe 
barc to ſo true and thankefull fricnd as Tins was: cons 
cluced to live there as aloyall Roman, where hee with 
his Fulvia, and Titus with his fane Sopinena, lived 
long after together in one anethe ſame houſe, ayvmen- 
ting daily ( if poſhible ir gught be ) che:r amucy bryond 
all other equalizing, 

A moſt ſacred thing there{ore is corou amity wor 
thy not onely of fingular reverence, but alſoto beho- 
aoured with cternall commenaaticn, as beiag ie one!y 
wile Mother of all magnificence aud honefty, the Siltcz 
of Charity and Gratitudegthe enemy to hatred and aya- 
rice, and vehich is alwayes ready (without attending 
to be requeſted)roextend all vertuous ations to others, 
which ſice would have done toher ſelic. Her tare and 
diviac effe@s,in theſe cuntrary time of ovrs, arc not t6 
be ſound betweene two ſuch perſons, which is a mighty 
faulr, and preaily checketh bo milcrable coycrouſacfis 
of men, who reſpeRing nothing but onely their partt- 
cular benefite; haveHaniſhic d rrue Amity, to the utmoſt 
confines of the wholt carth, and ſent her into perperu- 
all exile, 

What love, what wealth, er affinity of kindicd,could 
have made Giſippus feele (even in the intucht part of 
his (oulc ) the fervent compaſſon, the teares, the lights 
of Titus, and with ſuch cfficahe as plaincly appeared; to 
make hum content, that his faire clecd Spouſe, by 
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companion, but onely the precious league of Amity ? 
What lawes,vvhat threatninvys,vehat feares could cauſe 
the young armes of Giſippus :9 abitaige embraces, be - 
taking himſclfe to ſolnary walkes, and obſcure phacer, 
when 1n his oven bed, he mg ht haye enjoyec fo match» 
l:fſe a beaury (who perhaps «cfired 1t fo much as him- 
ſelfe ) bur onely che title of Amity? What greatneſſe, 
what merics or precedence, could cauſe Giſeppus not to 
care, for the lofle ct his kindred, thoſe of Sephronta,yea, 
of Sophronia her ſclic, not reſpeRing the diſhoneſt wur - 
murinvs of baſe minded people, their vile and con- 
zemptible language, ſcornes and motkerics, and alltg 
content and {3tis3c a friend, but onely divine Amity, 
Come now likewiſe tothe ether ſide, What occafions 
could compell noble Titus, fo promptl? ang deliberatly, 
io procure his owne death, to reſcue his friend from 
the Crolle, and infli6t the paine and tharne upon him- 
{elfe, pretending not te {ce or know G:/ippus at all, had 
it not b:cne wrought by powerfull Amity ? Wha: 
cauſe elſe could make Titus io liberail,im dividing(with 
ſuch willngnetle) the larger part of his pattimony te 
Gifippus,yhen Fortune had dilpoſſeſt him of kis own, 
but onely heaven-burne Amity ? What elſe could haye 
procured Titus, without any further dilation, feare gr 
luſpition, to give his Siſter Falvis in marriage to Giſip- 
fus, when he ſay him reduced to ſuch extreame poyer- 
tie, diſgrace and miſery, but onely infinite Amity? To 
what end doe men care thcn,to cov*t and procure great 
mulcitudes of kindred, fore of brethren, numbers of 
children, ond ta cacreate (with their owne moneyes) 
plenty of (eryants : when by the leaſt lofle and damage 
appening, they forget all datie to Father, Broth« r,or 
Maſter ? Amity aad true friend(hip is of « quite contra 
ric nature, ſuiaſying (in that ſacred Dond)) the obliga- 
tion due to all degrees , both of Paremage, and alll alli- 
ances et, |

thy Prince, and then Seldan of Babylon : he concluded

tyyo of his moſt Noble ang wilclt Baſchaes, and thyce 
waiting ſervants. 

When he had vilired many Chrifttan Provinces, and 
was riding thorow Luabardy, to pafſe the mountaines; 
it fortuned, in his journying from Mifaineto Payia, 
and the day being very farre {pznt, ſo that night haſt» - 
ncd fpcedily on him : kee met with a Gentleman, na- 
med Signior Thore/fa d" 1/Frie, but dwelling at Paviaz

Gentlemen; this courteſie ( ſreinn you terme it {o) 
which you receive of me,inregard of that juſtly belon- 
Sing to you, as your faces doe luffciently intorme mee, 
1s matter of yery flender account: bur afluredly out of 
Pavia, you could not have any lodging, deſerving to 
be termed good. And therefore, lct it not be diſplealing 
to you, if you havealittle gone forth of the common 
rede yay, to have your entertainement ſoraervhat bet» 
ter, as many travellers are eafily induced to doe. 

Having thus ſpoken,all the people of the houſe ſhew- 
ed themſelves, in ſerviceable maner to the Gentlemen, 
taking their horſes as they diſmounted, and Thorefs 
himlclfe, conduRed the three Gentlemen, into three 
ſeverallfaire Chambers, which in coftly manner were 
prepared for them, where their boots were plucks off, 
faire Napkins vyith Manchets lay ready, and delicate 
Wines to refreſh their yearied ſpirits, much prety con« 
ference being emtercourſed,till ſupper time invited chem 
thence, 

Saladine, and they that were with him, ſpake the 
Latine rongue very readily, by which meanes they 
were the better underſtoed; and TherefHoſeemcd (in 
their judgement ) to be the moſt gracious, compleate, 
and beft ſpcken Genteleman, as ever they mer with in 
all their journey. It appearcd alſo (on the other ſide) ro 
Signior Thorelle, that the gueſts were men of great me = 
tit, and worthy of much more efteeme, than there hee 
conle uſe towards them: wherefore, it did highly diſtaſt 
1m, that hee had no more friends there this nighe to 
*2epe them company), or himlclfe berter provided for 
their entertainement which he intended (on the mor-« 
rr) to recompence with Jareer amends at dinner, 

Hereupoa, having inftruQcd one of his men with 
what he intended, he ſent himto Pavia, which was not. 
tzzre of [and yyhcre he kept no deore fit) to lus wife, 
named 
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named Madam Azialet*s 3 woman fingularly wiſe, and 
of a noble jpirit, needing little or no direRion, clpeci- 
aily when tic kneey her buobands mince. As they were 
re olkin21n the Garden, Tworelodeofired roungerftand, 
ef wience,and what they were? Where: o Saladine thus 
aniyvcred. Sir, Wee are Cyprian Merchants, comming 
ow from Cyprus, andare travelling ro Paris, about 2t- 
fa1rcs of :mportance, Now truſt me $11, rephed Thore!- 
lo, I convid teartily wiſh, that this Countrey of ours 
would yec!d fuch Gentlemen, as your Cyprus aFordeth 
Picrchams. So, falling fromone diſcourſe unto anos 
ther, Suppes was ſerved in; and looke how beſt them - 
ſelycs pleaſes, ſothey fate at the Table, where (wee 
rtede make ne doub: } they were reſpetted in honows 
Tabje order, 

So loone as the Tables wrre witnarawnes Thora's 
knowing they might be weary, brozght them againe ts 
their Chambers, where committing them to their good 
reſt, himſcife went to bed !eouc after. The ſervant fent 
to Pavia, dcliverrd the meilage to his Lady, who, not 
[:xe a woman of ordinary diſpoſition, but rather truely 

Royal), ſent Thorellgcs (ervants into the City, to make 
preparation. for a Feaſt indeed, and with lighted Tor» 
ckes ( becauſe it was ſomeyvhiat late ) they nyited che 
very greateſt and nobic# pertons of the City, a)l the 
roomes being kanged with the richeft Arras, Clothes 
of gold morke, Velyct, Silkes,and all otter rich adorn» 
ments, in ſuch manner as her husbagd had comman-

On the morrovy morning, the Gentlemen aroſc,and 
mounting on horſcbacke with Signior 7horello, he cal 
lcd for his Haywk-s and Hounds, brought them ro the 
River, where hc thewed tvvs or three taire flights : but 
Saladine defiring to know), velnch vas the taircſt Ho- 
Qery in all Pavide Theorello an{wcird. GOcntlemen, 1 7%

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Frevy you that my ſelfe,in regard that Ihave occafion ts 
r!de thither. Which they beleeving, were the better 
contented, and rod: on direfly unto Pavia ; arriving 
there 2bout nine of the clacke, and thinking he puided 
them to the bet Inne, bee brovohe them to his owne 
nouſe; where t.trie of the yyarthick, Cittzens, ſtood rea- 
dy to welcomic the Gentlemes;unbracins them as thev 
lghtcd from their horſes. Whick Salettze, and his a(- 
,ocines perceiviny, they guefled as it was 1nacede, and 
Sa/adivelaid. Bulceve mee worthy Trereilo, this tsnat 
an{yerable to my demand ; you cid too mach yeſter= 
2ioke, and much more than vie could gefire or deferye: 
Wherefore, yuu mizht well be che ſooner diicharzed of 
us, and [cr vs traveil on our youre y, # 

Noble Gentlemen, ceolied T'L27ells {tor in mine ove 
yo!r ſeeme no lcfle) ehac cour: ce which you mer with 
yelter-night, I am to tiharuve rorvne tor, more than 
you, becauſe you were then fit 21ted by fuch neceffiie, 
as reed your accepratice of my pogre Countrey-havie, 
Buc now this morning, i (halt <<cormt my (elte much 
oeholding to you! as the like will all thefe worthy Gen- 
tlemen here about you) it yeu doe but anſwer kindnet]; 
wich kindneſic, and not to retule ro take a homely din- 
acc veith them. 

Saladine and his friends, being conquered vvith ſuch 
potent perſwaſions, and already diſmounted from their 
beckes, ſavy that ali deniall was meerely in vaine : and 
theretors thankefully condeſcending (after ſeme fevy 
ceremoniaus coplements were over-paſt) che Gentle- 
men conducted them to their Chambers, which yyere 
moſt {\ymptuouſly prepared for them, and having jaide 
afide rheir riding garments, being a little refrefiied with * 
Cakcs and Wines they (after a whulc) deſcinded into 
the dining Hall, che pompe whereof Iam nor able ts 
report, 

Waen they had wathed,and were ſeated at the Tables, 
4igncr was (cryed in moſt magnificent (vt ; fo that 8 f 
the 
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ehe Emperor himſclfe had beene there, hee could not 
have beege more ſumpruouly ſerved, And although Sa- 
ladive and his Baſchacs were noble Lords, and wonted 
to ſce matters of admiration: yet could they doe no kfſc 
now, but rather exccede in marvel}, conſidering the 
quality ofthe Knight whom they knew to be a Citizen, 
and no Prince or great Lord. Dinner being <nded, and 
divers familiar conferences paſſing among them : be- 
canſe 1t was excecding hot; the Gentlemen of Pavia 
(1s it pleaſed Tnorclls to appoint) went to repole thew« 
ſclves awhile, and hee keeping company with his rhyee 
pucſts, brought them 11to a voodly Chamb. r, where, 
becaule he would not taule in the Ic alt leruple of courte- 
lie, or conceale from them the richelt Iewell which he 
had ; hee ſent for his Lady and Wate, -becaule (as yet) 
they had not [cence her. 

She vas a L1 ly of extraordinary bcauty) tall Ntarurs, 
very ſumpruouſly attircd, and having two leet Sonnes, 
(reſembl.ng Angels ) ſhe carne with them wa'tiny be- 
fore her, and'gracioully (aluicd ber gueſts. Ar her con- 
min2, they aroſe, and haviag received her with great 
reverence, they ſeated her in the midſt, kindely chea- 
r:ſhing the twochildren. After ſome gracious Langu- 
aze palt on cither fide, ſhce demanded of whence, and 
what they were, which they anſwered in the ſame kind 
as they had dane before to ker husband. Afterward, 
with a modeſt ſmiling countenance, ſhee (aid, Worthy 
Geatlemenglet not my weake Womanith diſcretion ap* 
peare diftaſtable, in dehiring to crave oneeipeciall ta- 
vor from you, namcly,not to refuſe or diſdaine a {mall 
gift, wherewith I purpoſe to preſent you. But conlide- 
ring firſt, that women (according to their fimple fat 
tie) are able to beſtow bur ſilly gifts : ſo you would bx 


pleaſed, to reſpe& more the perſon that 1s the giver 
than the quality or quantitie of the gift, 
Then cauſing to be brought (for each of them ) 7 
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ger} the one lyned thorough with cloth of Gold, and 
the other with the coſtlieſt Fur 3 not after ſuch faſhion 
as Citizens and Merchants uſe to weare, but racher be- 
{ceming Lords of greateſt account, and three light un- 
der-wearing Caflocks or Mandillions, of Carnitian 
Sattin, richly Imbroidered vith Gold and Pearles,and 
lined thorow wich white Taffacazpreſer.ting theſe gifts 
?9 them, fhee ſaid. I defire you Gentlemen to receive 
thete meane trifies,fuch as my husband we :res rhe hike, 
and theſe other befide, confidering you are ſo far (rom 
70ur Wives, having travelled a long way already, and 
ainy males more yet ts overtake; alſo Mercliants (be- 
:ng exccllent men) affc@ to be comely and handlome 
'n their habites; althoughrlicle are of ilender value, cr 

1 neceſiity) they may doe you ſervice. 

Nov was SalaJinre and his Baſchacs halfe afltonicd 
with admiration, at the maoniticent minde of Signor 
Tnreſlo, who won!d not forzer rhe lealt part of conrre- 
lie towards them, and greatly doubted(({ccing the bexus 
zy and riches of the Garments ) leaſt they were diſc» 
vered by Thrreffo, Neverthclefle, onc of them thu; an- 
ſwcred the Lady, Beleeve mce Madam, theſe ate rich 
aitts, not lightly either to be given, or received : but in 
cegard of your {tri impoſition, wee are not able tode - 
nic them. This being done, with moſt gracious and 
:ourteous demeanour, the departed from them, leaving 
her Husband to keepe them ſtill company 3 who fur- 
niſhed cheir (eryants alſo, with divers worthy neceſſa- 
ries fitting for their journey, 

Afterward, ThoreAo(by very much importunity)won 
them ro ſy with him all the reſt of the day ; rvhere- 
tore, whenthey had reſted themſelves a while, being 
attired in their newly given robes; they rode on horſc- 
backe thorow the City. When Supper time came, they 
lupt in moſt honourable and worthy company , being 
alteryards Lodged in moſt faire and ſumptuous cham- 
bers; andbeing riſen in the morning, inexchangeot

kind: La2gvage had becne intcrcourted Eorwonn them,

Sivnior Thorelio, with a number of his honoucable 
ſrrnds (to the number of an aundicd hole) accompar 
panicd them 2 preat diftance framthe Citic, and al- 
though u grieved Salad:ue exceedingiy, to 10iyC ee 
company of 7',zoretlo, 10 dearcly was heaffeRece to nm: 
bur neceility (which controlleth the power ot all lawes 
whacſacver) muſt necds divide them:yer requeſting Þ:6 
returae againe that way, if poſſibly it might be gran- 
ted; which Saladine promiſed, but did nor performe, 
Well Gent})emen {( quoth 7 horello at partin? ) Iknow 
no what you are, reivher (againft your will) dec I du. 
Gre its but whether you be Mercharics or no,remember 
me in your kindencHey and fo ro the heavenly powers I 
commend you, Sa'adine, having taken his leave of all 
them that were viith Thore!ls, returned him this ans 
fryer. Sir, it may one day hereafter (o happen, as vce 
fhall ler you ſce ſome of our Merchandiſes, for the bet- 

ter confirmation of your beleefe, and our profeffion, 
Thus parted Signior Thorells and his friends, from 
Saladine and his company, who v<rily determined in the 
heighth of his minde , if hee fhonld be ſpared with lite, 
and thexyarre (which ke cxpeRes ) concluged : tore 
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quite Thorello with nolelſe courtcfie, than he had 21» 
xe ady declared to him; conferring a Jong while after 
with his Baſchaes,both of him and his beauteous Ladyy 
not forgetting any of their courteous aRions, but gra- 
cing them all with deſerved commendation. But after 
they had(with very laborious paines) ſurveyed moſt of 
the Weſterne parts, they all tooke ſhipping, and retur- 
ncd into Alexandria : (ufftciently enformed, what pre- 
paration was to be made for their ovne defence. And 
Signior Thorello being come backe againe to Pavigs 
conſulted with his private thoughts (many times after 
what theſe three travellers ſhould be, but came farre 
ſhort of knovving the crach, till (by experience) he be- 
came better informed. 

When the time was come,that the Chriftians were to 
make their paſſage,and wonderfull great preparationsy 
in all places pet formed; Signior Thorslls, notwithRan® 
ding the teares and intreatics of his wife,dctermined to 
be one in ſo worthy and honourable a voyage: and ha= 
ving made his proviſion ready, nothing wanting but 
mounting on horſebacke, to got where hee thould rake 
ſhipping 3 to his wife (whom he moſt intirely affeRed 
thus hee ſpake. Madam, I poe 28 thou feeſt jn this fa- 
mous Voyage, as well for mine Honour, as alſo the be- 
nefire of my {oule; all our goods and poſleffions Icome 
mit to thy yertuous care» And becauſe I am not certaine 
of my returne backe againe,in regars of athouſand ac- 
cidents which may happen, in (uck a Countrey as Iga 
unto : I dcfire onely but one favour of theey' whatſoc- 
ver dange ſhall befall me ; Namely, whea any certaine 
udings ſhall be brought thee of my death; to Nay ao 
longer before thy ſecond marriage, but one yeare, one ' 
raoneth, and one day; to begin on thisday of my de- 
parting from thce. The Lady, whe wept exceedingly, 
preſently chus anſwered. Alas Sir: I knoyy not how ta 
carry my ſclfe, in ſuch extremity of pricfe, as nov 
you leave meg 3 biie if my life furmount the nd 
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tude of ſorrow, and whatſoeyer fhall happen to you 
for certainerie, either life or death : 1 will live and die 
the Wife of Thorefo,and make my obſequies in his mc- 
mory onely, : 

Not ſo Madam (replied her husband) not ſo; Be not 
overaſh in promiſing any thing, albeit I am well a(- 
ſured,that ſo mnch as conſiſteth in thy ftrength,I make 
nc. que tion of thy performance : But confider withal! 
(dearc heart) thou art a young woman, beautifull, of 

reat parentage, and no way thereto inferior in thc 

lefſings of Fortune, 

Thy Vertues are many, and univerſally both divulced 
and knowen: in which refpeQ, I make no doubt, but 
divers and ſundry great Lords and Gentlemen ( if bur 
the leaſt rumour of my death bz noiſed) will make ſuite 
for thee to thy Parents and Brethren, from whole yio- 
lent ſolicitings , wouldſt thou never ſo reſolutely make 
refiſtance,yet thou canſt not be able to defend thy ſelfe; 
but whether thou wilt or no, thon muſt yeeld to plealc 
them; and this is the onely reaſon, why I would tic 
ehee to this Jimited time, and not one day or minute 
toager. 

Adalictta, (weetly hugging him in ker armes, and 
melting herſelfe in kifles, fighes, and reares on her 
face, ſaid. Well Sir, I will doc ſo munch as I am able, in 
this your moſt kinde and loving impoſition : and when 
I thall be compelled to the contrary : yet reſt thus cog- 
ſtantly affured, that T vvill not breake this your charge, 
fo much as in thought.

ive in continuall languifhing. In the knitting up of 

this wofull parting, embracigg and kifling either infi- 

nite times; the Lady tooke a Ring from oft her finger, 

and giving it to her hugband, (aid. If I chance to dic 
befoxc I fee you againe, remember me when you looks 

on this. He receiving the Ring, and bidding all the gy 
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of his Friends farevvel!, moanted on horſeback, 2nd 


rode away well attended. 

Being come to Geneway he and his company boorded 
a Galley, and (in few dayes atter ) arrived at Acres, 
where they joyned themlelyes with the Chriſtian Ar- 
mie, rvherein there happened 2 very dangerous morta« 
lity : During which time of ſo tharpe viſtcation {the 
cauſe unknowne whenee it proceeded ) whether the- 
rough the 1nduſtrie, or rather the good Fortune of $4- 
ladine,well-neere all che reft of the Chriſtians (which 
elcaped death) were lurprized his priſoners —_ a 
blow {trucken } and ſundred and impriſoned in divers 
Townes and Cities. Amoneſt the which number of 
priſoners, it w2s Signior Thoreffoes chance to be one, 
ind walked in bonds to 4lexandria, where being uns 
knowne and fearing lcait he ſhonld be diſcovered:cot 
ltrained thereto meerely by neceflity, hee fhewed him- 
{:Ife in the condition of a Faulconer ; wherein hee was 
yery excc!lently experienced, and by which mcancs his 
profeſſion was made knoyrne to Saladine, he delivered 
out of Priſon, and created the Soldans Faulconer. 

T horello (whom the Seldan called by no other name, 
then the Chriſtian,neither of them knowing the other) 
-dly now remerabred his departure from Pavia, devi- 
ling and praiſing many times, how hee might eſcape 
thence, he could not compaſle it by any poffible means. 
Wherefore, certaine Ambaſſadours being ſent by the 
Genewayes, to redeeme divers Citizens of theirs,there 
dctained as priſoners, and being ready to returne home 
292ine : he purpoſed to write to his Wife, that hee was 
liring , and wo:\ld repaire to her ſo ſoone as he could, 
defiring the ſtill continued remembrance of her limited 
time, By cloſe and cunning meanes hee wrote the Let- 
ter, earneftly intreatiag one of the Ambaſſadors (who 
kneyy him perfeRly , but made no eurward apparance 
thereof ) rodeale in ſuch ſort for him, that the Letter 
wh! be delivered to rhe hands of the Abbot Di San 
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Pictr1in Ciel d'Oro, who was (indeede) his Vnckle, 

While T horel/o remained in this his Faulconcrs con- 
dition , it fortuned upon a day, that Saladine, conver- 
fing with him about his Hawkes: Thorello chanced to 
ſmile, and uſed ſuch a kinde of geſture or motien with 
his lippes, which Saladine (when hee was in his houſe 
at Pavia) had heedfully obſerved, and by this note,in- 
RKamly hee remembred Signior Thorello, and bepan to 
eye him very reſpeCively, perſwading himſclfe that he 
was the ſame man, Andthercfore falling from the for- 
merkinde of diſcourfing : Tell me Chriſtian{quorh Sg- 
tadins) what Country-man art thou of the Weſt ? Sir, 
anſwered Signior Therelfo, I am by Countrey a Loms 
bard,borne in a City called Payis,a poore man,and of 
23 poor? condition, 

So {cone as Sa/adine had heard theſe words ; becom- 
ring aflured in that which (bur now) he doubred, he 
ſaid within himſelfe ; Nov the gods have .given mee 
time, wherein I may make knowne to this man, how 
rhankeſully I acccepted his kinde courtefie, and cannot 
eaſily forget it, Then, without ſaying any thing clſe, 
cavling his Guard-robe, to be ſet open, hee tooke him 
with him thirther, and ſaid, Chriſtian, obſerve well all 
theſe Garments, and quicken thy remembrance, in 
relling me truly, whether thou haft ſeene any of them 
before now,oer no» Signior Thorells looked on them all F 
adviſedly, and eſpied thoſe two eſpeciall Garments, 
which his wife had given one of the ſtrange Merchants [ 
yet he durſt not credit ir, or thar poſſibly ir conld be} y, 
the ſame, nevertheleſle he iaid, Sir, I doe not know any (s 
of them, bur true it is, that theſe tyvo doe reſembieÞ} 
twoſuch Robes, as I was wont to weare my ſelfe, «fs; 
the like yvere given to three Merchants, that happy 
ned to vifite my poore houle. l 

Noyy could Saladive containe no longer, but embrih, 
£ing him joyfully in kis armes, he ſaid. Signior Thorwy | 
19 d '1{411a,and I am one of thoſe three Merchants, ſh; 
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whom your wife oaye theſe Robes: and now the time 
is come to pive you credible intelligence of my Mer. 
chandiſe, as I promiſed at my departing from you, for 
ſucha time (I rold you) would come at length. borel- 
{s, was both glad, and baſhfull together : glad, that hee 
had entertained ſuch a Gueſt, and baſhfully aſhamed, 
that his welcome had not exceeded in niore bountiful} 
manner. Thorello, replied Saladine, ſeeing the gods 
have ſent you ſo happily tomee: account you your 
felfe to be ſoly Lord here, for I ara now no more than a 
private man, 

I am not able to exprefſe their counterchan#es of 
eourtefie, Saladine commanding him to be cloathed in 
Royall Garments, andbrowght m preſence of his very 
greateſt Lords,yhere haying ſpoken liberally in his due 
commendation,he commanded them to honour him as 
himſelfe, if they expeRed any grace and faycur from 
him, which every one did imamediatly, but ( above all 
the reſt thoſe twe Baſchaes, which-accompanicd Salg- 
dive at his houſe, The greatneffe of this pompe and 
glory, ſo ſuddenly throwne en Signior Therello, made 
bim halfe forget all matters of Lombardie ; and ſo muci 
the rather, becauſe hee had nodoubtar all, but that his 
letters, were ſafely come to the hands of his Vncle. 

Here I amte te! you, that in the Campe or Army of 
the Chriſtians,on the day when Saladine made his ſur- 
prac there yvas 2a Provincial] Gentleman dead and 

uried, who was Signior Thorello de Dignes, a man of 
very honourable and great eftceme, in which reſpeR 
(dignjer T borello &'1/fria, knowne throughout the Ar- 
mic, by his Nobility and valour) whoſacver heard that 
Signior Thorellg was dead; bekeved it to be Theyells 
«1/*ria, 8 not he of Dignes,ſo that Thorells d' 1friaes 
unknowne ſurprizall and thraldome, made it alſo co 
afte for an aſſured truth. 

Beſide, many Iralians returning home, and carrying 
bus report for credible 3 ſome were fo audaciouſly pre

ſumpruous, as they ayouckhed upon their oathes, that 
nor onely they ſayy him dead, but were preſent at his 
buriall likewiſe. Which rumour comming to the care 
of his wife, and likewiſe to his kindred and hers : pro- 
eurcd a great and grievous mourning among themzand 
all that happened to heare thereof, 

Over-tedious time ir yould require,to relate at large, 
the publique gricfe and ſorrovy, with the continual] ]a- 
menrations of kis wife, yyho(wirhin ſome feyy moneths 
after ) became tormented with nevy marriage ſolici- 
rings, before ſhe had halfe hghcd for the firſt: the very 

reateſt perſons of Lombardie making the motion,being 
Tail y followed and furthered by her ovyne brothers and 
friends. Still (droyvucd in teares) (he returned denial, 
till in the end, when no contradiRion could preyaile,to 
latisfie her parents, and the importunate purſuers : ſhee 
was conſtrained toreveale the charge impoſed on her 
by her Husband, which (hce had yowed infallibly to 
kcepe, and till that very time, ſhee would in no wiſe 
conſent. 

While wooing for a ſecond wedding with Adaliettas 
proceeded in this manner at Pavia, it chanced on 2 
day , that Signior T horel@ had eſpied a man in Alexan- 
dria, whem hee ſavy with the Geneway Ambaſſadours, 
yrhen they {et thence towards Geneway with their Gal- 
lies. And cauling himto be ſent for, hee demanded of 
him, the ſuccefſe of the voyage, and when the Gallies 
arrived at Geneway z whereto he returned him this ag- 
ſwer, My Lord, our Gallies made a very fatall yoyage, 
asit is ( already) too weil knowne in Creete, where my 
dwelling is. For when we drevy neere Sicily, there ſud- 
denly aroſe a very dangerous North-Weſt-winde,whick 
drove us on the quicke-Sandsof Barbary, where not a- 
ny man eſcaped with life, onely my ſelfe excepted, but 
(in the wracke) two of my brethren periſhed.

alſo that the time limited to his wife, drew neere expi. 
ring within very few dayes, and no newes novw poflibly 
to be (ent thither of his life, his wife would queſtion- 
Icfle be married againe : hee fell into ſuch a deepe cons 
ceited melanchelly , as foodc and (leepe forſooke him, 
whereupen,he kept his bed, ſetting downe his perem 
tory reſolution for death. When Saladine (who rnd 
loyed him} heard thereof, hee came in all haſte tuſce 
him, and having ( by many carneſt perſwaſions and 
entreaties underſtood the caule of his melancholly and 
kckens. he very ſeyerly reproved him,becauſe he would 
no ſooner acquaint hin therewith. Many kiade and 
cotartable ſpeecheshe gave him,yith coſtant aſſurance, 
that (if hee were ſo minded) he would (o order the bu- 
linefle for him; as hee ſhould be a Pavia, by the ſame 
time as he had appointed to his wife, and revealcd to 
him alſo the manner how. 

Therelhe verily beleeved che Soldanes promiſe, becauſe 
he had often heard the poſlibilitic of performance, and 
others had effeRed as much, divers times elſewhere : 
whereupon he began to comfort himſelfe, ſoliciting the 
Soldan carnAMly that it might be accewpliſhed. Salg- 
dine, ſent for one of his Sorcerers { of whole kill kee 
had formerly made experience ) totake a direRcourley 
how Signior Thorello ſhould be carried (in one night)to

C(etting aſide beauty, which is bur a fading flowre) de- 
ferveth moR graciouſly to be reſpe&ed, much more to 
be affeRed in the higheſt degres. Ir were to mee no 


meane favour of ourgods, ( ſeeing Fortunc direRed . 


your courſe ſo happily huther) that for the ſhort or long 
time yyce have to live, we might reigne equallic toge- 
ther in theſe Kingdomes under my fubjeRion. Bur if 
ſuck grace may not be pranted me, yer, ſeeing ir Rands 
maincly upon the perill of your life, to beat Pavia a+ 
gains by your ovene limited time, it is my chicfeſt 
comfort,that I am thereyvith acquainted, becauſe I in- 
tended to haye you conveighed thither, yea, eycn in- 
© your owne houſe, in ſuch honourable order as your 
vertnes doe juſtly merit, which in regard it cannot be 
{c conveniently performed, but as Ihave informed you, 
and 23 the neceſſtie of the caſc urgent'y commandeth ;

Great Saladine ( anſwered T borello) effeAs (with- 
out words.) have alrcady ſufticiently yyarranted your 
gracious diſpefition towards me, farre beyond any re- 
quitall remaining in-mee 3 your word onely being e- 
nough for my c6tort in this caſe, either dying or liy1ngs 
But in regard you haye taken ſuch order for my depar- 
ture hence, Idefirc to haye it done with all poſſible ex- 
pedition, becauſe ro morrovy is the yery laft day, thatl 
am to be abſent. Saladine proteſted that it ſhould bs 
done, and the ſame evening in the great Hall of his

ti- [cave of Thorelo)) followed Setadine into the Hall, 
whereas the bed ſtood readily prepared, Becauſe ir 
waxed ycry late, andthe Magitian alſo there attending 
for his dilpatch ; the Phiſizion went with the potion. 
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ro T horells, and perſwading him, in the way of friend- 
ip, that it was enely ro Rtrengthen him after his 
great weakeneſfle: hee dranke ir off, being thereby im- 
mediarely entraunced, and ſopreſently ſIceping, was 
(by Saladizes cotramand ) laid on the ſumptuous and 
coltly bed, whereon ſtood an Imperiall Crowne of 1n.- 
faire value, appearing ( by a deicription engraven 9! 
1) chat Saladineſent it to Madam Adalietta, the witc 
of T horeflo, On his finger he puta Ring, wherein was 
enchaled an admirable Carbunclc, which fcemed like 
a flaming Torche, the value thereof not to be eſtima- 
ted. By him likeyiſe hee laide a rich (word, with the 
girdle, hangers, and other {furniture ſuch as ſeldome 
can be ſcene the like, Then he laid a lewell on the Pil- 
low by him, ſo ſumptuouſly embeliflued with Pearles 
and precious Stones, as might have beſeemed the grea- 
ecſt Monarch in the yvorld roweare. Laſt of all, on ei- 
ther fide of them, he ſer two great Baſons of pure gold, 
full of double ducates, many cords of Orient Peatlcs, 
Rings, Girdles, and other coſtly levels (over-tedious 
to be recounted) and kifling him once more as hee [ay 
in his bed, commanded the Mapitian to diſpatch and 
be gone.

Having lighted many+ Torches, the Abbot and his 
Monkes entred yith the Sexton mtothe Church,where 
they beheld the wonderfull rich Bed, and the Knight 
lying faſt aſlcepe in it. While they ood all in amaze. 
ment, nor daring to approach ncerethe bed, whereon - 
lay ſuch coſtly Iewels ; it chanced that Signior Thorells 
awaked,and breathed forth a moſt yehement fighe, The 
Monkes and the Abbot ſceing him to ſtirre, ranne all 
away in feare, crying ont aloud, God and Saint Peter 
defend ns, 

By this time 7hsre!/o had opened hiseies,and looking 
round about him, perccived that he was in the place of 
Sa/adines promile, whereof hee was not a little jeyfull, 
Wherefore, fitting up in thÞed, and particularly ob- 
ſerving all the things about kim: albeir hee knevy ſuffi- 
ently the magnificence of Saladine, yer now it appea- 
red farre greater to him, and imagined more largely 
thereof, than he could doe before.

More- 
over; 1 dare aſſure thee, that thy wife Adzlietta, being 
eonquercd by the controuling command, and threat- 
nings of her kindred(but much againſt her own mind)

and the marriage feaſt is ſolemnly prepares, in honour 
of thisſecond Nuptials. 

Therelariling out of the bed, gave gracious ſalutati- 
ons to the Abbot and his Monke?, entreating earneſt y 
of them all,. that no word might be ſpoken of his re- 
turne, vntill he had compleated 2n important bufinelie, 
Atterward, having Gaſel ſecured the bed, and all the 
zich Jewels, he fully acqufintcd the Abbor veith all his 
pe fortunes ,wherof ke was immeaſurably joyfull ,5& 

aving iatizfied him, concerning the newelefted kuſ- 
band, Thozello ſaiduntothe Abbot. Vnckle, befere any. 
rumour of my return, would gladly ſce my wives beha« 
viour atthis ney briding feaſt,and although men of re« 
_ are ſeldome ſcene xt ſuch Toviall mcerings: yer 
{for my ſake) doe youTo order the matter, that I (as fn 
Arabian ſtranger) may be a gueſt under your prote . 
fon; whereto the Abbot very gladly and joyfully con- 
deſcended, 


Inthe — hee ſent to the Brideproome, and. 
tha 


adyertiſed him, that ke(with a ſtranger newly arrived) 


intended to dine with him, ywhich the Gentleman'ac« 
cepted in thankeſul] manner. And when dinner time 
carne, Thorelloin his trange diſguiſe went with the Ab- 
dot to the Bridegroomgs houſe, yrhere he was lookt x 
viuro 
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with admiration of all che gnefts, bat not knowne er 
ſuſpeRed by any one; becaule the Abbot reported him 
to be a Sarracine, and (cnt by the Seldane (in Ambale 

ſage) rothe King of France, ThoreKo was ſeatcd at a 
by-rable, but dircRly oppoſite torhe nevy Bride, whom 
he much delighted to looke on, and eahily colleRed by 
her (ad countenance, that ſhe was ſcarcely well pleaſed 
with this new Nuptialls, She likewiſe beheld him very 
often, not in regard of any knowledge ſhe took of Him: 
for the buſhineſſe of his beard, ſtrangenefle of habice, 
(but moſt of all) firme beliefe of his death, was the 
maine preventicns 

Ar ſuch time as T horefo thought it conyenientyto ap» 
proove how-far he was falne eut of her remembrance;

manded. 

Torells having drunke a heartie draught to the bride, 
conveyed the Ring into the Cuppe, before that any 
perſon conld perceive it, and having left but (mallftore 
ef. wine init, corcred the Cup, and ſent it againe = = :

tull bloud mounting up into her checkes, and returnins 
a2tine with remembrance to her heart,that (hawlocyc:

Like one of Bacchus Froes, up turioully ſhee ſtarted, 
and throwing doyne the "Table before her, cried ov: 
ajond : This is my Lord and Husband : this trurly is 
my Lord Thorel's. So ranning to the Tablc where hee 
ſate, without regard of all the riches thereon, down ſhe 
threw it lkewite, aud claſping her armes about hi: 
necke, hung ſo mainely on him (weeping, ſobbing, 
2nd kifling him) as the could not be taken oft by any of 
the copany, nor ſhevved any moderation in this excelle 
of paſſion, till Thorel/o ipake, and entreated her to be 
more patient, becauſe this extremitie was over-dange- 
rous for her.

the inſtant houre. Concluding withall, that he was ne 
way offended with the nevy Bride-groome, who upon 


. the ſoconftant report of his death, deſerved no blame 


in making elcRion of his wife, 

The Bridegroome, albeit his countenance was ſome« 
what cloudie, to ſce his hope thus diſappointeg ; yet 
gratited freely, that Adalietta was Thorello's wife in e- 
quitie, and he eould not lay any claine to her. Shee allo 
reſigned the Crowne and Rings which fac had fo late- 
ly received of her new Spouſe ; and put that en her fn- 


* ger which ſhe found in the Cup, andthat Crovyne vis 
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fr upen her cad, in honour ſeat her from great Salg- 
dine. In which triumphant manner, ſhee left the nevv 
Bridegroomes abiding), and repaired home to Thorells's 
houſe, with ſuch pempe and magnikcence as never 
had the like beene ſcene in Payia before, as the Citi- 
ens eſtecming it as a miracle, that they had ſo kappily 
recoverce Signior T borel!o againc, 

Some part of the lewells hee gave to him, who had 
beene at coſt with the marriage fcaſting, and ſome to 
his Yncle rhe Abbot, beſide a bountie beſtowed on the 
Monkes, Then hee ſent a meſſenger to Saladine, with 
Letters of the whole ſucceſſe, and confeſſing himſelfe 
(for cycr) his obliged (cryvanty living many yearcs (af- 
ter) with his wife Adelietta, and uſing'greater courte® 
fics ro rangers, than ever beforc he had done. 

Inthis manner ended the troubles of Signior Therel- 
lo, and the afflitions of his dearely affeed Ladywith 
due recompence ts their houeſt and ready courtetics. 
Manyſtrive (in outward hew) to doe the like, whoal- 
thoug!y they are ſufficiently able, doe performe it ſo 
baſcly, as it rather redgunderh to their ſhamegthan ho-= 
nour. And therefore if no merit enſue thereon,but one- 
ly ſuch diſgrace as juſtly ſhould follow; let them lay the 
blame uyon themſelves, .

aflembled ropether, hee then ſpake uuto them in man- 
ncr as followeth, 

F Honourable friends, it appeared pleaſing to you all, 
and yet {I thinke )youare of the ſame minde, chat I 
fhould diſpoſe my felfe to take a wife : and] thereto 
cendeſcendcd, more to yecld you contentment, than 
for any particular deſire in my (elfe, Let mee novyre- 
member you of your ſolemne made promiſe, with full 
conſent to honour and obey her ( whoſgevyer) as your 
ſoveraigne Lady and Miſtrefſe,that I ſhail ele&to make 
my wife : and now the time is come, for my exaRing 
the performance of that promiſe, and which 1 looke you 
muſt conſtantly keepe. I have made choiſe of a young 
Virgine, an{werable to mine owne heart and liking, 
dwclling not farre off hence, whom I intend ro make 
my wife, and (within feyy dayes) to have her brought 
home to my Pallace, Let your care and dilivence then 
extend ſo farre, as to ſee that the feaſt may be ſumpru- 


- ous, and her entertainement to be moſt honeurable ::c 


the end that 1 may receive as much contentment in 
your 
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your promiſe performed, as you ſhall perceive I doe in 
my choile, 

The Lords, and all the reſt, were wondrouſly jeyfull 
to heare him ſv well inclined, expreſhng no lefſe by 
their ſhours and jocund iuffrages: proteſting cordially, 
that the fa@uld be welcommed wich pompe and Maje- 
itic, and honoured of them all, as their Liege, Lady; 
and Soveraigne, Afteryrard, they made preparation for 
a princely and magnificent feaſt, as the Marqueſle did 
tac like, for a marriage of extraordinary ſtate and qua- 
litie, inviting all his kindred, friends, and acquaintance 
in all parts and Provinces, about him. Hee made alſo 
rcady moſt rich and coſtly garments, ſhaped by the bo» 
dy of a comely yong Gentlewoman,whom he'kney to 
be equall in proportion and ſtature, to her of whom he 
had made his cle&ion.

daughter Grigelds ; but firſt I have a few demands tr 
make, which] vill utter co heria thy preſence, Then 
ke turned tothe maide,and (aide, 
Faire Grizelda, if I make you my wife, will you doc 
our beſt endeavour to pleaſe me, in all things which 1 
Kall doe or fay ? Will you alſo be gentle, humble, and 
patient? with divers other the like queſtions; wherero 
ſhe ſtill anſwered, that ſhe would, fs ncere as heaven 
(with grace) fheuld enable her. 
Preſently he rook her by the hand, (o led her forth of 
the poore mans homely houſe, and in the preſence of

all bis company, with his ovne handshe tooke off her 


weane vearing garments, (mocke and all, andclorhed 
her with thoſe s of State yyhich he had purpalely 
brenght thither for ber, and plaiting her hairs over ker 
ſhoulders, hee placed a Crowne of gold on her head, 
whereat every one ſtanding as amazed, and wondring 
net alittle, hee ſaid: Grizelds, wilt thou have mee to 

_thy husband, Modeſty bluſhing, and kneeling on the 
ground, ſhee anfrvered, Yes my gracious Lord, if you 
will accept ſo poore a maiden to be your wife. Yes Gri- 
elda, quoth hc, with this holy kifle, I eonfirme thee 
for my wife; and (o eſpeuſed her before them all. Then 
mounting her on a milke-white Palfray, brouzhtthi- 
ther for her, fhkec was thus ſMonourably conduded ta 
her Pallace. 

Now concerning the marriage feaſts and triumphes, 
they were performed with no lcfſe Pang: than it ſhee 
had beene daughter to the King of France. Andthe 
young Bride apparantly declared, that (with her gar. 
ments ) her minde ang behaviour were quite chanyeds 
For indeed ſhe yeas {As it were ſhame to ſpeake other» 
wiſe)a rare creature,both of perſon and perfcftions. and 
not onely was the abſolute for beaurie, and ſo ſweetly a- 
miable, gracious, and goodly 3 as if ſhee were not the 
daughtcr of poore 1anicilo , and a Country Shepheard=- 
dcfle, but rather of lame noble Lord; whereat every 
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gac wondered that formerly had knowne her.Belide all 
ehis, ſbe was ſo obedient to her husband, fo fervent in 
all dutifull offices and patient, without the very lcaſt 
provoking ; as hee held himſclfe much more than con= 
rented , and the onely happy man that lived inthe

In lize manner, toyvards the (abje Rs of her Lord and 
Hugband, fhee ſhewed her (clfe alwayes (o benigne and 
gracious z as there was not any one, butthe mere they 
lookt on her, the better they loved her, honouring ker 
valuirarily, and praying to the heavens,for her h1ealrh, 
dignity and well-fares long continuance;Speaking nors 
(quite contrary to their former opinion of the Mar- 
—_ honourably and worthily, that hee hid ſhowne 
himſclfe a ſingular wiſe man, inthe eleN19n of his wite, 
which fevy elle (but he) in the world would ever have 
done : becaule their judgement might fall farre ſhort, of 
diſcerning thoſe great and precious vertues, veiled un- 
det a homely habite, and obſcured in a poore Country 
Cottage, To be bricfe, in very fhort time, not onely 
the Marquiſate it ſelfe, bur all acighbunring Provinces 
round about, had noother common ralke, bur of her 
rare courſe of life, devotion, charity, and all good a&i- 
ons elſe whatſoever ; quite quailing all Gniſter Inſtru- 
ftions of her Husband, before he received her in ma+ 
er1monye 

A bone foure or fue yeares after the birth of her 
dauphtcr, the conceived with childe againe , and {ar the 
limirted houre of deliverance) had a poodly Sonne, to 
the no little liking of the Marqueſſe, Afterward, a 
Rcange humour catred into his braine, namely, that 
by 2 long continued experience, and courſes of intolle- 
zable qualitie 3 he would needs make proofe of his faire 
Wives patience, Firft, he began to provoke her by inju- 
Tious (pecches, theyving kerce and frowning lookes to 
ker, intimating ; that his people grevydiſpleaſed with 
bim, in r<gard of kis Wiyes baſe birth and cduca- 
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tion, and ſomuch the rather, becauſe ſhee was likely to 
bring children, who ( by her bloud ) were no better 
than beggers, and murmured at the daughtcr already 
borne, Whuch words when Grizelda heard, wirhout a-

My honourable and gracious Lord, diſpoſe of me, as 
you thinke beſt, for your owne dignity and content- 
ment, for I (hallcherewith be well plealed 2 as ſhe rhat 
knowes her [elte,farre infe31our to the meaneſt of your 
people, much lefle worthy-of the honour, whereto you 
hk:d to advance me, 

This anſwer was very we lcome to the Marqueſlc, as 
apparantly perceiving hereby, that che dignity whereto 
heehad exalted her, or any particuliar fayours belide , 
could not infeR her with aay pride, coineſle, or dil- 
daine. Ne: long after, having told herin plaine and 0- 
pu ſpeeches, that his ſubjes could not endure her (0 

ate borne daughter : he called a truity ſervant of his, 
and having wſtrued him what he Q.ould docyſent him 
to Grizelda, and he being alone with her, looking ve- 
ry ſad, and much perplexcd 1n minde, he ſaid. Madamni, 
except I intend to loſe mine ovvne life, I muſt accom- 
plith what my Lord hath ftrietly enjuyned mee, whic's 
15, to take this your young daughter, and then mult : 
So breaking off abruptly,the Lady hcaring theſe words, 
and noting his frowning lookes, remembring alſo what 
rhe Marqueſſe himſclfe had formerly ſaid z the preſent- 
ly imagined, that he had commanded his ſervant to kill 
the chi:d.

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The ſcryantdeparting from her with the childe, agd 
reportingto the Marqueſſe what his Lady had ſaid ; he 
wondered at her incomparable conſtancy, Then hee 
ſent it by the ſame feryant to Bolognazto an honourable 
Lady his kinſewoman, requeſting her (without reve 2» 
ling whoſe child it was) to (ce it both nobly and Carce 
fully educated, 

Art time convenient afterward, being with child a- 
gaine, and delivercd of a Princely Sonne ( than witich 
nothing could be more joyfull ro the MarqueſTe ) 
yer all this was nor ſufficient for him 3 bur with farre 
ruder language than before,and lookes expreffing harſh 
1ncentions, hee (aid unto her. Grizelda, though thou 
plealeſt mee wonderfully, by the birch of this Princely 
Boy, yet my ſubjeRs are not therewith contented, bur 
blunder abroad maliciouſly; that the grand-child of 1; - 
ziculo, a poore Ccountrey Pezant, when am dead and 
Lone mult be cheir Sovyeraigne Lord and Maſter. Which 
makes me ſtand in fearc of their expulſion, and to pre- 
yent thar, I muſt be rid of this childe, as well as the o- 
ther, and then ſend thee away trom hence, that I may 
take another wife, more pleaſing to them, 

Grizel.la, with a patent ſufffrent foule , hearing 
whac hee had (aid, returned no other anſwer but this, 
Moſt Gracious and Honorable Lord, fatisfie andpleaſc 
your oyyne Roya]l minde, and never uſe any reſpe& of 
me: tor nothing is preciousor pleaſing to me, but whar 
may agree with your pood liking. Within 2 wile at. 
ter, the noble Marqueſſe in thc like manner as hee did 
before for his Dau2hter, ſo he (cnt the ſame [eryant for 
the Sonne, and ſeeming as if hce had lent it to have 
deene ſlaine, couvcighcd it ro be nurſed at Bologna, in 
company of his ſweet Sifter, Wherear the Lady ſhewed 
no other diſcontentment in any kinde, than formerly 

ſhe had done for her Daughter, tothe no meane mar- 
vellof the Marqueſle, who proteſted in his foule, that 
the ike woman was not in all the world befide, And 
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were it not for his heedfall obſeryation, hove lyvins 

and carefull the was of her children, prizing them as 

dearely as her orvne life ; raſh opinion might have per- 

{waded him, that ſhe had no more in her, than a carnail 
afte&ion, not caring how many thee had, ſo ſhe migh:
